lit.  The  busioeM  of  e? ery  daj  shall  be  introduced  with  prayer. 

2d.  This  CooTentioD  shall  sit  for  the  despatch  of  busioesSi  at  9  o'clock, 
A.  M.  and  4  o'clock.  P.  M.  on  each  day  of  its  session. 

3d.  Efery  memher  shall  take  his  seat  when  the  President  takes  the 
Chair,  and  remain  anco?ered  until  the  Con?ention  adjourn. 

4th.  At  the  opening  of  each  session  of  the  Con?ention,  as  soon  as  the  Pre- 
ndeot  takes  the  chair,  the  names  of  the  clergy,  who  were  entitled  to  seats 
at  the  preceding  Convention,  shall  be  called  over  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
hst  CooTeotion :  or,  in  case  of  his  absence^  by  a  Secretary  pro  tern,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  President.  The  lay  delegates  shall  lay  their  certificates 
of  appointment  on  the  table  of  the  Secretary,  and  subscribe  the  declaration 
required  by  the  constitution.  If  a  constitutional  quorum  be  found  present, 
the  President  shall  thereupon  declare  the  fact,  and  announce  that  the  Con- 
feotioo  is  organized  and  resdy  for  business.  A  Secretary  shall  be  elected.—- 
The  following  committees  shall  then  be  appointed  by  the  chair.  One  of 
elections,  to  consist  of  three,  to  whom  the  testimonials  of  the  lay  delegates 
shall  be  referred ;  one  on  accounts,  to  consist  of  three ;  one  on  parochial 
cootributions,  to  consist  of  three;  one  on  the  admission  of  new  parishes 
aod  churches  into  union  with  this  Conyention,  to  consist  of  five  members ; 
and  one  on  the  right  of  clergymen  to  seats  in  this  Convention,  to  consist 
of  three  clergymen. 

5tb.  If  the  bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  not  be  present  at  any  meeting  of 
the  Convention,  at  the  opening  of  the  same,  the  names  of  the  clergy  who 
were  entitled  to  seats  at  the  preceding  Convention,  shall  be  called  over  by 
the  Secretary  of  last  Convention ;  or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  by  the  first 
umed  member  of  the  standing  committee  who  may  be  present.  The  lay 
delegates  shall  lay  their  certificates  of  appointment  on  the  table,  and  sub- 
scribe the  declaration  required  by  the  constitution.  If  a  constitutional  quo- 
nim  be  present,  a  President,  pro  tempore,  shall  be  elected,  agreeably  to  the 
seventh  article  of  the  constitution.  A  Secretary  shall  be  elected ;  and  then 
the  chair  shall  appoint  the  several  committees  mentioned  in  the  fourth  rule 
of  order. 

6th.  The  standing  committee  for  the  preceding  year  shall  be  the  commit- 
tee on  the  state  of  the  Church ;  and  all  parochial  reports  shall  be  referred 
to  the  said  committee. 
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7th.  Every  member  who  shall  deliver  hia  opioions,  or  speak  io  any  de- 
bate, shall  stand  up  m  his  place ;  and  with  respect  aod  decency,  address 
himself  to  the  President. 

8th.  If  two  or  more  members  shall  rise  to  speak  at  the  sams  time,  the 
President  shall  declare  who  shall  speak  first. 

9th.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any  debate,  except  with 
leave ;  nor  shall  any  member  be  interrupted  while  he  is  speaking  in  order. 
Aod  if  any  member  shall  rise  to  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques- 
tion without  leave,  the  President  shall  call  him  to  order. 

10th.  Any  member  called  to  order  by  the  President,  or  by  a  member, 
•hall  thereupon  take  his  seat. 

11th.  When  the  Convention  is  sitting,  no  member  shall  speak  to  another 
so  as  to  interrupt  any  member  who  may  be  speaking  in  a  debate. 

12th«  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  be  seconded ;  and  if  de- 
sired by  the  President,  reduced  to  writing,  and  read  by  the  Secretary. 

13th.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  the  matter  of  the  motion 
shall  receive  a  determination  by  the  question,  unless  postponed  by  a  motion 
for  postponement,  or  by  the  previous  question,  before  any  other  motion 
•hall  be  received. 

14th.  If  a  question  in  debate  contains  more  parts  than  one,  any  member 
may  have  the  same  divided  into  as  many  questions  as  there  are  parts. 

15th.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President.  Upon  all 
questions  of  order  there  shall  be  a  right  of  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
presiding  officer  of  the  Convention. 

16th.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Codtcd- 
tion,  unless  he  may  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

17th.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of 
the  Convention ;  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate  during  the  same 
session,  except  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Convention. 

18th.  No  question  shall  be  taken  upon  any  report,  unless  upon  a  motion 
to  print  or  recommit  it,  but  reports  shall  as  of  course  lie  on  the  table. 
If  a  committee  deem  any  action  of  the  Convention  desirable,  it  shall  be 
their  duty  to  present  such  resolutions,  acts  or  canons  as  they  think  it  should 
adopt,  which  only  shall  be  subject  to  the  action  of  the  Convention. 

19th.  The  foregoing  roles  of  order  shall  be  deemed  and  considered  the 
rules  of  order  of  all  future  Conventions,  until  altered  or  rescinded ;  and  the 
same  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal  of  each  Convention.

Baltimore,  Mat  29,  1850. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Annual 
CoDfeniioD  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Maryland,  a 
number  of  the  clergy  and  laity  assembled  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  in 
St.  Paul's  Church. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  James  A.  McKenney, 
assisted  in  the  Liessons  by  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Nicholson,  the  Bishop 
reading  the  Ante-Communion  Service. 

The  Convention  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Bishop,  after 
which  the  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Bishopt 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt,Rev.  Mr.  Gilliss,  and  Rev.  J.  A.

Bnihren  of  the  Clergy  and  LaUy : 

.  ioother  year  of  quiet  and  steady  growth  as  a  diocese,  and  of 
multiplied  blessings,  spiritual  and  temporal;  calls  for  our  joint 
thaok^givingB,  aa  we  once  more  meet  togetlier  in  the  house  of  God 
to  tell,  of  His  loving  kindness,  and  set  forth  His  most  worthy  {^aise* 
Id  flpaiing  us  ftom  the  visitation  which  our  sins  most  justly  had 
deferred,  wl^en  so  many  portions  of  our  land  were  devastated  by 
deadly  pestilence;  in  crowning  us  with  the  blessings  of  the  basket 
and  the  store;  in  continuii^  to  us  the  prosperity  which  has  so 
brightened  the  present  state  and  future  prospects  of  the  community; 
in  not  withdrawing  from  us  the  fiivor  from  on  high  by  which  the 
word  and  ordinances  are  made  efibctual:  in  sending  forth  laborers 
into  His  harvest,  and  enlarging  the  borders  of  His  vineyard ;  God 
has  been  good  to  us,  jfor  beyond  wliat  w^e  might  have  dared  to 
daim,  or  even  ask,  except  as  a  free  gift  of  mercy,  made  over  to 
us  in  Christ. 

We  have  not  been  left  wholly  without  admonition  to  be  ready 
when  the  Master  cometh;  for  one  of  our  brethren  in  the  holy  min- 
iatiy^  and  more  than  one  of  the. more  prominent*  brethren,  ftdthftil 
ind  beloved,  among  our  laity,  have  been  called  from  us,  as  we 
trust,  to  a  more  excellent  reward.  Tlie  late  Richard  Thomas,  of 
St.  Mary's  coimty,  Benjamin  J.  Dashiell,  of  Somerset  county,  and 
Robert  NeiLson,  of  this  city,  have  too  long  and  too  frdthftilly  served 
the  Church  not  to  be  missed  and  mourned  on  such  an  occasion  as 
tWs.  The  Rev.  Lucien  B.  Wright,  though  his  last  hours  were 
Wfexki  in  another  diocese,  and  his  years  of  sojourning  with  us,  since 
his  return  to  Maryland  in  1847,  had  been'made  by  feeble  and  fail- 
ing health,  comparatively  inactive,  was  known  to  many  of  us  as  an 
earnest  and  willing  laborer,  while  his  Lord  had  continued  to  him 
the  strength  for  work,  and  a  devoted  son  of  the  Church  which  had 
entrusted  him  with  her  ministry. 

The  list  of  our  Cleigy  has  been  diminished  in  a  less  poinftd  way 
by  several  removals.  Six  have  thus  left  us;  the  Rev.  Joshua 
Peteridn,  and  the  Rev.  Robert  M.  Mitcheson  by  Letters  Dunissory 
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to  the  diocese  of  Virginia;  the  Rev.  Theodore  B.  Lyman;  to  the 
diocese  of  Pennsylvania;  the  Rev.  Daniel  Henshaw^  to  the  diocese 
of  Rhode  Island;  the  Rev.  John  Martin^  to  the  diocese  of  Indiana; 
and  the  Rev.  Cyrus  Waters,  to  the  diocese  of  Tennessee. 

In  their  place  we  have  received  by  accession  from  other  dioceses^ 
seven:  viz.  the  Rev.  Samuel  C.  Kerr,  a  welcome  revisitant  of  his 
natal  soil,  from  the  diocese  of  Mississippi;  the  Rev.  J.  Pinkney  Ham* 
mond,  whom,  also,  Maryland  may  claim  to  have  nurtured  for 
the  Lord,  from  that  of  Maine;  the  Rev.  Wilham  Greene,  deacon, 
from  that  of  New  Jersey;  the  Rev.  Alfred  Holmead,  another  of 
our  own  band  returned  to  rejoin  his  brethren,  from  that  of  Vif- 
ginia;  the  Rev.  Thomas  Quinan,  from  that  of  Pennsylvania;  the 
Rev.  James  Stephenson,  from  that  of  Missouri ;  and  the  Rev.  R. 
D.  Shindler,  from  that  of  South  Carolina. 

Of  these  brethren,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Kerr  is  settled  in  the  Rectorship 
of  Prince  Geoige  Parish,  Montgomery  county;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ham* 
mond  in  that  of  Trinity  Church,  Upper  Marlborough;  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Greene  in  that  of  St.  Geoige's  Church,  Moimt  Savage,  and 
the  missionary  charge  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Maryland  Mining 
Works,  both  in  Allegany  county;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Holmead  is  teach- 
ing in  the  city  of  Baltimore;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stephenson  has  just 
been  chosen  Rector  of  Dorchester  Parish,  Dorchester  county;  and 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Shindler  is  Principal  of  the  incorporated  Academy  in 
Upper  Marlborough,  Prince  Geoigc  county. 

The  additions  by  removal  have  thus  just  balanced  our  losses  by 
death  and  transfer  to  other  dioceses.  The  number  of  Cletgy  in  the 
diocese  has  been  increased  by  Jive^  admitted  to  holy  orders  within 
the  year.  Of  these,  the  Rev.  J.  Newton  Wattson  is  Assistant  Min- 
ister of  St.  Luke's  Parish,  Queen  Anne  County;  the  Rev.  Eras- 
tus  F.  DashicU,  Rector  elect  of  Christ  Church  Parish,  Calvert 
county;  the  Rev.  Cornelius  E.  Swope,  Instructor  in  the  College  of 
St.  James;  the  Rev.  Lorenzo  S.  Russell,  Rector  elect  of  St.  Philip's 
Parish,  Prince  George  and  Anne  Anmdel  counties;  and  the  Rev. 
Henry  J.  Windsor,  Rector  elect  of  East  Newmarket  Parish,  Dor- 
chester county. 
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We  have  now,  th^refbre^  one  hundred  and  twenty-tkree  Clergjr- 
men  in  the  diocese;  the  Bishop,  one  hundred  and  eleven  presby* 
ten,  and  deven  deacons.  Of  these  eighty-sir  are  Rectors  of 
RujbIms  or  congregations  ;  five,  assistant  ministers;  twoy  presidents 
of  CoU^es;  eighieeny  {nrofessoiB  or  instructors  in  incorporated  Col- 
leges and  Academies;  fen,  principals  or  teachers  of  unincorporated 
Sehools;  one,  chaplain  in  the  Upited  States  Navy;  one,  chaplain 
ID  the  Army;  nwie,  are  disabled  from  duty  by  the  burden  of  yean 
or  bf  disease. 

The  changes  during  the  year  have  been  as  follows:  the  Rer. 
MaUhias  Harris  has  been  appointed  to  a  chaplaincy  in  the  Army 
tf  the  United  States,  and  while  retaining  his  canonical  relations,  is 
at  present  residing  at  Fort  Moultrie,  in  South  Carolina. 

The  Rev.  James  A.  McEenney  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of 
Sherwood  Church,  Baltimore  county,  being  called  to  that  of  St. 
Pud's  Ptarish,  Prince  Geoige  county. 

The  Rev.  Robert  L.  Goldsborough,  having  taken  charge  of  a 
misBioa  station  at  Lloyd's  Factory,  in  Cecil  county,  in  connexion 
with  the  Rectorship  of  Trinity  Church,  Elkton,  which  he  still 
hoUs,  has  ceased  to  officiate  in  St.  Mary  Anne's  Parish,  Cecil 
county.  I  am  not  aware  that  any  supply  has  been  obtained  ibr 
diat  Parish,  of  the  vacancy  of  which  I  have  not  received  the  due 
canonical  notice. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Piggot  is  officiatmg  in  a  building  bought  for 
occupation  as  a  free  church,  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, with  ftinds  principaDy  raised  by  his  own  exertions  in  obtain- 
ing contributions  ftom  members  of  the  Church  in  that  city. 

The  Rev.  Joshua  Peterkin,  having  removed  to  the  diocese  of 
Tiiginia,  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  Zion  Parish,  Frederick 
county,  which,  so  far  as  I  am  informed,  still  continues  vacant. 

The  Rev.  Theodore  B.  Lyman  having  removed  to  the  diocese 
of  Pennsylvania,  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St.  John's  Parish, 
Washington  county.  It  has  been  offered  to  the  I^v.  William  G. 
Jackson,  of  the  diocese  of  Virginia,  who,  as  I  am  informed,  will 

socept,  though  hindered  by  ill  health  from  taking  immediate 
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£baige»  In  thus  noticii;^  the.remowd  of  Mx.  hysn»ny  liqhMiId 
leave  a  just  debt  yndkchaiged^  did  I  not  take  (he  of^rtuHityi)^ 
-placing  on  recprd  in  how  great  meoaurQ  we  owe  it  to  hisiaeel  ,aad 
energy  that  the  diocese  is  in  ppBseesion  of  ita  weU*«imatedaad  pron 
perous  College.

The  Rev.  Edward  J.  Stearns^  having  been  appcnnted  iU»<  thi

l^eaa  changes  are  fewer  tbaa  have  occunred  in  the  same  time 
Hot aoine  years  pasti  :  A.fidw  more  are  in  contenlplation;  but  I  aiki 
glad  to  think  thai  ^znore  healthy  sentiment  on  the  subject  of 
dbuge  in  th^  pasu>r$d  xelation  is  .becomiog  prevalent  both  among 
Ckigjr  end  Laity^  Jt  js  bard  to  say  which  clatosuiflbrs  most,  detrtf 
ment  by  .the  existing  loqaeness.  of  the  pastoral  tie.  It  afcts  liAd' 
seactSy  froia  o^e  to  the  other,  in  .dwarfi^  all  thbt  is  high  and 
QoUq  i|i.ppnQilde  and  ae^liment,  and  dwindling  both-  the  sphere  of 
exertion  and  the  scope  of  enterprise.  From  bad  to  worse  is  the 
only  pfogieflB  to  be  rfaftonahly  anticipated,  so.  long  and  in  so  &r  as 
k^ontinues  to  prevail. 

Of  candidates  for  Holy  Orders:  lher6  are  at  present  still  seventeen 
aames-on.tbe  list,  afier  the  :ordinadon  otjive  within  the  year;  but 
I  tel  bound  0  ^e  this  opportunity,  ibr  want  of  knowing  any 
beOer  way  of .  communloating  with  the  person  concerned,  to  giw 
fotice  thi^  the  iiain&  of  .Joseph  B.  Jenks,  shall  be  stricken 
flom  the  list  of   candidates  in  this  diocese,  unless 
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'months  from  this  time  I  receive  satisfactory  account  of  Iiis  want 
of  communication  with  me  for  more  than  two  yean  last  post. 
Fbm  candidates  have  been  admitted  within  the  year;  namely, 
Geoige  E.  Warner^  A.  B.;  Cornelius  Edwin  Swope^  A.  M.^m- 
oeived  by  letters  dimissory,  from  the  Bishop  of  New  Jersey,  to 
whom  he  had  been  transferred  from  Maryland  some  months  be- 
iase*j  Geoige  Francis  Beavin;  Franklin  L.  Enight,  A.B.;  and 
Geoige  C.  Stokes.  Of  these,  Mr.  Swope  has  been  ordained,  on 
the  ezpiiy  of  his  canonical  term  of  candidateship.  Two  candi- 
dates, John  T.  Pl^se,  wad  John  W.  Nott,  are  jNt)secuting  their 
studies  in  the  General  Theological  Seminary;  one,  Julius  M. 
Daahiell,  is  an  Instructor  in  St.  James's  College;  and  one,  Henry 
Qnderdonk,  in  St.  Timothy's  Hall. 

.  The  (xdinations  during  the  year  have  been  only  three,  all  stated. 
At  the  first,  the  Trinity  ordination  of  1849,  holden  at  Grace 
Church,  Elk  Bidge  Landing,  on  Trinity  Sunday,  the  3d  of  June, 
the  Assistant  Minister  of  that  Church,  the  Rev.  Alexander  Dix 
Jones,  Deacon,  and  the  Rev.  Joseph  Ciarkson  Passmore,  Deacon, 
were  admitted  to  the  Priesthood,  on  presentation  by  the  Rev.  John 
B.  Eerfbot;  and  Joseph  Newton  Wattson,  on  presentation  by  the 
Rev.  Edward  J.  Steams,  was  ordained  to  the  diaconate. 

The  autumnal  ordination  took  place  in  St.  Andrew's  Church, 
Baltimore,  on  the  Sixteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  the 
23d.  On  that  occasion  there  was  only  one  Deacon  ordained, 
Eiastus  Franklin  Dashiell,  A.M.,  a  graduate  of  the  General' 
Theological  Seminary,  on  ]»resentation  by  the  Rev.  Joseph  Trap-^ 
nell,  Jr.,  Rector  of  the  Church. 

There  was  no  Advent  ordination,  no  candidate  being  ready. 

The  Lent  ordination  was  holden  in  St.  James's  Chapel,  at  the 
Cdlege,  on  the  Second  Sunday  in  Lent,  the  Feast  of  St  Matthias, 
Cornelius  Edwin  Swope,  A.  M.,  a  graduate  of  the  College,  and 
Instructor  in  the  Grammar  School;  Lorenzo  Septimus  Russell,  and 
Henry  John  Windsor;  were  then  admitted  to  the  Holy  Order  of 
Deacons,  on  presentation  by  the  Rev.  John  B.  Eerfoot,  Rector  of 
tbo  College. 
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At  the  Trinity  ordination  of  the  present  yeor^  holden  last  Sun- 
daj  in  Trinity  Church,  Upper  Marlborough,  the  Rector  elect  of 
the  congr^ation,  the  Rev.  J.  Pinkney  Hammond,  Deacon, 
was  ordained  to  the  Priesthood,  on  presentation  by  the  Rev.  Wm. 
Pmkney. 

Of  the  administration  of  clerical  discipline  I  have  received  notice 
fton  the  Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  Ohio,  first  of  the  suspen- 
aon,  and  then  of  the  deposition,  of  Alfred  M.  Loutrell,  late  Pres- 
byter of  that  diocese;  from  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  diocese 
of  New  York,  acting  as  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  of  the  dis- 
placement from  the  holy  ministry,  of  Richard  C.  Shimeall,  John  M. 
Poibes,  D.D.,  and  Thomas  S.  Preston,  and  of  the  deposition  of 
Thomas  S.  Brittan,  all  late  Presbyters  of  that  diocese;  from  the  Rt. 
Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee  of  the  displacement  from  the  minis- 
try of  Samuel  Sherwell,  late  Presbyter  of  that  diocese;  from  the 
Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina^  of  the  displacement  from 
the  ministry  of  Jedediah  Huntington,  M.D.,  late  a  Presbyter  of 
thai  diocese;  and  from  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina, 
of  the  displacement  from  the  ministry  of  Daniel  McLeod,  late  a 
P^byter  of  that  diocese. 

I  have  given  licenses  to  act  as  Lay  Readers,  to  William  Henry 
Warfield,  and  to  Frederick  Gibson,  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

My  visitations  during  the  year  have  embraced  ^/^-/iro  parishes 
and  twenty-Jive  congregations;  three  parishes  and  six  congregations 
having  been  twice  visited.  The  parishes  and  congregations  visited 
have  been;  in  Allegany  coimty,  Emmanuel  Parish;  St.  George's 
Church,  Mount  Savage;  and  St  Paul's  Church,  Maryland  Mining 
Works:  in  Anne  Arundel  county.

EUicott  Chapel,  Patuxent  Forge;  Grace  Church,  Elk  Ridge  Land- 
ing; St.  John's  Church,  Howard  District;  St.  Peter's  Church, 
EUicott 's  Mills;  and  the  Patapsco  Female  Institute:  in  Baltimore 
county,  St.  James's  and  St.  Thomas's  Parishes;  St.  John's 
Church  in  the  Valley;  St.  John's  Church,  Huntingdon;  St.  Tim- 
othy's Churchy  Catonsville;  and  Trinity  Church,  Long  Green  ;  in 
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the  eity  of  Baldmore,  St.  Paul's  Pariah;  and  ABCCQaon^  Mount  Cal- 
yaiy^  St.  Andrew's^  St.  Luke's^  St.  Peter's,  St.  Stephen's  and 
Trinity  Churches :  in  Calvert  county^  All  Saints'  Parish : 
in  Carroll  county^  Ascension  and  Trinity  Parishes:  in  Cecil 
county y  St.  Augustine's  and  St.  Stephen's  Parishes,  and  Trinity 
Church,  Elkton:  in  Charles  county,  Durham,  Port  Tobacco, 
Trinity  and  William  and  Mary  Paiishes:  in  the  District  of  Colum-. 
bici.  Ascension,  Christ  Church,  Epiphany,  Rock  Creek,  St.  John'a 
Qnd  Trinity  Parishes,  and  Christ  Church,  Georgetown:  in  Dot* 
Chester  county.  Great  Choptank  and  Vienna  Parishes:  in  Fr^ierick^ 
county.  All  Saints',  St.  Paul's  and  Zion  Parishes,  and  the  village 
of  Middleburg:  in  Kent  county,  Chester,  St.  Paul's,  and  Shrews- 
bury Paiishes;  in  Montgomery  county.  Prince  Geoige>  St.  Bartholr 
omew's  and  St.  Peter's  Parishes>  and  St.  John's  Church,  Mechaa^ 
icsville:  in  Prince  Geoige  county,  Holy  Trinity,  Queen  Arme^ 
St.  John's  and  St.  Paul's  Parishes,  and  Trioity  Church,  Upper 
l^lborough:  in  Prince  Geoige  and  Charles  coimties,  Sl  John 'si 
Parish:  in  Queene  Aime  county,  St.  Luke's  and  St.  Paul 'a

.  Thus,  through  all  our  coun^es  qnd  districts,  except  Caroline^ 
Harford  and  St.  Mary's,  I  have  visited  a  larger  number  of  parishoi 
9nd  congregations  than  ever  before  in  one  year;  and  have  found 
through  all,  a  more  equable  tone,  of  quiet  prosperity  and  gentle 
upward  progress,  than  has  ever  before  appeared  to  me  to  be  so  digp 
tinctly  perceptible  and  so  generally  diil\ised.  My  visitations  havo 
been  arranged,  at  a  great  increase  of  personal  labor  and  cost  oC 
travel,  it  is  true,  but  also,  I  tliink,  witli  a  still  greater  gain  of  chm* 
nes9  and  frequency  of  inspection  and  directness  and  ejQSciency  of 
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ioliieiiee,  m  raoh  wise  as  to  bring  me  two  or  three  times  in  thd 

ynr  into  every  part  of  the  diocoee^  If  sol  in  the  same^  yet  in  nearly 

n^oming  poriahea  and  parts  of  a  paridi.    Thus  opportunities  of 

Mqwiaon,  and  of  renewed  observation  at  short  intervals^  have 

keen  obtained^  and  by  them  the  means  of  fonning  a  more  accurate 

i     jvdgment  of  the  real  condition  of  the  Church  in  every  part.    The 

I     moil,  is  on  the  whole,  encoiUBgement  and  hopeftil  anticipation 

fcrthe  fblnre.    That  the  triab  of  the  Church  are  to  increase  in 

picpoition  te  her  fhithftibiesB  U>  her  trust  of  the  depoeite  of  sound 

tariae  and  the  rale  of  holy  life  and  pure  worship^  I. cannot,  in- 

faedy  doubt;  but  there  seems  to  be  a  deepening  of  ftdth  and 

Aeogthening  of  attachment  to  right  rule  and  practice,  slow,  pei^ 

hflfs,  boi  ercepi  here  and  there,  pretty  uniform  and  steady.    This 

must  bring  us  more  and -more  into  conflict  with  surrounding  errof 

ind  growing  ungodliness;  but  He  who  has  called  us  to  be  separate 

nrto  Him  will,  with  the  occasion,  fdmish  the  provision  fbr  our 

atrife.    Only  may  His  Spirit  guide  and  rule  us,  and  lei  what  will 

q^me  us,  come  the  battle  when  it  may! 

Oar  College  and  Schools  continue  to  ans\ver  my  fondest  hopes. 
The  number  of  their  pufnls  is  increasing,  and  so  ftix  as  I  can  judge, 
their  eflldency  of  beneficial  operation,  in  equal  proportion.  More 
than  five  hundred  youth  of  both  sexes  are  now  training-  in  the 
several  institutions  established  by,  or  under  the  superintendence  of 
die  Church  in  this  diocese.  Nevertheless  I  am  constrained  to  say 
that  (hey  do  not  yet  receive  the  countenance  and  efficient  support 
they  deserve  ftrom  the  members  of  the  Church  in  Maryland  gen- 
enlly.  We  have  still  much  to  learn  in  the  practice  of  the  duty  of 
jobt  working  ibr  our  Lord.  Too  many  of  us  are  governed,  even 
in  the  choice  of  a  place  of  education  for  their  children,  rather  by 
caprice  or  ftncy,  or  the  minor  motives  which  might  justly  operate 
lo  decide  a  choice  between  merely  temporal  and  secondary  inter- 
ests, than  by  the  consideration  of  obligation  to  co-operate  in  a  noble 
andotaking,  having  fbr  its  end  the  common  advantage  of  us  all, 
<tf  oor  children,  and  of  our  children's  children,  and  the  provision 
fer  the  diBchaig^  of  duty  laid  on  us  by  Him  who  has  made  it  out 
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privilege  to  enjoy^  and  perpetuate  and  Bpread^  the  rich  spiritual 
Uesfiiiigs  that  have  fidleii  to  our  lot. 

Your  attention  will  be  specially  called  to  this  view  of  duty  by 
the  report  of  a  committee^  now  of  two  years'  continuance  and 
based  upon  action  of  a  thirds  preceding  year^  on  the  subject  of  the 
oiganisation  of  a  diocesan  system  of  provision  for  exertion  in  all  the 
ways  in  which  the  Church  is  called  and  enabled  to  do  her  work* 
Often  as  I  have  fruidessly  complained  of  our  inefficiency^  as  a  dio- 
cese^ in  missionary  imdertakings,  ftimishment  and  circulation  of 
Bibles^  Prayer  Books  and  religious  books  and  tracts,  establishment 
and  maintenance  of  Sunday  and  otlier  schools,  and  deeply  sensible 
as  I  am,  how  very  Utde  we  have  done,  or  are  yet  doing,  in  these 
ways, — I  am  notwithstanding  unsliaken  in  my  conviction  that 
there  is  in  Maryland  Churchmen  the  will  and  the  ability  to  do 
much.  What  we  need,  is  die  expedient  to  bring  out  that  will  and 
ability,  into  harmonious  general  action.  I  entreat  you  to  give 
ealm  and  careful  consideration  to  the  plan  that  is  about  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  you;  and  should  it  obtain  your  sanction,  to  go  home  de- 
termined every  man  in  his  sphere  and  station  to  do  his  best  to  carry 
it  into  immediate,  tliorough  and  efibctive  operation. 

One  other  topic,  less  pleasant  to  introduce,  I  am  bound  to  pre- 
sent to  you.  A  visitation  to  a  congregation  in  this  city  was  broken 
off,  and  the  appointment  revoked,  because  the  Rector  of  the 
Church  claimed  to  control  the  services  and  my  ministrations  on  the 
occasion.  As  well  to  explain  the  natme  of  his  claim,  and  my  con- 
sequent protection  of  my  office  by  declining  to  bring  it  into  colli- 
sion with  that  claim,  as  because  ulterior  proceedings  have  been 
grounded  upon  my  withdrawal  of  the  appointment,  I  shall  lay 
upon  your  table  the  correspondence  that  has  passed  between  me 
and  the  Rector  and  Yestry  of  Christ  Church,  Baltimore,  since  the 
16th  of  January  in  die  current  year.  You  will  bestow  on  it  such 
attention  as  you  may  think  called  for. 

My  official  ministrations  during  the  year  have  been,  to  adminis* 
ter  die  Holy  Communion  seventy-five  times;  tlie  Sacrament  of 
Baptism  twelve  times,  to  eight  adults  and  eight  infants;  Confirma- 
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tion,  ei^dtf-eighi  times^  to  six  hundred  and  thiriy'Six  persons;  to 
ay  Homing  or  Evening  Prayers  seventy-anc  times;  to  preach  one 
kmdred  and  tweniy-one  times^  and  deliver  mrudy-four  other  ad- 
dresses of  various  kinds;  to  consecrate  six  churches;  to  marry  one 
couple;  and  to  ordain^t?^  deacons  and  three  priests. 

In  addition  to  these  services  within  the  diocese^  I  have^  as  in  the 
hflt  conventional  year^  devoted  two  months  to  the  perfbrmance  of 
cpiNopel  functions  in  the  diocese  of  New  Yoiic  at  the  request  of 
the  Standing  Committee  of  that  diocese^  acting  as  the  Ecclesiasti- 
eal  authority.  In  fulfilment  of  appointments  made  by  that  body^ 
I  hdd  three  ordinations  at  which  three  priests  and  eight  deacons 
were  admitted  to  their  respective  grades  of  the  holy  mioistry ;  con- 
flecrated^/lnir  churches;  laid  two  comer-stones  of  churches;  confirm- 
ed nine  hundred  and  thirteen  persons^  at  seventy-one  administra- 
donsof  the  rite;  preached  seventy-seven  times^  and  delivered  sevn 
enty-two  other  addresses;  administered  the  Holy  Communion  six- 
teen times;  said  Morning  or  Evening  Prayer  ttoice;  baptised  one 
aduh;  and  married  one  coujde. 

The  six  churches  consecrated  in  thiff  diocese  within  the  year^ 
are,  in  the  order  of  their  consecration,  St.  Mark's  Church,  Lap- 
pon's  Cross  Roads,  Washington  county;  St.  Matthew's  Church, 
St.  Matthew's  Parish,  Worcester  county;  St.  Stephen's  Church, 
Dividing  Creek,  Coventry  Parish,  Somerset  and  Worcester  coun- 
ties; St.  Peter's  Church,  Poolesville,  St.  Peter's  Parish,  Mont- 
gomery  county;  St.  Mark's  Church,  Friendship,  St.  James's 
Parish,  Anne  Arundel  county;  and  All  Hallow's  Church,  All  Hal- 
low's Parish,  in  the  same  county.  Of  these  the  last  is  an  old 
diarch,  erected  more  than  a  hundred  years  ago,  but  like  most  of 
our  old  churches,  never  set  apart  by  solemn  rite  to  the  sacred  pur- 
poses for  which  it  was  prepared.  It  had  fkllen  into  miseraUe  di- 
hpidation,  and  having  been,  in  great  part  through  the  munificence 
of  one  or  two  individuals  co-operating  with  the  late  Hector  of  the 
Parish,  put  in  a  course  of  thorough  reparation  and  very  great  im- 
provement, the  opportunity  was  considerately  embraced  by  the 
Vestiy,  to  request  the  consecration  of  the  edifice.    Though  fit  for 
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li«e,  its  reGonstruction  and^beautiflcatioQ  are  not  yet  cairied  out  to 
the.  designed  extent.  When  completed^  they  will)  in  comiezioa 
with  its  advantages  of  site>  render  it  one  of  the  most'Qote-woithj 
rural  churchesin  the  diocese. 

St.  Stephen's  Churchy  Dividing  Creek^  is  an  eminently  sucoes^t 
fid  attempt^  in  an  entirely  different  style.  It  is  of  woody  ihrougfa- 
uutp  Well  proportuHied^  with  chancel^  south  pcMxh^ -triple  lancet 
eastern^  and  large  western  windows,  open  roof,  ceiled  and  pennsel^ 
ed  interiorj  and  perpendicularly  planked  exterior^  it  is  in  all  re* 
ftpects  confonnable  to  the  strictest  laws  of  taste.  ■  Built  of  native 
woods,  and  by  workmen  from  the  neighborhood,  under  the  direc? 
tion  of  the  Rector  of  the  Parish,  it  is  an  aj^ropriate  offering  of  the 
parishioners  in  which  their  willing  hearts  have  rendei^  of  such 
as  the  Lord  has  given  them,  for  the  advancement  of  His  gloiy,  in 
piovision  for  flis  decent  and  seemly  worship. 
.  St.  Mark's,  Lappon's  Cross  Roads,  is  a  stone  edifice,  of  small 
din^easions^  but  good  proportion  and  neat  design.  It  is  the  fimt 
occupation  of  new  ground  by  a  congr^ation  oiganised  under  leave 
of  the  last  Convention.  Its  consecration  on  St.  James's  day  was 
an  example  of  speedy  success,  and  gratifying  reward  for  the  labor 
pf  the  first  minister,  (Mr.  Clarkson,  who  had  remained  in  duuge 
hot  a  few  months  before  he  was  called  to  a  larger  field  elsewherey) 
and  of  the  present  Rector,  such  as  does  not  often  occur.  Even 
oow>  I  am  told,  (he  building  begins  to  seem  to  be  disproportionaiet 
ly  SQiall  for  the  increasing  congregation. 

St.  Matthew's^  in  Worcester  county,  has  been  more  than  onee 
alluded  to  in  my  Addresses  to  Convention.  It  is  plain  and  inexpra* 
five,  but  sufficient  for  the  present  wants^  and  not  disjvoportioned 
la  the  present  means  of  the  litde  fiock  that  gathers  in  it. 
.  St.  Marie's,  Friendship,  in  Anne  Arundel  county,  ia  a  chapel  of 
St.  James's  Parish,  erected  to  supply  the  growing  desire  for  the 
ministrations  of  the  Church  in  that  remote  part  of  the  Parish.  It 
is  a  plain  wooden  structure^  of  little  pretension  to  any  thing  beside 
conv^ence* 


St  Pfiter's^  Pdolesviile^  n  abb  a  diapel^  in  St.  Peter's  Paiish, 
Ihnipimeiy  'COnnty^  bot  owing  to  the  dSapidated  condition  of  the 
oU;  betodftOIy  flitoated;  Pariah  Ohiirch ;  is  but  too  likely  to  beconi^ 
theonly  plaee  of  wonhip  in  the  Parish:  It  is  a  substantial  neat 
hfek  ba3ding>  md  in  view  tft  the  difficulties  that  had  to  be  en- 
edantered  in'its  erecticm^  reij  creditable  to  those  whose  unwearied 
ukI  and  diligence  have  carried  the  undertaking  through;  but  it  h^ 
man  claims  to  praise  as  a  specimen  of  church  architecture.  Its 
conqdetion^  without  debt^  is  I  trusty  but  the  first  step  of  a  future 
pmgress  ilbr  that  hitherto  too  stationary  Parish. 

It  only  remains  that  I  record  my  glad  consent^  during  the  past 
jmtj  tp  the  addition  of  two  members  to  our  episcopate^  each  for  a 
Chuidi  Which  has  thus  for  the  first  Ume^  in  the  language  of  Igna?- 
tios,  '^  received  its  proper  body."  Bishop!  Upfold^  in  Indiana,  and 
Bishop  Greene,  in  Missi^ppi,  as  the  first  Bishops  of  their  re^pec- 
ti?e  sees,  have  gladdened  the  hearts  of  Churchmen  by  taking  pos- 
sesnon  with  characteristic  zeal  and  energy  of  those  heretofbre  only 
proviaonally  occupied  dioceses. 

^^  And  now  brethren,  I  commend  you  to  God  and  to  the  word 
of  His  grace,  which  is  able  to  build  you  up,  and  to  give  you  an 
inheritance  among  all  them  which  are  sanctified. "  < ^  This  I  pray, 
th^ft  yoor  love  iifay"  abound  y^  more  and  more  in  knowledge  and 
in  all  judgment;  that  ye  may  approve  things  that  are  excellent; 
diat  ye  may  be  sincere  and  without  ofibnce  till  the  day  of  Christ; 
being  filled  with  the  fruits  of  righteousness^  which  are  by  Jxaius

tsTt  or  Priest,  the  office  of  attending  to  the  former,  the  Holy  Communion, 
and  the  52d  canon  of  the  General  Convention  of  1832  requires  the  alms 
and  contributions  at  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Communion  to  be  de- 
posited with  the  Minister  of  the  Parish  or  with  such  Church  Officer  as  shall 
be  appointed  by  him  and  to  be  applied  by  the  minister  or  under  his  super* 
iotendence  to  such  pious  and  charitable  uses  as  shall  by  him,  be  thought 
fit.  Admonished  by  the  silence  of  the  Canon  on  the  one  hand,  and  bound 
by  the  express  command  of  the  Rubrics  on  the  other,  restrained  also  by  a 
proper  respect  for  the  just  influence  of  my  office  as  a  Presbyter  of 
this  Church  I  cannot  vacate  those  Trusts  which  have  been  devolved  upon 


Where  **  law**  speaks,  I  deem  its  voice,  the  highest  courtesy :  but  where 
law  is  silent,  as  it  is  in  respect  to  the  use  of  the  pulpit  and  the  desk  lati- 
tude is  left  for  meeting  and  even  exceeding  the  wishes  of  those  with  whom 
official  relations  are  sustained.  Availing  myself  of  these  opportunities,  I 
have  great  pleasure  in  assuring  you  of  the  satisfaction  it  will  afford  my 
Vestry  and  myself  to  have  yon  occupy  our  pulpit,  and  desk  in  preaching 
and  reading  prayers,  at  the  time  of  your  approaching  visitation. 

It  cannot  fail  to  strike  your  attention  that  if  you  constantly  preach  and

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  appointed  in  1848,  and  eon- 
tinued,  by  resolution,  in  1849,  on  the  subject  of  the  salaries  of 
clergymen,  made  the  following  report,  accompanied  by  two 
canons,  which  they  recommend  for  adoption  by  the  Convention:

The  committee  appointed  by  the  Contention  in  1848,  and  by  ?ote  of  the 

CooTeotion  of  1849  continued,  with  leave  to  report  to  the  next  Convention, 
Co  the  subject  of  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  in  1846  as  relates  to 
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the  action  of  the  X^on? eotioD,  together  with  the  report  made  to  the  Con 
fentioD  of  1848  bj  the  Committee  od  the  Salaries  of  Clergymen*  and  auo 
dry  reaolntions  offered  in  the  same  CooYeotion^  and  referred  to  the  com 
mittee,  respectfally  reports  :— 

'''Tllat  tlie  membeirs  of  the.  committee,  both  indtridaaHy  and  colfeettWlj 
have  given  consideration  to  the  subjects  referred  tu  the  eemmittet,'togeths 
wNh  snodry  papers  and  poblieatioas  laid  before  it  by  the  chairman : 

That  the  committee,  although  fully  sensible  of  the  need  of  increase 
•tteotion  tq  the  provision  of  a  sufficient  maintenance  for  the  Clergy,  and  c 
the  opinion  that  the  subject  demands  the  ioterference  of  the  Convention,  i 
nevertheless  convinced  that  legislation  beyond  the  extent  of  simple  reconi 
meodation  and  provision  for  supervision  of  the  conduct  of  parishes  ail 
congregations  in  this  respect,  would  be  ioeflicieDt  and  injurious:  thiftlta 
committee  has  therefore  agreed  to  advise  the  passage  of  a  eanoo,  rccon 
mending  diligence  in  the  collection  and  payment  of  the  salaries  of  mis 
iAers,  and  requiring  regular  reports  of  the  manner  In  which  the  doty  i 
(Battirgei,  and  has  prepared  a  draft  of  a  canon  to  that  effect,  whieh  i 
herewith  submitted  to  the  Convention,  as  appended  to  this  report : '       *' 

That  the  committee  agrees  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop  expressed  iD'hi 
Address  to  the  Convention  of  1848,  that  concentration  and  organizatro 
are  needed  in  order  to  the  efiectual  prosecution  of  the  work  of  the  Churcl 
m  this  Diocese,  and  that  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  is  tbe^  body  b; 
which  such  concentration  and  organiBation  ought  to  be  effected. 

That  it  find/i  a  plan  meeting  fully  the  suggestions  of  the  Bisho|>,  an> 
comprising  in  a  more  practicable  and  therefore  advantageous  form,  th 
principal  features  of  the  scheme  recommended  by  the  committee  of  th 
Convention  in  1848,  to  have  been  adopted  and  for  several  years  most  anc 
ffcasfully  carried  out«  with  some  varieties  in  details,  in  several  of  th 
OaJonial  Diocesea  of  the  English  Churchy  in  which  Churchmen  ar 
thrawn,  in  great  measure,  as  among  us,  upon  their  own  voluntary  exei 
tlons  for  the  supply  and  extension  of  the  Church  : 

That  atioh  plan,  contemplating  the  organization  of  the  whole  dioeese  b; 
•nthorlty  of  the  Convention,  seems  to  the  committee  to  be  best  providei 
for  by  Canon— the  term  Constitution,  in  itself  more  suitable  to  such  « 
enactment,  being*  already  otherwise  appropriated  in  our  Diocesan  law* 
•uch  canon  having,  as  regards  the  organization,  a  creative  and  directive,  a 
regards  the  action  of  parishes,  congregations  or  individuals,  whether  of  tb 
clergy  or  laity,  a  merely  provisory  and  permissive  character  and  force  t 

That  the  Committee,  after  considerable  examination  and  disctusioB 
heth  of  the  general  fcetarea'and  of  the  detallSf  has  been  able  to  agree  vpoi 
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neb  a  plui»  and  digest  it,  with  «•  much  brevity  and  as  little  minateness  of 
ifKciBetttoD  as  wen  conaisteot  with  clearoest,  into  the  form  of  a  CaooB« 
which  it  respectfully  but  earnestly .  recommeoded  to  the  Coovention  Ibf 
adoption,  as  herewith  submitted  : 

Thst  ia  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  the  adoption  of  the  proposed 
CttOD,  while  it  would  change  merely  to  simplify  and  consolidate  the  exist- 
ug  provisions  of  the  diocese  for  calling  forth  and  turning  to  account  the 
setive  energies  and  liberality  of  its  members,  and  would  diminish,  ratheV 
tksn  iacrease,  the  number  and  kinds  of  combinations  for  work,  and  calli 
kr  eoDtribotion,  where  there  is  now  any  adequate  interest  felt  and 
ibewo  10  the  responsibilities  that  press  equally  on  ua  all;  would  tend 
giaatly  to  call  forth  zeal  and  mctivity  now  dormant,  for  want  of  fitting 
•pportonity  of  exertion ;  to  arouse  and  cherish  interest  in  the  working  of 
the  Chnrch  for  the  extension  of  its  public  senrices,  multiplication  of  its 
BBSBs  of  grace,  consolidation  of  ifa  discipline,  and  dissemination  within 
itself  and  around  it,  of  the  knowledge  of  its  doctrines  and  distinctive  prin* 
ciples;  and  to  bind  together  in  barmonioua  action  brethren  now  atandiog 
sloof  from  one  another  for  want  of  means  of  combining  in  joint  eflbft,  their 
iSKraily  preferred  modes  of  doing  good.

CANON. 


Of  the  Support  of  Miniiten, 

Whereas,  it  is  enjoined  that  the  minister  of  the  Gospel  shall  live  of  the 
Goipel,  and  is  the  right  and  duty  of  every  parishioner  or  member  of  a  con- 
gitgition  to  contribute  his  or  her  share  to  the  support  of  the  ministry,  as 
Goo  bath  given  ability ;  and  whereas,  it  is  the  business  of  the  Vestry  of 
eichpsrish  or  congregation  to  take  care  for  the  fulfilment  of  the  divine 
conoisnd  by  the  diligence  of  the  people :  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Ves- 
ti7of  esch  parish  or  congregation  to  provide,  by  taking  care  for  the  gather- 
isg  of  offerings  in  divine  service,  or  by  the  procurement  and  collection  of 
Hhscrinfioos,  or  of  pew-rents,  by  committees  or  otherwise,  for  the  pay- 
SKDtofthe  amount  stipulated  for  the  support  of  the  rector  or  minister, 
•r  BiDistera,  quarterly,  in  advance ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  rec- 
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tor  or  mioister  in  hit  anoual  report  to  the  Bishop,  to  state  distiactly  wl 
tbor  this  canoo  shall  hate  been  obeyed ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  t 
Btfcretary  of  Conrention  to  report,  at  some  time  before  the  close  of  es 
anoual  Conventioo,  and  enter  on  the  journal,  a  list  of  the  names  of 
parisbea  and  coogregationa  not  reported  as  having  fulfilled  this  oanoo. 

CANON. 

OJ  the  Maintenance  and  Extension  qf  Religious  Worship  and  Instrueti4 

§  1.  Each  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  shall  take  order  for  t 
iiiainteoance  and  extension  of  religious  worship  and  instruction^  by  the  i 
poiDtment  of  four  committees,  viz :  a  Committee  of  Missions;  a  Bib)ea 
Prayer  Book  Committee ;  a  Book  and  Tract  Committee,  and  an  Edncati 
Committee.  Each  of  these  committees  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop*  thi 
clergymen  and  six  laymen,  who  may  or  may  not  be  members  of  the  C< 
vention,  chosen  by  joint  ballot,  by  plurality  of  votes,  unless  the  ballot 
4wpensed  with  by  unanimous  consent. 

§  9.  In  each  county  in  Marylond,  and  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  the  E 
trict  of  Columbia,  and  Howard  District,  there  shall  be  an  associatii 
known  as  '*  The  County  (or  District  or  City)  Committee,*'  consisting 
the  clergy  resident  in  the  county,  city  or  district,  of  the  lay-delegates  fn 
the  several  parishes  and  congregations  in  the  same  to  the  last  Conventii 
and  of  one  other  laymnn  for  each  clerical  member  of  the  committee,  to 
chosen  by  the  clergy  and  lay-delegates  at  the  first  meeting  after  the  anni 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  in  each  year. 

§  3.  Parochial  or  congregational  committees  may  be  established  in  a 
county  or  district,  at  the  discretion  of  the  county  (or  district  or  city)  co 
mittee  ;  each  parochial  or  congregational  committee  to  consist  of  the  n 
tor  of  the  parish  or  congregation  ;  of  other  resident  clergymen  connect 
with  the  parish  or  congregation,  if  any;  of  the  Iny-delegate  of  the  pari 
or  congregation  to  the  lost  Convention ;  and  of  three  or  five  other  laym 
appointed  by  them. 

§  4. « It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  (or  district  or  city)  committee,  s 
of  the  parochial  or  congregational  committees  where  established,  to  < 
vise  and  carry  into  elTect  ways  and  means  fur  forwnrding  the  work  of  t 
Church  in  their  respective  counties  or  districts,  and  parishes  or  congre j 

■ 

tions ;  both  as  regards  the  collection  of  monies  to  be  applied  to  religic 
purposes,  and  in  order  thereto,  the  holding  of  meetings,  select  or  pubi 
procuring  of  subscriptions  and  donations,  and  issual  or  circulation  of  | 
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pen,  Btetements,  oddrestes  and  snch  like ;  and  as  regards  the  establish- 
nratof  missioDS,  distribution  of  Bibles,  Prayer  Books  and  other  religiona 
bMlnand  tmcts,  and  establishment  and  muinteoaocc  of  Sunday  or  paro« 
chill  or  other  schools  for  religious  educution. 

{5.  The  county,  city,  district,  pnrochjal  and  congregational  com« 
■itteM  shall  all  bft  charged  with  the  collection  of  funds,  of  which  one- 
burth  shall  be  remitted  to  one  or  more  of  the  diocesan  comoiittees,  in 
inch  proportion  as  to  the  remitting  committee  shall  seem  good.  The 
other  three-fourths  sliull  in  all  cases  be  disposable  by  the  cuinmittees  bj 
which  they  have  been  raised  within  the  parish,  congregation,  district,  city 
sreoonty  in  which  they  were  raised;  and  parochial  or  congregntioual  com* 
mittees  may  make  such  appropriationt  as  they  may  think  proper  iu  aid  of 
the  eomoaittee  of  the  county,  city  or  district,  as  they  may  think  proper.

J6.  Any  contributor  shall  have  the  right  to  designate  to  which  of  the 
four  classes  of  operations  assigned  to  the  four  central  committees  the  gift 
cr subscription  made  shall  be  appropriated ;  and  whether  remitted  to  a  cen- 
tnl  eoromittee  or  applied  within  the  county  or  district,  or  parish  or  con* 
jEregation,  the  contribution  shall  be  appropriated  accordingly,  and  in  no 
otherwise. 

§7.  County  or  district  committees  shall  meet  quarterly,  or  oftener  on 
ipecial  occasion.  The  four  central  committees  shall  meet  at  least  month* 
ly;  ofteoer,  if  they  shall  so  resolve. 

}  8.  Each  county  or  district  committee,  and  each  of  the  four  central 
committees,  shall  make  a  report  of  its  proceed mgs,  and  a  detailed  exhibil 
of  its  receipts  and  expenditures,  to  each  annual  ConTeution  of  the 
Diocese. 

}9.  The  Committee  of  Missions  shall  liuYe  cliarge  of  provision  for  dis- 
ibled  and  superannuated  clergymen.  The  Education  Committee  shall 
raperintend  and  provide  for  the  establishment  and  support  of  Sunday  and 
parochial  and  other  schools  for  religious  education,  and  if  need  be,  of  the 
BiaiBtenance  of  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  and  youth  preparing  for 
the  sacred  ministry » 

§  10.  No  mission  shall  be  established,  nor  any  missiooury  iippointcd,  but 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Bisliup,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  of  the 
itaadiag  committee ;  nor  shall  the  education  committee,  without  the  same 
■drice  sod  consent,  establish  or  found  any  school,  or  make  any  apprupria- 
tioo  ia  behalf  of  a  candidate  for  Orders  or  otlier  beneficiary. 
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-  §  11.  No  book  or  tract  shall  be  published  or  purchased  for  eirculattoo 
bj  the  Book  nnd  Tract  Comnitttee  without  the  aDanimous  consent  of  all 
the.  members,  nod  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Bishop*  Such  consenl 
•Dce  given  shall  be  sufficient  warrant  for  subsequent  appropriationt.

The  Secretary  of  the  Board  presented  the  following  report 
from  the  Building  Committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees  to  carry  out  the  plan  of  R.  Carey  Long  for  an  Episcopal 
itiideiice. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  Dunrd  of  Trustees  to  curry  out  the  plan 
nbnitted  by  R.  Carey  Longi  for  an  Episcopal  residence,  report : 

That  as  soon  as  they  obtained  a  title  to  the  lot  on  Madison  street,  they 
employed  ao  eminent  mechanic,  John  Dushane,  to  prcpnre  estimates  of 
the  cost  of  erecting  an  edifice  in  accordance  with  the  design  adopted  ;  and 
border  to  briog  it  within  the  views  of  the  Board,  adopted  some  modifica- 
titQiiothe  dimensions  of  the  back  building,  in  no  wiee  interfering  with 
lbs  comfort  and  harmony  of  the  plan. 

The  estimate  submitted  by  Mr.  Dushane  wns  $10,147  74,  and  the  com- 
mittee having  satisfied  themselves  of  its  correctness,  committed  to  him  the 
chsrge  of  purchasing  the  material  and  superiutendnncc  of  the  building. 

Io  tbe  course  of  its  erection  some  additions  and  alterations  were  made  in 
lbs  bterior  arrangemrnt,  which,  we  believed,  would  add  to  the  comfort 
tad  convenience  of  the  Bishop,  and  of  course  attended  with  some  expense, 
bot  the  committee  hure  the  pleasure,  nevertheless,  to  state,  that  the  whole 
cost  amounts  to  $10,804  43,  transcending  but  a  trifle  the  original  estimate. 
The  house  was  completed  about  1st  July,  1849,  when  possession  was  given 
of  it  to  tbe  Bishop ;  and  all  claims  fur  its  erection  huvc  been  paid  in  full. 
Yovr  committee  have  the  further  gratification  to  report,  that  this  hirge 
sntlay  has  not  required  the  sole  of  any  of  the  investments  of  the  Fund-« 
they  having  received,  through  the  aid  of  a  committee  appointed  by  tha

between  the  Bishop  of  the  -Diocese  of  Maryland  and  the  Rector  of  CI 
Church  Baltimore,  from  which  it  will  appear  that  Bishop  Whiting 
has  expressly  violated  the  provisions  of  the  25th  canon  of  the  Oes 
Convention  of  1832,  and  as  we  believe,  has  done  so  for  insufficient  reao 
t^reby  subjecting  the  congregation  of  Christ  Church  Battimon 
serious  injury  and  depriving  a  large  class  of  Candidates  now  prepared 
coni rmation,  of  the  benefits  of  this  holy  ordinance. 

We  believe  that  the  welftire  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Chi 
depends,  under  God,  upon  a  careful  adherence  to  her  Conslltoti 
Canons,  Rubrics  and  formal  doctrines*  indicating  the  line  of  official  ,i 
of  her  different  orders  of  Clergy ;  and  furthermore  that  the  position  i 
taken  by  our  Diocesan  is  a  serious  interruption  of  that  well  arranged  d> 
button  of  service,  which  the  framersof  our  laws  deemed  wise  and  just, 
that  If  a  Diocesan  Bishop  can,  in  virtue  of  his  office^  claim  and  exercisi 
an  indubitable  right,  to  administer  the  Communion  on  occasion  of  Epl 
pal  visitation,  a  right  not  defined  or  set  forth  by  the  Canons  or  Rubric 
this  Church,  he  may  with  equal  propriety  proceed  to  claim  and  exen 
at  pleasure,  all  the  offices  and  duties  assigned  to  presbyters  io  cbarg 
congregations ;  and  that  if  be  can,  on  one  occasion,  virtaally  susf 
the  appropriate  functions,  [and  thus  in  reality  for  the  time  being  disp 
the  rector,  without  warrant  of  law]  he  may  do  so  on  all  occasions,  sob 
to  no  restrictions  but  his  own  will,  the  consequences  of  which  must  be, 
absolute  destruction  of  the  true  or  proper  position  of  Presbyters  as 
same  is  defined  in  the  Rubrics  and  other  lavrs,  consolidation  of  all  parpc 
power  in  the  bishop,  and  the  loss  to  the  Church,  of  the  official  respo 
bility,  wholesome  care  and  necessary  discipline,  which  she  manifestlyi 
the  wisest  considerations,  devolves  upon  the  second  order  of  her  cU 
when  acting  as  instituted  rectors.  If  the  offices  assigned  to  the  Bisl 
and  Presbyters  of  the  Church  be  thus  confused,  we  respectfully  aak, 
is  not  morally  certain,  that  endless  collisions  between  these  two  ordera 
unavoidably  ensue,  alike  injurious  to  the  influence  and  usefulness  of  ei 
and  deeply  prejudicial  to  the  peace  and  harmony  of  our  Commonion. 

The  undersigned,  after  the  most  mature  deliberation  have  been  le< 
the  conclusion,  that  a  case  has  now  fiilrly  arisen,  not  requiring  new  le| 
lation,  [for  the  multiplication  of  laws  we  hold  to  be  a  serious  evil] 
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odIj  the  prompt  appllcatioD  of  eiisting  Inws,  clearly  defioiog,  u  we  coo- 
ceiTe«  end  by  their  speeificatioM,  otrefally  llmitiDg  the  powers  abd  rela- 
tione of  Bishop  aod  Presbyter. 

The  case  herewith  presented,  infoWes  no  accusation  of  motive  on  the 
part  of  either  Bishop  or  Presbyter,  bat  important  principles,  a  judicial 
decision,  in  reference  to  which,  emanating  from  our  highest  tribuDal,  will 
have  ftill  weight  of  authority,  and  be  itself  port  snd  pared  of  our  Law ;  and 
Am»  aa  we  trust,  give  peace  and  quietness;  the  hope  of  procuring 
which,  constitntea  our  highest  inducement  in  mailing  this  formal  comron- 
aication  to  you. 

We  beg  leave  therefore,  very  respectfully  to  submit  this  subject  to  you, 
and  to  aak  your  early  attention  to  the  same,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  3rd  canon  of  1844. 

In  compliance  with  the  resolution  before  adverted  to,  the  accompanying  • 
copy  of  the  aforementioned  eorrespondence  is  herewith  forwarded  to  you 
together  with  the  copy  of  a  letter  which  we  have  this  day  addressed  to 
Bishop  Whtttiogiiam  ;  both  of  which  will  be  in  lilLC  manner  sent  to  the 
Rt  Bev.  Alfred  Lee,  D.  D.  of  the  Diocese  of  Delaware,  and  to  the  Rt« 
Rev.  Alonso  Potter,  D.  D.  of  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania.

Nif  and  the  Rector  of  that  Church,  and  also  the  letter  of  its  Vestry  to  cer- 
tiiD  other  Bishops,  beg  leave  respectfully  to  report, 

Ttiat  they  have  endeavored  to  consider  these  subjects  with  the  care  and 
Aipaasionateness  which  their  importance  and  their  delicacy  demand.  The 
Csmmittee  do  not  regard  it  as  a  matter  submitted  to  their  cousideration 
whether  the  terms  of  this  correspondence  are  exceptionable  in  respect  to 
the  hoguage  or  tone  in  which  it  is  expressed.  The  object  of  it  was  ob- 
fjoaslj  to  make  a  question  as  to  the  relative  rights  of  the  Diocesan  and  the

Rector  oo  an  occMion  of  a  regular  caoooical  notice  of  an  Epiacopal  visi 
tion,  and  this  question  is  distinctly  raised,  and  the  harmony  of  the  dioci 
will,  it  is  believed,  be  best  promoted  by  an  authoritative  judgment  of  1 
Convention  on  the  questions  involved. 

Your  Committee  is  of  opinion  that  the  true  solution  of  these  qoestii 
does  not  rest'  on  any  mere  verbal  criticism  of  Canons  and  Rubrica, 
though  entirely  consistent  with  the  results  of  such  criticismt  when  rigt 
employed.  Their  true  solution  rests  on  principles  much  deeper  and  m 
vital;  principles  which  lie  at  the  foundation  of  the  Church  itself, 
reasoning  with  Churchmen  it  is  lawful,  it  is  indeed  only  respectful  to  the 
to  take  as  axioms  those  truths  which  the  Church  clearly  maintainst  h( 
ever  they  may  be  doubted  or  denied  by  those  out  of  her  pale.  Amc 
such  truths  are  the  following :  1st,  That  Bishopa  are  successors  to 
Apostles  in  the  ordinary  powers  of  their  office,  though  not  in  the  extrs 
dioary  qualifications  and  endowments  of  those  first  ministers  of  Christ 
2ndly,  That  as  such  the  apostolic  commission  embraces  them,  and  thatfll 
too  are  enjoined  and  authorised  to  go  into  all  the  world  and  teach  or  < 
ciple  all  nations,  baptising  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father  and  of  the  S 
and  of  the  Holt  Ghost.  3dly,  That  consequently,  Bishops  as  such  fa 
the  right  to  preach,  and  administer  the  Sacraments,  as  well  as  rale  In 
Church.  4thly»  That  these  Episcopal  rights  are  to  be  exercised  in  t1 
dioceses,  these  being  their  appointed  fields  of  labor.  5thly,  That  coi 
quently,  every  Bishop  has  a  right  to  preach  and  administer  the  Sai 
ments  in  his  diocese,  independently  of  any  parochial  cure  which  maj 
intrusted  to  him  ;  and  in  every  part  of  his  diocese  ;  for  if  there  be  any  ] 
of  his  diocese  in  which  he  cannot  exercise  episcopal  rights,  then  in  I 
part  he  is  not  Bishop. 

On  these  principles  the  Committee  found  their  clear  conviction  of 
general  right  and  authority  of  a  Bishop  to  preach,  to  administer  the  Sai 
ments,  and  to  rule,  in  bis  whole  diocese,  and  in  every  part  of  it.  It  wc 
seem  a  necessary  conclusion  that  if  there  be  a  church  in  a  dioceae,  in  wF 
the  Bishop  can  never  preach  or  administer  the  Sacrament,  and  the  I 
without  being  in  each  particular  instance  previously  authorised  by  anoti 
that  he  really  has  not  Episcopal  power  in  that  Church.  It  may  be  asl 
Is  there  no  limitation  to  these  principles?  Can  a  Bishop  at  any  time,  in 
part  of  his  diocese,  perform  any  ministerial  act  be  pleases  ?  The  C 
mittee  will  not  keep  back  their  belief  that  in  the  beginning  it  was  c 
so-*that  in  the  eailiest  ages  of  the  Church,  Presbyters  did  not  pre 
when  Bishops  were  present,  and  that,  as  we  are  taught  by  the  leai 
Bingham^  it    was  a  notable  event,   when  St.  Augustine,  while  sti 
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pMjtBT,  WM  penkiitted  to  preach  in  the  pretence  of  the  Bishop.    The 
ioMtaioa   of   the  parochial  fyetem  has,  however,  produced  a  mighty 
rvfolBtion  hi  the  relationa  of  B  if  hope  and  Presbjtera.    Presbytera  are 
DOW  made  responaible  for  the  apiritnal  itate  of  the  eonle  in  their  parishea« 
aad  their  power  nraet  bear  aome  relation  to  their  reaponsibility*     The 
Cemnittee  conaeqnentlj  conceive  that  the  mere  presence  of  a  Bishop 
don  notv  bj  the  existing  established  system  of  the  Chnrch*  take  away 
the  right  and  doty  of  a  Presbyter  to  teach  in  his  own  person,  and  ad- 
odoioter  the  Sacraments  by  his  own  hands  to  the  people  of  his  charge. 
And  yet  the  Bishop,  on  the  principles  first  laid  down,  most  also  have 
ths  right  to  teach  and  administer  the  Sacraments  in  every  part  of  his 
dtoeese.      These  apparently  conflicting  rights  are,  as  the  Committee  be- 
litve,  perfectly  reconciled   in  the  admirable  system  of  the  Chnrch  by 
cosfning  the  Bishop  in  the  exercise  of  his,  to  those  comparatively  rare 
occasions  on  which  he  goes  officially^  in  his  very  Episcopal  character,  in 
notation  of  a  parish.    If  he  have  it  not  then,  he  never  has  it,  and  one  of 
two  conclusions  mast  follow;   either  that  the    Bishop,  as  such,  is  not 
iothorised  to  preach  and  administer  the  Sacraments,  or  that  being  thus 
nihorwed  by  his  very  office,  this  aothority  is  afterwards  taken  from  him 
by  the  rubrics  and  canons  which  regulate  that  office.    Are  we  to  believe 
thrt  the  Chnrch  has  so  stultified  herself?  and  that  having  in  the  consecra- 
tion office  given  these  powers  in  obedience  to  Scripture,  the  moment  the 
consecration  Is  complete  she  takes  them  away  by  the  rubrics  and  canone 
vhich  she  has  enacted,  and  which  the  Bisbop  is  bound  to  observe  ?     Such 
i  conclusion  any  one  who  loves  or  honors  the  Cliurch  will  be  slow  to  receive. 
Oi  what  ground  are  we  asked  to  receive  it  ?     Mainly  on  this,  that  in  the 
ordinary  Communion  Office,  the  minister  is  usually  described  as  "Priest,** 
aod  that  when  the  Bishop  is  specially  spoken  of,  it  is  in  contradistinction 
frim  ^  the  priest*'  in  giving  the  absolution.    An  obvious  reply  to  this,  is» 
thst  every  Bishop  is  necessarily  a  Priest,  and  that  the  word  here  means  only 
n  officer  distinct  IVom  layman  or  deacon,  and  that  the  effect  of  the  rubric 
concerning  absolution  in  the  Communion  Office,  as  compared  with  the  other 
rabrks  of  that  office,  is  that  when  the  Bisbop  is  present,  he  must  pronounce 
ibe  Absolution,  while  he  may  or  may  not  perform  the  other  |mrts  of  the  office. 
But  that  the  term  "  priest'  in  the  rubrics  of  the  Communion  Office,  is 
Med  inclusively  and  not  exclusively  of  Bishops,  appears  to  the  Committee 
isdisputably  eertain  from  this  consideration,  that  in  the  Liturgy  of  the 
Charch  of  England,  in  the  Ordination  Service,  the  Bishop  is  required  to 
idniaister  the  Cummunion  Office,  and  that  the  only  form  provided  in  that 
Cburcb  is  the  form  containing  the  same  rubrics  with  our  ordinary  form. 
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C^OMqowtly,  those  rabrict  in  the  Englieh  Litorgy  niiefe  bes»  l»ter|»f 

that  the  term  **  priest**  inclndet  Bishops  as  well  ■•  Presbyters.    Bat  m 

have  adapted  the  mbries  with  a  fixed  interpretation^  w«  have  neeeesa 

adopted  the  toterpreCatioa.    If  it  be  said  in  reply  to  this  that  cmr  Cha 

hat  a  special  Commanion  Service  lo  be  need  by  the  Blehop  on  oceaaio 

ordination*  this  mnaC  be  remofflbered  in  connexion  with  that  service*  i 

there  is  no  rnbric  in  it,  and  certainly  there  is  no  canon,  confining  it  to 

special  occasion ;  bat  that  it  Is  just  the  office  which  a  Bishop  might 

tnrally  and  properly  ose  whenever  he  administered  the  Commanion, 

that  in  this  none  of  the  rubrics  which  have  perplexed  some  minds  ar 

be  found.    While  on  these  grounds  the  Committee  are  of  opinion 

on  occasions  of  visitation  a  Bishop  generally  in  our  Church  has,  and  oi 

to  have,  the  right  to  preach  and  admio'ister  the  Sacraments,  and  perf 

other  ministerial  acts  in  any  parish  of  his  diocese^  they  consider  that 

question  as  to  the  law  of  this  particular  diocese  wae  settled  some  tl 

years  ago,  by  the  decision  of  the  only  ecclesiastical  tribunal  before  w! 

it  could  judicially  come.    Of  coarse  this  decision  might  be  set  aside 

declaratory  canon,  and  perhaps  otherwise ;  but  until  superseded  the  c 

mittee  consider  it  as  having  a  binding  force  on  all  who  belong  to  thia 

ease.

A  minority  asked  leave  to  make  a  report,  which  was  granted, 
lod  they  submitted  the  following  report,  which,  by  the  subse- 
quent aclioQ  of  the  Convention  was  ordered  to  be  printed  with 
ihe  journal. 

The  andersigned,  being  the  minority  of  the  Committee,  to  whom  was 
referred  so  much  of  the  Bishop's  Address  as  related  to  his  revelling  of  an 
appoiatment  for  the  ▼isitation  of  Christ  Church,  Baltimore,  and  the  cor- 
Rspondence  connected  therewith  ;  being  unable  to  coincide  with  the  aenti- 
oeots  of  the  majority  of  said  Committee,  do  very  respectfully  submit  the 
following  report : 

The  issue  created  in  the  correspondence,  is  clearly  this— >with  what 
rights  is  a  Bishop  cluthed  at  a  visitation  ?  It  is  obvious  that  said  visitation 
refers  to  the  exercise  of  certain  functions,  hence  the  office,  as  distinct 
from  other  Orders  in  the  Christian  ministry,  and  just  as  obvious  is  it,  that 
ill  soch  exercise  of  functions  is  under  restrictions  from  the  regulations  and 
laws  of  the  Church  from  the  days  of  the  Apostles.  In  the  language  of  the 
iesrDed  expounder  of  the  constitution  and  canons  of  our  Church,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Hawk's— ••  The  usage  of  regulating  the  exercise  of  a  Bishop^ s  functions ^ 
hy  certain  fixed  rulcss  is  as  ancient  as  the  office  of  a  Bishop,  There  is  as 
iDDcb  of  venerable  antiquity  in  the  custom  of  making  laws^  for  bishops,  as 
there  is  in  making  bishops  themselves.  It  may  be  safely  affirmed,  that 
lioce  the  days  of  the  Apostles,  they  never  were  left  with  no  guide  but 
their  own  discretion.  A  law  cannot  indeed  be  made  wholly  to  prevent  a 
biifaop  from  doing  a  bishop's  appropriate  duty;  but  the  history  of  the 
Church  is  foil  of  legislation,  to  regulate  the  mode  in  which  he  shall  per- 
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form  that  datj.    The  right  of  ordinstion  beloDgs  to  •  bithop— >h  was 

from  the  begiooing — be  would  very  properly  treat  with  utter  conttinpt 

emnon  which  profeieed  to  tilie  it  from  him,  aod  give  it  to  deacons  foi 

ttaoce;  but  who,  from  thie  faet«  eupposee  that  tha  right!  and  prorogai 

of  oar  Episcopate  are  violated,  beeauM  oar  portion  of  the  Chard 

CflaisT  forbids  a  blahop  to  onlaio  until  certain  pre-requiaitaa  are  com| 

with  ?** — Hawk^a  am  CaimmMt  p.  268.

**  When  the  passage  spealcs  of  godly  admonition,  it  must  have  referenc 

some  standard,  by  which  they  should  be  directed.    This  standard  mm 

the  various  established  institutions  of  the  Church,  and  not  the  private  o 

ions  of  the  Bishop,    It  is  well  known  that  the  Church  from  which  th 

descended,  lilie  the  State  to  which  it  is  allied,  is  a  government  of  law, 

not  of  will:  and  we  cannot  suppose,  that  ours,  professing  to  follow  in 

leading  features  of  its  system,  should  have  designed  to  reject  this,  so  i 

genial  to  the  still  more  moderate  degree  of  authority,  which  it  will  be  :

First,  in 

way  of  limiting  all  such  visitations  to  a  particular  diocese,  and  restraii 

them  from  all  others,  except  as  in  the  cases,  and  under  the  restraints,  sp 

fied  in  Canons.    Second,  in  Canon  25th  of  1832.    Here  we  have  the  | 

pose  of  the  visitation  set  forth,  via.,  to  inspect  the  state  of  the  Church, 

behaviour  of  the  clergy,  and  administering  the  Apostolic  rite  of  confir 

tion.    There  is  also  in  this  Canon,  an  opinion  given  as  to  the  freqaenc; 

such  visitations.    Beyond  this,  the  Canon  offers  nothing  on  the  matter 

fore  us.     Again,  Canon  26,  specifies  the  duties  of  the  clergy  in  relatioi 

such  visitations.     But  here  we  have  simple  provision  made  for  carrying 

the  foregoing  Canon.    Obviously  there  is  here  no  provision  for  adminis 

ing  the  Communion,  or  ordering  and  taking  up  a  collection,  as  coostitu! 

any  part  of  an  Episcopal  visitation.    But  if  the  Bishop  by  virtue  of 

divine  right  of  office  may  insist  on  the  latter,  why  are  regulations  pis 

around  him  in  the  exercise  of  the  other  rights  pertaining  to  hb  office. 
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beret  As  w«  hare  dierefore  tpeeifle  Canons  regnlnting  the  duties  of 
WA  BUiopsod  PrasKyter  on  these  oecssions— -but  in  reference  to  neitber 
b  tbere  any  reqabitioos  made  on  the  points  invoWed  in  this  correspon- 
dises,  we  eonelode  dlie  Cfanrefa  gltes  no  such  right  to  the  Bif  liop,  nor  ini- 
poMiaojreorrtepoDdiDg  obligation  on  the  Presbyter.  The  same  coticluiion 
pifdiely  wouUt  follow  a  fair  induction  and  interpretation  of  the  rubrics 
wrwgbt  into  onr  Communion  ser? ice.  So  also  we  should  reach  the  same 
malt  from  the  careful  speclfleatlon  and  provision  made  for  tlie  administra- 
tioo  of  the  Communion  by  the  Bishop,  as  invariably  accompanying  certain 
Spiieopal  acts,  ns..  Consecration  of  Bishops,  Ordination  of  Presbyters  and 
Dneoos,  and  consecration  of  churches. 

But  further;  this  whole  matter  has  been  up  for  action  before  an  Eccle- 
liutical  Tribunal  of  this  diocese.  Here  we  might  well  look  for  a  decision ; 
bst  we  find  none.  No  law  is  cited,  nor  is  any  definitive  opinion  offered  on 
tht  point  DOW  before  us.  The  accused  woe  acquiUed  on  thie  diarge.  The 
Cssn  even  admit  the  absence  of  all  canonical  legislation  then ;  and  the  ab- 
MBce  of  all  subsequent  action  leaves  the  matter  just  where  it  stood.  There 
bdsg  no  law  of  the  general  Church — nor  any  distinct  legislatiun  in  our 
owe  dioceae,  and  there  being  manifestly  a  careful  refraining  from  all  ex- 
plieitBess  of  expression  as  to  a  decision  by  a  court  appointed  in  a  given  case 
iotfais  diocese,  on  this  very  point;  it  is  plain  that  the  question  yet  remains 
witbont  the  initiatory  step  to  a  decision. 

The  aaderaif  ned  farther  report— that  the  refusal  of  the  Bishop  to  ad- 
nriaiBaer  the  rite  of  confirmation  and  visit  the  Parish  of  Christ  Churoh, 
fitltinore*  virtually  involves  the  exclusion  of  said  congregatiou  from  all  the 
benefits  of  the  Episcopal  office,  and  that  on  grounds,  nnd  for  reasons  not 
ntisfsctory  to  the  undersigned,  and  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution, 
Ciaons,  and  Rubrics  of  the  Church. 

Ceastrained  by  these  considerations,  and  under  a  solemn  sense  of  the 
iaportance  attending  any  action  on  the  grave  questions  couimitted  to  tbeir 
eoasideratioOf  the  minority  cannot  do  otherwise  than  offer  the  following 
Rcsolntioos, 

1.  Reeolved^  That  on  occasions  of  Episcopal  visitations,  the  Bishop,  as 
a  Blatter  of  right  cannot  claim  other  than  the  performance  of  those  func- 
tiont  peculiar  to  the  Episco|Nil  office,  as  specially  indicated  by  the  Canons 
lod  Rubrics  relating  thereto. 

2.  Retol^edt  That  the  action  of  the  Court  in  the  case  of  the  Rev.  J. 
Trapoell,  Jr.f  does  oot  decide  any  point  involved  in  the  subject  now  before 
Mia  this  correepMideace,  and  therefore,  has  no  binding  force  on  the  mem- 
ben  of  this  diocese  lo  rsference  to  the  point  in  controversy. 
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3.  Re9olved%  That  the  fiiahop  had  not  fafficieot  reaaon  A»r  ^jiwIibhh 
keep  his  appointment  for  confirmation  at  Chriit  Cborcht  at  the  time 
bj  hia  letter  aforeaaid.

Sesolved,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention  the  conduct 
of  the  Rector  and  Vestry  of  Christ  Church  merits  censure  and 
rebuke  for  the  letter  addressed  by  them  to  the  Rt  Rev.  Manton 
Eastburn,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts,  dated  May 
9th,  1850,  of  which  a  copy  has  been  laid  before  this  Convention 
at  the  request  of  said  rector  and  vestry. 

The  Chair  ruled  the  resolution  to  be  out  of  order,  believing  the 
Convention  not  competent  to  entertain  it

On  motion,  the  decision  of  the  Chair  was,  by  a  division  of  the 
boase,  reversed. 

Whereupon,  the  mover  of  the  resolution,  after  some  remarks, 
withdrew  it. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  took  up  for  consideration  the  re- 
port of  the  Committee  on  the  salaries  of  clergymen. 

On  motion,  the  Canon  ^*  Of  the  Support  of  Ministers,"  as 
amendedi  was  adopted,  as  follows : 

CANON. 

Of  the  Support  of  Ministers, 

Whereas,  it  is  enjoined  that  the  minister  of  the  Gospel  shall  live  of  the 
Gospel,  and  is  the  right  and  duty  of  every  parishioner  or  member  of  a  coa- 
gregation  to  eontribnte  his  or  her  share  to  the  support  of  the  ministry,  as 
God  hath  given  ability ;  and  whereas,  it  is  the  business  of  the  Vestry  of 
each  parish  or  congregation  to  take  caro  for  the  fulfilment  of  the  divine 
eommaod  by  the  diligence  of  the  people :   It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vea- 
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try  of  each  parish  or  coDgregatioD  to  provide,  by  taking  care  for  the  gather* 
ing  of  oflferiogs  in  divine  service,  except  the  alms  at  the  Holy  CommanioOv 
or  by  the  procurement  and  collection  of  subscriptionst  or  of  p§w?r«iitt| 
by  committees  or  otherwise,  for  the  payment  of  the  amount  •tipokted 
for  the  support  of  the  rector  or  minister,  or  ministers,  quarterly*  m 
advance;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  rector  or  minister  io  his 
annual  report  to  the  Bishop,  to  state  distinctly  whether  this  canoo  shall 
have  been  obeyed ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  Coa- 
vention  to  report,  at  some  time  before  the  close  of  each  annual  Coovea* 
tioD,  and  enter  on  the  journal,  a  list  of  the  names  of  all  parishes  wai 
congregations  not  reported  as  having  fulfilled  this  canon. 

On  motion,  it  was  decided  that  the  vote  on  the  Canon  ^'  Of  the 
Maintenance  and  Extension  of  Religious  Worship  and  Instruc- 
tion,'^ be  taken  on  each  separate  paragraph. 

Whereupon  the  Canon  was  read,  section  by  section,  the  vote 
being  taken  on  each  separately,  and  the  first  ten  sections  were 
adopted. 

The  11th  section  was  regarded  as  uncertain  in  its  meaning,  and 
at  the  suggestion  of  the  chairman  of  the  committee,

On  motion,  the  canon  was  adopted  as  amended. 

CANON. 
Of  Ou  Maintenance  and  Extension  of  Religious  Worship  and  InstrueUom* 

§  1.  Each  annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  shall  take  order  for  th§ 
maintenance  and  extension  of  religious  worship  and  instructionj  by  the  ap* 
pointment  of  four  committees,  viz  :  a  Committee  of  Missions;  a  Bible  and 
Prayer  Book  Committee ;  a  Book  and  Tract  Committee,  and  an  Education 
Committee.  Each  of  these  committees  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop,  three 
clergymen  and  six  laymen,  who  moy  or  may  not  be  members  of  the  Con- 
vention, chosen  by  joint  ballot,  by  plurality  of  votes,  unless  the  ballot  be 
dispensed  with  by  unanimous  consent. 

§  2.  In  each  county  in  Maryland,  and  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia,  and  Howard  District,  there  shall  be  an  associatioo» 
known  as  '*  The  County  (or  District  or  City)  Committee,**  consisting  of 
the  clergy  resident  in  the  county,  city  or  district,  of  the  lay-delegates  from 
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flit  Kferal  parisbet  and  coDgregations  io  the  same  to  the  last  Coo? eotion, 
■J  tf  one  other  laymaD  for  each  clerical  member  of  the  committee,  to  be 
cfaoKo  bj  the  clergj  aod  laj-delegatea  at  the  first  meeting  after  the  annaal 
Coeteatioa  of  the  Diocese  io  each  year. 

{9.  Parochial  or  eoogregationa]  committees  may  be  established  io  aoj 
Mtily  or  district,  at  the  discretion  of  the  coaotj  (or  district  or  citj)  cora- 
■iltee ;  each  parochial  or  coogregatiooal  committee  to  consist  of  the  rec- 
tsrof  the  parish  or  congregation ;  of  other  resident  clergymen  connected 
with  the  parish  or  congregation,  if  any;  of  the  lay-delegate  of  the  parish 
•reoogregaiion  to  the  last  Confention  ;  and  of  three  or  five  other  laymen 
ippointed  by  them. 

i  4.  It  shall  be  the  daty  of  the  county  (or  district  or  city)  committee,  and 
of  the  parochial  or  congregational  committees  where  established,  to  de- 
nwand  carry  into  eflTect  ways  and  means  for  forwarding  the  work  of  the 
Cbsrch  in  their  respective  counties  or  districts,  and  parishes  or  congrega* 
tioBS ;  both  as  regards  the  collection  of  monies  to  be  applied  to  religions 
porpoeet,  and  in  order  thereto,  the  holding  of  meetings,  select  or  public, 
procoring  of  subscriptions  and  donations,  and  issual  or  circulation  of  pa« 
pen,  statements,  addresses  and  such  lllte ;  and  as  regards  the  establish- 
■SDt  of  missions,  distribution  of  Bibles,  Prayer  Books  aod  other  religious 
books  and  tracts,  aod  establishment  and  maintenance  of  Sunday  or  paro* 
chial  or  other  schools  for  religious  education. 

}5.  The  county,  city,  district,  parochial  and  congregational  eom- 
laittees  shall  all  be  charged  with  the  collection  of  funds,  of  which  one- 
/oarth  shall  be  remitted  to  one  or  more  of  the  diocesan  committeea,  in 
•och  proportion  as  to  the  reraittiog  committee  shall  seem  good.  The 
other  three-fourths  shall  in  all  cases  be  disposable  by  tlie  committees  by 
which  they  ha?e  been  raised  within  the  parish,  congregation,  district,  city 
or  county  in  which  they  were  raised ;  aod  parochial  or  congregational  com- 
mittees may  make  such  appropriations  as  they  may  think  proper  in  aid  of 
the  committee  of  the  county,  city  or  district,  as  they  may  think  proper.  In 
all  cases  the  balance  on  hand  at  the  meeting  before  eacli  annual  Convention 
shall  be  remitted  to  one  or  more  of  the  four  diocesan  committees. 

§  6.  Any  contributor  shall  have  the  right  to  designate  to  which  of  the 
four  classes  of  operations  assigned  to  the  four  central  committees  the  gift 
or  subscription  made  shall  be  appropriated ;  and  whether  remitted  to  a  cen- 
tnl  committee  or  applied  within  the  county  or  district,  or  parish  or  con- 
fregation,  the  contribution  shall  be  appropriated  accordingly,  and  io  no 
otherwise. 
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§7.  County  or  district  committees  shall  meet  quarterly,  or  oftener  « 
special  occasioo.  The  four  ceptrel  committees  shall  meet  at  least  mooUi 
ly ;  ofteoer*  if  they  shall  so  resolve. 

§8.  Each  couDty  or  district  committee,  and  eacfa.of^tha  four  ceotni 
committees,  shall  make  a  report  of  its  prooeediogs,  aod^  a  detailed  ezhibi 
of  its  receipts  and  expenditures,  to    each  annual  Convention  af*  thi 


§  9.  The  Committee  of  Missions  shall  have  charge  of  proviaioni  fer  dii 
abled  and  superannuated  clergymen.  The  Education  Committee  shti 
snperiotend  and  provide  for  the  establishment  and  support  of  Sunday  and 
parochial  and  other  schools  for  religious  education,  and  if  need  be,  of  till 
tnaintenance  of  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  and  youth  prepanog  lor 
the  sacred  ministry. 

§  10.  No  mission  shall  be  established,  nor  any  missionary  appointedt  bat 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  of  the 
standing  ooromittee;  nor  shall  the  education  committee,  without  the  same 
advice  and  consent,  establish  or  found  any  school,  or  n^ke  any  appropna- 
tiop  in  behalf  of  a  candidate  for  Orders  or  other  beneficiary.

ilike  ignorant  of  the  distioctiveness  of  the  Church  and  of  her  life-giviog 
cbtficter,  and  contributed  so  little  to  the  maintenance  of  the  gospel, 
tint  a  parish,  numbering  over  one  hundred  families,  (oooe  of  whom  are  de- 
peodant,  and  some  of  whom  are  wealthy,)  only  cootributed  $300  to  the 
sopport  of  its  Rector.  Now,  however,  they  are  wide  awake  to  the  duty 
bid  Dpoo  them  of  providing  for  him  who  brings  to  them  the  everlasting 
gospel,  and  evince  great  zeal  and  seem  much  interested  in  the  Church.

Jo  coDDexion  with  these  I  am  happy  to  be  enabled  to  mention  the  fact 
of  the  formation  of  a  Vestiy  and  the  election  of  a  lay  delegate.  This 
mot  will  bring  an  old  and  long  forgotten  parish  into  union  again,  as  I 
tnst,  with  the  Convention,  and  be  the  dawn  of  better  things  to  come  in 
the  department  of  Church  affairs.  St.  John*s  Parish,  Caroline  county, 
will  henceforth,  I  hope,  be  found  occupying  its  allotted  place  upon  the 
pigcs  of  the  journal. 

Ab  osoal,  w.e  have  been  conducting  our  labors  under  many  discourage- 
neotf,  though  we  have  still  much  to  cheer  and  urge  ns  on  to  continued 
peneverance.     Had  we  a  house  of  worship,  where  the  people  could  be 
wembled  at  all  proper  times  for  prayer,  and  the  hearing  of  such  exposi- 
tiooi  of  the  word  as  it  might  be  expedient  to  give  them,  many  difficulties  in 
Ptrcsse,  we  think,  wonid  be  removed ;  but  until  then  we  must  labor  patiently, 
bopiog  that  God  will  in  his  own  time  put  us  in  possession  of  all  the  meant 
nqoisite  for  the  due  prosecution  of  his  work.    The  station  at  Denton  has 
keto  sbandoned  for  a  while,  for  reasons  though  which,  when  stated  to 
yoo,  will  no  doubt  be  admitted  to  be  satisfactory.    The  result,  however, 
hu  been  attended  with  beneficial  consequences  at  this  place,  and  there- 
ibre  need  not  be  so  much  regretted.     We  are  now  enabled  to  hold  ser- 
fiees  here  every  Loai^'s  day,  and  the  little  Sunday  School,  which  I  assure 
70D  I  have  done  all  in  my  power  to  preserve,  is  kept  in  a  more  regular  and 
ishroken  course  of  instruction.     Our  afternoons  of  Sunday,  too,  are  de- 
voted to  plain  and  simple  lectures  upon  the  catechism,  and  explaoations  of 
the  elementary  knowledge  necessary  to  the  making  a  public  profession  of 
ifligion.     This  course  for  the  present,  we  have  every  reason  to  believe, 
trill  be  advantageons,  and  in  the  progress  of  things  tend  to  bring  acces- 
lioBs  to  the  eommanion  through  the  true  and  proper  door  of  admission, 
the  holy  rite  of  confirmation.    In  closing  these  few  general  remarks,  we 
legret  that  our  report  does  not  present  a  more  rapid  state  of  improvement 
in  this  destitute  part  of  your  diocese.     That  another  might  have  labored 
nore  successfully^  and  done  more  in  the  cause  of  our  blessed  REOEKiiea, 
Wf  do  not  pratend  to  deny.    But  stilly  inasmuch  as  the  course  of  proceed- 
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ing  with  which  we  commenced  our  labors,  although  fery  nDpopolart 
nevertheless  been  slowly  advancing,  notwithstanding  all  the  IropedimeDta^ 
both  of  a  public  and  private  sort,  which  it  has  experienced^  we  are  willing 
to  be  patient  and  wait  until  the  day  of  more  abundant  fruits  shall  arrive* 
being  fully  persuaded  that  the  cause  of  primitive  truth  and  order  must 
eventually  prevail,  and  that  many  who  now  stand  out  as  the  upholders  of 
an  opposite  system,  will  in  due  time  be  induced  to  abandon  their  positiooi 
and  return  into  the  bosom  of  the  Church.

As  a  Presbyter  of  your  diocese  I  make  this  report,  although  I  hu^e 
nothing  of  special  interest  to  communicate.  On  the  4th  of  July,  1849t  I 
accepted  the  chaplaincy  of  Fort  Moultrie,  S.  C,  and  since  the  lUb 
Angust  have  been,  without  intermission,  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  mj 
official  duties.  Daring  the  week  I  am  employed  in  teaching  the  children 
connected  with  the  post,  and  on  Sundays  I  have  **  Divine  Service/*  and 
deliver  a  sermon  or  lecture.  The  soldiers  being  left  free  to  choose  their 
place  of  worship,  I  had,  at  first,  only  the  officers  in  attendance;  but  for 
some  months  past  the  greater  portion  of  the  **  rank  and  file'*  are  regularly 
present.  My  position,  ecclesiastically  considered,  is  somewhat  anomalous, 
and  I  have  felt  no  little  embarrassment  in  conforming  to  the  circumataDces 
of  that  position,  especially  in  reference  to  the  <*  service  of  the  Church  at 
prescribed  by  rubric."  Acting,  however  in  accordance  with  yoor  sug* 
gestioos,  I  am  happy  to  state  that  the  result  so  far  is  of  a  favorable  charac- 
ter. My  intercourse  with  the  officers  of  the  post  has  been  of  the  moat 
friendly  kind,  and  they  have  invariably  extended  towards  me  every  desired 
courtesy  and  attention — and  I  am  pleased  to  add  that  in  my  election  and  in 
their  subsequent  conduct  towards  me,  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  they 
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bneieted  wHb  entire  freedom  from  secterian  prejudice  or  bias.  I  am 
tbof  peritiaded  by  the  fact,  that  a  majoritjr  of  the  couDcil  who  elected  me, 
ladttleift  three-fifths  of  those  now  in  commaud  are  Dot,  aod  neyer  have 
bees,  by  edocatioo  or  otherwise,  attached  to  the  Protestaot  Episcopal 
ChoTch.

In  behalf  of  the  Trustees  and  Faculty  of  the  College  of  St.  James,  the 
undersigned  respectfully  submits  to  the  right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of 
Maryland,  as  Visitor  of  the  College,  the  following  report  of  its  condition 
for  the  past  year.

TbeliMtitatioo  has  been  quietly  aod  saccessfully  parsaiog  its  accus- 
tomed roDtioe. 

Tbe  whole  number  of  students  duriug  this,  the  eighth  session,  has  been 
95,-42  in  the  College  and  53  in  the  Grammar  School. 

At  the  commencement  in  July  last  four  young  gentlemen  were  graduat- 
ed who  had  here  pursued  the  entire  course  of  collegiate  studies;  and  two 
were  admitted  to  the  degree  of  M.  A.  who  had  received  the  lower  degree 
ioArts  at  our  first  commencement  in  1846.  At  our  next  commencement 
botooe  will  be  graduated.  This  is  owing  to  accidental  causes  which  must 
be  expected  occasionally  to  diminish  tbe  higher  classes  in  any  College, 
especiallj  in  one  so  young  and  of  so  peculiar  a  character  as  this.  A  year 
heoce  we  expect  to  graduate  a  much  larger  class  than  ever  before.  Dur- 
ing the  past  year  all  the  classes  have  pursued  their  usual  full  routine  of 
^  itodies  with  good  success,  and  the  order  and  temper  of  tbe  year  have  been 
more  than  usually  gratify  mg. 

Aooexed  is  a  report  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  year — show- 
iiC  that  these  almost  exactly  balance  one  another. 

Id  all  that  concerns  good  morals  and  religion,  the  year  hns  been  one  of 
more  tbao  ordinary  satisfaction.  We  have  seen  not  a  little  of  the  quiet, 
itetdj  operation  and  growth  of  Christian  principle.  Three  students  and 
ooe  other  member  of  tbe  congregation  were  confirmed  in  July  last,  and 
tbepreseot  number  of  students  communing  is  16.  There  are  also  15 
tdult  communicants  ;  in  all  31  communicants  are  connected  with  the  con- 
SregatioQ  of  the  chapel. 

Tbe  daily  morning  and  evening  services  of  the  Church  are  regularly 
namtaiued  in  the  College  Chapel,  and  are  attended  by  all  the  students  and 
officers,  and  by  others  connected  with  the  College.  The  spccisil  days  of 
the  Church  are  properly  observed  ;  and  experience  is  each  year  strength- 
ening our  confiJence  in  the  sufficiency  of  the  arrangements  uf  the  Church 
for  the  spiritual  culture  of  the  young,  as  well  as  of  the  adult  wor- 
shipper. 

At  the  Lent  ordination,  held  in  the  College  Chapel  on  February  24,  the 
etrliest  graduate  uf  the  College  was,  (with  two  other  gentlemen  educated 
elsewhere,]  admitted  to  tbe  order  of  Deacons.

Ist.  The  basiness  of  eveiy  day  shall  be  iDtroduced  with  prayer. 
2od.  This  CooveDtioD  shall  sit  for  the  despatch  of  basiness,  at  9  o*cIockf 
A.M.  and  4  o^clockt  P.  M.  od  each  day  of  its  session. 

3d.  £?ery  member  shall  take  his  seat  when  the  President  takes  the 
Cbiir,  and  remain  uncovered  until  the  Conyention  adjourn. 
4tb.  At  the  opening  of  each  session  of  the  Convention,  as  soon  as  the 
I  Presideot  takes  the  chair,  the  names  of  the  elergy,  who  were  entitled  to 
•eau  at  the  preceding  Convention,  shall  be  called  over  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  last  Convention:  or,  in  case  of  his  absence,  by  a  Secretary  pro  tem.  to 
l>eippoioted  by  the  President.  The  lay  delegates  shall  lay  their  certifi- 
cates of  appointment  on  the  table  of  the  Secretary,  and  subscribe  the  dec- 
kmioD  required  by  the  constitution.  If  a  constitutional  quorum  be  found 
pmeDt,  the  President  shall  thereupon  declare  the  fact,  and  announce  that 
the  Convent ioo  is  organised  and  ready  for  business.  A  Secretary  shall  be 
elected. — The  following  committees  shall  then  be  appointed  by  the  chair. 
One  of  elections,  to  consist  of  three,  to  whom  the  testimonials  of  the  lay 
(delegates shall  be  referred;  one  on  accounts,  to  consist  of  three;  one  on 
puDchial  contributions,  to  consist  of  three;  one  on  the  admission  of  new 
pinihes  and  churches  into  union  with  this  Convention,  to  consist  of  five 
iMmbers ;  and  one  on  the  right  of  clergymen  to  seats  in  this  Convention, 
to  consist  of  three  clergymen.

This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Annual 
Conrenlion  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Maryland,  a 
number  of  the.  Clergy  and  Laity  assembled  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  in 
/St  Riul's  Church. 

Vmmg  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  R.  Gordon,  assist^ 
«d  in  the  Lessons  by  the  Rev.  Russell  Trevett,  the  Bishop  reading 
the  Ante-Communion  Service. 

The  Convention  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  John  Cros- 
dale,  after  which  the  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the 
Bishop,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt,  Rev.  H.  T.  Harrison,  and 
Re?.  R.  Trevett. 

The  Bishop  took  the  Chair  and  called  the  Convention  to  order. 

The  list  of  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the  last  Convention  was 
ciUcd  over,  when  fifty-five  gentlemen  answered  to  their  names. 

Forty-one  Lay  Delegates  presented  their  testimonials,  and  signed 
the  declaration  required  by  the  second  article  of  the  Constitu- 
tion. 
The  Chair  announced  that  there  was  a  quorum  present. 
On  motion,  the  Convention  proceeded  to  elect  a  Secretary  to  the 
Convention. 
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Dr.  H.  Colbum  was  nominated^  and  declared  to  be  unamimouc 
ly  elected. 

The  Chair  re-appointed  John  H.  Alexander^  Esq.;  assistant  Sc 
cretary.

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A  petition  from  sundry  parishioners  of  St.  Peter's  Parish,  Tal- 
I    boC  county,  having  been  presented,  was,  on  motion,  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  admission  of  new  Parishes  and  Churches,  to- 
gether with  the  whole  subject  as  now  before  the  Convention,  by  the 
vote  of  the  last  Convention. 

The  Bishop  stated  that  he  was  ready  to  deliver  his  Address,  if 
the  house  was  prepared  for  it. 

Whereupon,  on  motion,  the  Bishop  was  requested  to  proceed 
with  his  Address. 

The  Address  was  then  read  as  follows: 

Brdhrmafthe  Okrgy a»%d Laiiy : 

We  are  again  reminded  of  the  account  we  have  to  render  of  our 
Kewardship,  by  the  absence  of  one  from  among  us,  who  was  with 
v  when  last  we  met  together  in  our  annual  reckoning  of  work 
lone  and  to  be  done.  In  the  prime  of  youth,  in  the  full  loveli- 
iMiof  a  character  ripened  mto  manhood^  and  yet  not  sullied  by 
the  de&cement  of  rude  collision  with  the  world,  our  brother  the 
Be?.  James  E.  Van  Bokkelen  has  been  called  from  us,  even 
before  he  had  received  that  "good  degree"  which  a  ministry  in 
the  inferior  grade,  most  fldthfully  and  efficiently  discharged,  had 
riddy  merited.  The  seeds  of  the  disease  of  which  he  died  were  con- 
tncted  in  another  diocese,  in  the  fearless  perfonuance  of  a  deacon's 
office  during  the  prevalence  of  Cholera  in  the  city  of  St.  Louis, 
where  he  then,  for  a  season,  had  parochial  charge.  There,  as 
here,  he  endeared  himself  to  all  who  knew  him,  and  especially  to 
thoie  who  were  so  happy  as  to  be  joined  with  him  in  spiritual  re- 
litkms,  by  his  unassuming  modesty,  ingenuousness,  affectionate- 
I  Hen  and  honest  earnestness.  Few,  in  so  brief  a  career,  have  been 
lUe  to  fill  the  memories  of  survivors  with  so  many  fragrant  and 
enduring  recollections. 

Beside  this  visitation,  the  number  of  clergy  in  the  diocese  has 
also  has  been  diminished  by  removals ;  so  that  we  have  now  three 
less  than  at  the  last  Convention,  notwithstanding  the  reception  of 
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seven  from  otlier  dioceses^  and  the  addition  of  one  by  ordinatioo 
More^  too,  arc  on  the  eve  of  transferring  their  ministry  elsewhere; 
so  that  unless  suppHes  of  ministerial  scr\'ice,  (of  which,  I  am  sonj 
to  own,  I  see  but  little  near  prospect,)  can  be  obtained^  we  are 
likely  to  suffer  more  tlian  ever  that  famine  of  the  word  and 
means  of  grace  with  which  tlie  peculiar  circumstances  of  parts 
of  the  diocese  cause  it  to  be  continually  more  or  less  afflicted.  Ya- 
cancies  in  the  lower  counties  of  botli  Shores  appear  to  be  yearif 
more  hard  to  fill;  and  to  my  deep  regret  there  arc  several  such 
either  already  existing  or  about  to  be  created.  I  must  again  iotrait 
my  brethren,  both  of  the  cleig}^  and  of  tlie  laity,  whose  lot  is  caat 
in  those,  in  many  respects,  deeply  interesting  portions  of  our  oon- 
inon  field,  to  give  their  serious  attention  to  the  necessity  of  a  iiaaM 
supply  of  ministerial  labor  for  our  lower  counties. 

Sons  of  die  soil,  familiar  with  its  wants,  trained  to  the  habiti  of 
the  people,  known  to  them  and  connected  with  them,  raised  undflC 
the  climate  and  fitted  for  its  demands,  and  willing,  for  the  love  of 
God  and  their  own  kindred,  to  spend  and  be  spent  among  thoM 
with  whom  Providence  has  associated  them,  are  all  that  is  D0V 
wanting  to  ensure  the  steady  and  even  rapid  growth  of  the  Chmdu 
But  without  an  increased  supply  of  native  ministers  that  growth 
must  be  retarded,  checked,  or  even  utterly  foregone.  Let  us  mA 
while  it  is  day,  my  brethren,  the  night  may  come  in  which  no  man 
can  work  !  Circumstances  now  favoring  the  extension  and  caa- 
solidation  of  the  Church  among  us,  may  not  be  allowed  to  con* 
tinue  much  longer,  if  we  make  no  better  use  of  them  than  we  J^ 
have  made.  Oh  let  us  be  up  and  doing  that  the  Master  when  Be 
Cometh,  may  find  us  busy  in  His  service  ! 

The  removals  of  the  clergy  in  the  past  year  have  been :  of  the 
Rev.  Henry  Brown,  to  the  diocese  of  Pennsylvania;  of  the  Rev. 
Samuel  Grant  Callahan,  to  the  diocese  of  Wisconsin;  of  the  Rev. 
Stephen  G.  Gussaway,  to  the  diocese  of  Missouri;  of  the  Rev.  Jacoti 
B.  Morse  and  the  Rev.  Reuben  Riley,  to  the  diocese  of  New  York 
of  the  Rev.  Alexander  Shiras,  the  Rev.  James  C.  Wheat,  and  thi 
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Rer.  Hanson  T.  Wilcoxon,  to  the  diocese  of  Vii^ginia;  and  of  the 
Rnr.  Cornelius  E.  Swope,  to  the  diocese  of  Illinois. 

He  accessions  have  been:  of  the  Rev.  William  Gooden  Jackson^ 
od  the  Rev.  William  Jsunes  Clarke^  from  the  diocese  of  Pennsyl- 
Tuiijof  the  Rev.  Cyrus  Waters  from  that  of  Tennessee;  of  the 
Rer.  John  Martin^  from  that  of  Indiana;  of  the  Rev.  Enoch  Bay- 
Iqr,  from  that  of  Pelaware;  of  the  Rev.  Cornelius  Winter  Bolton^ 
hmthat  of  New  York;  and  of  the  Rev.  David  Kerr^  from  that 
of  Mississippi.  Of  these  no  less  than  four^  Messrs.  Waters^  Mar- 
tin, Bayley  and  Clarke  have  returned  to  us,  after  having  been 
nee  before  enrolled  among  the  clergy  of  the  diocese;  and  one 
other,  Mr.  Kerr,  may  be  claimed  by  us  as  a  native  of  the  State, 
ihhough  admitted  elsewhere  to  the  holy  ministry. 

The  only  addition  by  ordination  has  been  that  of  Thomas  Lynch 
Qteen,  formerly  a  local  preaclier  in  the  Methodist  connexion,  and 
•dmitted  by  me  to  the  holy  order  of  Deacons  at  the  Lent  ordina- 
tion in  Christ  Church,  Eoston,  on  the  Second  Sunday  in  Lent, 
Much  the  16th,  on  presentation  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Spencer. 

At  the  same  time  and  place,  the  Rev.  John  Neely,  Deacon, 
Principal  of  the  Academy  in  Easton,  and  officiating  in  aid  of  the 
Rector  in  St.  Peter's  Parish,  Talbot  county,  was  admitted  to  the 
Priesthood,  on  presentation  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Mason,  Rector  of  the 
pnriih. 

The  other  ordinations  have  been,  one  stated  and  two  special. 

The  Advent  ordination  was  holden  at  Ciirist  Church,  Christ 
Wwrch  Parish,  Calvert  county,  on  tJie  second  Sunday  in  Advent, 
Dfccinber  8ih,  when  the  Rev.  Erastus  Franklin  Dashiell,  Deacon, 
Rector  elect  of  the  Parisii,  was  admitted  to  the  holy  order  of  Priests, 
*  presentation  by  the  Rev.  Frederick  R.  Hanson,  Rector  of  St. 
haVs  Parish,  in  the  same  coimty. 

At  a  special  ordination  in  St.  Thomas's  Church,  Hancock, 
Washington  county,  holden  on  the  Ninth  Sunday  after  Trinity, 
July  28th,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Newton  Watlson,  Deacon,  Rector 
elect  of  the  ccmgregation,  was  admitted  to  the  holy  order  of  Priest- 
hood, on  prewntation  by  the  Rev.  Professor  Trevett,  of  the  Col- 
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lege  of  St.  James;  and  at  a  special  ordination  bdldeo  in  St.  Paul 
Church,  Berlin,  Worcester  county,  on  the  Third  Sunday  aft 
Easter,  May  the  11th,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Ker  Stewart,  Deaea 
B«ctor  elect  of  Worcester  Parish,  was  admitted  to  the  same  bal 
<Hder,  on  preeeulation  by  the  Kev.  John  Crosdale,  Redcr  i 
Coventry  Parish,  Somerset  and  Worcester  counties. 

Id  proceeding  with  my  annual  task  of  reporting  *'  changes  whie 
have  tafcen  place  among  the  clergy,"  I  am  sadly  reminded  of  tii 
extremely  fluctuaUng  nature  of  the  pastoral  relation  as  it  exil 
among  us,  by  a  retrospect  of  the  ten  yeius  in  which  I  have  hi 
your  spiritual  interests  in  charge,  in  thut  short  time,  less  thaatt 
third  of  the  average  duration  of  a  generation,  I  find  myself  beccn 
tenior  in  connexion  with  every  parish  in  the  diocese,  aave  tea 
and  out  of  our  hundred  and  twenty  deigymen,  have  only  en 
tenth  who  have  been  stationary,  both  in  residence  and  eccleorii 
cal  relations,  during  the  same  period.  In  the  meanwhile,  nHD 
of  the  paiishcs  and  congregations  have  passed  into  new  baat 
twice,  some  thrice,  and  some  even  four  times. 

The  tendency  of  this  incessant  change  is  (o  degrade  the  plM 
and  starve  the  flock.  Il  leaves  no  time  for  tlie  higher  and  bsUe 
bonds  between  the  minister  and  his  people  to  be  tistablisbed,  o 
else  cfTectually  checks  their  growth,  and  alters  their  nalun. 
can  distinctly  discern  in  the  different  portions  of  my  chaigej  ' 
deeper,  truer  sense  of  mutual  responsibility,  a  more  real  rehtJoil 
ship  in  Christ,  between  the  pastor  and  his  flock,  just  in  piapartioi 
as  their  connexion  has  been  lees  subjected  to  this  almost  miftt 
sally  prevalent  conker  or  dry-rot  of  the  Church. 

The  number  of  the  clei^  of  ilie  diocese  is  now  t 
and  ttoenty ;   being  the  bishop,  a  hundred  and  thirteen  f 
tere,  imd  nx  deacons.     Of  these,  there  are  eighth/  four  11 
parishes  or  congregations;  four,  ussislant  ministers;  fiMil 
dents  of  colleges  ;  eight,  professors  or  inslruclors  i 
colleges  or  academies ;  five,  principals  or  teachers  of  u 
schools ;  one,  chafdain  in  the  Uoilcd  Slates  Array  and  dftfi 
Navy  i  eight  are  dtsaUed  Ibr  duly  by  the  infmaiiks  of  ( 
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diMfle ;  two,  are  officiating  in  other  dioceses^  and  one  is  travelling 
m.  Europe.  Nine  of  the  officiating  cleigy  have  appointments  as 
nnriooaries ;  and  of  those  who  are  ministering  in  parishes  or  as 
lUHoaarieSj  no  less  than  twenty  are  supporting  themselves^  wholly 
or  ID  part,  by  tlieir  own  labor  as  teachers.  Of  the  rectors  of 
IWiahes  so  many  as  eleven  have  chaige  of  two  parishes;  and  twoy 
tf  three. 

The  diocese  now  contains  seventy-seven  parishes  and  thirty-four 
.ongregations.  Of  these,  five  parishes  and  four  congregations  are 
mr  vacant,  and  fojjr  or  five  more  likely  to  become  so,  at  no  dis- 
ma  period. 

There  are  in  all  these  parishes,  one  hundred  and  five  churches 
ad  thirty-nine  chapels  now  fit  for  use,  eleven  more  at  this  time 
kofldmg,  andybtir  in  ruins. 

I     Of  these  sacred  edifices,  it  has  been  my  lot  to  consecrate  exactly 

ffil\  nine  of  which  had  been  long  erected,  but  now  first  conse- 

cnted  on  occasion  of  complete  repair  or  enlargement.    Seventeen 

olhen,  built  within  the  last  ten  years,  are  now  complete,  but  for 

noons  reasons,  not  yet  ready  for  consecration.    For  five  I  expect 

to  perform  the  solenm  function  within  a  few  weeks  from  this  time. 

The  changes  among  the  clergy  are  as  follows:  the  Rev.  James 

A.McKenney,  late  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Parish,  Prince  George 

county,  has  retained  that  part  of  the  parish,  upon  its  division, 

which  has  organised  as  a  new  parish,  called  St.  Thomas's  Parish.

hull's  Parish,  thus  constituted,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Chew  )ias  become 

Mor,  having  for  that  purpose  resigned  the  charge  of  King  and 

Queen  Parish  in  St.  Mary's  county. 
The  Rev.  Thomas  J.  Wyatt  has  been  sufficiently  restored  to 

Jbeahh  to  recommence  his  ministerial  duties  in  a  mission  in  Balti- 

mofe  county,  with  a  view  to  the  formation  of  a  new  congregation 

a  part  of  St.  Thomas's  Parish. 
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The  Rev.  Henry  Brown^  having  accepted  an  invitation  to 
Diocese  of  Pennsylvania^  has  resigned  the  charge  of  St.  Fai 
Parish^  Queen  Anne  county. 

The  Rev.  Stephen  G.  Gassaway^  having  removed  to  the  Dice 
of  Missouri^  has  resigned  the  rectorship  of  Christ  Church,  Geoi] 
town,  and  is  to  be  succeeded,  as  I  am  informed,  by  tlie  Rev.  1 
Caldwell,  from  the  Diocese  of  Virginia.  The  Rev.  Reuben  Bi 
having  removed  to  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  has  resigned  I 
rectorship  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  Baltimore,  to  which  the  A 
Francis  A.  Baker,  late  assistant  minister  of  St.  Paul's  Parish,  I 
been  elected,  and  has  accepted  the  offered  charge. 

The  Rev.  Meyer  Lewin  has  resigned  the  rectorship  of  Trin 
Parish,  Charles  county,  and  is  officiating  in  the  Diocese  of  H 
sissippi. 

The  Rev.  Joseph  J.  Nicholson  has  resigned  the  chai^ge  of  Sa 
erset  Parish,  Somerset  county,  on  an  invitation  to  St.  Thoma 
Parish,  Baltimore  county,  which  he  has  accepted.

The  Rev.  William  W.  Lord  has  been  for  some  months  mxp^] 
ing  St.  John's  Parish,  Washington  county,  during  the  absnice  ( 
the  rector,  occasioned  by  ill  health. 
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The  Rev.  Samuel  K.  Stewart  has  resigned  the  assistant  minis- 
(cniup  of  St.  Anne's  Parish^  Anne  Arundel  county^  and  accepted 
ibe  rectorship  of  Worcester  Parish^  Worcester  county. 

The  Rev.  Alfred  Holmead  has  removed  from  Baltimore  to 
WMbington,  and  token  charge  of  the  new  pu'ish  organised  in  that 
dtf  by  permission  of  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  1849. 

The  Rev.  Cyrus  Waters,  returning  from  the  Diocese  of  Ten- 
unee,  has  accepted  the  rectorship  of  Sherwood  Church,  Balti- 
more county. 

The  Rev.  John  Martin,  returning  from  the  Diocese  of  Indiana, 
has  resumed  tlie  charge  of  his  former  parish,  St.  Jo)m's,  in  Prince 
Geoige  county;  to  the  great  satisfaction  of  all  with  whom  his  eccle- 
■atfical  relations  are  thus  renewed.

The  Rev.  Cornelius  W.  Bolton,  from  the  Diocese  of  New  York, 
haibeea  chosen  assistant  minister  of  Christ  Church,  Baltimore. 

He  Rev.  David  Kerr,  from  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  has  l)een 
tnoporarily  officiating  as  assistant  in  Trinity  Parish,  Washington. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  L.  Green,  deacon,  has  been  chosen  assistant 
oouster  of  St.  Luke's  Parish,  Queen  Anne  county,  in  which  he 
his  been  long  a  resident,  and  for  three  years  past  an  efficient  lay- 
ittder  and  Sunday  School  superintendent. 

The  Rev.  William  J.  Clark,  from  tlie  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania, 
has  taken  charge  of  a  female  school  in  the  city  of  Washington,  and

of  All  Saints'  Parish,  Calvert  county,  and  William  W.  Johnston, 
of  Someiset  Parish,  Somerset  county,  have  also  been  licensed  as 
liy  readen  in  their  respective  parishes. 
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Of  the  administration  of  discipline  in  other  dioceses  I  have  re 
ceived  notice,  from  the  Bishop  of  Vermont,  of  the  dis^dacemeoi 
from  the  ministry  of  Foster  Thayer,  late  Presbyter  of  that  diocesB; 
from  the  Bishop  of  Indiana,  of  the  d^radation  of  G.  Lamb  Bob 
erts,  late  deacon  of  that  diocese;  from  the  Bishop  of  Western  No* 
York,  of  the  displacement  of  William  Johnstone  Bakewell,  kk 
presbyter  of  that  diocese;  from  the  Bishop  of  Georgia,  of  the  dii* 
placement  of  Gardner  Jones,  late  deacon  of  that  diocese;  from  the 
Bishop  of  Pennsylvania,  of  the  displacement  of  J.  J.  Kerr,  tak

Visitations  have  been  made  during  the  past  year  to  ttDenfy4krti 
parishes  and  fifteen  congregations,  in  fourteen  counties  and  tbc 
District  of  Columbia;  four  parishes  and  tvH>  congregations  haviogj 
for  special  reasons,  been  visited  twice;  services  being  perfbmifid  al 
various  times  in  forty  four  churches  and  chapels.

Catonsville;  and  Sherwood  Church:  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  tb 
Church  of  the  Ascension;  St.  Andrew's,  St.  Mark's,  St.  Peter > 
and  Mount  Calvary  Churches;  St.  James's  (First  African)  Chwch 
and  Cranmer  Chapel;  in  Calvert  county,  Christ  Church  Ptfi^ 
in  Carroll  county,  the  Parish  of  the  Holy  Trinity:  in  Cecil  eoadif 
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iwtf  Churchy  Elkton;  in  the  DiBtrict  of  Columbia,  Christ 
lOfdiy  Washington  Parish;  Trinity  Parish;  and  the  Parish  of  the 
iphany;  in  Dorchester  county.  Great  Choptank,  Dorchester, 
it  Newmarket  and  Vienna  Parishes;  in  Frederick  county,  St. 
ik's  Parish;  in  Harford  county,  St.  Mary's  Church;  in  Prince 
Mge  county,  St.  Paul's  Parish;  in  St.  Mary's  county,  AH  Faith 
I  St.  Andrew's  Parishes;  in  Somerset  county,  Somerset,  Spring 
1,  Stepney  and  Wicomico  Parishes;  and  Coventry  Parish,  in 
nerset  and  Worcester  counties;  in  Talbot  county,  St.  Peter's 
-Ui;  in  Washington  county,  St.  Thomas's  Church,  Hancock, 
I  the  CoU^e  of  St.  James;  and  in  Worcester  county.  All  Hal- 
n,  St.  John's,  and  Worcester  Parishes. 

[  have  followed,  in  these  visitations,  the  method  spoken  of  in 
'  last  address,  with  the  additional  study  to  give  Sunday  services 
M  many  as  possible  of  the  country  parishes.  My  ends,  of  close 
pction  and  frequent  intercourse,  have  been  fully  answered;  and 
Uno  reason  to  change  the  opinion  last  year  expressed,  with 
lud  to  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  diocese.  There  is 
n,  and  demand,  and  reward,  for  labor  in  the  ministry  every- 
kere;  our  great  want  is  a  supply  of  clergymen,  able  and  willing 
Uwr,  on  the  very  slender  provision  even  for  the  merest  neces- 
y  wants,  that  can  be  oflRsred. 

In  the  performance  of  these  duties,  I  have  administered  the  Holy 
nununion  thirty-seven  times;  the  sacrament  of  Baptism,  ^re 
Ms,  to  four  adults,  and  two  infants;  Confirmation,  tldrty-eight 
tea,  to  two  hundred  and  sixty-nine  persons;  have  said  Morning 
Evening  Pmy erjifty-three  times;  preached  sixty  times,  and  dc- 
ered /br/y  other  addresses  on  various  occasions;  consecrated /Aree 
mthes,  and  laid  two  comer-stones  of  churches;  married  three 
iples;  and,  at  two  stated  and  two  special  ordinations,  have  ad- 
ded to  their  respective  holy  orders  o??c  deacon  and  four  priests. 
Beside  these  diocesan  duties,  just  one  month  of  the  year  was 
Momed  in  attendance  upon  the  General  Convention,  and  m 
iDg  and  returning;  and  two  months  were  devoted  to  the  diocese 
New  York,  at  the  request  of  the  Standing  Committee. 
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In  thai  way^  out  of  the  diocese,  beside  the  services  already  « 
ported,  I  have  holden  tliree  ordinations,  at  which  five  priests  ai 
fourteen  deacons  were  admitted  to  their  respective  orders;  admini 
tered  the  Holy  Communion  fourteen  times;  Confirmation/or^ 
seven  times,  to  tliree  hundred  and  ninety-tiDo  persons;  said  Mon 
ingor  Evening  Vmyex  five  times;  preached  ^/y-on€  times,  aw 
delivered  Mir^y-ni/i^  addresses  on  other  occasions;  consecnited/otfl 
churches,  and  laid  three  comer-stones  of  churches. 

The  churches  consecrated  in  this  diocese  within  the  year  han 
all  been  additions  to  our  array  of  provision  for  public  worship — nev 
spots  taken  possession  of  by  the  Church  for  her  holy  ends,  and  sei 
apart  to  them  for  ever.  In  each  instance,  most  cheering  succes 
has  attended  earnest^  faitliful  efTorts  to  do  our  work  and  trust  in 
God  to  bless  it. 

St.  Mary's  Church,  Woodville,  in  St.  Paul's  Parish,  Prince 
George  county,  has  been  some  years  in  progress,  having  beea 
used  for  many  months,  in  an  unfinished  state,  for  purposes  of  wor- 
ship. It  is  a  neat,  substantial,  church-like  edifice,  erected  fox  vm 
by  a  congregation  gatlicrcd  within  the  last  ten  or  twelve  years,  and 
now  constituting^  on  ordinary  occasions,  one  of  the  largest  in  the 
lower  counties.  A  small,  but  comfortable  parsonage  house  hai 
also  been  built  immediately  adjoining,  and  the  whole  churcb 
grounds  are  properly  enclosed. 

St.  Stephen's  Church,  East  Newmarket,  Dorchester  county; 
consecrated  on  the  19th  of  December,  is  built  and  filled  with  aeon 
gregation  already  almost  too  large  for  comfort,  on  a  spot  where,  \ 
very  few  years  ago,  the  work  of  the  Church  seemed  almost  hope 
less.  An  opportunity  oflered  for  the  purchase,  on  advantageou 
terms,  of  a  disused  meeting  house.  The  zeal  of  a  few  persont 
fostered  by  tliat  of  the  rector  and  people  of  an  adjoining  parisb 
accomplished  it.  Eflfbrts  were  made,  with  good  success,  to  get 
missionary  service.  The  labors  of  the  young  brother  who  mad 
the  first  proof  of  his  ministry  there,  have  been  abundantly  blessec 
and  now,  a  very  neat,  tasteful  and  commodious  church,  filiec 
whenever  open,  with  a  growing  band  of  earnest  worshippeiB,  m\ 
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enlofwhom  have  been  bnptized^  confimicd^and  become  comniu- 
nicanls,  within  the  year,  attests  how  much  can  be  efflscted  by  timely 
ud  rightly  directed  zeal.  This  is  one  of  the  evidences,  too,  of 
Ae  great  value  of  our  missionary  fund,  scanty  and  disproportionate 
Hit  18,  compared  either  with  the  wants  of  tlie  diocese  or  with  its 
lidily.  But  without  that  fund,  such  as  it  is.  East  Newmarket 
hriah  could  not  have  been  resuscitated — the  eflbrts  that  have  ac- 
complbhed  so  much  would  not  have  been  made — and  the  cheering 
necess  diat  so  loudly  bids  us  go  elsewhere  and  do  likewise  would 
have  had  no  beginning. 

Both  the  structures  just  mentioned  arc  of  fmme,  plain  and  inez- 
pouive.  To  do  more,  in  tliosc  cases,  tlian  provide  for  immediate 
wants,  was  out  of  the  question.  It  was  cause  enough  of  thank- 
fiilncflB,  that  the  good  hand  of  God  upon  His  servants  enabled 
tbem  to  accomplish  what  they  did. 

But  in  Harford  county,  new  ground  has  been  broken  in  a  dif- 
bnol  way.  At  a  spot  about  equidistant  from  the  Spcsutia  and 
die  Rock  Spring  Churches,  and  too  remote  from  either  for  conve- 
■eot  access  to  them  of  the  parisliioners,  a  substantial  stone  edi- 
fce,  m  true  church-like  style,  pure  in  architecture,  and  so  far  as 
Ushed,  neat  and  correct  in  execution,  has  been  built  and  paid  for 
by  a  very  few  individuals,  and  in  large  measure  by  one,  whom 
God  has  blessed  with  riches  and  the  heart  to  use  them  for  noble 
pirpoaes.  Usually  a  congregation  first  gathered,  leads  to  the  erec- 
tion of  a  church:  but  in  tliis  case,  the  churcli  has  been  built  in 
wler  to  collect  the  congregation.  The  experiment,  thus  far,  has 
iQcceeded  well;  and  ever  since  the  consecration  of  St.  Mary's 
Church  on  the  Feast  of  the  Annunciation,  the  attendance  of  a  nu- 
Qerous  body  of  worshippers,  whenever  it  is  open  for  Divine  ser- 
^,  attests  the  due  appreciation  of  the  privilege  by  those  for  whom 
it  has  been  provided. 
This  is  one  of  several  instances,  of  late,  in  which  mingled  emo- 
ioDB  have  been  excited  in  my  mind  by  witnessing  the  dispropor- 
onate  contributions  of  a  few  to  works  of  piety  and  charity,  in 
hkh  many  are  as  deeply  interested  as  they,  and  all  are  bound  to 
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bear  their  part.  While  rejoicing  that  they  are  blessed  with  v 
dom  to  discern  the  better  part^  and  rewarded  by  that  purest  of  i 
enjoyment  that  attends  the  liberal  giver  to  holy  objects^  one  cs 
not  but  mourn  that  they  are  allowed  to  do  so  large  a  share  of 
common  work^  and  grieve  over  the  multitudes  even  among  on 
selves;  who  are  recklessly  suffering  the  loss  of  opportunities  of  la; 
ing  up  in  store  imperishable  treasures^  and  depriving  themsehc 
even  now^  of  pleasures  great  beyond  their  imagination. 

This  remark  applies  to  an  effort  now  making  to  provide  add 
tional  buildings  for  our  diocesan  College — ^buildings  made  needf 
by  its  continually  advancing  growth  and  prosperity.  An  appeal 
the  diocese  has  been  made  by  the  Trustees;  and  from  a  few  it  b 
met  with  a  prompt  and  noble  response^  to  such  an  extent  as 
warrant  the  Trustees  to  go  on  and  erect  the  needed  edifice.  B 
how  many  of  us  have  been  forward  to  help  in  the  necessary  wod 
Not  one  in  a  hundred.  Hardly  one  in  a  thousand  of  our  men 
bers  has  given  more  than  a  mere  alms-dole  to  an  object  that  ism 
ly  one  of  the  most  important  and  pressing  that  can  engage  the  i 
tention  of  the  Diocese.  In  our  College  we  are  rearing  and  0 
dowing  a  fortress  and  bulwark  for  the  Church  in  Maryland  Ibri 
future  generations.  In  contributing  to  its  establishment  on  a  11 
eral  and  extensive  scale^  wc  are  casting  bread  upon  the  watetath 
shall  surely  be  found  ngain^  with  laige  increase^  after  many  di^ 
How  few  think  of  this!  IIow  very  few  they  are^  who  act  uponi 
as  they  ought! 

Yet  I  have  been  much  encouraged  by  the  apparent  dawning 
a  new  day,  as  regards  Church  work,  in  this  great  city.  At  ta 
Churchmen  in  Baltimore  seem  to  begin  to  understand  that  the 
is  something  for  them  to  do,  and  that  it  is  time  for  them  to  ( 
about  it.  The  extinguishment  of  the  large  debt  of  St.  Pwi 
Parish,  almost  simultaneously  with  the  provision  for  erecting 
handsomer  church  than  any  that  wc  yet  possess  in  tlie  city;  1 
erection  of  the  substantial  and  beautiful  stone  edifice  of  St.  Marl; 
(although  that  is  owing,  almost  entirely,  to  the  self-denial  of  ( 
large-hearted  servant  of  the  Lord;)  the  collection^  within  a1 
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weeb,  of  another  subscription  of  several  thousand  dollars  for  the 
eHHtruclion  of  a  fit  building  for  St.  Luke's  Churchy  on  the  very 
dlgiUe  site  presented  by  one  liberal  donor;  and  the  vigorous  prose- 
codoa  of  an  effort  to  rebuild  Trinity  Church  on  a  more  advant- 
igeous  site^  and  on  a  larger  scale;  with  several  other  minor  under- 
likiDgs  that  are  in  progress: — all  these  signs  of  a  better  disposition 
fomng  and  showing  itself  forth^  are  encouraging^  and  promise  a 
hture  growth  of  our  community  here^  in  what  ought  to  be  the 
Ittit  of  the  Diocese^  in  a  degree  somewhat  less  disproportionate 
to  ki  advantages  and  responsibilities  than  the  past  has  been.  Stilly 
tbe interest  and  activity  are  as  yet  concentered  in  too  few;  they 
need  dissemination.  More  must  be  engaged  in  what  is  going  on; 
end  the  engagement  of  all  needs  to  become  more  deep  and  thor- 
00^.  Let  us  pray  to  our  Heavenly  Father  that  we  may  be 
Mde  much  more  His  followers  as  dear  children;  in  the  blessed 
VQ&  of  doing  good;  and  providing  for  the  increase  and  extension 
ef  die  truth  as  it  is  in  JesuS;  the  means  of  grace;  and  the  instru- 
nentSi  occasions  and  works  of  godliness^  brotherly  kindness^  and 
tne  charity. 

For  this  we  have^  happily,  at  this  present  time,  an  occasion  af- 
Med;  unusually  interesting  and  gratifying.  A  direct  proposal 
kibeen  made  to  our  Church  to  unite  with  the  Church  in  Great 
Boudn  and  its  dependencies;  in  the  solemn  celebration  of  the  hun- 
M  and  fifUeth  year  of  the  existence  of  the  venerable  Society  for 
the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts;  one  of  the  oldest 
hunan  missionary  institutions  in  the  world;  and  that  to  which  we 
in  know  how  much  the  Church  in  this  country  was  indebted  in 
ib  feeble  infSBUicy;  for  fostering  care  and  Uberal  supplies  extended 
tkough  the  duration  of  three  quarters  of  a  century. 

I  submit  to  yoU;  with  this  Address,  the  letter  on  the  subject 
which  I  have  received  from  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury;  together 
my  reply.  The  recommendation  of  the  observance  of  the 
Sunday  after  Trinity ;  June  the  22d,  which  I  declared  my  in- 
ention  to  make;  I  now  respectfully  and  afibctionately  address  to 
ay  brethren  of  the  cleigy ;  hoping  that  on  that  day  they  willj  each 
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in  his  own  parish^r  congregation  ^  by  their  discourses^  and  in  sue 
other  way  as  niay  be  practicable  consistently  with  the  laws  «c 
usage  of  the  Church,  advance  the  one  end  designed,  of  Christia 
edification  and  renewed  provocation  of  us  all  unto  love  and  goc 
works. 

It  is  my  hope  also,  that  the  Convention  will  take  the  subjec 
into  consideration,  and  decide  whether  any,  and  if  any,  what  fat 
ther  measures  may  be  proper  to  be  token. 

May  He  who  giveth  wisdom  liberally,  and  upbraideth  not,  guide 
our  counsels,  in  this  and  all  other  matters,  and  direct  our  doii^, 
to  the  advancement  of  the  glory  of  His  great  Name  for  Chbist's 
sake.

^  tnioiog  them  effectively  for  the  life  that  now  is,  and  the  better 
^i&  to  come. 

It  has  happened,  naturally  enough,  that  the  very  success  of  the  experi- 

oeotbas  brought  its  own  difficulty  with  it.    Because  this  institution  has 

Won  to  itself  the  public  confidence  and  esteem^  it  finds  the  number  of 

lime  committed  to  its  care  rapidly  transcending  its  capacity  to  accommo- 

dbte  them.    This  is  the  circumstance  which  has  induced  the  recent  applica- 

tioo  of  the  Trastees.    They  ask  no  money  to  supply  waste  made  by  care- 

latneM  or  extraragance,  nothing  to  enable  them  to  indulge  vain  or  osten- 
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tatioos  display ;  what  thcjr  ask  is  to  be  enabled  to  meet  a  necessity  occasioD^t 
by  the  very  fact  of  their  having  done  so  well  the  work  we  gave  them  to  do 

Your  Committee  take  for  granted  that  when  the  sanction  of  the  Cod 
vention  was  ^ven  to  the  establishment  of  a  Diocesan  College,  it  meant  u 
matter  of  course  to  sanction  every  measure  which  was  to  qualify  the  ia 
stitution  for  effecting  its  great  and  avowed  purpose.  A  Diocesan  Colleg 
compelled  to  exclude  from  participation  in  its  benefits  any  portion  of  tb* 
youth  of  the  diocese  who  would  otherwise  be  entrusted  to  its  care,  preseat 
an  anomaly  so  glaring  as  to  need  no  illustration. 

The  Appeal  of  the  Trustees  has  not  been  without  success,  but  th 
amount  has  not  yet  been  attained  which  they  deem  necessary  to  ensure  tb 
completion  of  the  additons  to  the  Collegiate  buildings ;  an  addition  wbicl 
your  Committee  desire  earnestly  to  press  on  the  attention  of  the  Cooveu 
tion  as  not  merely  desirable,  but  absolutely  necessary,  if  the  College  of  Si 
James  is  really  to  be,  what  this  Convention  by  its  very  establishment  d€ 
dared  it  was  designed  to  be. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  consider  that  they  are  merely  carrying  o« 
the  intention  of  this  body  as  implied  by  its  previous  act,  in  recommeodUi 
the  following  resolution :

wisely  ordered,  and  which  Almighty  God  has  so  signally  owned  an( 
blessed  as  an  instrument  for  the  diffusion  of  His  truth,  and  the  eolargmen 
of  His  Kingdom.  And  we  all  feel  that  it  is  peculiarly  appropriate  that  thi

tlK  objections  urged  against  the  measure  in  the  counter  memorial ;  they 

htfe  esteemed  it  their  duty  entirely  to  refrain  from  all  reference  to  thecir^ 

cvmstEDces  of  a  personal  character  occurring  during  the  agitation  of  the 

qoettioo;  but  being  guided  solely  by  regard  to  the  general   principles 

which  have  governed  the  Convention  in  such  matters,  and  to  the  provision 

which  the  canons  contain  for  Church  extension,  they  have  adopted  th 

followiog  resolution : 

Baelvedt  That  this  committee  respectfully  recommend  to  the  Conven- 
tioB  to  grant  the  petition  for  a  separate  congregation  urged  by  persons  re- 
lidbg  io  St.  Peter's  Parish,  Talbot  county. 

It  was  moved  that  the  consideration  of  that  portion  of  the  report 
wfakh  refers  to  St.  Peter's  Parish^  Talbot  county^  be  postponed 
QDtfl  to-morrow. 

The  reading  of  the  two  memorials  for  and  against  the  division 
of  said  parish  being  called  for;

of  a  congregation,  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled,  **  Ao  Act  to 
corporate  certain  persona  io  every  Christian  Church  or  Congregation 
tibia  State,"  and  with  the  several  anpplemenu  thereto.

I  have  nevertheless  since  the  opening 

of  the  Spring  been  going  on  with  tolerable  regularity,  and  notwithstanding 

frequent  interruptions,  long  periods  of  suspension  of  duty  and  general  in- 

e/ficiency,  the  prospect  held  out  is  still  encouraging.    As  usual,  a  Vestry 

baM  b^Q  re-elected,  a  delegate  chosen  to  represent  the  Parish,  and  a  small 
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coDtribatioD  been  obtained  for  the  CoDvention  and  Episcopal  foods.  Ti 
is  a  commeDcement  in  certain  respects  of  a  discbarge  of  high  aod  binfi 
obligations^  and  we  trust  that  each  succeeding  year  now  will  but  show 
exhibition  of  more  abundant  fruits.  Our  plan  for  the  erectioo  of  a  Iw 
of  worship  is  still  in  progress.  For  this  purpose  a  lot  of  ground  has  b 
purchased  within  the  village  of  Hillsborough^  aod  ouelialf  the  amoiur 
money  necessary  to  finish  the  building  been  collected,  and  we  only  wai 
little  more  assistance  from  our  body  throughout  the  Diocese  to  ensbk 
to  accomplish  a  work,  which,  by  general  consent,  will  in  all  probabilitj 
▼ance  the  success  of  our  cause  more  than  any  thing  else  that  could  be  dc 
Without  extending  our  line  of  remark,  then,  at  the  present  time  upoa 
existing  state  of  things  in  this  part  of  your  Diocese  which  must  be 
mitted  to  be  greatly  depressed,  and  which  can  only  be  resuscitated,  t 
patient  and  regularly  continued  course  of  ministerial  operations,  let  w 
press  the  hope,  that  through  your  kind  instrumentality,  as  well  as  tbi 
others,  who  must  feel  a  like  concern  in  the  cause  of  our  holy  religioo, 
may  speedily  obtain  that  portion  of  aid  which  we  require,  and  so  proc 
at  once  to  the  accomplishment  of  an  undertaking,  which  looks  to  tlie 
▼ivai  of  the  Church  upon  its  primitive  basis,  and  the  diffusion  throogli 
the  community  of  the  various  blessings  which  will  arise  from  them.

RULES    OP    ORDER. 

1st.  The  business  of  every  day  shall  be  introduced  with  prayer. 

2ncl.  This  Convention  shall  sit  for  the  despatch  of  buatucss,  ot  9  o*eWk, 
A.  M.  and  4  o*clock«  P.  M.  on  eanh  day  of  its  session. 

3rd.  Every  member  shall  take  his  seat  when  the  President  takes  tbe 
Chair,  and  remain  uncovered  until  the  Convention  adjourn. 

4th.  At  the  opening  of  each  session  of  the  Convention,  as  soon  as  the 
President  takes  the  chair,  the  names  of  the  clergy,  who  were  entitled  to 
seats  at  the  preceding  Convention,  shall  be  called  over  by  the  Secretary  of 
tbe  last  Convention  :  or,  in  case  of  bis  absence,  by  a  Secretary  pro  tem.to 
be  appointed  by  the  President.  The  lay  delegates  shall  lay  their  certifi* 
cates  of  appointment  on  tlie  table  of  the  Secretary,  and  subscribe  tbe  de- 
claration required  by  the  constitution.  If  a  constitutional  quorum  befoaod 
present^  the  President  shall  thereupon  declare  the  fact,  and  announce  tbit 
the  Convention  is  organised  and  ready  for  business.  A  Secretary  shall  be 
elected. — The  following  committees  shall  then  be  appointed  by  the  chair* 
One  of  elections,  to  consist  of  three,  to  whom  the  testimonials  of  tbe  ley 
delegates  shall  be  referred;  one  on  accounts,  to  consist  of  three;  one  oft 
parochial  contributions,  to  consist  of  three ;  one  on  the  admission  of  oew 
parishes  and  churches  into  union  with  this  Convention,  to  consist  of  fiva 
members ;  and  one  on  the  right  of  clergymen  to  seats  in  this  ConveDtioB. 
to  consist  of  three  clergymen. 

5th.  If  the  bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  not  be  present  at  any  meeting  of 
the  Convention,  at  the  opening  of  the  same,  the  names  of  the  clergy  ^bo 
were  entitled  to  seats  at  the  preceding  Convention,  shall  be  called  oter  bf 
tbe  Secretary  of  last  Convention  ;  or,  in  the  case  of  his  absence,  by  the  first 
Darned  member  of  the  standing  committee  who  may  be  present.  TbeUf 
delegates  shall  lay  their  certificates  of  appointment  on  the  table,  and  sab- 
scribe  the  declaration  required  by  the  constitution.  If  a  constitutional  qno* 
rum  be  present,  a  President,  pro  tempore,  shall  be  elected,  agreeably  to  the 
seventh  article  of  the  constitution.  A  Secretary  shall  be  elected;  and  then 
the  chair  shall  appoint  the  several  committees  mentioned  in  the  fourth  rale 
of  order. 

6th.  The  standing  committee  for  the  preceding  year  shall  be  the  commit- 
tee on  the  state  of  the  Church  ;  and  all  parochial  reports  shall  be  referred 
to  the  said  committee. 
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7th.  Every  member  .who  shall  deliver  hU  opinions,  or  spenk  in  any  de- 
bitt,  shall  stand  ap  in  his  pluce ;  and  with  respect  and  decency,  address 
himself  to  the  President. 

6th.  If  two  or  more  members  shall  rise  to  speak  at  the  same  time»  the 
President  shall  declare  who  shall  speak  first. 

9tb.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  any  debate,  except  with 
leave;  aor  shall  any  member  be  interrupted  while  he  is  speaking  in  order. 
Aodifany  member  shall  rise  to  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  ques- 
tion without  leave,  the  President  shall  call  liim  to  order. 

lOlh.  Any  member  called  to  order  by  the  President,  or  by  a  member, 
iball  thereupon  take  his  seat. 

11th.  Wheo  the  Convention  is  sitting,  no  member  shall  speak  to  another 
80  as  to  ioterrupt  any  member  who  may  be  speaking  in  a  debate. 

12th.  No  motion  shall  be  debated  until  the  same  be  seconded;  and  if  de* 
•ired  by  the  President,  reduced  to  writing,  and  read  by  the  Secretary. 

13th.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  the  matter  of  the  motion 
ihall  receive  a  determination  by  the  question,  unless  postponed  by  a  motion 
for  postponement,  or  by  the  previous  question,  before  any  other  motion 
ihall  be  received. 

14th.  If  a  question  in  debate  contains  more  parts  than  one,  any  member 
roajhave  the  same  divided  into  as  many  questions  as  there  are  parts. 

15th.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President.  Upon  all 
qoestioDs  of  order  there  shall  be  a  right  of  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the 
presidJDg  officer  of  the  Convention. 

16th.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Conveo* 
tioo,  unless  he  may  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

17th.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of 
the  Convention  ;  and  shall  not  be  again  drawn  into  debate  during  the  same 
MiaioD,  except  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Convention. 

16th.  No  question  shall  be  taken  upon  any  report,  unless  upon  a  motion 
to  print  or  recommit  it,  but  reports  shall  as  of  course  lie  on  the  table.  If 
*  committee  deem  any  action  of  t)ie  Convention  desirable,  it  shall  be  their 
doty  to  present  such  resolutions,  acts  or  canons  as  they  think  it  should  adopt, 
which  only  shall  be  subject  to  the  action  of  the  Convention.

The  Bishop  took  the  Chair  and  called  the  Convention  to  order.

ADDRESS  OF  TH£  BtSBOP.  3 

Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity : 

Id  rendering  the  account  annually  required  iVom  your  bishop  of 
'^  the  affairs  of  the  diocese  since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Conven* 
tioD/'  I  cannot  this  year>  as  formerly^  congratulate  you  upon 
continued  growth.  On  the  contrary,  the  diminution  of  the 
number  of  the  clergy  wliich  began  last  year^  after  a  seeming 
cessation  in  the  autumn,  hAs  gone  on  again,  and  we  have  now 
three  less  than  were  reported  at  the  last  Convention,  and  six  leas 
than  at  that  of  the  year  before. 

It  is  true  that  this  diminution  of  the  Clergy-list  is  not  indicative 
of  any  real  diminution  of  the  effective  clerical  force  in  the  diocese^ 
inasmuch  as  the  names  withdrawn  are  those  of  clergymen  either 
out  of  employ  or  else  already 'engaged  in  duty  in  other  dioceses,  at 
the  time  of  our  last  assemblage ;  yet  other  changes  have  vacated 
cures  and  placed  ministers  in  a  position  of  temporary  inaction,  to 
an  extent  nearly  equivalent ;  so  that,  on  the  whole,  the  diocese 
must  be  considered  as  being  weaker  at  this  moment  than  it  was  a 
year  ago. 

I  have  reason  to  believe  that  two  months  hence,  this  will  no 
longer  be  the  case  ;  that  arrangements  now  in  progress,  will  by  that 
time  have  filled  up  several  of  the  existing  vacancies,  more  than 
restored  the  number  of  the  clergy  to  its  largest  previous  limit,  and 
rendered  it  once  more  true  of  the  Church  in  Maryland,  that  quiet 
growth  is  eminently  its  characteristic.  Nevertheless,  it  behoves  us 
to  be  heedful,  and  take  timely  measures  to  secure  the  continu- 
ance of  our  past  prosperity,  by  increased  diligence  in  prayer  for 
the  Divine  Blessing,  and  in  the  use  of  means  and  opportunities  in 
our  several  spheres  of  action  and  of  influence. 

My  own  efforts  to  counteract  the  evil  which  I  already  pointed 
mt  as  threatening  in  my  last  annual  address,  have  been  few  and 
feeble  ;  for  protracted  indisposition  has  greatly  interfered  with  my 
'fficial  duties,  rendering  me  quite  unable  for  them  during  more 
ian  seven  months  of  the  year.  Two  months  of  that  time  I  was 
iduced  by  the  advice  of  my  physician  and  friends,  to  spend  in  the 
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mord  genial  climate  of  East  Florida.  Even  since  my  return 
though  much  improved^  I  find  that  local  ailments  still  incapaci- 
tate me  for  the  entire  resumption  of  my  ministry. 

Under  these  circumstances,  my  visitations  have  been  very  feWj 
and  the  whole  amount  of  episcopal  service  unusually  small.  Even 
yet,  I  am  hindered  from  making  arrangements  for  future  duty,  not 
only  by  remaining  indisposition,  but  also  by  extra-diocesan  en- 
gagements, of  imperative  obligation,  wliich  may  extend  to  limits 
that  it  IS  not  now  possible  to  fix. 

The  visits  made,  have  been  to  twenty-six  parishes  v^ni  fourteen 
congregations  in  fifteen  counties  and  the  District  of  Columbia  ; 
three  parishes  and  tliree  congregations  having  been  visited  more 
than  once,  on  special  occasions.  Services  have  thus  been  perfonn- 
ed  in  fifty-two  churches,  chapels,  or  other  places  of  assemblage. 

The  parishes  and  congregations  visited  have  been:  in  Allegany 
county,  Emmanuel  Parish :  in  Anne  Arundel  and  Howard 
counties,  Queen  Caroline  Parish :  in  Baltimore  county,  St. 
James's  and  St.  Thomas's  Parishes;  St.  John's  Parish,  Balti- 
more and  Harfoid  counties;  St.  John's  Church,  Huntingdon;  and 
St.  Timothy's  Church:  in  Baltimore  city,  Moui^t  Calvary,  St. 
Luke's,  St.  Mark's  and  St.  Peter's  Churches:  in  Calvert  county, 
Christ  Church  Parish:  in  Carroll  county,  Trinity  Parish:  in 
Charles  county.  Trinity  Parish:  in  Dorchester  county,  Vienna 
Parish :  in  Harford  county,  Christ  Church,  Rock  Spring:  in 
Howard  county,  St.  John's  Church;  St.  Peter's  Church,  Elli- 
cott's  Mills;  and  the  Patapsco  Female  Institute:  in  Prince  Geoige 
county,  St.  John's,  St.  Matthew's,  St.  Paul's,  St.  Thomas's  and 
Zion  Parishes;  and  St.  Philip's  Parish,  in  Prince  Geoige  and 
Anne  Arundel  counties:  in  Somerset  county.  Spring  Hill  Pariah: 
in  St.  Mary's  county,  King  and  Queen,  St.  Andrew's,  St.  Mary's; 
and  Wdliam  and  Mary  Parishes:  in  Talbot  county,  St.  Michael's 
Parish:  in  Washington  county,  St.  John's  Parish;  St.  Thomas's 
Church,  Hancock;  St.  Mark's  Church,  Lappon's  Cross  Roads; 
and  the  College  of  St.  James:  and  in  Worcester  county^  St. 
John's  Parish. 
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In  these  visitations  the  Holy  Communion  has  been  adminis- 
tered thirty-three  times;  the  Sacrament  of  Baptism  seven  times, 
\Si  three  adults  and  5(?t7ew  infants ;  I  have  said  Morning  or  Even- 
ing Prayers  ^/y-//tree  times;  preached  ^ify^/bwr  times,  and  de- 
h^xtA forty-seven  other  addresses  on  various  occasions;  held  four 
ordinations,  at  which  three  Priests  and  tico  Deacons  were  ordain- 
ed;  consecrated /ot/r  churches  and  one  burial  ground;  laid  the  cor- 
ner stones  of  two  churches  and  one  college  hall;  instituted  ttoo 
rectors;  married  one  couple;  and  confirmed  three  hundred  mid 
thirty 'three  persons,  dX  forty-two  administrations  of  the  rite. 

Since  the  last  Convention,  Edward  H.  C.  Goodwin,  A.  B.; 
Edward  A.  Colburn,  A.  B.;  Joseph  H.  Coif,  A.  B.;  and  Thomas 
Richcy,  have  been  admitted  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders;  and 
Robert  B.  Sutton  has  been  transferred  by  Letters  Dimissory  to  the 
Bishop,  to  the  Diocese  of  Alabama;  learing  our  present  number 
of  Candidates,  after  two  ordinations,  eighteen.  There  are  also 
now  several  postulants  for  admission  to  the  Candidateship.  Of 
the  Candidates,  Edward  A.  Colburn  has  been  licensed,  within 
the  year,  to  act  as  a  lay  reader.  A  similar  license  has  been  given 
toBrice  J.  Worthington,  in  Severn  Parish,  Anne  Arundel  county. 

The  ordinations  in  the  year  have  been  /owr,  two  stated  and  two 
special.  At  the  Trinity  ordination,  holden  in  Mount  Calvary 
Church  in  Baltimore,  on  Trinity  Sunday,  June  the  15th,  the  Rev. 
Sapiuel  R.  Sargeant  and  the  Rev.  William  W.  Lord,  deacons, 
were  admitted  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priests,  on  presentation  by 
the  Rev.  Cleland  K.  Nelson,  Rector  of  St.  Anne's  Parish,  Anne 
Arundel  county.  The  Autumnal  Ordination  was  holden  in  St. 
Philip's  Church,  Laurel,  on  the  Fourteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity, 
being  the  Feast  of  St.  Matthew;  tlie  Rev.  Lorenzo  S.  Russell, 
deacon,  minister  of  the  Parish,  being  then  admitted  to  the  Holy 
Order  of  Priests,  on  presentation  of  the  Rev.  William  Pinkney, 
Rector  of  St.  Matthew's  and  Zion  Parishes,  in  the  same  county. 
5n  the  Eighth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  August  the  10th,  I  held  a 
pecial  ordination  in  St.  John's  Church,  St.  John's  Parish,  Balti- 
lore  county,  and  adniitted  John  Wade  Nott^  A.  B.^  a  graduate  of 
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the  General  Theological  Seminary,  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons, 
on  presentation  by  the  Rev.  Jolin  R.  Keech,  Rector  of  the  Parish. 
On  the  Fifteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  September  the  28th,  I 
held  another  special  ordination  at  St.  John's  Churchy  Howard 
County,  and  admitted  John  Thomas  Pryse,  also  a  graduate  of  the 
General  Theological  Seminary,  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Deacons,  on 
presentation  by  the  Rev.  James  Moore,  Rector  of  St.  Peter's 
Church,  ElUcott's  Mills. 

The  deacons  thus  ordained  commenced  their  ministry,  at  once, 
in  Allegany  county;  Mr.  Nott  in  charge  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Mar3'Iand  Mining  Works;  and  Mr.  Pryse,  of  St.  Geoige's  Churchy 
Mount  Savage. 

Beside  the  two  thus  added  by  ordination,  there  have  been  eight 
other  accessions  to  the  clergy  of  the  diocese  within  the  year;  onej 
the  Rev.  J.  G.  Leason,  by  reconciliation  from  the  Romish 
schism;  Jive,  viz:  the  Rev.  William  G.  Hawkins  and  the  Rev. 
Henry  T.  Green,  deacons,  and  the  Rev.  David  Caldwell,  the 
Rev.  J.  Campbell  White,  and  the  Rev.  Charles  H.  Disbrow,  by 
Letters  Dimiesory  from  the  Diocese  of  Virginia;  one,  the  Rev. 
William  W.  Seymour,  from  the  Diocese  of  New  York;  and  mB) 
the  Rev.  Richard  H.  B.  Mitchell,  from  the  Diocese  of  New 
Jersey. 

Of  these  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell,  whose  departure  to  labor  else- 
where, after  a  ministry  among  us  of  more  than  twenty  years,  we 
lamented  in  1844,  has  returned,  by  an  unusual  coincidence,  to 
the  charge  of  a  part  of  the  ground  where  he  went  in  and  out  so 
faithftiUy  and  acceptably  for  so  long  a  time,  and  is  settled  as  Rec- 
tor in  that  part  of  the  former  William  and  Mary  Parish,  St.  Maiy's 
county,  which  retains  the  old  parochial  name^    The  other  portion, 
set  off  last  year  as  St.  Mary's  Parish,  has  placed  itself  under  the 
pastoral  care  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Disbrow.     The  Rev.  Mr.  Hawkins 
is  in  charge  of  St.  Paul's  Parish,  Queen  Anne  county,  by  which 
he  was  invited  into  the  diocese;  the  Rev.  Mr.  Caldwell,  of  Christ 
Church,  Geoiigetown;  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  White^  of  St.  Andrew's 
Church,  Baltimore.    The  Rev.  Mr.  Seymour  haying  officiated  ftr 
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some  time  as  Assistant  Minister  of  St.  Paul's  Parish,  Baltimore^  is 
at  present  residing  in  Brooklyn,  N  Y.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Green  is 
Assistant  Minister  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Baltimore.  The  Rev. 
Mr.  Leason  continues  the  care  of  the  Male  School  which  he  has 
been  conducting  for  some  years,  and  occasionally  officiates  in  the 
neighboring  churches. 

Against  this  accession  of  ten  to  the  clergy  of  the  diocese  we  have 
to  set  off  the  loss,  by  death  and  removal,  of  Jif teen. 

By  death,  we  have  been  called  on  to  part  with  our  beloved  and 
highly  valued  brother,  the  Rev.  Henry  Williams,  late  Rector  of 
All  Saints'  Parish,  Calvert  county.  Modest,  unassuming,  shrink- 
ing in  every  way  from  conspicuousness,  he  was  a  rare  example  of 
steady,  consistent  perseverance  in  well-doing  and  persistence  in 
discharge  of  duty.  Sorely  shall  we  miss  him — the  cheerful  com- 
panion, affectionate  friend,  kind,  faithful  pastor,  earnest  and  zeal- 
ous minister  of  the  Gospel,  bold  and  uncompromising  opponent  of 
wickedness  and  error  in  all  their  forms  !  Sorely  must  his  loss  be 
felt  by  the  secluded  parish  in  which  for  fifteen  years  he  has  been 
holding  on  the  unswerving  tenor  of  his  blameless  way  ! 

The  removals  have  been:  of  the  Rev.  Joseph  Trapnell,  jr.,  to 
the  Diocese  of  Rhode  Island;  of  the  Rev.  John  H.  Kehler,  to  the 
Diocese  of  Virginia;  of  the  Rev.  Philip  Berry,  the  Rev.  Joseph  J. 
Nicholson,  the  Rev.  Owen  P.  Thackara,  and  the  Rev.  Jonathan 
P.Hammond,  to  the  Diocese  of  New  York;  of  the  Rev.  Henry 
W.  Woods,  to  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts;  of  the  Rev.  James 
C.  Tracey,  to  the  Diocese  of  Ohio;  of  the  Rev.  Francis  R.  Han- 
son, to  the  Diocese  of  Alabama;  of  the  Rev.  John  Neely,  to  the 
Diocese  of  Geoi^a;  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  B.  Flower,  to  the  Dio- 
cese of  Pennsylvania;  of  the  Rev.  Meyer  Lewin  and  the  Rev. 
W^illiam  W.  Lord,  to  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi;  and  of  the  Rev. 
William  Greene,  deacon,  to  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina. 
Other  changes  have  been  as  follows  : 

The  Rev.  Henry  Aisquith  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  Severn 
Parish,  Anne  Arundel  county,  and  accepted  that  of  King  and 
Qxieen  Parish^  St.  Mary's  county.    He  is  succeeded  in  the  charge 
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of  Severn  Parish  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Quinan^  who,  nevertheless, 
continues  to  reside  in  Baltimore. 

The  Rev.  Alexander  M.  Marbury,  M.  D.,  under  the  pressureof 
long  continued  ill-health;  has,  greatly  to  the  regret  of  his  attached 
parishioners,  felt  himself  compelled  to  resign  the  charge  of  Su 
John's  Parish,  Prince  George  and  Charles  counties,  and  is  resi- 
dent, for  the  present,  in  Alexandria,  Va.  The  Rev.  Joseph  N. 
Wattson,  having  been  invited  to  succeed  in  the  Rectorship  of  St. 
John's  Parish,  has  accepted,  and  in  consequence  resigned  the  Rec- 
torship of  St.  Thomas's  Church,  Hancock,  Washington  county. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  James  Wyatt,  without  relinquishing  the  un- 
dertaking in  Baltimore  county,  which  was  spoken  of  in  my  last 
Address,  has  accepted  charge  of  the  adjacent  Parishes  of  the  As- 
cension and  Holy  Trinity,  in  Carroll  county,  vacant  by  the  re- 
signation of  the  Rev.  Samuel  C.  Davis,  on  his  removal  to  die  Rec- 
torship of  Trinity  Parish,  Charles  covmty. 

The  Rev.  Harvey  Stanley  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St. 
Mary's  Parish,  St.  Mary's  county,  and  accepted  that  of  Holy  Trioity 
Parish,  Prince  George  county. 

The  Rev.  James  Moore  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  St.  Peter's 
Church,  Ellicott's  Mills,  and  accepted  that  of  Somerset  Parish; 
Somerset  county. 

The  Rev.  Alexander  J.  Bcrger,  having  resigned  the  Assistant 
Ministership  of  St.  Peter's  Church,  Baltimore,  is  now,  on  leave, 
visiting  relatives  in  Europe. 

The  Rev.  Alexander  D.  Jones,  having  resigned  the  Assistant 
Ministership  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  Baltimore,  and  the  Rectorship 
of  Trinity  School,  has  been  chosen  Professor  of  Ancient  Lan- 
guages in  Newton  University,  Baltimore. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  R.  Sargeant,  Rector  of  St.  Mary's  Hall,  Bal- 
timore, has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  Grace  Church,  Elk  Ridge 
Landing. 

The  Rev.  Alfred  Holmead  has  been  elected  to  the  Rectorship 
of  Grace  Church  Parish,  Washington. 


'• 
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The  Rev.  David  Kerr  has  been  chosen  Rector  of  Rock  Creek 
Parish,  District  of  Columbia. 

Thus  about  twenty y  or  nearly  one-sixth,  of  the  charges  in  the 
diocese  have  changed  hands  within  a  twelvemonth;  and  the  sorry 
list  of  changes  is  not  yet  exhausted,  for  I  know  of  several  more 
that  are  in  contemplation,  and  likely  to  take  place  before  long. — 
Weakness  and  inefficiency  cannot  but  characterise  our  ministry , 
while  it  continues  to  be  in  so  considerable  a  degree  unsettled  and 
fluctuating.  Hunger-bitten  leanness  must  be  the  condition  of  the 
flocks  that  are  so  continually  changing  pastors.  Such  a  state  of 
things  is  incompatible  with  sound  instruction,  wholesome  training, 
spiritual  nurture  and  admonition,  godly  discipline.  It  is  dwindling 
us  all  to  babes  in  religion,  and,  meanwhile,  fostering  sickly  appe- 
tites for  novelty  and  the  titillation  of  itching  ears,  and  puffing  up 
those  who  have  need  to  learn  thcfirst  principles  of  sound  doctrine 
with  silly  conceit  of  their  own  proficiency. 

Although  the  year  has  been,  in  this  view,  one  of  much  discour- 
^ment,  it  has,  nevertheless,  afforded  themes  of  mutual  ^tula- 
^OQ  and  common  rejoicing. 

The  completion  of  Kemp  Hall,  the  new  portion  of  the  college- 
buildings  of  the  College  of  St.  James,  which,  as  announced  to  the 
last  Convention,  the  increasing  prosperity  of  the  institution  has  de- 

ft 

ttuuided  at  our  hands — is  such  a  theme.     As  yet,  indeed,  the  dio- 
cese at  large  has  earned  but  little  right  to  share  tlie  joy,  for  the 
contributions  proposed  by  the  resolution  of  the  last  Convention 
have  been  tardy,  few  and  slender.     But  the  steady,  untiring  zeal 
of  a  few  determined  friends  has  effected  what  the  laggard  apathy 
of  too  large  a  portion  of  the  diocese  must  otherwise  have  made  a 
hopeless  undertaking;  and  while  the  vigorous  and  eminently  suc- 
cessful management  of  the  College  has  continued  to  dilate  its 
Aumbers^  and,  witii  them,  at  once  its  influence  and  reputation  and 
its  needs,  the  addition  of  a  substantial,  roomy,    well   contrived 
building,  comprising  extensive  refectory,  student's  rooms  and  dor- 
Juiiori£s,  has  made  the  outward  provision  of  accommodation  al- 
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most  to  keep  pace  with  the  real,  substantial  growth  which 
it  necessary. 

I  can  never  believe  that  Maryland  will  continue  to  take 
interest  in  this  noble  enterprize  as  has  yet  been  shown.  Tl 
I  am  persuaded,  is  coming,  and  not  hi  distant,  when  you 
san  College  shall  call  forth  an  interest  and  liberality  in  its 
m  some  d^ree  commensurate  with  its  deserts.  When  ih 
gent  laity  of  the  diocese  shall  have  been  induced  to  exan 
themselves  the  character  and  pretensions  of  the  school  ir 
sound  religion  and  learning  are  married  in  their  midst,  ar 
pare  them — ^not  in  outward  show  or  pretentious  boasting, 
real  working  and  actual  efficiency — with  any  thing  whi 
offer  itself  in  any  other  quarter,  they  must  be  strangely  ch; 
they  do  not  press  to  help,  with  gifts  and  endowments 
shall  create  an  estaWidiment  worthy  of  Maryland,  and  not 
disj^-oportioned  to  the  excellence  of  its  ends  and  aims.  Tl 
of  the  diocese  for  its  College  is  hardly  yet  commenced. 
<Hily  b^inning  to  leam  for  what  it  is  that  we  have  to  wor 
success  that  has  thus  far  so  signally  marked  the  prepress  o; 
stitution  is  only  enough  to  teach  us  what  may  be  hoped  fc 
the  clergy  and  laity  do  really  appreciate  the  advantages 
Church  which  are  within  their  reach, .and  bestir  themse 
their  securement.  That  that  day  may  be  hastened,  many 
prayers,  I  know,  go  up,  and  my  steady,  unceasing  endeav 
be  given.  In  the  meanwhile  I  once  more  commend  the  o 
your  serious  consideration,  and  ask  for  it  your  earnest  co-op 
both  as  a  body,  and  as  individuals. 

The  consecration  of  five  more  churches  within  the 
another  theme  of  well  grounded  mutual  gratulation.  It 
be  increased  by  the  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  several  othei 
various  stages  of  progress;  while  more  than  one  are  ;

Such  was  the  gladsome  significance  of  the  holy  rite,  as  j 
ed  for  St.  Tmiothy's  Churchy  at  CatonsviUe^  Baltimore 
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I  on  Thursday^  the  5th  of  June.  Begun  as  long  ago  as  1844,  it 
steadily  advanced  to  completion  on  the  original  plan,  chiefly  at 

I  the  expense  of  one  munificent  member  of  the  Vestry.  But,  be- 
fore all  details  were  finished,  and  some  unexpected  difficulties  in 
the  setdement  of  its  cost  gotten  over,  the  increase  of  the  congrega- 
tion, wholly  gathered  out  of  that  immediate  neighborhood  since 
the  commencement  of  the  building,  made  it  evident  that  enlarge- 
ment would  be  necessary.  It  was  undertaken  at  once,  by  the 
spirited  Rector,  with  the  full  consent  of  all  concerned,  on  the  same 
Hberal  plan  which  had  been  followed  in  the  first  erection.  The 
result  is  such  as  the  fondest  dreams  of  those  concerned  in  the  pro- 
jection of  the  undertaking  would  not  have  ventured  to  anticipate 
at  its  outset.  A  church  than  which,  as  a  country  church,  there  is 
none  better,  if  any  be  its  equal,  in  the  diocese,  substantially  built, 
entirely  fitted  for  its  holy  purposes,  and,  best  of  all,  regularly  filled 
with  a  congregation  growing,  one  may  humbly  trust,  in  the  know- 
ledge and  faith  of  Christ,  is  surely  a  rich  reward  of  seven  years' 
labor,  care  and  cost,  to  all  concerned.  May  that  reward  receive 
the  immeasurable  increase  of  spiritual  blessings  returned  into  their 
own  bosoms,  there  to  be  the  fresh  source  of  new  and  still  more 
fruitful  labors  of  Uke  love  ! 

On  the  fifth  Thursday  following  the  consecration  of  St.  Timo- 
thy's Church,  I  was  called  on  to  perform  the  same  office  for  a 
I    building  as  different  in  character  as  in  the  circumstances  of  its 
'     erection,  at  the  remotest  comer  of  the  diocese.     The  Church  of 
the  Holy  Cross  in  Sandy  Hill,  Worcester  county,  is  in  the  south- 
em  part  of  tlie  most  southern  parish  of  the  Eastern  Shore.     It  is  a 
small,  inexpensive  wooden  structure,  erected  by  a  few  zealous 
members  of  the  Church  to  furnish  a  place  wherein  they  may  call 
on  God  in  the  beauty  of  holiness,  when,  at  rare  intervals,  they 
may  be  so  happy  as  to  procure  the  services  of  a  minister.     The 
enterprise  was  begun  and  carried  through  during  the  rectorship  of 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Flower,  who  held  St.  John's  Parish  together  with 
its  more   opulent  and  populous  neighbor,  All  Hallow's.      The 
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new  building  is  at  a  distaace  from  the  parish  church  at  the  Trap; 
just  convenient  for  combined  services;  and  there  cannot  be  a  doubt 
that  such  would  be  well  attended,  were  the  parish  blessed  widia 
resident  minister.  But  the  parishioners  are  too  few  and  weak  to 
procure  for  themselves  so  great  a  blessing,  and  this  is  one  of  the 
many  cases  almost  daily  presenting  themselves,  urgently  demand- 
ing assistance  from  more  favored  portions  of  the  diocese.  At  this 
moment,  an  annual  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  would  enable  me 
to  set  forty  more  clergymen  at  work,  where  tlieir  labor  would  be 
richly,  and,  in  many  cases,  immediately  productive:  and  what 
would  five  thousand  dollars  be  from  nearly  seven  thousand  com- 
municants? As  it  is,  for  want  of  missionary  aid,  I  have  reason 
to  fear  that  from  the  day  of  its  consecration  until  this,  the  new 
church  at  Sandy  Hill  has  been  shut  up,  a  seemingly  useless  offer- 
ing of  wasted  zeal.  But  not  so!  The  zeal  honestly  bestowed  in 
that  effort  shall  have  its  reward:  and,  in  His  own  good  time,  our 
Lord  will  yet  have  mercy  on  that  portion  of  His  vineyard,  and 
even  there  revive  His  work. 

One  week  more  elapsed,  and  on  Thursday,  the  17th  of  July,  I 
was  called  on  officially  to  seal  and  crown  a  yet  more  signal  triumph 
of  faith  and  zeal,  in  the  consecration  of  St.  Mark's  Church,  in 
this  city.  I  know  too  intimately  the  shrinking  delicacy  of  the 
brother  whose  extraordinary  self-devotion  has  raised  itself  so  nohia 
a  monument,  to  do  more  than  allude  in  passing  to  the  fact  that  a 
sacred  edifice  so  well  worthy  of  comparison,  for  material,  for  work- 
manship, for  design,  for  fitness  for  all  the  high  purposeis  to  which 
it  is  devoted,  with  any  other  in  our  city,  is  tlie  fruit  of  one-man's 
diligence  and  open-handed  love,  aided  to  so  small  an  extent  by 
general  collections  as  hardly  to  deprive  the  enterprise  of  the  char- 
acter of  individual  effort  and  expenditure.  Solid,  spacious,  lofty, 
seemly  in  all  its  proportions  and  adornments,  St.  Mark's  Church 
may  well  be  rejoiced  in  by  us  all,  as  a  ^^  holy  and  beautiful  house" 
made  ready  for  the  gathering  of  a  people  to  be  there  brought  and 
kept  in  communion  with  the  God  of  holiness  and  love. 
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But  of  all  the  churches  consecrated,  not  within  the  year  only, 
ut  as  yet  in  all  past  time,  in  this  diocese,  the  palm  must  be 
warded  for  beauty  of  situation,  of  plan  and  of  finish,  in  its  class, 
)the  new  church  by  which  Cumberland  is  adorned.  That  such 
church  should  have  been  erected  and  got  ready  for  consecration 
J  the  parish,  assisted  only  by  a  few  valuable  contributions,  mostly 
)  the  furniture  of  the  church,  from  other  quarters,  redounds  greatly 
)  the  credit  of  all  concerned.  Many  difficulties  seemed,  for  a 
me,  to  cluster  round  the  undertaking.  Strong  faith  and  indomi- 
iMy  earnest  zeal  were  needed  to  overcome  them.  But  they  were 
fcrcome,  and  great  was  the  rejoicing  when  in  the  third  week  of 
October  last  several  of  his  brethren  of  (his  and  other  dioceses  met 
>  share  the  joy  of  their  successful  and  richly  rewarded  brother,  the 
ictor  of  the  parish,  in  the  consecration  on  one  and  the  same  day 
f  a  noble  church  and  a  spacious  burying  ground,  in  the  well  at- 
nded  services  of  several  successive  days  of  solemn  worship,  in  the 
mfirmation  of  a  numerous  class  of  candidates,  and  in  his  own  in- 
iution  to  the  rectorship  on  the  Loud's  Day  which  closed  up  the 
teresting  solemnities. 

Last  in  the  list  of  consecrations  of  the  year,  that  of  St.  Bama- 
8  Chapel,  at  Sykesville,  in  the  Parish  of  the  Holy  Trinity,  Car- 
1  county,  claims  attention.  Smallest,  save  one,  of  all  the  build- 
JB  mentioned,  its  erection  was  nevertheless  almost  as  great  an 
bit  in  proportion  to  the  means  by  which  it  was  to  be  accora- 
shcd,  as  that  of  the  beautiful  edifice  that  crowns  Fort  Hill  in 
imberland.  A  very  few  years  have  passed  since  the  bare  and 
idate  walls  of  a  deserted  chapel  three  miles  from  Sykesville, 
re  all  that  appertained  to  the  Church  in  that  whole  region. 
KJC  the  first  service  beneath  the  oaks  in  the  burial  ground  of 
t  chapel,  on  All  Saints'  day,  in  1S42,  the  chapel  has  been  re- 
k,  has  become  a  parish  church,  has  been  regularly  filled  by  a 
wing  and  strengdiening  congregation,  and  has  at  last  sent  forth 
I  strong  ofF-shoot,  a  daughter  fairer  than  tlie  mother.  Small 
1  plain,  the  chapel  at  Sykesville  is  notwithstanding  eminently 
t,  commodious,  and  beautifully  situated,  and  built  of  stone  in 
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the  most  substantial  manner.  It  was  a  bright  day  and  a  joyous 
one,  when,  just  eighteen  months  from  the  laying  of  the  comcf 
stone,  its  accomplished  deliverance  from  debt  for  the  constructioa 
enabled  me,  with  the  assistance  of  several  of  the  clergy  and  tn 
overflowing  congregation,  to  give  it  up  solemnly  and  irrevocably 
to  the  use  and  honor  of  Him  for  whose  worship  it  is  designed,  h 
view  of  what  had  been,  but  so  recently,  the  contrast  with  such  t 
work,  so  done,  none  could  refrain  from  crying,  some  with  hardly 
suppressed  tears  of  joy,  ^^  Hitherto  hath  the  Lord  helped  us!" 

Such  festival  occasions  must,  in  the  nature  of  things,  be  of  raw 
occurrence.  It  is  rare,  indeed,  to  have  them  so  full  of  undashed 
joy  as  those  in  Allegany  and  Carroll  counties. 

Yet  to  lay  the  corner  stone,  on  the  day  of  the  CommencemeBt 
of  the  College  of  St.  James,  of  its  second  permanent  building,  by 
name  designated,  from  the  second  still  loved  and  venerated  Ss^ 
cesan  of  Maryland,  as  Kemp  Hall,  was  a  permitted  gratifici* 
tion  hardly  inferior  in  degree,  which  fell  to  my  lot  on  the  31st  d 
July  last.  The  presence  and  most  acceptable  assistance  of  th 
Rev.  Dr.  Muhlenberg,  the  first  strenuous  and  successful  mover,  in 
this  country,  in  the  work  of  education  in  the  Church,  and  the  pa- 
rent of  the  system  so  faithfully  and  advantageously  carried  out  in 
our  diocesan  College,  greatly  added  to  the  interest  and  impresMve- 
ness  of  the  delightful  ser\'ices  on  that  occasion.  The  building,  m 
I  have  already  reported,  has  been  brought,  without  let  or  seriooi 
accident,  to  completion,  and  was  entered  with  appropriate  religiooi 
services  and  demonstrations  of  rejoicing,  on  the  12th  of  the  prefleoi 
month.    May  God  long  prosper  His  own  work  within  its  walls! 

Two  corner  stones  of  churches  have  also  been  laid  within  thf 
year;  on  the  8th  of  July,  that  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Vienni 
Parish,  in  the  village  of  Vienna;  and  on  the  Feast  of  All  SaintB; 
that  of  St.  Luke's  Church,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore.  Of  boll: 
these  highly  interesting  undertakings  I  trust  there  will  be  occasioi 
to  speak  again,  when  their  history  shall  be  more  complete,  anc 
therefore  I  shall  add  nothing  now.  • 
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It  remains  that  I  report  notices  received  of  administration  of 
liflcipline  in  sundry  dioceses;  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Massa- 
^usetts^  in  the  displacement  from  the  ministry  of  Silas  Blaisdale, 
Ate  a  presbyter  in  that  diocese;  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of 
Ohio,  in  the  displacement  from  the  ministry  of  Benjamin  P. 
Aydelotte  and  Albert  Helfenstein,  sen.,  and  the  deposition  of 
Henry  L.  Richards,  late  presbyters  of  that  diocese;  by  the  Rt.  Rev., 
the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina,  in  the  deposition  of  Laurence  C. 
Johnson,  late  a  deacon  of  that  diocese;  by  the  ecclesiastical 
authority  of  the  diocese  of  New  York  in  the  deposition  from  the 
hdy  ministry  of  William  Everett  and  Edgar  P.  Wadhams,  late  of 
that  diocese;  and  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky,  m  the 
dqposition  of  F.  H.  L.  Laird,  late  a  presbyter  of  that  diocese. 

Having  been  canonically  certified  of  the  election  of  the  Rev. 
John  Williams,  D.  D.,  to  the  Assistant  Bishopric  of  Connecticut, 
and  of  the  Rev.  Henry  J.  Whitehouse,  D.  D.  to  the  Assistant  Bish- 
opric of  Illinois,  and  of  the  consent  to  the  proposed  consecration, 
in  each  case,  of  a  majority  of  the  Standing  Committees  of  the  Dio- 
ceses, I  had  the  pleasure  to  consent  to  such  consecrations,  which 
have  since  happily  taken  place. 

Should  it  be  the  opinion  of  this  Convention  that  the  bodily  in- 
Srmity  which  now  reduces  me  to  the  necessity  of  employing  the 
Toicc  of  another  in  communicating  to  you  this  report,  makes  the 
provision  of  additional  Episcopal  ser\'ices  needful  for  the  diocese, 
I  shall  rejoice  in  surrendering  half,  or  any  larger  proportion,  or  the 
whole  of  the  income  I  receive  by  virtue  of  my  office,  in  order  to 
the  maintenance  of  an  assistant  bishop,  when  elected;  and  will 
most  cheerfully  consent  to  such  election:  or,  if  it  is  thought  prefer- 
able, I  am  ready,  at  once,  upon  tlie  slightest  intimation  of  a  wish 
on  your  part  to  that  effect,  to  resign  the  jurisdiction  of  the  diocese, 
and  retire,  with  thankfulness  for  the  privilege,  tp  a  ministry  less 
Unequal  to  my  abilities. 

Commending  you,  dear  brethren,  to  that  guidance  which  our 
gracious  Master  has  promised  to  vouchsafe  to  those  who  are  as- 
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sembled  ia  His  Name,  I  humbly  ask  in  return,  your  foibearance, 
kind  countenance,  and  brotherly  intercessions  at  the  throne  of 
giace.

A  communication  from  the  Rev.  Dr.  Howe,  Secretary  of  the 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  the  General  Convention  ol 
the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
with  the  following  proposed  amendment  of  the  fifth  Article  of  the 
Constitution  was  read  by  the  Secretary : 

Proposed  Amendment  of  Article  V,  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant 
Episcvjml  Church  in  the  United  Stales  of  America,  as  agreed  upon  i^ 
General  Convention,  1850. 

Resolved,  The  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  that  it  is  expedient  to 
amend  the  Constitution,  by  substituting  for  the  Fifth  Article  of  the  Coo* 
stitution,  the  following  Article: 

ARTICLE  V. 

A  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  any  of  the  United  States*  or  any 
Territory  thereof,  not  now  represented,  may,  at  any  time  hereafter,  be 
admitted  on  acceding  to  this  Constitution  ;  and  a  new  Diocese  to  be  formed 
from  oue  or  more  existing  Dioceses,  may  be  admitted  under  the  followiog 
restrictions : 

No  new  Diocese  shall  be  formed,  or  erected  within  the  limits  of  any 
other  Diocese,  nor  shall  any  Diocese  be  formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or 
more  Dioceses,  or  parts  of  Dioceses,  unless  with  the  consent  of  the  BishA^ 
and  Convention  of  each  Diocese  concerned,  as  well  as  of  the  General  Coo* 
vention. 

In  case  one  Diocese  shall  be  divided  into  two  Dioceses,  the  Diocesan  ol 
the  Diocese  divided  may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached, aoc 
shall  thereupon  become  the  Diocesnn  thereof.  And  the  assistant  Bishop* 
if  there  be  one^may  elect  the  one  to  which  he  will  be  attached  ;  and  if  il 
be  not  the  one  elected  by  the  Bishop,  he  shall  be  the  Diocesan  thereof. 

Whenever  the  division  of  the  Diocese  into  two  Dioceses  shall  be  ratifiei 
by  the  General  Convention,  each  of  the  two  Dioceses  shall  be  subject  t 
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the  Constitotioo  and  Canons  of  the  Diorese  so  divided,  except  as  local  cir- 
comsrances  may  prevent,  until  the  same  may  be  altered  in  either  Diocese 
by  the  Convention  thereof.  And  whenever  a  Diocese  shall  be  formed  out 
of  two  or  more  existing  Dioceses,  the  new  Diocese  shall  be  subject  to  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  that  one  of  the  said  existing  Dioceses  to  which 
the  greater  number  of  Clergymen  shall  have  belonged  prior  to  the  erection 
of  such  new  Diocese,  until  the  same  may  be  altered  by  the  Convention  of 
the  new  Diocese. 

Resolved^  That  the  House  of  Bishops  concurring,  the  above  amendment 
be  made  known  to  the  se?eral  Diocesan  Conventions. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered : 

Resolvedy  That  the  amendment  of  the  fifth  Article  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States, 
as  agreed  upon  in  the  General  Convention  of  1850,  is  approved  by 
tliis  Convention,  and  its  adoption  and  confirmation  is  hereby  ad- 
vised. 

Pending  a  motion  to  postpone  the  consideration  of  the  subject  to 
the  next  annual  Convention,

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland  have  receifcd 
from  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  a  copy  of  the  correspondence  betwecfl 
himself  and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Johns,  growing  out  of  religious  services  perform* 
ed  by  Dr.  J.,  in  the  Methodist  Eutaw  street  house  of  worship,  and  io  con- 
nexion with  the  ministers  of  several  denominations.  In  the  fear  of  6o9i 
and  in  the  love  of  His  Church,  the  Committee  have,  they  trust*  carefallf 
and  justly  appreciated  the  importance  of  the  several  points  involved  io  tbii 
transaction ;  and  they  desire  respectfully  to  exhibit  to  the  Bishop  tbe 
grounds  of  their  present  decision.  The  features  of  the  transaction  which 
is  submitted  to  the  Standing  Committee,  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Bishop 
calling  for  the  interposition,  in  some  form,  of  the  discipline  of  the  Cburcbi 
they  suppose  to  be  these. 

The  officiating  of  an    Episcopal    clergyman,   not  for  a  congregation  io 
communion  with  the  Church,  nor  in  a  district  remote  from  any  building 
set  apart  for  Episcopal  worship,  but  where,  notwithstanding  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  his  own  Church,   he  was  needlessly  and  voluntarily  identifie<^ 
with   an  association  extraneous  to  that  body,  the  interests  and  orders  0^ 
which  he  was  solemnly  bound  to  sustain. 
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la  renderiDg  this  service,  he  is  connected  before  the  public  with  reli- 
lotts  teschers,  professing  to  hold  and  to  inculcate  doctrines  contrary,  in 
me  important  respects  to  those  of  his  own  body  of  faith;  and  thus 
actically  \^e  has  given  a  formal  sanction  to  persons  who  are  employed  in 
•oest  and  conscientious,  though  erroneous,  opposition  to  what  the  Church 
ems  the  **  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.*' 

While  thus  engaged,  by  the  introduction  of  portions  of  the  service  alone 
)m  **  ihe  Book  of  Common  Prayer,'*  he  violated  the  45th  canon  of  the 
ioeral  Convention,  which  requires  that  the  worship  therein  set  forth, 
d  DO  other,  shall  be  used  '* before  all  sermons  and  lectures  ;*'  and  he  thus, 
the  same  time,  exhibited  to  the  congregation  of  dissenters  from  the 
liarch,  an  unfavorable  view  of  its  public  devotion  through  a  mutilated 
riD,  and  also  the  idea  of  a  defectire  discipline  existing  in  it,  derived  from 
e  departure,  by  one  of  its  prominent  and  esteemed  ministers,  from  the 
(ligations  of  his  office. 

Measures,  similar  in  one  or  the  other  of  these  characteristics  to  the  fault 
leged  in  Dr.  Johns,  have  no  doubt  under  a  variety  of  circumstances  been 
lopted  by  other  Episcopal  clergymen;  and  it  is  not  easy,  in  the  small 
Ntce  here  allowed  the  Committee,  to  point  out  how  much  his  departure 
Dm  the  discipline  of  the  Church  mny  in  degree  have  surpassed  theirs,  how 
etoid  it  was  of  the  urgent  necessity  which  has  sometimes  constrained 
beffl  to  their  course,  and  how  much  the  combination,  in  his  case,  of  all  the 
bjeetiooable  features  that  have  been  named^  rendered  it,  not  an  act  of  law- 
il  discretion,  but  of  unquestionable  inexpediency.  There  appears  to  have 
lilted  upon  the  dccasion  now  before  the  Committee,  only  a  line  of  con- 
net  which,  if  followed  out,  would  lead  to  abandonment  of  all  the  distinc- 
ive  principles  of  the  Church,  and  would  cast  down  barriers,  which,  so  long 
•  tbey  are  seen  to  exist,  are  perpetually  admonishing  those  without  the 
dU,  that  there  would  be  much  to  be  gained  by  entering  within  it. 

The  feature,  however,  which  has  most  awakened  in  the  Committee, 
aioaod  regret,  is  the  fact,  that  this  act  of  indiscretion  and  inexpediency, 
VM  performed  in  opposition  to  the  known,  recognised,  and  explicit  remon- 
(traoce,  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  A  mere  recommendation  by  the 
Bishop  to  pursue  a  certain  course,  which  in  his  opinion  might  be  attended 
v^ith  beneficial  results,  would  be  entitled  to  a  serious  and  resi)ectful  consid- 
stttioo.  But  when  the  Bishop,  resting  upon  the  authority  of  his  office, 
'*cslisto  a  Presbyter  the  import  of  his  ordination  vows^  and  admonishes 
hiiQ  to  refrain  from  a  measure,  to  which  he  can  be  urged  by  no  fancied  ne- 
<^ty,  and  which  is  apart  from  those  pecnliarj  sacred  offices  to  which  bis 
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life  was  devoted  at  the  altar,  the  determined  perseyeraDce  in  the  prohibits 
course,  is  ao  act  of  insubordination,  and  exposes  him  to  the  action,  in  toik 
form,  of  the  discipline  of  the  Church.  But  there  having  been  no  prk* 
reference  of  the  matter  to  their  views  of  expediency,  the  Committee  at 
constrained  in  their  official  capacity,  just  to  express  their  estimation  of  th 
facts,  supposed  to  have  been  satisfactorily  ascertained^  as  they  are  set  foith 
in  the  correspondence  laid  before  them.  And  whatever  might  have  beei 
the  degree  of  their  condemnation  of  the  transaction,  if  Dr.  Johns  had  biei 
in  the  exercise  of  an  unrestricted  discretion  in  the  premises,  or  whatever 
circumstances  of  extenuation  could  sometimes  be  imagined,  in  the  officiit- 
ing  of  an  Episcopal  Clergyman  in  places  of  worship  not  connected  witk 
the  Church,  and  in  the  occasional  identifying  himself  with  the  wortlij 
ministers  of  other  denominations,  they  cannot  here  but  lament  its  faaviag 
been  done,  in  opposition  to  the  known  prohibition  of  the  Diocesan,  tad 
therefore  liable  to  censure,  as  at  variance  with  the  spirit  of  the  vows  taliei 
in  ordination. 

Under  the  influence  of  these  considerations,  the  Committee  hsve  fek 
bound  to  express  thus  strongly  and  distinctly  their  condemnation  of  tin 
conduct  of  Dr.  Johns  in  this  transaction.  They  regard  it  as  palpably  il 
variance  with  the  spirit  of  the  legislation  of  the  Church.  But  deriviD|i 
as  Dr.  Johns  seems  to  claim  that  he  has,  an  implied  degree  of  sancticfl 
from  widely  extended  usages  in  certain  sections  of  the  Church,  altfaoogl 
such  usages  are  in  obvious  disagreement  with  the  letter  and  design  of  ni* 
brics  and  canons,  the  Committee  are  not  now  prepared  to  maintain  thft] 
his  fault,  under  present  circumstances,  calls  for  as  severe  and  extreme  i 
measure  as  subjection  to  an  Ecclesiastical  trial.

That  you  may  be  rewarded  for  the  joy  and  comfort  with  which  yon  btH 
filled  my  heart,  by  such  blessing  on  our  future  relations  as  shall  make  ui

Thursday  Evening,  May  27,  1852. 

The  Convention  re-assembled  at  8  o'clock. 
The  calling  of  the  roll  was,  on  motion,  dispensed  with. 
The  minutes  of  the  afternoon's  proceedings  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Keech  was  called  to  the  Chair. 

The  following  report  was  submitted : 

The  Committee  on  Titles  and  Organizatioos  of  Parishes  beg  leave  to  re- 
port, that  they  have  received  from  their  Chairman  a  statement,  with  ac- 
companying resolutions  en  the  subjects  referred  to  them,  and  submit  the 
following  resolution : 

Resolwd,  That  the  statement  and  resolutions  of  the  Chairman  hereto 
annexed,  be  printed  on  the  Journal  of  the  Convention: 

I.  Parishes,  Sec,  now  known  by  names  different  from  those  given  them 
at  tbeir  first  organization. 

J?urham  Parish^  Charles  county.    The  name  given  to  this  parish  in  1692 
Nanjemtn  Parish.    The  church  was,  no  doubt,  called  Durham — which 
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name  in  procesii  of  time  has  been  transferred  to  the  parish  also*  tbooghio 
its  neighborhood  the  old  nume  is  well  linown. 

St,  John  8  Parish^  Prince  George  county — in  1692  it  was  then  Cbirlei 
county.  The  name  given  to  this  parish  then  was  Piscataway  Parish.  The 
parish  church  was  named  St.  John*8.  When  the  new  parish  of  Prince 
George  north  west  of  the  east'Trn  branch  of  the  Potomac*  now  knowD  u 
being  in  Montgomery  county,  but  then  in  Prince  George  county,  was  erect- 
ed in  1726«  Piscataway  Parish  came  to  be  called  King  George  Parisb,aD<} 
was  80  known  for  many  years.  Bacon  in  his  Laws  of  Maryhiod,  tells  oi 
**  that  this  hHppcned  through  the  whim  of  the  then  Rector,  the  Re?.  Mr. 
Fraz^er,  wlio  wo4)ld  have  the  eKier  parish,  as  parent  of  the  youni^ert  to  be 
called  King  George  Parish,  though  without  any  legal  authority.**  SiibK^ 
quently  to  the  Revolution  it  has  been  called  by  the  name  of  the  parab 
church.     This  was  a  freak,  doubtless,  of  the  Revolution. 

St.  Mallhew'9  Church,  Prince  George  county.  Till  1811  this  church 
was  a  chapel  of  ease  of  Piscataway  or  St.  John's  Parish,  and  until  1633 
was  known  as  Addison^'s  Chapel. 

St»  Mark*8  Church,  in  Prince  George  county.  This  waa  the  eisten 
chapel  of  ease  of  Prince  George  Parish,  Montgomery  county,  and  knoWB 
as  Paint  Chape).  It  was  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention  ioldll 
as  the  congregation  of  Paint  Chapel — the  chapel  itself  baviog  the  ntm^ 
of  Zion  Churclu  In  1826,  this  chapel  having  fallen  into  decay  and  disuse, 
a  building  for  the  accommodation  of  a  part  of  the  congregation  was  erected 
at  Vansville,  and  consecrated  by  the  name  of  Zion  Church.  Subsequently 
Paint  Chapel  was  repaired  and  re-occupied  and  consecrated  in  1839  by  the 
name  it  now  bears,  St.  Marks. 

St.  John^s  Churchy  Georgetown,  D.  C  was  incorporated  by  the  Confeo- 
tion  of  1809,  by  the  name  of  Georgetown  Parish,  District  of  Columbia. 

Rock  Creek  Church,  D.  C.  This  was  originally  the  parish  church  of 
Prince  George  Parish,  and  known,  it  is  believed,  by  the  name  of  St.Paori 
Church  ;  but  since  the  separation  of  the  District  of  Columbia  from  Mtrj* 
land,  the  pro|>er  name  of  the  church  has  yielded  to  the  nanae  of  the  oeigb- 
berhood  locality  in  wliich  the  church  stands. 

Zion  Church,  Frederick  county.  In  1770  this  was  a  chapel  of  ease  of 
All  Snint's  Parish  of  that  county.  In  that  year  the  General  Assembly  of 
Maryland  made  it  a  |\ari:$h,  by  the  name  of  Kden  Parish.  But  from  some 
cause  not  stated,  thirty-four  years  afterwards,  1804,  on  application  of  the 
congregation,  it  was  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention  under  tbt 
law  of  180e»  by  the  name  which  it  now  bears. 
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SuJohn^s  Ckurekt  Hagerstown,  Washington  county.  In  1770  this  also 
WHS  a  chapel  of  ease  in  All  Saint's  Parish,  Frederick  coaoty,  butwascon- 
ttitated  in  that  year  a  parish,  by  the  name  of  Frederick  Parish.  In  1806, 
however,  for  reasons  not  stated,  it  was  made  a  parish  by  this  Convention, 
by  the  name  it  now  bears. 

Si.  Jamai*  Parish^  Anne  Arundel  county,  in  the  records  of  1692,  is 
called  Herring  Creek  Parish. 

M  Uallow*s  Parishi  Anne  Arundel  county,  in  the  records  of  1692,  is 
called  South  River  Parish.  Though  as  early  as  Dr.  Bray's  visitation  in 
1700,  the  Rector  is  styled  the  Rector  of  All  Hallows*,  which  was  undoubt- 
edly the  name  of  the  parish  church,  just  as  St.  James  was  the  name  of 
tbe  church  in  Herring  Creek  Parish. 

St*  Ann's  Paruh,  Anne  Arundel  county,  in  1692,  was  called  Middle 
Neck  Parish. 

Si,  Margarets  IVestminsUr^  in  the  same  county,  was  originally  called 
Broad  Neck  Parish. 

All  these  parishes  have  in  the  process  of  lime  come  to  be  called  by  the 
Ume  of  their  respective  parish  churches,  and  the  territorial  name  has  fallen 
ioto disuse  except  in  their  own  neighborhood. 

Su  Mary  Ann,  Cecil  county.  This  parish  was  incorporated  in  1706, 
Qoder  t^ie  name  of  North  Elk  Parish.  This  consequently  is  its  legal 
name. 

St.  Stephen^  Cecil  county.  This  was  originally  in  1692  called  North 
Sassafras. 

Shrewsbury,  Kent  county.     This  was  in  1692,  called  South  Sassafras. 

Chriil  Church,  Queen  Ann  county.  This  in  1692  was  called  Kent  Is- 
Itod  Parish. 

M  IIaHow8\  Worcester  county.  This  was  then  called  Snow-HiU  Pa- 
rish. 

All  these  parishes  have  since  that  time  become  known  by  the  name  of 
their  parish  churches,  and  without  any  legal  sanction. 

But  it  is  believed  that  in  all  cases  where  it  may  be  done,  it  is  better  that 
*  Parish  should  be  culled  by  its  old  and  territorial  name,  than  by  the  name 
oithe  parish  church.  The  two  names  should  be  distiqct  where  it  may  be 
^*  Id  some  cases,  however,  this  is  now  impracticable.  In  the  case  of 
'ueold  Piscatnway  Parish  for  instance,  in  Prince  George  county — Pisca- 
^*niy  once  a  flourishing  commercial  town  and  the  centre  of  that  parish, 
^ir  is  connected  with  another,  an  independent  church,  and  St.  John*s, 
^  parish  church,  situated  at  the  head  of  Broad  Creek  is  known  in  its 
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neigbborbood  as  Broad  Creek  Churcb — when  Broad  Creek  might  perbipi 
be  a  better  name  for  the  pnrUh  as  designatiog  it  territoriallj,  sod  St. 
Joho^s  be  restricted  as  the  name  of  the  church.  Such  changes  in  any  in- 
stance could  be  legally  effected  at  the  desire  of  the  parish,  by  this  ConieB- 
tioD. 

So  with  regard  to  parishes  other  than  the  one  now  spoken  of.  The  old 
territorial  name  is  probably  in  some  cases  entirely  disused  and  forgotten. 
as  for  instance,  those  of  Middle  Neck  and  Broad  Neck,  Anne  Araodel 
county,  and  the  modern  name,  therefore,  in  snch  cases  would  be  prefer* 
able. 

II.  In  regard  to  the  second  point  presented  in  the  resolution,  itmiybe 
stated  that  Christ  Church,  in  Prince  George  and  Charles  counties,  was  ori- 
ginally the  lower  Chapel  of  Ease  of  Piscataway,  or  St.  John*s  Parish,  lod 
was  admitted  into  union  with  this  Convention  in  1823  as  an  independent 
congregation  under  the  law  of  1802,  without  metes  and  bounds.  ItsloctI 
neighborhood  name  is  Accakeek  Church.  It  is  consequently  only  an  inde- 
pendent church  and  congregation  in  the  old  parish. 

St.  Matthew's  Church,  Prince  George  county.  This  was  originally  ths 
upper  Chapel  of  Ease  of  the  above  named  parish,  and  known  till  recently 
ns  Addison*s  Chapel,  taking  its  name  probably  from  the  Rev.  Henry  Addi- 
son, who  for  twenty-five  years  previous  to  the  Revolution  was  the  rector 
of  that  parish.  It  is  not  known  by  what  name  it  was  admitted  into  onion 
with  this  Convention  in  1811,  whether  with  metes  and  bounds,  or  ism 
independent  congregation,  as  the  printed  Journal  of  that  year  states  noth- 
ing on  the  subject,  and  the  Convention,  records  and  papers  previous  to  1849 
are  all  burnt.  The  presumption,  however,  is,  that  it  was  admitted  as  id 
independent  congregation  in  the  old  parish  without  metes  and  bounds,  i* 
all  the  other  applications  of  churches  at  that  period  were  admitted  ooly&* 
such. 

St.  Mark's  Church,  Prince  George  county.  That  as  before  stated  wai 
a  Chapel  of  Ease  of  Prince  George's  Parish,  Montgomery  county,  and 
was  admitted  by  the  Convention  of  1811  as  an  independent  congregation  by 
the  name  of  Paint  Chapel  Congregation. 

Rock  Creek  Church,  District  of  Columbia,  before  spoken  of  as  being  the 
old  parish  church  of  Prince  George's  Parish,  and   then   called   St.  PauVs 
Church,  when    Washington   Parish,  Washington  cit}',  was  constituted  in 
1794 — seems  to  have  been  for  years  utterly  neglected  and  disused,  it  being 
only  three  miles  north   of  the  Capitol,  and   the  bounds  of  Washington 
Parish  reaching  into  its  immediate  neighborhood.     It  undoubtedly  was  en- 
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titled  to  the  Dame  of  Prince  George*8  Parish,  but  in  1811  it  applied  to  be 
BMMle  an  iodependeot  congregation.  Matters,  however,  pertaining  to  the 
glebe  00  which  the  church  stood  being  supposed  to  involve  some  difficult 
liei,  it  was  deferred,  and  it  was  not  till  1830  that  it  was  made  an  independ- 
ent congregatiou  and  received  into  union  with  the  Convention.  By  its 
tpplicatioo  to  be  separated  from  the  parish  and  be  received  as  an  inde- 
peodeot  congregntiun,  it  relinquished  its  old  parish  name  and  left  it  to  the 
other  part.  The  name  Rock  Creek  is  the  neighborhood  name,  and  if  or- 
gaoised  into  a  parish  it  might  be  appropriately  called  Rock  Creek  Parish, 
UKJ  the  church  resume  its  real  and  original  name,  St.  PauPs. 

iS^  Bartholomew's  Churchy  Montgomery  county.  This  church  in  1812 
was  admitted  as  an  independent  congregation,  and  so  far  as  appears  from 
the  printed  Journal  is  only  an  independent  congregation  in  Prince  George's 
Parish,  and  has  no  metes  and  bounds  except  those  established  by  the  Con- 
vention of  1839,  dividing  it  on  its  west  side  from  Prince  George's  Parish. 
North-east,  east  and  south  it  has  no  bound*)  known  to  the  Convention. 

Now,  with  regard  to  these  churches  and  congregations  and  others  sit- 
uated like  them,  it  seems  desirable  on  many  accounts  that  they  take 
measores  to  become  organised  as  parishes.  Some. of  them  have  cha)>els 
of  ease  connected  with  them,  a  thing  which  the  law  does  not  provide  for, 
lad  such  chapels  are  really  chapels  of  ease  in  the  old  parish. 

Besides,  in  the  case  of  independent  congregations  the  minister  and  vestry 
bare  do  claim  or  jurisdiction  over  any  Episcopalians,  however  near  or 
amoog  them,  but  such  as  for  the  time  being  are  voluntarily  connected  with 
them,  (which  connexion  may  itself  be  at  any  time  dissolved  either  by  the 
Qopopularity  of  the  minister  or  any  neighborhood  difficulty.)  And  thus  in 
some  cases  in  this  diocese  large  neighborhoods  are  left  entirely  destitute 
of  Boy  church  supervision. 

Still  further ;  such  minister  and  vestry  seem  to  regard  themselves  as 
bsviog  no  spiritual  care  of  destitute  neighborhoods  within  their  reach  not 
coQDected  with  them,  nor  as  being  involved  in  any  responsibility  for  extend- 
ing to  them  the  privileges  of  the  Church.     At  the  same  time  the  minister 
or  vestry  of  a  mere  independent  organization  have  no  authority  to  prevent 
the  uodesired  services,  even'  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  their  church,  of 
any  other  minister  of  the  Church  who  might  choose  to  come  ar.d  perform 
them.     Nor  has  the  rector  of  the  parish  in  which  such  independent  con- 
;regation  is,  any  authority  to  prevent  any  one,  however  near  his  church, 
»rin  any  part  of  his  parish,  from  connecting  himself  with  the  independent 
DOgregatioOf  or  from  having  the  services  of  its  minister  in  his  own  house. 
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There  is  nothing,  for  instance,  to  hinder  the  Rector  of  St.  Tbomii*! 
Parish,  in  Baltimore  county,  from  officiating  at  the  very  nearest  neigbbofi 
of  St.  John's  Church  in  the  Valley,  if  such  neighbor  choose  not  to  becooneet* 
ed  with  St.  John's  ;  whilst  the  minister  of  St.  John's  cannot  officiate  io  aoy 
place  within  the  territorial  limits  of  St.  Thomas*  or  St.  James's  Partshei, 
where  the  family  has  not  been  elected  to  become  members  of  his  cburch 
or  congregation  by  some  avowed  act;  and  yet  at  the  same  time,  if  any  oiMt 
miles  below  St.  Thomas,  choose  to  become  connected  with  his  churcih 
then  he  is  entitled  to  officiate,  even  though  it  be  double  the  distance  from 
St.  John's  that  it  is  from  St.  Thomas'.  And  so  in  all  other  like  casef  it 
this  diocese.  The  minister  of  Ail  Saint's,  Frederick,  for  instance,  bai  a 
right  to  go  and  build  up  a  second  church  in  Cumberland,  while  the  Rector 
of  Emmanuel,  Allegany,  cannot  forbid  it,  nor  officiate  in  any  church  io  AO 
Saint's  Parish  except  in  some  independent  congregation*  but  by  the  per- 
mission of  the  Rector  of  Ail  Saint's. 

III.  In  regard  to  what  the  last  part  of  the  resolution  refers,  it  oufbt 
to  be  known  that  many  irregularities  have  taken  ploce  from  a  waatofdoe 
attention  to  the  laws  and  canons  of  the  Church,  or  from  a  want  of  a  koow* 
ledge  of  local  or  historical  facts. 

As  instances  which  appear  from  the  Journals  of  the  Convention,  there ii 
a  strip  of  territory  lying  west  of  Queen  Anne's  and  Holy  Trinity  Parishei, 
Prince  George  county,  running  their  whole  length  north  to  the  Patoieot, 
which  is  a  part  of  what  is  now  St.  Thomas's  Parish  in  that  county,  its 
northern  extremity  being  more  thnn  twenty  miles  from  the  parish  cborcbt 
and  which  ought,  ns  a  matter  of  course,  to  belong  to  St,  Matthew's  Hid 
St.  Mark's,   were  they  organised  as  parishes. 

Again,  the  Parish  of  the  Kpiphany,  in  Washington  city,  was  incorpo- 
rated by  this  Convention  in  1844  from  territory  conceded  to  it  by  St.John'i 
Parish  of  that  city,  out  of  which  it  professes  to  betaken.  But  in  the 
limits  given  it  in  the  act  of  the  Convention  by  which  it  was  constituted, 
more  than  half  of  its  territory,  that  is,  all  south  of  A  street,  north  are  taken 
from  the  territory  of  Washington  Parish. 

Christ  Church,  Georgetown,  District  of  Columbia.      This  church  w«i 
admitted  in  1818  as  an  independent  congregation  in  Georgetown  Parish. 
Hut  as  the  law  of  1802.  under  which  only  it  could  have  been  admitted  assn 
independent  church,  has  no  eHTect  in  the  District  of  Co'unibin,  so   far  as  it 
appears  from  the  Journals  of  this  Convention,  that  church  is  not  an  incor* 
porated  body  known  in  law.     It  could  only  be  so  incorporated  by  Mary- 
hind  law  by  the  act  of  1798,  making  it  a  parish  with  metes  and  bounda. 
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The  territorial  limits  of  Prince  George^s  Parish,  Mootgomery  county, 
it  may  be  of  service  to  be  known,  include  all  the  District  of  Colunibiu  west 
of  Rock  Creek  not  included  in  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  George- 
towo. 

St.  Peter*s  Parish,  Montgomery  county.  That  parish,  as  constituted  by 
tbe  General  Assembly  in  1792,  includes  all  that  part  of  Frederick  county 
lyiog  north  of  the  Monocacy,  south  of  a  line  drawn  from  the  mouth  of 
Bennett's  Creek  to  the  Point  of  Rocks.  And  yet  in  1841  the  Convention, 
if  tbe  Journal  is  correct,  gave  all  this  territory  north  of  the  Monococy  to 
St.  PauPs  Parish,  Frederick  county,  and  how  much  of  All  Saints*  is  not 
known,  when  professing  to  take  St.  PauPs  Parish  solely  from  St.  Mark^s 
Parish,  Frederick  county. 

Under  its  first  orgnnizntion  by  the  General  Assembly  in  1770,  Frederick 
Parish,  or  as  now  known,  St.  John's,  Hagerstown^  embraced  prohably  all 
the  territory  that  now  constitutes  Washington  and  Allegany  counties;  but 
Boder  its  latter  organization  it  embraces  Washington  county  only,  and  a 
putuf  that  not  rightfully.  For  a  portion  of  that  county  in  1800  had  been 
liren  by  the  act  of  the  Convention  to  St.  Mark's  Parish  of  Frederick 
eooDty. 

Emmanuel,  Allegnny.  That  church  has  never  been  admitted  into  union 
witb  the  Convention  either  as  a  parish  or  as  an  independent  congregation 
by  any  direct  act.  Jo  1803  the  Episcopalians  of  Cumberland  were  recom- 
mended by  the  Convention  to  organize  as  an  independent  congregation  un- 
derihe  law  of  180*3.  But  the  Journals  furnish  no  proof  that  they  ever  did 
10.  There  is  certainly  no  recorded  application  for  admission.  Jt  is  there- 
tore  simply  an  independent  church  or  chapel  rather  in  All  Saints*  Parish, 
vbose  territorial  limits  include  all  Allegany  county,  unless  indeed  the  lim- 
it* gi?en  to  Frederick  Parish  in  1770  embraced  that  county  at\d  the  parish 
'f  St.John*8,  Hagerstown  elect,  to  abide  by  the  Act  of  the  Assembly  of 
770  rather  than  that  of  the  Convention  of  1806,  if  in  fiict  it  has  now  a 
ightto  do  so.  Emmanuel,  Allegany — thus,  although  an  incorporated  body, 
'Oerertheless  not  a  parish  or  an  independent  church  in  union  with  this 
ooreotion. 

Again,  there  is  a  strip  of  territory,  it  appears,  lying  between  Queen  Cn- 
tine  and  Severn  Parishes,  in  Anne  Arundel  county,  which  still  forms  a 
rtofthe  parishes  of  St.  Ann's  and  All  Elullows',  though  separated  from 
;iji  by  tbe  whole  length  of  Severn  Parish.  This  strip  of  territory  pro- 
riy  should  belong  to  Severn  Parish.

There  is  yet  one  other  thing  to  which  we  woald  refer.  It  is  this,  thit 
of  n  town  or  city  parish  retaining  jurisdiction  over  the  country  territoiy 
which  belonged  to  it  one  hundred  nnd  sixty  years  ago — when  alMhe  inter* 
ests,  care  nnd  inbois  of  the  minister  and  vestry  are  confined  to  the  charcii 
in  such  town  or  city.  It  is  believed  that  every  minister  and  vestry  are  io* 
volved  in  a  serious  responsibility  to  look  after  the  interests  of  the  Church  in 
every  nook  and  corner  of  the  parish  under  their  charge,  as  well  in  thecouDtry 
as  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  theirchurch  edifice.  And  if  they  cannotdoio 
they  ought  to  ask  a  separate  organization  for  themselves — so  that  the  Con- 
vention may  commit  the  neglected  part  to  other  care.  It  is  clear  that  the 
territorial  limits  of  a  parish  indicate  unmistakeably  the  field  committed  bj 
the  Church  to  the  charge  of  the  minister  and  vestry  of  that  parish. 

In  view  of  the  matters  here  presented,  it  is  suggested  that  it  be  ordered 
by  the  Convention— 

1st.  That  parishes  now  known  by  names  different  from  those  under 
which  they  were  at  first  organized— their  ancient  and  legal  names— resome 
in  their  records  and  ofiicial  proceedings  the  use  of  such  old  and  legil 
names,  or  obtain  the  authority  of  the  Convention  for  continuing  the  use  of 
their  present  names,  which  authority  given  would  constitute  them  legal 
names,  or  in  case  other  names  having  reference  to  known  and  ancient  de- 
signations of  the  localities  be  desired,  the  Convention  be  applied  fb,  togiva 
them  the  legal  right  to  do  so. 

2d.  That  independent  congregations  in  the  country  and  smaller  towos 
organized  under  the  law  of  1802,  organize  under  that  of  1798  withnietef 
and  bounds. 

3d.  That  vestries  make  themselves  acquainted  with  the  bounds  of  their 
respective  parishes,  and  cause  them  to  be  recorded  in  their  vestry  books, 
if  already  they  be  nut,  and  whenever  a  new  minister  shall  be  appointed 
by  ihem  that  they  make  him  acquainted  with  such  boundaries,  that  he 
may  know  the  extent  of  his  cure  and  of  his  field  of  labor. 

4th.  That  every  minister  and  vestry  are  solemnly  responsible  for  look- 
ing after  the  spiritual  interests  of  the  entire  parish  as  well  as  in  the  imme* 
diate  vicinity  of  their  churches. 

6th.  That  a  map  of  Maryland  be  prepared,  exhibiting  the  parishes,  with 
their  several  boundaries,  as  they  have  been  laid  down  by  the  General  At* 
scmbly  or  this  Convention.

This  list  shows  47  parishes  at  the  time  of  the  American  Re?olotioa 
Though  the  two  last  were  not  to  be  separated  from  All  i^aint'a  till  theft- 
moval  of  the  then  Rectort  which  took  place  in  1776.  From  tbe 
utter  prostration  of  the  Church  at  that  time,  it  is  probable  that  no  septnta 
organization  under  the  act  of  1770  was  made,  and  that  the  act  wasfo^ 
gotten.  This  accounts  for  the  subsequent  organization  of  theae  parishei 
in  1804  and  6,  more  than  thirty  years  afterwards. 

Since  the  Revolution  there  have  been  organised  26  pariahet  aod  49  in- 
dependent congregations,  of  which  two  have  become  extinct— Triotty 
Church,  Baltimore,  in  1837,  and  Grace  Church,  Baltimoret  1631. 

Of  the  ante-revolutionary  parishes  all  are  existing  ;  and  withoot  distio- 
gnishing  between  parishes  and  independent  congregationa,  William  and 
Mary*8  Parish,  St.  Mary's  county,  has  become  2— St.  John's,  Prince 
George's,  3— Prince  George's,  Montgomery,  14— Eden  Pariah,  Frederick, 
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-All  Saint's,  Frederick,  8— Frederick,  Washingtoo  county,  5.  So  that 
wbit  was  io  1692,  originally  the  territory  ofPiscatawny  Parish,  Prince 
ioTge  county,  there  are  now  32  parishes  and  independent  congregations. 
^PauPs,  Prince  George,  has  become  3;  and  Queen  Anne,  Prince  George, 
-Christ  and  All  Hallo w*8,  Calvert,  3— St.  Anne*8,  Anne  Arundel,  2— 
oeen  Caroline,  Anne  Arundel,  4»8t.  PauPs,  Baltimore,  16 — St.  Thomas's, 
altimore  county,  4 — St.  James's,  Baltimore  county,  2 — St.  John's,  Har- 
rd,3— St.  George's,  Harford,  2 — North  Elk,  Cecil,  has  become  2— St.

We  are  very  sure  that 
the  publications  of  the  Union  are  so  well  known  to  the  Church  generally 
that  it  is  not  needful  to  say  much  about  them.  We  cannot  refrain,  how« 
ever,  from  saying,  that  for  a  Church  literature  for  the  young,— so  full  of 
distinct  and  earnest  teachings,  so  rich  in  spiritual  unction,  so  adorned 
with  beauty  and  grace,  so  abounding  in  practical  lessons  for  the  heart  tod 
life,  we  are  indebted  to  this  Institution  of  the  Church.  We  would,  there- 
fore, under  a  grateful  sense  of  what  the  Sunday  School  Union  has  already 
done  in  the  extension  and  inculcation  of  ^ound  Church  principles,  and  with 
the  fervent  hope  of  enabling  it  to  do  its  noble  work  still  more  effectivelj, 
earnestly  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

1.  Resolved,  That  the  publications  hf  the  General  Sunday  School  Unioo 
are  recommended  to  the  families  of  our  Communion,  as  conveying  the 
soundest  and  most  wholesome  Church  principles. 

2.  That  the  clergy  be  recommended  to  deliver  discourses  on  the  great 
importance  of  a  proper  Christian  and  Church  literature  for  the  yoangi 
and  to  take  up  a  collection  on  behalf  of  the  Union  on  the  Sunday  nearest 
the  festival  of  the  Holy  Innocents  of  each  year.

The  Committee  of  three  on  that  portion  of  the  Bishop's  Address 
lating  to  the  College  of  St.  James,  presented  the  following  re- 
vt  and  resolutions :

OSS  which  relates  to  the  College  of  St.  James,  beg  leave  to  report:  That

gn. The  reports  of  its  accredited  agents  clearly  evince  that  its  course

The 
importance  of  endowing  Scholarships  in  the  College  of  St.  James,  is  felt  tod 
acknowledged,  aod  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  those  to  whom  God  has  given 
the  ability,  will  not  be  unmindful  of  this  high  duty  and  noble  privilege. 

Your  committee  regret  that  the  resolution  which  was  unaoimoosly 
adopted  at  the  last  Convention,  has  received  the  attention  of  so  small  a  por- 
tion of  the  clergy  of  the  diocese.  Only  twenty  churches  have  responded, 
aod  the  amount  contributed  was  only  about  $600.  As  there  is  still  due  for 
the  building,  which  has  been  erected,  and  which  is  Ikdowd  as  ^'Keinp 
Hall,**  the  sum  of  $2500,  and  as  it  is  indispensable  that  this  sum  slioaldbe 
raised  without  delay,  your  committee  are  constrained  to  appeal  to  the  fib-  i 
erality  of  Churchmen  and  ask  for  their  hearty  co-operatioD.  That  ths 
grsat  cause  of  Christian  education  may  oontinue  to  progress,  and  that  this 
cherished  institution  may  go  on  to  train  up  our  children  aod  children's  chil- 
dren in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord,  it  only  remains  for  iis,ai  ] 
at  present  advised,  respectfully  to  submit  the  following  resolutions :  \ 

1.  Resolved^  That  the  members  of  the  several  Convocations  throogbont 
the  Diocese,  at  their  first  meeting,  be  recommended  to  take  the  interests 
of  8t.  James*  College  under  their  prayerful  consideration,  and  that  they 
severally  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  act  as  the  agent  of  said  institi- 
tioo. 

2.  Resolved,  That  the  agents  thus  appointed  by  the  several  CoovocatieM 
be  fully  empowered  to  collect  funds,  and  to  do  all  other  acts,  which  io  their 
judgment,  aod  in  that  of  the  Rectors  of  the  several  Parishes,  and  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  College,  will  tend  to  further  its  interests. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Rectors  of  the  Parishes  throughout  this  DioecfS 
who  did  not  muke  collections  for  St.  James*  College,  in  pursuance  of  (bs 
provisions  of  the  resolution  adopted  by  this  Convention  in  1851t  are  hereby 
recommended  to  present  this  subject  to  the  people  of  their  charges  respec- 
tively  on  the  lOth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  and  to  make  a  collection  to  be  sp- 
plied  to  this  object.

The  statistics  herewith  submitted  embrace  only  the  period  which  his 
elapsed  since  the  undersigned  entered  upon  his  duties  at  St.  George's 
Church,  in  the  beginning  of  October  last. 

The  number  of  communicants  last  reported,  by  my  predecessor,  was  21t 
of  whom  the  undersigned  found  but  12  connected  with  the  Church  wbeo 
he  assumed  its  charge, — the  deficiency  being,  doubtless,  attributable  to 
removals  and  other  causes,  during  some  time  previous,  when  the  Church 
had  no  regular  pastoral  care. 

The  great  decrease  in  the  population  of  this  region,  consequent  upon  lbs 
recent  suspension  of  the  Iron  Works,  has  much  retarded  the  greater  ex- 
ternal prosperity  of  the  Church,  of  which  the  more  cheering  prospects  of 
a  few  months  since  gave  promise;  but  though  the  present  unpropitious 
circumstances  of  the  place,  have  caused  many  faithful  supporters  of  the 
Church  to  remove  elsewhere,  the  regular  attendance  of  those  remaioiogt 
upon  the  worship  of  the  Lord*s  House  is  far  from  being  discouragiogi 
while  there  are  also,  gratifying  indications  of  a  growing  interest  manifested 
ID  the  holy  services  of  the  Church. 

The  undersigned  would  record  with  grateful  acknowledgment  the  kiod 
facilities,  afforded  by  the  Agent,  and  other  principal  oflicers  of  the  **Mouot 
Savage  Iron  Company"  iu  the  discharge  of  his  ministerial  labors. 
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The  astml  stated  serf  ices  of  the  Church  at  this  place  have  beeo  iocreused 
EfCDiog  Prayer,  with  a  Lecture   on    every  Lord*s  day->^uring   the

:  atteodance  on  which  was  very  encouraging. 

The  liberal  substriptiuns  of  a  very  few  individuals  enabled  the  under- 
ned  lately  to  procure  a  most  appropriate  and  handsome  Communion 
rvice,  cousistmg  of  a  silver  paten  and  chalice,  for  the  use  of  the  altar;— 
I  greater  part  of  the  means  having  been  obtained  through  the  Christian 
lerosity  and  efforts  of  two  esteemed  ladies*  to  whose  commendable  zeal 
i  Church  at  this  place  is  much  indebted.  The  liberal  gift  of  a  lay  mem- 
*  of  the  Church  in  another  diocese,  but  formerly  a  resident  here,  has 
Dished  means  for  beautifying  the  interior  of  the  church  edifice,  as  well 
for  improving  its  external  appearance. 

The  kind  provision  of  St.  Joho*s  Church,  Washington,  in  aid  of  St. 
iorge*s  Church,  is  regularly  paid  quarterly  in  advance,  in  accordance 
th  the  Canon  **  Of  the  Support  of  Ministers.**  The  amount  subscribed

On  Thursday,  June  4, 1851,  the  Church  was  consecrated  by  the  Bishop 
assisted  by  15  of  the  Clergy.  The  furniture  has  since  been  completed  by 
the  purchase  of  Carpets,  Lamps,  Curtains,  and  all  other  things  needful  for 
the  comfort  of  the  congregation.  The  funds  were  provided  by  special 
offeriogs. 

The  salary  of  the  Rector  is  satisfactorily  paid. 

Daring  the  past  year  the  attendance  upon  public  worship  has  increased 
so  as  to  fill  the  Church,  and  render  it  doubtful  whether  the  present  ac* 
commodation  will  be  sufficient  for  the  rapidly  growing  population  of  the 
vicinity.  The  Sunday  School,  which  was  renewed  in  October  last,  is  ?ery 
prosperous.  The  number  of  scholars  registered  being  over  100,  and  the 
Average  attendance  about  80.  This  is  superintended  by  Mr.  G.  W.  Stick- 
^^Ji  a  candidate  for  orders  of  the  Diocese  of  Alabama  and  Instructor  at 
St.  Timothy*s  Hall,  several  of  the  students  of  which  are  teachers. 

Regular  lectures  are  delivered  in  the  Church  on  the  Catechism,  articles 

>°(1  offices  of  the  Church,  designed  principally  for  the  members  of  St. 

^"nothy*s  Hall  and  the  Ingleside  Seminary;  who,  in  number  about  140,  at-

About  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars  more  will  be  needed  to  complete  the  building,  but  In 
the  meantime  we  have  no  other  place  than  a  small  private  parlour  in  which 
to  hold  our  services.     To  raise  this  necessary  sum  we  are  compelled  to 
look  abroad.     There  are  but  seven  communicants  within  this  parish,  and 
these  bare  done  all  in  their  power  towards  the  work.      In  addition  to  the 
above  named  sum,  the  parish  is  in  debt  several  hundred   dollars,  which 
irill  become  due  in  six  months  from  this  time.    Every  possible  means  have 
been  used  to  meet  this  demand,  and  by  God*s  blessing  upon  our  efforts  wa 
iiope  to  succeed  in  removing  this  impediment  to  our  farther  progress. 

With  the  church  finished  and  open  for  service,  there  is  every  reason  to 
hope  well  for  this  parish,  but  until  this  is  accomplished  it  is  possible  to 
effect  very  little  here.  Will  not  some  of  the  more  highly  favored  Church- 
men of  Maryland  assist  us  in  these  our  difficulties?

lo  behalf  of  the  Trustees  and  Faculty  of  the  College  of  St.  James,  the 
fonowiDg  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Institution  for  the  year  now  closing, 
is  very  respectfully  submitted  to  the  Right  Reverend,  the  Visitor,  by  the 
rector  of  the  College. 

The  quiet  steady  prosperity  of  the  Institution  has  been  the  topic  of  re- 
mark in  previous  reports.  Never  before  was  the  language  of  grateful  ac- 
koowledgmeot  more  called  for  than  now.  The  current  year,  the  tenth  of 
the  Institution*  has  been  marked  by  unusual  signs  of  God*8  favor  and 
bletsiog. 

The  whole  number  of  students  since  October  last  has  been  103.  Of 
these  99  are  now,  at  the  date  of  this  report,  in  the  Institution  ;  56  in  the 
Onmmar  School  and  43  in  the  College.  The  number  received  during  the 
DiDth  session  was  larger;  but  in  no  previous  year  have  the  changes  been 
to  few,  nor  the  number  of  students  present  in  this  part  of  the  session  so 
Wge  as  it  now  is;  nor,  to  say  the  least,  have  the  characteristics  of  any 
previous  year  in  regard  to  industry,  order,  morals  and  religion,  been  more 
^vorable  than  they  have  been  during  the  present  session. 

Accompanying  this  report  is  a  stateihent  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
from  March  1,  1851,  to  March  1,  1852;  showing  that  the  Institution  Is 
Mill  enabled  to  clear  its  ordinary  annual  expenses. 

Avery  innportant  addition  to  the  means  of  instruction  has  been  this  year 
iDsde  by  the  establishment  (in  addition  to  the  previous  Lectureship  on 
Physiolugy,  &c.,)  of  two  new  Lectureships — on  Physics  and  Chemistry, 
tod  00  Civil  and  Ecclesiastical  Law. 

The  most  important  event  in  the  yenr^s  history  has  been  the  erection  of 
Kemp  Hall,  into  which  we  entered  on  the  twelfth  of  May.  It  is  a  build- 
ing 90  feet  by  40  **  in  the  clear,**  three  stories  high  above  the  basement, 
debasement  contains  a  *•  lavatory,**  (yet  to  be  finished,)  the  kitchen, 
*tofe  rooms,  office,  &c.  On  the  first  story  are  three  private  studies  for 
teachers,  each  16  feet  by  10  ;  a  dining-room  55  feet  by  40  ;  store  rooms, 
housekeeper's  apartments,  &c.  On  the  second  story  three  studies  for 
^chers,  and  the  stody-balf  for  the  older  students — up  as  high  as  the 
Sophomores;— -the  Juniors  and   Seniors  have  private  studies  in  another 
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baildiog.  This  study-ball  is  70  feet  by  40,  coDtaining  around  the  sidei38 
alcoves  f  each  5feet  by  6»)  furnished  and  used  as  separate  studies,  lesmg 
within  for  desks  an  open  area  of  58  feet  by  28.  The  third  story  codUidi 
a  wardrobe-room,  and  a  dormitory  80  feet  by  40,  having  41  alcoves  (etch 
8  feet  by  5,)  as  sleeping-rooms,  and  space  for  35  beds  in  the  open  area 
within  the  alcoves.  Great  pains  have  been  taken  to  secure  free  ventilation 
throughout  the  whole  house. 

The  accommodations  thus  furnished  had  been  very  much  needed  for 
several  years.  The  apartments  now  vacated  in  the  older  build ing->Clig- 
gett  Hall,  and  which  were  quite  insufficient  for  the  various  cooflictiog 
uses  to  which  they  were  necessarily  put  for  many  years,  will  at  once  ind 
very  conveniently  meet  wants  long  felt,  of  recitation  and  lecture  roomSi 
Library,  Cabinet,  ice,  ice. 

The  cost  of  Kemp  Hall,  in  ways  and  for  reasons  quite  beyond  any  ooe'i 
control,  considerably  exceeded  the  estimates  of  the  architects.  But  Dotb* 
ing  has  been  lost  by  mismanagement.  The  building  is  a  plain,  substsotiil 
and  economical  one,  and  yet  a  very  becoming  addition  as  a  CollegitU 
edifice. 

The  treasurer's  report  of  this  enterprise  is  appended.  It  will  be  Men 
that  only  nineteen  congregations  of  the  Diocese  have  as  yet  made  the  ipe- 
cial  collection  requested  by  the  last  Convention,  and  that  $2,000  more  will  ] 
be  required  to  pay  all  the  cost  of  the  building.  Such  outlays,  it  ought  to 
be  remembered,  never  are  nor  can  be  met  out  of  the  ordinary  income  of 
these  unendowed  institutions.  (See  the  treasurer's  report  on  **Kemp 
Hall,"  annexed  to  this  report.) 

At  the  close  of  the  last  session  (July,  1851,)  eleven  members  of  tbe 
congregation — nine  of  them  students — were  confirmed  in  the  chapel.  A 
large  class  of  candidates  for  confirmation  is  now  awaiting  the  Bishop's  oest 
visit. 

A  year  since  35  communicants  were  reported — 16  students  and  19  other 
members  of  the  congregation.  8  of  the  9  graduates  in  July  were  commO' 
nicants.  Of  these,  3  became  tutors  and  5  left  the  College  ;  and  besides 
these,  6  other  students  and  3  adults,  communicants,  have  within  tbeyetr 
left  the  College.  The  present  number  of  communicants  is  35 — 14  sta- 
dents  and  21  other  members  of  the  congregation. 

3  children  have  been  baptised.  The  religious  services  and  instructioos 
continue  to  be  the  same  as  stated  in  previous  reports.

To  the  Rt.  Rev.  W.  R.  Wkittingham,  D.  D. 

Sioce  I  had  the  privilege  to  report  through  you  to  the  Church  ia  Mazj- 
land,  the  coodition  aod  prospects  of  St.  Tiinothj*s  Hall,  two  years  hive 
passed.  Duriog  that  period,  a  kind  Pro? idence  has  granted  to  the  lostits- 
tioD  a  continuance  of  the  prosperity  and  patronage  with  which  it  has  bees 
favored  sioce  its  foundation.  The  number  of  students  in  attendance  tbii 
session  exceeds  100 ;  and  the  register  contains  the  names  of  336  who  bate 
entered  sioce  May,  1844. 

In  March,  1851,  an  edifice  was  commenced^  now  completed,  for  the  resi- 
dence of  the  rector.  The  Refectory  has  been  enlarged  and  furnishes  setU 
for  150  persons,  the  second  floor  of  which  increases  the  Dormitory  accom* 
modation,  and  gives  ample  space  for  120  students  in  well  ventilated  apart- 
ments. A  Music  Hall  has  also  been  erected,  the  first  story  of  which  it 
used  for  the  Sunday  School  of  St.  Timothy*s  Church,  of  which  several  of 
the  students  are  teachers. 

In  October,  1851,  the  Commercial  Department  w*as  organised  in  rego- 
lar  classes  aod  if  the  plan  meets  with  public  approbation,  it  is  designed  to 
establish  a  Commercial  College,  in  which  appropriate  degrees  will  be 
granted  to  those  who  complete  the  prescribed  course  of  study. 

In  futherance  of  a  leading  feature  of  the  **  Hall,**  a  Gymnasium  has  been 
erected,  and  exercises  conducted  under  the  direction  of  Prof.  £dward 
Lehman,  with  great  benefit  to  the  students.  Additions  have  been  made  to 
the  Philosophical  Apparatus  and  Library.  For  the  former,  it  is  designed 
to  make  a  large  appropriation,  next  session,  if  circumstances  permit. 

In  order  to  enable  me  to  devote  more  time  to  the  general  interests  of  the 
Institution,  and  to  moral  culture  of  the  students,  I  have  associated  with  met 
as  Vice-Rector,  Prof.  Henry  Onderdook,  who  assists  in  the  curriculum  of 
the  Household,  both  domestic  and  academic,  and  the  discipline  of  the  Se- 
nior Department.  Prof.  Onderdook  has  been  connected  with  St.  Timo- 
thy's Hall  more  than  five  years.  He  is  thoroughly'  conversant  with  the 
system  pursued,  and  his  aid  has  greatly  increased  its  regularity  aod  effi- 
ciency. This  arrangement  gives  me  better  opportunity  for  the  superrisioB 
of  instruction,  and  also  for  the  superintendence  of  the  Junior  DepHrtmentt 
in  which  I  am  most  faithfully  and  ably  assisted  by  Mr.  Jas.  C.  Kinear. 
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During  September,  1851i  it  was  my  paiaful  lot  to  have  my  atteDtion  di- 
eted to  an  article  in  the  **  Banner  of  the  Cross**  newspaper,  representing 
.  Timothy's  Hail  as  not  adhering  to  the  doctrines,  &c.y  of  the  Protestant 
>iscopal  Church.  I  lost  no  time  to  prevent  any  serious  injury  being  done, 
making  a  clear  and  candid  statement  of  the  course  of  religious  instruc- 
D.  Sec,  which  1  am  most  happy  to  say,  was  satisfactory  to  those  friends 
whom  it  was  referred,  and  who,  no  less  than  myself,  deplored  that  the 
ititation  should  have  been  brought  before  the  Church  in  a  newspaper 
Qtrofersy.  While  I  most  sincerely  regret  that  any  such  articles  should 
re  been  published,  it  was  gratifying  to  receive  assurances  of  the  kind 
tliog  of  many  friends  and  patrons,  and  especially  the  JecUiration  of  your 
diminished  co?fidenr.e,  and  continued  recommendation  of  St.  Timothy's* 
a  Diocesan  School. 

I  am  thankful  to  Almighty  God  to  be  able  to  say  that  the  current  session 
s  been  characterised  by  diligence  and  gratifying  progress.  With  the 
raest  prayer,  that  the  Divine  favor  may  continue  with  us,  and  that  our 
worthy  labors  for  Christ  and  His  Church  may  be  blessed  to  the  tempo- 
1  and  eternal  good  of  many;  and  also  that  you  may  soon  be  restored  to 
mr  health  and  enabled  to  prosecute  with  vigor  your  valuable  labors  for 
e  Diocese,

Church,)  with  an  am|)le  enclosed  lot  for  secluded  out-door  eiercise,  tad 
replete  with  every  convenience  for  the  purpose  designed.  Oo  this  lot  tA 
if  erecting  an  additional  building  for  school  uses,  which,  when  compleledL 
will  afford  the  most  convenient  and  complete  accommodations  of  the  kiid 
in  Baltimore.  Here  he  intends  to  remove  his  present  day-sehooU  at  tbi 
close  of  the  current  term,  and  to  open  St.  Mary^s  to  those  from  ths 
ooanties  and  without  the  State,  who  wish  for  their  children  the  corobindl 
advantages  of  a  school  and  a  Christian  home.

Baltimore^  Wednesday^  25  May,  1853. 

This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  (he  Annual 
Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Maryland,  a 
namber  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  assembled  at  9  o'clock,  A.  M., 
in  St.  Paul's  Church. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Horace  Stringfeliow,  Jr., 
aaisted  by  the  Rev.  D.  H.  Buel;  the  Rt.  Rev.  Horatio  Southgate, 
D.  D.,  reading  the  Ante-communion  Service. 

Tlie  Convention  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  H.  J. 
Whitehouse,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Illinois;  after  which  the  Holy 
Communion  was  administered  by  the  same  prelate,  assisted  by 
the  Rt.  Rev.  Dr.  Southgate,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt,  and  the  Rev. 
MewB.  McKenney  and  Stringfellow. 

The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  being  absent  in  Europe,  on  account 
of  indisposition,  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Convention  called  the 
Convention  to  order,  and  proceeded  to  call  over  the  list  of  Cleigy 
^i!ed  to  seats  in  that  Convention;  of  whom  forty-four  answered 
to  tlieir  names.  . 

At  the  same  time  thirty-six  Lay  Delegates  presented  their  testi-

of  the  Constitution. 
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A  quorum  being  present^  the  Convention  proceeded  to  lh( 
tion  of  a  President  jt^ro  tempore.

President  joro  tempore  of  the  Convention. 

The  Rev.  Messrs.  Keech  and  Aisquith  were  appointed  a 
mittee  to  inform  the  Rev.  gentleman  of  his  election,  and  cc 
him  to  the  chair;  upon  taking  which  the.  Rev.  President  1 
addressed  the  Convention. 

Upon  the  chair  being  thus  occupied,  the  Convention  proc 
to  the  election  of  a  Secretary;  thereupon  Dr.  Hervey  Colbur 
unanimously  re-elected  Secretary,  and  immediately  after\s^a 
H.  Alexander,  Esq.,  was  in  like  manner  re-elected  Assistan 
retary.

Resolvedf  that  whilst  indulging  a  permitted  sorrow  for  this  afflictive  die* 
pensation,  we  would  gratefully  remember  the  many  mercies  which  for  the 
last  nine  years,  it  has  been  our  privilege  in  this  Diocese  to  enjoy,  throogh 
the  gift  which  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  has  now  reclaimed;  that  we 
look  back,  with  thankful  emotions,  to  the  exalted  virtues  which  illumioed 
the  character  and  adorned  the  life  of  our  late  revered  Diocesan,  and  by 
which  he  was  so  remarkably  qualified  fur  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
the  Episcopate ;  that  we  give  laud  and  praise  to  God  for  the  shining  qosli- 
ties  which  so  eminently  adapted  him  to  the  wants  of  this  branch  of  tbs 
Vine  of  Christ,  the  meekness  of  wisdom  which  distinguished  him  in  coqd- 
sel,  the  maturity  of  judgment  which  directed  him  in  his  decisions,  the  firm* 
Dess  of  purpose  which  characterized  him  in  his  efforts,  and  the  active  and 
vigorous  zeal  which  made  him  *' abundant  in  labors**  in  the  adminbtratioa 
of  the  Diocese  committed  to  his  charge. 

Resolved,  That  in  the  present  prosperous  condition  of  our  beloved  Sion, 
we  behold  a  monument  of  that  practical  efficiency  which  fornried  so  mem- 
orable a  feature  in  the  character  of  our  departed  Bishop,  and  the  fruit  of 
those  unwearied  exertions  in  which  he  was  so  willing  to  **  spend  and  be 
spent**  in  his  Master^s  service. 

Resolved,  That  we  not  only  mourn  for  him  in  his  official  chaneter  and 
relations,  as  he  was  the  Chief  Pastor  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  aod 
in  view  pf  the  conspicuous  results  of  his  wisdom,  and  active  industry,  and 
faithfulness,  but  that  we  feel  that  we  have,  both  as  Clergy  and  Laity,  aod 
as  individual  members  of  these  orders  in  the  Church,  sustained  a  great  Ion, 
which  is  to  each  of  us  a  personal  loss,  as  of  a  beloved  friend  and  reverenced 
father;  and  that  thus  remembering  him  in  these  most  endearing  relations, 
the  uniform  dignity  of  his  deportment,  the  habitual  urbanity  of  his  mao- 
ners,  the  never-failing  cheerfulness  of  his  conversation,  the  sincerity  of  his  ad- 
vice, the  earnestness  of  his  exhortations,  the  depth  and  warmth  of  his  sym- 
pathy, the  kindness  and  sweetness  of  his  aflfections,  will  be  always  cher- 
ished by  us,  as  a  pattern  of  life  commanding  our  constant  admiratioo,  aod 
worthy  of  our  sedulous  imitation. 
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Re$olffedt  Thtt  we  are  grateful  for  the  expretsioDS  of  condolence  which 
bare  been  tendered  to  us  from  other  portions  of  our  country;  and  that  we, 
Dotonij  B9  members  of  this  Diocese,  but  as  members  of  the  Church  in 
tbe  United  States,  lament  the  departure  of  one  who  was  prominent  in  our 
Oeoeral  Councils,  whose  name  is  identified  with  our  General  Institutions, 
who,  from  the  pulpit,  and  in  the  assemblies  of  deliberation  and  debate,  and 
through  the  press,  has  secured  an  enviable  reputation  in  our  ecclesiastical 
history,  while  he  has  accomplished  much  for  the^ advancement  of  the  king- 
dom of  our  Lord. 

Retolvedi  That  our  grief  is  mingled  with  that  of  the  Parish  which  by 
the  death  of  our  Bishop  has  been  deprived  of  a  Pastor ;  that  in  the  midst  of 
onr  regrets,  it  is  a  delightful  relief  to  be  reminded  of  the  signal  ability  and 
tocceas  which  marked  the  entire  ministerial  career  of  him  who  is  gone; 
tod  that  the  present  strong  position  and  auspicious  prospects  of  that  parish 
■re  tokens,  to  be  acknowledged  with  gratitude,  of  the  Divine  blessing  upon 
tbe  efficiency  and  fidelity  illustrated  iu  his  Pastoral  no  leas  than  in  his 
Kpiicopnl  offices. 

Resoltedt  That  our  heartfelt  sympathies  are  with  those  whose  home, 
bitherto  to  blest,  has  been  made  desolate  by  this  visitation ;  and  while  we 
Mooot  intrude  upon  the  sacred  privacy  of  their  deep  sorrow,  we  commend 
tbem  to  the  consolations  of  our  merciful  God  and  Heavenly  Father,  and 
in  their  behalf  unite  in  the  needful  prayer,  **  Remember  them,  O  Lord,  in 
nercy;  sanctify  thy  fatherly  correction  to  them;  imbue  their  souls  with 
pitieDce  under  their  afiHictioo,  and  with  resignation  to  thy  blessed  will; 
comfort  them  with  a  sense  of  thy  goodness;  lift  up  thy  countenance  upon 
lbem,liiid  give  them  peace;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.*' 

JUioltedt  That  copies  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  the  widow  and  be- 
fWTed  family  of  the  deceased,  and  to  the  Conventions  of  the  Diocese  of 
Muyliind  and  of  the  Diocese  of  Maine,  and  be  published  in  **  the  Christian 
Witness."

4e  order  of  the  day  for  to-morrow  morning  at  11  o'clock,  and  im- 
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mediately  thereafter  the  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Con 
vention. 

And  the  Convention  adjourned  till  Thursday^  at  9  o'clock, 
A.  M. 


Thursday,  26  May,  1653. 

Morning  Prayer  having  been  previously  said  at  6  A.  M.,  and 
the  Holy  Communion  administered  at  8  A.  M.,  the  President  took 
the  Chair  at  9  A.  M.,  and  called  the  Convention  to  order. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  minutes  of  yesterday  afternooD*9 
proceedings  were  read  and  approved. 

Twenty-seven  Clergymen  not  present  yesterday  at  the  cailiflj 
of  the  roll  answered  to  their  names;  and  thirty-five  Lay  Delegate! 
presented  their  testimonals  and  signed  the  Declaration. 

The  Committee  on  the  Right  of  Clei^gymen  to  Seats  reported 
in  favor  of  ninety-three  gentlemen,  whose  names  are  given  accoid- 
ingly  in  the  List  appended  to  this  Journal. 

The  Committee  on  the  funeral  expenses  of  the  late  Biiop 
Henshaw  reported  as  follows: 

The  Comtnittee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  sobject  of  the  funeral  ex- 
penses of  the  lute  Bishop  Heushaw,  having  had  the  same  under  conside- 
ration, respectfully  report,  that  the  death  of  that  honored  and  beloved 
servant  of  God,  having  occurred  in  the  discharge  of  Episcopal  duties  io 
this  Diocese,  most  kindly  undertaken  by  him  at  the  instance  of  our  owo 
Bishop,  then  incapacitiited  by  disease,  it  was  incumbent  on  this  CoDveo- 
tion  to  have  provided  for  the  payment  of  all  the  funeral  expenses  iocorred 
by  the  removal  of  his  body  to  his  distant  home;  but  the  committee  llDde^ 
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Adiog  that  these  htve»  to  a  certain  extent,  been  already  met  by  other 
rties,  who  desired  to  show  their  reference  for  him,  content  themsel? et 
th  recoro mending  the  passage  of  the  following  resolution  : 

Resolved,  Thnt  the  Trea9nrer  of  this  Convention  be  instructed  to  pay 
ifitever  is  now  due  on  account  of  the  fnneral  expenses  of  the  late 
shop  Henshaw.

And  the  question  being  on  the  resolution  as  contained  in  the 
eport^  it  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Tiie  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention  on  the  Names 
id  Titles  of  Parishes  and  Churches  presented  the  following  report : 

The  Committee  appointed  at  the  last  Convention,  on  the  Names  and 
guisBtions  of  Parishes  and  Chorches^  and  the  suggestions  thereto  ap- 
aded,  beg  leave  to  report  :— 

They  have  not  been  oamindful  of  the  duty  prescribed  to  them,  and 
w  submit  the  result  of  their  examinations  and  deliberations.  Upon 
rther  investigation,  they  find  that,  of  the  Parishes  existing  before  the 
rolotion,  St.  Andrew*8  Parish,  in  ^$t.  Mary*8  county,  was  not  among 
986  constituted  in  1692— it  was  a  made  Parish  by  the  act  of  the  General 
lembly  in  1744 ;  previous  to  this,  the  county,  with  a  part  of  Charles, 
I  divided  into  the  three  Parishes  bearing  the  names  by  which  they  are 
IT  knowa.  Also,  that  St.  Augustine  Parish,  in  Cecil  county,  was  insti- 
«d  by  the  act  of  the  Legislature  in  the  same  year,  by  the  name  of 
Ugostine  Parish,**  and  that  that  is  unquestionably  its  original,  legal 
me. 

They  find,  likewise,  on  reference  to  the  Records  in  the  Secretory  of 
lie's  office  in  Annapolis,  that  St.  PauPs  Parish,  Baltimore  county,  was 
^anised  in  1622,  under  the  name  of  Patapsco  Parish;  and  that  of  St. 
bo's,  Baltimore  and  Harford  counties,  under  the  name  of  Copley  Parish, 
compliment,  no  doubt,  to  Lionel  Copley,  Esq.,  the  Governor  of  the  colo- 
These  names,  together  with  other  names  of  Parishes  then  formed,  but 
tequently  changed,  were  the  names  under  which  the  Vestries  severally 
le  their  returns  of  organization  to  the  Governor  and  Council,'  and  given 
Uie   Vestries  themselves.    The  names  thus  given,  bat  subsequently 
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cbangedt  aeem  to  ha? e  been  changed  for  the  name  of  the  Parish  Choreb 
immediately  upon  being  built  and  named,  and  were  never  called  in  queBtioo 
by  the  Colonial  Authorities ;  consequently*  the  change  may  not  be  called  la 
question  at  this  late  day,  and  must  be  regarded  as  valid. 

They  find,  further^  that  Trinity  Church,  in  Baltimore  county,  at  Loog 
Green,  now  nnder  the  charge  of  the  Rector  of  St.  James*  Parish,  ii 
some  miles  within  the  limits  of  St.  John*s  Parish,  in  Baltimore  and  Harford 
counties ;  while  it  is  probable  that  Christ  Church,  Harford  connty,  ooder 
the  charge  of  the  Rector  of  St.  John*6  Parish,  is  within  the  limits  of  St. 
James*  Parish. 

The  boundaries  of  the  Parishes  of  Baltimore  and  Harford  countietire 
not  now  to  be  ascertained  from  any  records  yet  discovered.  The  boandi- 
ries  of  these  Parishes  were  the  same  as  the  boundaries  of  the  hundreds 
existing  at  the  time  when  they  were  laid  oflT,  and  referred  simply  to  theiDi 
without  describing  them.  The  same  is  the  fact  with  the  Parishes  in  sobm 
of  the  other  counties.  This  is  mentioned  to  show  that  in  more  receot 
years,  the  same  thing  has  been  done  in  the  organization  of  new  Pa- 
rishes. They  have  been  described  only  as  containing  such  and  soch 
election-districts,  the  boundaries  of  which  were  not  made  known  to  thi 
Convention^  and  consequently  not  recorded.  In  the  progress  of  the  for* 
mation  of  new  election-districts,  these  boundaries  will  be  forgotten,  u 
those  of  the  old  hundreds  now  are.  The  committee  are  of  opinion  thit 
such  Parishes  should  be  required  to  furnish  the  Convention  with  the 
boundaries  of  such  election-districts  for  record. 

The  committee  need  not  repeat  the  remarks  and  statements  snbmittedio 
the  report  to  the  last  Convention,  but  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolutions :— > 

1.  That  the  independent  Congregations  in  the  country  and  smaller  townii 
organised  under  the  law  of  1802t  organise  when  practicable  under  tbitof 
1798,  with  metes  and  bounds. 

2.  That  Vestries  make  themselves  acquainted  with  the  bounds  of  their 
respective  Parishes,  and  cause  them  to  be  recorded  in  their  Vestry -bookti 
if  already  they  be  not;  and,  whenever  a  new  Minister  shall  be  appointed  bj 
them,  that  they  make  him  acquainted  with  such  boundaries,  that  he  ma/ 
know  the  territorial'extent  of  his  cure  and  of  his  field  of  labor. 

3.  Thut  every  Ministry  and  V^estry  are  solemnly  responsible  for  lookiof 
after  the  spiritunl  interests  of  the  entire  Parish,  and  providing  for  the 
tame  a^  far  as  they  may.

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And  the  question  being  had  on  the  resolutions  as  contained  in 
the  Report;  the  same  were  adopted. 

The  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  Convention  to  consider 
the  Report  of  the  Trusteed  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  presented  the 
following,  viz: 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
Eptscopo]  Food  presented  to  the  last  CooventioD,  respectfully  submit: 
That  the  statement  of  the  Trustees  is  one  of  grave  importance,  demanding 
immediate  and  decisive  action  ou  the  part  of  the  Convention.  The  leport 
distinctly  states  **that  nnless  some  measure  be  adopted  by  the  Convention 
to  ensure  more  generally  the  payment  of  the  sums  assessed  on  the  Parishes 
o&the  Diocese,  there  will  in  a  short  tim^,  be  a  deficiency  in  the  Fund,  which 
will  prevent  the  Trustees  from  meeting  the  obligationa  of  the  Diocese  to 
the  Bishop.'* 

To  escape  a  result  so  discreditable  to  the  good  name  and  faith  of  the 
Diocese,  the  Convention  ought  surely  to  interfere,  and  that  effectively. 

Id  order  to  a  full  understanding  of  the  difficulty  which  the  Trustees  now 
•fleooDter,  a  brief  recital  of  the  past  history  and  present  condition  of  the 
Permanent  Fund  is  necessary.  AVe  shall  then  discover  what  the  obliga- 
lioD  is,  and  upon  whom,  in  equity  and  fairness,  it  ought  to  rest 

It  will  be  remembered  that  upon  the  election  of  our  present  Bishop,  an 
effort  was  made  to  secure  the  sum  of  $60,000,  the  annual  interest  of  which 
iboold  constitute  the  salary  of  the  Bishop. 

A  special  appeal  was  made  to  the  whole  Diocese,  and  subscriptions  (to 
^paid  in  successive  annual  instalments)  were  freely  tendered  in  many 
Pirishes.  And  we  ought  especially  to  note  that,  by  way  of  encourage- 
nieot  to  large  contributions,  the  Agent  gave  a  formal  and  deliberate  pledge, 
tbatupon  the  full  payment  of  the  sums  respectively  required  from  each 
Parish  or  Church,  there  should  be  no  future  demand  whatever. 

Your  Committee  invite  the  careful  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the 
futof  this  pledge,  as  oifering  the  only  possible  grouud  of  coniplafrit  in  re- 
^^Ttnce  to  the  annual  assessment  for  the  deficiencies  in  the  salary  of  our 
Diocesan.  But  the  proposition  for  a  Permanent  fund  has  never  been  fully 
^fried  out.  A  few  Parishes  have  nearly  paid  up  the  amounts  originally 
'cvied  upon  them,  but  others  have  collected  only  one-half  or  one  third, 
^lule  some  appear  to  have  contributed  nothing ;  so  that  in  place  of  $60,000 
^iit  a  little  more  than  $34,000  has  been  invested  according  to  the  original 
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plan.  It  is,  obf  ioDsIyf  of  the  utmost  importance  to  complete  the  lam  at 
first  sought  to  be  raised.  To  effect  this  object*  the  first  resolution  uf  your 
Committee  endeavors. 

In  consequence  of  the  delinquency  thus  described,  the  Trustees  ha? e  r^ 
iorted  to  an  annual  lefy,  distributed  equitably  among  the  several  ptriahei, 
in  order  to  provide  for  the  immediate  claims  of  the  Episcopate.  And  ia 
the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  after  a  careful  consideration  of  vnriona  plaos, 
this  method  of  providing  a  temporary  fund  appears  to  be  the  best  that  could 
be  adopted.  All  Parishes  and  Churches  in  the  Diocese  participate  io  the 
benefits  and  gifts  which  our  present  chief  Pastor  so  richly  and  unspariogty 
dispenses.  Therefore  all  should  unite  cheerfully  in  his  maintenance;  and 
the  annual  tax  will  be  scarcely  felt  if  generally  and  promptly  paid  at  each 
Convention.  The  only  possible  objection  to  the  present  system  of  collec- 
tion lies  in  the  fact,  that  some  Parishes  hnve  already  contributed  large 
sums  to  the  Pennanent  fund,  with  the  express  understanding,  from  the 
pledge  of  the  Agent,  that  when  their  payments  have  reached  tbe  anmi 
originally  levied,  no  further  requisition  will  be  made.  It  is  clearly  unjuit 
that  such  Parishes  should  be  taxed  now  for  the  temporary  fund  to  the 
■ame  amount  with  other  Panshes  who,  with  equal  pecuniary  ability,  have 
neglected  to  make  any  collection  for  the  invested  fund.  There  is  evldest 
injustice  in  such  a  system.  The  Committee  have  responded  to  this  com- 
plaint in  their  second  resolution,  which  provides  that  the  assessment  shall 
be  made  with  strict  regard  to  the  amount  already  contributed  by  each 
Parish  to  the  Permanent  fund. 

But  the  reference  of  Trustees  still  remains  undisposed  of;  although  tbe 
Committee  trust  that  the  representations  above  made  will  aid  us  in  a  proper 
conclusion.  From  the  statement  of  the  Trustees  it  appears  that,  while 
some  Parishes  cheerfully  contribute  their  quota  for  the  temporary  fuod, 
others  respond  only  in  part,  and  a  few  make  no  returns  whatever.  More- 
over, the  delinquent  Parishes,  in  one  or  two  instances,  are  among  the  most 
wealthy  in  the  Dioces<>(.  There  can  be  no  just  cause  for  this  discreditable 
neglect,  since  the  Trustees  have  ever  been  prompt,  upon  proper  represen- 
tations of  the  Rector  or  Lay  Delegate,  to  change  and  diminish  their  de- 
mand as  circumstances  warrant*  An  appeal  against  excessive  requisiiioos 
is  at  any  time  allowable.  The  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  fund  nsk  for  the 
adoption  of  some  measure  which  will  induce  these  delinquent  Parishes  to 
bear  their  share  of  the  expense  which  the  support  of  a  Bishop  imposes. 
But  your  Committee  can  suggest  no  compulsory  measure ;  they  can  con- 
ceive of  no  inducement  more  urgent  than  a  simple  sense  of  justice,  of  duty 
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•Dd  priTilege.  It  may  be  hoped,  howe?er,  that  with  the  removal  of  the 
only  reasoDable  objection,  which  the  aecood  resolution  accomplishes,  thii 
tbtmefal  delinqaeocy  will  cease.  But  with  a  view  to  relieve  the  Trustees 
from  responsibility,  and  to  avoid  any  interruption  of  the  regular  payments 
to  the  Bishop,  the  third  resolution  is  suggested.  This  resolution  requires 
that  the  delinquency  in  each  year  shall  be  reported  to  the  subsequent  Con- 
Teotion,  that  they  may  provide  therefor  by  a  tax  on  the  Convention  fund, 
oraoy  other  mode  which  seems  advisable. 

Id  conclusion,  the  Committee  suggest  that  it  is  due  to  the  Trustees  of 
this  fund  that  some  decisive,  final  adjustment  of  this  subject  should  now  be 
nude.  And  they  would  further  remind  the  Convention,  that  the  absence 
of  the  Bishop  from  the  Chair,  presents  a  favorable  opportunity  for  a  free 
diicDBsion  and  satisfactory  disposal  of  the  whole  affair. 

Ist.  Resolved,  That  the  Parishes  and  Churches  which  have  hitherto 
neglected  to  contribute,  or  have  contributed  only  in  part  to  the  Permanent 
Episcopal  fund,  are  earnestly  requested  to  forward  their  just  quota  to  the 
Tnssorer;  and  that  the  Trustees  are  duly  authorised,  if  they  should  see 
proper,  to  employ  a  special  agent  to  visit  the  several  Parishes  and  Churches 
iad  invite  their  immediate  attention  to  this  doty. 

U.  Resolredt  That  the  Trustees  of  the  fund  for  the  support  of  the 
Biriiop  be  requested  to  modify  their  assessment  upon  the  several  Parishea 
tod  Churches  for  the  temporary  fund,  having  reference  not  only  to  the  pe* 
CQoiary  ability  of  each,  but  also  to  the  amount  already  contributed  to  the 
permanent  fund. 

3d.  That  the  Trustees  be  required  to  report  to  each  successive  Conven- 
^0  the  names  of  delinquent  Parishes  or  Congregations,  that  the  Conven- 
tioQ  may  adopt  such  measure  in  reference  thereto  as  to  them  may  seem 
suitable  and  proper.

On  motion.  Resolved,  That  a  Committee  be  appointed  (o  as- 
certain whether  any  Parishes  or  Congregations  have  been  admitted 
ioto  union  with  the  Convention  since  the  session  of  1849^  that 
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should  be  assessed  for  the  Convention  fund  more  than  the  som 
fixed  by  the  resolution  in  relation  to  Assessments  passed  at  that 
Convention;  and  whether  there  be  not  other  Parishes  or  Congre- 
gations whose  Assessments  for  the  said  fund  should  be  increased; 
and^  if  there  be  any  such^  to  report  the  sums  at  which  they  should 
respectively  be  assessed. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  such  Committee^  the  Rev.  Mr.  EiUin, 
and  Mr.  Krebs  and  Dr.  Evans. 

The  following  report  was  presented  and  read,  viz: 

The  Committee  od  the  Election  of  Lay  Delegates  report,  that  the  Del- 
egate from  Queen  Anne*8  Parish,  Prince  George's  county,  and  the  Del^ 
gate  from  St.  Jnmes*  Parish,  Baltimore  county,  are  only  furnished  witbi  j 
certificate  signed  by  the  Rectors  of  the  respective  Parishes ;  but  as  these 
leave  no  doubt  of  the  fact  of  actunl  regular  election,  the  Committee  re- 
commend that  they  be  declared  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Convention.

The  Chair  appointed  as  Tellers  on  the  Clerical  vote,  the  Rev. 
[essrs.  French  and  Colton,  and  as  Tellers  on  the  Lay  vote,  tlie

Canon  of  the  Mahiteiiance  and  ExtensioJi  of  Religious  WorsHf 

and  Inst j'uci ion. 

§  1.  Each  nnnunl  Convention  of  the  Diocese  slmll  take  order  for 
tbe  innintennnce  nnd  extension  of  religious  worship  and  instruction,  bjthe 
appointment  of  four  Committees,  viz:  a  Committee  of  Missions,  a  Bible 
and  Prayer- Book  Coi^mittee,  a  l>ook  and  Tract  Committee,  and  an  Edu- 
catiou  Committee.  Each  of  these  Committees  shall  consist  of  the  Bishop, 
three  clergymen  and  six  laymen,  who  may  or  may  not  be  members  of  tbe 
Convention,  chosen  by  joint  ballot  by  plurality  of  votes,  unless  the  biJIot 
be  dispensed  with  by  unanimous  consent. 

§  2.  In  each  county  of  Marylnnd,  and  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  sod 
the  District  of  Columbia,  there  shall  be  an  association  known  as  "Tbe 
County  [or  District  or  City]  Committee,'*  consisting  of  the  Clergy  resideol  . 
in  the  county,  city  or  district,  of  the  lay  Delegates  from  the  several  P«*  ^ 
iihes  and  Congregations  in  the  same  to  the  last  Convention,  and  of  sndi 
other  laymen  as  may  be  chosen  by  the  Committee,  so  that  the  whole  Dnoh 
ber  of  laymen  in  any  Committee  shall  not  exceed  three  to  each  clergymu 
who  is  a  member  thereof.  If  the  whole  number  of  members  of  any  such 
Committee  do  not  exceed  fifteen,  the  piesence  of  a  majority  shall  be  requi- 
site to  constitute  a  quorum;  but  in  any  case  eight  members,  of  whom  oot 
leas  than  two  are  clergymen,  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

§  3*  Parochial  or  congregational  Committees  may  be  established  io 
parishes  or  congregations;  each  parochial  or  congregational  Committee 
to  consist  of  the  Rector  of  the  parish  or  ongregation,  of  other  rcsidest 
clergymen  connected  with  the  parish  or  congregation,  if  any;  of  thehf 
Delegate  or  Delegates  of  the  parish  or  congregation  to  the  last  ConTen- 
tion,  and  of  three  other  laymen  appointed  by  them. 

§  4.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  (or  district  or  city)  Committefi 
and  of  the  parochial  or  congregational  Committees  where  established, to 
devise  and  carry  into  efTect  ways  and  means  for  forwarding  the  work  of  the 
Church  in  their  respective  counties  or  districts,  and  i)arishes  or  congrega- 
tions; both  as  regards  the  collection  of  monies  to  be  applied  to  religious 
purposes,  and  in  order  thereto,  the  holding  of  meetings,  select  or  public, 
procuring  of  subscriptions  and  donations,  and  issual  or  circulation  of  pa- 
pers, statements,  addresses  and  such  hke;  and  as  regards  the  establish- 
ment of  missions,  distribution  of  Bibles,  Prayer  Books  and  other  religioos 
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oks  and  tracts,  and  establishment  and  mainteDaDce  of  Sunday  or  paro- 
ial  or  other  schools  for  religious  education. 

\  5.  The  county,  city,  district,  parochial  and  congregational  Com- 
ttees  shall  all  be  charged  with  the  collection  of  funds,  of  which  one- 
irth  shall  be  remitted  to  one  or  more  of  the  diocesan  Committees,  in 
cfa  proportion  as  to  the  remitting  Committee  shall  seem  good.  The 
ler  three-fourths  shall  in^all  cases  be  disposable  by  the  Committees  by 
lich  they  have  been  raised  within  the  parish,  congregation,  district,  city 
county  in  which  they  were  raised ;  and  parochial  or  congregational  Com- 
rtees  may  make  such  appropriations  as  they  may  think  proper  in  aid  of 
e  Committee  of  the  county,  city  or  district. 

§6.  Any  contributor  shall  have  the  right  to  designate  to  which  of  the 
ar  classes  of  operations  assigned  to  the  four  central  Committees,  the  gift 
subscription  made  shall  be  appropriated  ;  and  whether  remitted  to  a  cec- 
al Committee  or  applied  within  the  county  or  district,  or  pnrfbh  or  con- 
'egotion,  the  contribution  shall  be  appropriated  accordingly,  and  in  no 
:herwise. 

§7.  County  or  district  Committees  shall  meet  quarterly,  or  ofteotr 
B  special  occasion.  The  fonr  central  Committees  shall  meet  at  least 
MDtbly;  oftener,  if  they  shall  so  resolve.  The  city  Committee  in  the  city 
r Baltimore  may  meet  as  often  as  they  think  fit. 

}8.  Each  county  or  district  Committee,  and  each  of  the  four  central 
^mittees,  shall  make  a  report  of  its  proceedings,  and  a  detailed  exhibit 
fit!  receipts  and  expenditures,  to  each  annual  Convention  of  the  DioceSe. 
§  9.  The  Committee  of  Missions  shall  have  charge  of  provision  for 
iitbled  and  superannuated  clergymen.  The  Education  Cummiftee  shall 
iperiotend  and  provide  for  the  establishment  and  support  of  Sunday  and' 
irochial  and  other  schools  for  religiuus  education,  and  if  need  be,  of  the 
itioteDance  of  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  and  youth  preparing  for  the 
•cred  ministry. 

§10.  No  mission  shall  be  established,  nor  any  missionary  appointed, 
Btwith  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  or 
8 be  out  of  the  Diocese,  of  the  Standing  Committee;  nor  shnll  the  Edu- 
ttion  Committee,  without  the  same  advice  and  consent,  estabiisli  or  found 
J  school,  or  tnn]ie  any  appropriation  in  behalf  of  a  candidate  for  orders, 
aoy  other  beneficiary.

In  compliance  with  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  I 
transmit  to  yon  an  account  of  the  Episcopal  services  rendered  by 
mc  in  the  Diocese^  to  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  ConventioiL 

On  the  23d  of  January,  in  the  present  year,  being  Septuagesimft 
Sunday,  I  visited,  in  the  morning,  St.  John's  Church,  Washing- 
ton ;  preached  and  confirmed  twenty-four  persons ;  and,  in  the , 
evening.  Trinity  Church,  in  the  same  city,  where  I  preached  aad 
confirmed  thirty  four  pei*sons,  of  wliom  t/tree  were  from  the 
Church  of  the  Epiphany,  and  one  from  St.  John's  Church. 

On  the  21st  May,*at  Cumberland,  I  presided,  at  then-  request, 
in  a  meeting  of  the  Convocation  of  the  Clergy  of  Allegany  and 
Washington  counties,  and  preached  the  Convocational  Sermon,  in 
Emmanuel  Church;  the  preacher  appointed  for  the  occasion  being 
absent.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  assisted  by  the  Re?. 
D.  Hillhouse  Buel  and  the  Rev.  P.  M.  Stryker,  Presbyters  of 
Maryland,  I  examined  the  Rev.  John  Wade  I^ott,  Deacon,  ao 
applicant  for  Priest's  Orders.  In  the  evening  of  tJhe  same  day,l 
preached  in  Emmanuel  CHurch,  and  confirmed  eight  personSi 
addressing  them  both  before  and  after  the  act  of  Confirmation. 
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On  May  22dy  being  Trinity  Sunday^  in  the  same  churchy  I 
preached,  and  admitted  to  the  Priesthood  the  Rev.  John  Wade 
Nott^  and'  also  administered  the  Holy  Communion.     The  candi- 
date was  presented  by  the  Rev.  D.  Hilihoiise  Buel,  Rector  of 
Emmanuel  Parish;  and  he,  with  the  Rev.  L.  H.  Johns  and  the 
Rev.  P.  M.  Stryker,  Priests,  joined  in  the  laying  on  of  hands. 
Tlie  same  cleiigymeu,  with  the  Rev.  J.  M.  Dashiell,  of  St.  James' 
College,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Chesley  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia, 
Deacons,  assisted  in  other  parts  of  the  service.     In  the  afternoon 
of  the  same  day,  I  visited  St.  George's  Church,  Mount  Savage, 
and  preached.     The  Rector,  the  Rev.  P.  M.  Stryker,  having 
lately  entered  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  there  were  no  candi- 
dates for  Confirmation.    The  prospects  of  this  interesting  Parish 
among  the  mountains,  seemed  to  me  highly  encouraging.     In  the 
Venin^  of  the  same  day,  I  returned  to  Cumberland,  and  preach- 
ed again  in  Emmanuel  Church. 

On  Monday,  May  23d,  I  visited  St.  Paul's  Church,  Eckhart 
Umes,  preached,  addressed /our  candidates  for  Confirmation,  and 
administered  to  them  that  .holy  Rite.    A  neat  stone  church  has 
li^y  been  erected  in  this  place,  which  it  had  been  proposed  to 
esbsecrate  on  this  occasion ;  but  the  transfer  of  the  deed  for  the 
land  on  which  the  church  stands,  and  which  is  a  grant  from  the 
HiniDg  Company  of  the  place,  not  having  been  consummated, 
the  consecration  was  necessarily  postponed.     In  the  evening  of 
the  same  day,  I  visited  St.  John's  Church,  Frostburg,  and  preach- 
ed; the  Rev.  J.  M.  Dashiell,  who  accompanied  me  throughout 
Ais  portion  of  my  Visitation,  saying  Prayers.    Finding  here  a 
tnudl  band  of  Churchmen  struggling  faithfully  amidst  many  diffi- 
culties, besides  preaching  to  them  a  sermon,  I  addressed  them  on 
the  prospects  of  their  work,  in  terms  of  encouragement  and  hope. 
In  my  visit  to  this  place,  as  also  to  Eckhart  Mines  and  Moimt 
Savage,  I  was  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of  immedl* 
ate  and  decided  eflTort  for  the  extension  of  the  Church  in  this 
interesting  region.    The  development  of  the  mineral  resources  of 
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the  mouDtains  and  the  constant  influx  of  a  new  and  needy  popo- 
latkm^  present  it  as  a  field  peculiarly  important  and  attractive.

With  a  heart  full  of  gratitude  we  make  the  above  cheering  report  of  tbt 
condition  of  Grace  Church   Pnrish.      Some  two  years  ago  we  entered 
upon  our  present  charge.     At  which  time  there  was  no  Parish,  no  Cborch 
edifice,  no  regular  congregation,  (for  months  we  preached  to  less  tbta 
twenty  persons,)  and  with  but  little,  in  nny  way,  to  cheer  the  heart,  in  all  the 
field  which  lay  before  us.    But,  with  full  trust  in  God,  we  resoMd  tooc- 
eiipy  the  ground.     We  have  had  many  fears,  and  have  met  with  miiiy 
painful  discouragements ;  and  often,  but  for  His  hand  underneath  us,  WTIh 
npholdeth  all  things,  we  must  have  fallen  beneath  the  burdens  which  ctoM 
upon  us.     A  beautiful  church  edifice  (Gothic)  has  been  erected,  and  sioci 
Christmas  has  been  occupied.      Four  fifths  of  the  Pews  have  been  rented. 
Our  congregations  are  large  and  reverent.     As  will  be  seen   by  the  report 
above,  twenty-three  communicants  have  been  added.    The  number  of  fi- 
niilies  has  been  more  than  doubled.     The  sunduy  school  quite  doubled,  tod 
promises  the  richest  blessings  to  all  concerned.     A  choir,  uf  some  fifteei 
members  of   the   congk*egation.  under  a  practised  leader,  is  in  regular  it- 
tendance.     Our  Psalms  and  Hymns  are  sung  and  Anthems  chanted,  in  t 
way  which  would  do  credit  to  the  oldest  churches  of  our  city.     Last  year 
we  said,  the  **  wilderness  **  **  buddcil  ;**  this  year,  it  hath  **  blossomed  likt 
the  rose.**     **  Not  unto  us,  not  unto  us,  O  Lord,  but  unto  Thy  name  give 
glory,*'  for  Thy  mercy  shewn  unto  Tliy  people.     But  one  plague  spot  re- 
mains upon  all  this  fair  field  of  labor,  debt,  a  church  debt!     This  m»y  crip- 
ple, may  crush  this  christian  enterprise.     We  have  already  appealed  to  oor 
brethren.     Again,  we  ask,  shall  we  have  help  ?     We  ask   fearlessly,  cod6- 
dently.    Although  without  means  himself,  save  only  such  as  by  daily  toil

The  effort  to  poy  off  a  debt,  part  of  it  several  yearns  standing,  and  other 
local  demands  on  the  means  of  the  parishioners,  have  prevented  any  coo- 
tributions  as  yet,  to  dioqgsnn  and  general  Church  objects.  During  the 
past  spring  the  Church-yard  has  been  neatly  and  substantially  enclosed, 
and  gravel  wa^ks  made  therein. 

The  undersigned  was  elected  to  the  Rectorship  of  this  parish,  on  the 
resignation  of  the  Rev.  Lorenzo  Russell  last  December; and  entered  on 
his  duties  with  the  commencement  of  the  current  year.

^rians,  **  No  matter  what  we  believe,  if  we  are  Christians,*'  has  to  be 
neveriogly^  patiently,  but  vigorously  attacked  and  rooted  out,  before 
Dch  can  be  efiected  that  will  prove  of  a  lasting  character.  We  may  then 
tpe  for  the  delightful  task  of  reaping  as  well  as  sowing— of  ingathering 
e  harvest,  aa  well  as  the  toil  of  pijBparation.

College  of  St.  Jame$t   Washington  County. 

[Joder  the  blessing  of  God*s  merciful  Providence  and  of  His  Holy 
irit,  the  loBtitutioa  has  greatly  prospered  during  the  year. 
The  whole  number  of  students  daring  the  present  academical  year  has 
n  144 ;  of  whom  54  are  new  pupils.  Ot  the  whole  number  73  have 
n  in  the  College,  and  71  in  the  Grammar  ScHooi.  The  average  number 
lent  in  the  Institution  has  been  about  125.  This  is*one-fiCth  higher 
D  the  average  of  any  preceding  year. 
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Tbas  the  increased  accommodatioas  afforded  by  Kemp  Hall,  first  occa- 
pied  on  12  May,  1852*  bave  been  at  once  called  into  full  requisition; 
and,  besides,  an  enlargement  of  a  dormitory  in  an  older  building  has  been 
rendered  necessary.  We  have  thus  been  enabled  not  only  to  receive  a 
larger  number  of  pnpils,  but  also  to  increase  their  proper  comforts,  and  st 
the  same  t'ln/e  greatly  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  our  general  discipline. 

Four  students  were  graduated  in  July  last.  The  present  graduating 
class  consists  of  eight  members* 

In  consequence  of  the  absence  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  of  the 
sudden  decease  of  Bishop  Henchaw  in  July  last,  a  few  days  before  his 
proposed  arrival  at  the  College,  we  were  deprived  of  the  usual  Episcopal 
services  at  the  close  of  the  academical  year.

Od  Griffith's  Mount,  in  accordance  with  the  leave  granted  in  1851,  to 
organise  a  new  congregation  within  St.  Thomas*  Parish,  Baltimore  coun- 
ty, a  free  parochial  day  school,  and  a  Sunday  school,  have  been  formed, 
and  a  very  handsome  and  appropriate  Cbapel  school  has  been  built 
entirely  by  one  individual.

Since  my  last  report,  nothing  connected  with  the  discharge  of  my  oiS- 
cial  duties  has  occurred  of  special  interest  to  the  church.  Owing  to  the 
frequent  changes  and  removals  of  the  troops  from  one  post  to  another— 
the  discharge  of  some  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  enlistment— tod 
the  reception  of  new  recruits,  we  can  seldom  know  the  success  or  failnre 
of  our  labors  for  their  spiritual  welfare.  We  can  only  do  our  doty,  sod 
leave  the  result  to  God — sow  in  faith  the  seeds  of  life,  and  await  the  grett 
harvest  day  to  ascertain  the  result. 

During  the  past  year  the  city  of  Charleston  suffered  greatly  from  the 
prevalence  of  yellow  fever ;  and  that  dread  disease  extended  its  ravagei 
oven  to  this  island— an  island  proverbial  for  its  salubrity,  and  the  absence 
of  the  usual  causes  generating  sickness  of  any  kind.    Although,  for  sefe- 
ral  weeks,  in  the  Hospital,  and  in  my  own  quarters,  I  was  in  daily  contact 
with  the  sick  and  dying,  thanks  to  the  protecting  care  of  a  merciful  Provi- 
dence, I  escaped  the  epidemic,  but  later  in  the  season  suffered  somewbit 
from  an  attack   of  bilious  fever.    Since  then   I  have  enjoyed  excellent 
health;  indeed,  my  physical  ability  to  <* endure  hardship,  as  a  soldier**  of 
Christ,  seems  now  pretty  much  the  same  as  it  was  some  twenty-eight 
years  ago,  when  I  received,  by  the  hands  of  Bishop  Kemp,  my  commission 
in  **  the  army  of  the  Lord  of  Hosts,**  and  went  forth  to  enlist  soldiers  un- 
der the  banner  of  the  Cross.  ^

The  undersigoed  respectfully  reports,  that  through  the  past  year  his 
missionary  and  other  labors  were,  for  the  most  part  of  the  time,  almost 

I 

entirely  suspended,  owing  to  frequent  and  severe  indisposition. 

Under  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  he  was  nnable  to  continue  his 
solicitations  for  aid  in  liquidating  the  debt  of  the  Mission  Chapel.  Under 
the  advisement  of  the  heaviest  contributors,  he  returned  the  building  to 
the  original  owners,  for  the  amount  due,  being,  principal  and  interest,  up- 
wards of  $900.  This  could  have  been  avoided,  had  the  Missionary  re- 
ceived any  compensation  for  his  services,  which  he  has  not  for  the  whole 
period  he  has  been  labouring  in  his  present  capacity,  nearly  five  years.— 
Had  he  been  under  a  salary  commensorate  to  his  moderate  support,  the 
Chapel  should  never  have  gone  out  of  his  hands. 

But  he  did  not  feel  free  to  give  up  his  enterprise  altogether;  he  immedi- 
ately, on  the  relinquishment  of  one  position,  sought  out  another ;  and  ap- 
plied to  the  Canton  Company  for  a  suitable  lot,  on  which  to  build  a  Free 
Church.  His  request  was  readily  granted.  On  the  restoration  of  com- 
parative health,  he  has,  since  the  beginning  of  last  month,  commenced 
regular  Divine  service  in  that  advancing  and  improving  region  of  the  city: 
and  doubts  not,  if  the  Church  will  properly  sustain  him,  that,  under  the 
Divine  blessing,  he  will  yet  be  able  to  carry  out  the  great  object  of  his 
Mission.  In  addition  to  his  usual  duties,  he  extends  his  services  to  the  U. 
S.  Receiving  Ship,  under  the  kind  permission  of  Commodore  Ballard. 
And,  further,  he  has  to  express  his  high  obligations  to  the  Lutheran 
Church,  for  the  use  of  tlieir  Cbopel  on  the  Company's  grounds.

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEES  UXDER  CANON  OF  1850 


Mission  5*  Com m itUe, 

The  Committee  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  constituted 
under  the  canon  o(  ISbO,  aud  required,  among  other  things,  to  present  to 
each  annual  Conreotion  an  account  of  its  proceedings  and  of  the  receipt 
and  expenditures,  hereby  re^pect^ully  reports  accordingly, 

That  since  its  organization  on  15  June  last,  at  which  period  a  bilaBce 
of  $29  29  from  the  funds  of  the  late  Executive  Committee  woi  passed  into 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  Committee,  there  has  been  received  in  ill 
the  sum  of  {563  64.  Of  this,  Jl02  3o  was  the  proceeds  of  a  special  meet- 
ing in  behalf  of  Diocesan  Missions,  held  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Baltimore, 
•nd  of  a  collection  there  made  in  pursuance  of  a  resolution  of  this  Com- 
mittee on    13  December  last.     The  remainder,  fiz:  §461  29,  has  been

derifed  from  the  liberality  of  tweoty-nine  parishes  and  congregatioDs;  one 
parish  (St.  Paul*s»  Baltimore,)  having  contributed  $46  86t  and  three  coo* 
gregations  in  this  city,  (St.  Luke's,  Mt.  Calvary  and  St.  Andrews,)  having 
contributed  $108,  $35  50  and  $26  respectively.  The  remaining  twenty- 
five  parishes  and  congregations  have  together  made  up  the  balance  of 
$344  91.  being  an  average  of  $10  each,  nearly.  Could  even  this  average, 
meagre  as  it  is,  if  it  is  to  measure  the  estimation  in  which  the  members  of 
organized  churches  hold  for  others  the  privileges  which  they  enjoy  them* 
selves,  be  maintained  by  every  congregation  in  the  Diocese,  the  cause  of 
Missions  and  the  operations  of  th^  Committee  in  their  behalf  would  speedily 
wear  another  aspect. 

As  it  is.  the  operations,  which  have  been  carried  on  very  much  in  ac* 
cordance  with  the  policy  that  was  found  to  have  been  adopted  by  the 
former  Executive  Committee,  have  been  necessarily  and  painfully  limited. 

Only  five  stations  actually  receive  aid  from  this  source,  viz ;  St.  Jamea* 
Church,  Baltimore,  (colored);  the  Cecil  county  Mission,  supplied  from 
Elkton;  St.  Philip's  Church,  Prince  George  and  Anne  Arundel,  to  the  ex* 
tent  of  $100  each  for  the  year ;  the  Carroll  county  Mission,  supplied  from 
WestmiDSter,  to  the  extent  of  $50;  and  St.  Peter^s  Church,  Ellicott*f 
Mills,  to  the  extent  of  $150,  reckoning  from  15th  January  last,  with  a 
further  appropriation  of  $25  for  missionary  services  prior  to  that  date. 

Farther,  the  Committee  have  allowed  the  sum  of  $150  per  annum  to  a 
projected  Mission  in  Ascension  Parish,  Carroll  county,  to  take  effect  from 
the  date  of  actual  employment  of  the  missionary. 

Other  applications  of  great  interest  and  even  emergency,  the  Committee 
has  found  itself  reluctantly  forced  to  neglect  or  refuse ;  the  actual  sumt 
paid  out  for  the  objects  mentioned  leaving  in  the  treasury  as  of  this  date 
only  the  balance  of  $7  10.

Bible  and  Prayer-Book  CommilUe. 

The  Committee  beg  leave  to  report,  that  when  they  entered  on  their 
duties  at  the  beginning  of  the  late  conventional  year,  they  found  that  there 
neither  was  a  stock  of  books  nor  nioney  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  to 
procure  one.  They  have  since  received  some  small  sums  from  St.  Paol'tf 
St.  Peter's,  Grace  and  Trinity  Churches,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  which. 
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with  a  liberal  donatioD  from  an  individaal,  have  enabled  them  to  parchue 
and  pay  for  64  prayer  books,  60  bibles,  and  113  testaments;  bat  this  supply 
being  exhausted  by  distribation,  they  have  obtained  on  credit  from  the 
Bishop  White  Prayer  Book  Society  of  Philadelphia,  seven  hundred  and 
fifty  prayer  books  more,  the  greater  part  of  which  are  still  in  their  deposi- 
tory, to  be  given  out  on  suitable  applications.  The  sub<committee  aotbo^ 
ised  to  draw  orders  for  books,  are  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Atkinson,  Leakin  and 
Eillin.  The  Committee,  in  conclusion,  while  expressing  their  convictioo 
that  there  is  no  want  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  Diocese  on  the  subject 
committed  to  their  charge^  nor  of  willingness  to  manifest  that  interest  in 
a  practical  way,  but  that  its  apparent  neglect  proceeds  in  a  great  degree 
from  the  inconsiderable  amount  needed  from  the  various  parishes  to  keep 
their  operations  in  progress,  and  from  consequent  inattention  to  an  object 
apparently  so  minute, — ^while  acknowledging  this,  the  Committee  must  yet 
remind  the  Convention,  and  especially  the  clergy,  that  a  full  and  regular 
aupply  of  Bibles  and  Prayer  books  for  a  Diocese,  is  in  itself  not  a  slight  mat- 
ter; and  that  tliough  the  pecuniary  means  required  be  small,  yet  they  ought 
to  be  regularly  supplied  in  abundance  for  the  purpose.  They  will  there- 
fore venture  to  express  the  hope  that  each  parish  will  during  the  comiug 
year  appropriate  something  to  an  object  which  all  must  approve. 

The  balance  at  present  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  this 
Committee  is  but  841  67.

Book  and  Tract  Committee* 

The  Book  and  Tract  Committee  of  the  Diocese  of  Maryland,  in  con- 
formity with  the  canon  of  1850,  requiring  it  to  submit  to  each  annual  Con- 
vention  an  account  of  its  proceedings  and  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures, 
respectfully  reports. 

That  soon  after  its  organization,  namely  on  3  August  last,  circular  let- 
ters were  directed  to  be  addressed  to  the  Rectors  of  the  several  parishes  and 
congregations,  setting  forth  the  objects  of  the  Committee  and  reouestiug 
contributions.    So  far  the  receipts  have  been  but  $117  59.  9 

Such  a  sum  was  not  considered  sufficient  to  warrant  the  commencement 
of  a  series  of  publications,  which,  to  bef  efficient,  ought  to  be  both  system- 
atic and  regular.  And  the  Committee  has  therefore  been  obliged  to  con- 
tent itself  with  taking  order  for  determining  the  character  and  scope  of  its 
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futiire  pnblicitioDS,  and  the  choice  or  procurement  of  materials  for  the  samej 
As  there  have  been  no  expenditures  as  yet,  the  sum  of  receipts  abo? e 
qaoted  is  also  the  balance  in  hand  as  of  this  date.

Education  ChmmitUe* 

The  Education  Committee  of  this  Diocese,  constituted  under  the  canon 
of  1850,  entitled  **Of  the  Maintenance  and  Extension  of  Religious  Wor- 
ship and  Instruction/'  and  required  by  said  canon  to  gi?e  annually  to  the 
ConTention  an  account  of  their  proceedings,  respectfully  report  as  follows: 

That  in  conformity  with  a  call  made  under  sanction  of  the  Convention, 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  this  Committee  assembled  in  this  city  on  the 
15th  of  June  last,  and  co-operated  with  the  members  of  the  other  Com- 
mittees under  the  canon  aforesaid  in  a  joint  organization  which  seemed 
suitable  to  the  end  in  view ;  and  which,  while  it  leaves  each  Committee 
free  to  develop  its  own  sphere  of  activity,  provides  also  the  influence  of  a 
central  force  that  must  tend  to  harmonize  and  render  more  beneficent 
their  several  exertions. 

One  of  the  issues  of  such  an  organization,  was  the  suggestion  of  differ- 
ent periods  of  maturity  in  the  operations  of  the  respective  Committees,  ap- 
propriate to  their  different  applications  and  scope ;  in  so  far  conforming  to 
the  broad  line  of  distinction  which  appears  to  be  marked  in  the  aforesaid 
canon  itself  and  to  the  conditions  that  will  naturally  attend  its  practical 
execution  and  realization.  Thus,  the  two  first  named  Committees  under 
the  canon— that  of  Missions  and  of  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book— specially 
apply  to  religious  Worship;  while  the  two  last  named — the  Book  and  Tract 
and  the  Education  Committees,  particularly  belong  to  religious  Instntction ; 
and  thus  the  former,  intended  and  operating  in  furtherance  of  the  instinc- 
tive impulse  of  devotion  and  of  Divine  worship,  even  though  it  be  at  first 
ignorantly  offered,  must  ultimately  come  to  find  their  complement  in  the 
latter,  which  provide  means  that  tend  to  make  devotion  and  worship  intel- 
ligent and  educated. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  have  not,  up  to  this  time,  thought  it  prudent 
to  embarrass  the  probable  success  of  the  other  Committees,  which  seem  to 
have  a  natural  priority,  by  urgent  appeals  for  pecuniary  aid  among  the  par- 
Uhes  and  congregations  of  the  Diocese.  They  have  contented  themselves 
by  bringing  their  special  subject  before  the  Clergy  in  circular  letters,  which 
have  been  addressed  to  every  Rector. 
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It  is  truer  that  they  expected  more  fruit  than  has  been  yet  gathered,  from 
•Qch  a  forbeariDg  course;  and  the  smalluess  of  the  sum— nineteen  doilan 
and  forty-niue  cents,  being  all  the  monies  their  Treasurer  has  yet  receired 
—contributed  from  among  upwards  of  one  hundred  parishes  and  coogregi* 
tions  in  the  Diocese,  to  the  great  cause  of  Church  Education,  must  be  it- 
tributed  to  any  other  feeling  than  that  of  a  just  appreciation  of  the  object, 
or  policy  of  the  Committee. 

For  it  is  not  to  be  supposed,  otherwise  than  erroneously,  that  what  yoar 
Committee  have  done  or  delayed  doing,  has  been  founded  upon  any  lov 
estimate  of  the  importance  of  the  subject  committed  to  their  charge.  Oo 
the  contrary,  they  regard  it,  if  for  nothing  else,  for  the  diflfusiTeness  and 
continually  compounded  extent  of  Its  influence,  as  the  very  highest  of  the 
good  works  that  can  interest  any  lover  of  God  and  man. 

While,  for  instance,  the  aim  of  Missions  is  to  spread  a  knowledge  of 
Christianity  in  general  among  the  heathen,  the  inditferent  and  the  infidel; 
and  a  dissemination  of  the  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  together,  serves  to  iatro- 
dace  individuals  already  convinced  of  Christianity  into  the  true  fold  of  ihe 
Church— the  Divinely  appointed  depository  and  channel  of  grace;  aodtbe 
distribution  of  Church  books  and  tracts  furnishes  an  appetizing  and  whole- 
•ome  aliment  to  her  members;  the  special  object  of  Education  is  to  proTide 
for  the  little  children  whom  God  has  given  her,  and  for  whom  she  is  roora 
responsible,  therefore,  than  for  pagan,  heretic  or  schismatic,  and  in  rariog 
for  whom  she  performs  an  office, — the  most  gracious  and  gracefol  that 
humanity  knows ;  that  of  helping  the  innocent  in  their  own  right  and  the 
helpless.  All  the  other  objects  covered  by  the  Canon  aforesaid,  must  be 
attained  by  means  more  or  less  aggressive;  this  only  is  conservative  and  eoh 
inently  charitable. 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  in  this  connexion,  that  by  far  the  greater  put 
of  the  lapses  and  perversions  from  the  faith  of  the  Church,  which  hive 
taken  place,  have  occurred  just  among  those  who  were  brought  up  without 
the  benefit  of  that  early  training  of  body  and  soul,  of  mind  and  manoeHi 
which  your  Committtee  are  so  desirous  of  seeing  largely  afforded  in  thii 
Diocese.  If  it  be  said  that  in  laying  such  stress  on  their  early  training,  we 
are  leaning  too  much  on  the  strength  of  habit,  and  thus  detract  from  the 
influence  of  truth  and  the  omnipotence  of  Divine  grace;  that  we  would 
bring  in  a  race  of  formalists,  whose  religious  life  consists  in  doing  whet 
they  have  been  taught  and  accustomed  to  do,  and  no  more«and  for  no  other 
or  more  intelligent  impulse;  the  answer  is,  that  there  is  no  warrant  aoy 
where  for  an  end  without  the  means,  and  that,  unless  we  doubt  the  sonod- 
ness  of  our  own  principles,  we  are  bound,  by  all  and  every  means  unfrauda- 
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ent,  to  teach  tbem  to  mankiod  and  impress  tbem  so  as  to  be  iodelible. 
\.mong  such  means,  ^aZ>/^  is  the  strongest ;  manners  make  the  men.  As 
¥ell  fanatic  faitb  might  expect  a  miracle  to  justify  a  violation  of  physical 
aws  as  to  cover  up  a  neglect  of  these  psychological  laws  which  are  quite 
18  real,  quite  as  fixed,  only  more  obscure  or  fainter  understood. 

The  means  of  such  training,  then,  and  of  the  Education  your  Committee 
lesire  to  promote,  are  as  they  conceive,  to  be  found  as  follows,  and  in  th® 
Allowing  order: 

1st.  Parochial  Schools;  which  are  rightly  of  two  kinds.  The  firsti 
Parochial  Schools  of  Refuge,  as  they  may  be  termed;  where  orphans  of 
either  sex,  or  children  of  helpless  or  incompetent  parents, should  be  nurtured 
ind  taught  entirely  under  the  control  of  the  respective  Rectors  and 
Vestries.  Of  course,  this  is  not  the  place  for  discussing  the  details  of  such 
sstablishments;  but  in  connexion  with  their  canonical  relations,  it  may  be 
itated  that  the  number  of  children,  (it  subjects  for  such  nurture,  would  be 
to  each  congregation  in  this  Diocese,  as  at  present,  about  one  tenth  of  the 
aumber  of  Communicants.  Tlie  expenses  of  their  maintenance,  supposing 
;hem  taken  between  the  age  of  seven  and  fourteen  years,  exclusive  of  the 
returns  of  their  own  industry  but  inclusive  of  all  other  expenses,  may  be 
:aken  on  the  average  at  forty-five  dollars  a  year  a  piece.  According  to 
:he  known  results  in  establishments  analogous  (except  in  the  religious  ic« 
luences  that  might  be  invoked)  but  far  more  unfavorable  from  the  more 
advanced  age  and  greater  refractoriness  of  the  pupils,  fifty  per  cent,  of  boys 
lod  forty  percent,  of  the  girls  turn  out  estimable  members  of  society  after 
;wo  years*  average  pupillage.  Applying  these  proportions  to  the  existing 
lumber  in  Baltimore  city,  for  instance,  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars  per 
iDDom,  would  assure  the  probability  of  turning  out  annually,  after  the  first 
;wo  years,  ninety  christian  young  men  and  women,  fit  for  either  living  or 
lyitig;  instead  of  having  as  many  vagabonds,  snatching  a  precarious  living 
letween  want  and  crime  in  the  streets  and  alleys,  and  having  no  better 
)rospect  than  that  of  achieving  an  early  death,  violent  it  may  be, ignoble  most 
ikely,  certainly  hopeless.  Such  is  the  alternative  to  be  bought  off;  and 
ocb,  its  probable  cost. 

The  second  kind  of  Parochial  Schools,  which  are  of  universal  applicabiU 
ty,  urban  and  rural,  while  the  former  manifestly  find  their  scope  only  in 
irger  towns  and  cities,  are  day  schools;  wliere  religious,  literary  and  io« 
ustrial  teachings  could  be  alTorded  gratis  or  at  some  low  rate.  The  prob- 
ble  Dumber  of  subjects  for  schools  of  this  kind,  would  be  nearly  one  fourth 
f  the  Communicants  in  each  congregation.    The  expense  of  their  tuitioDi 
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exclusive  and  inclusive  as  before,  would  be  about  twelve  dollara  per  anniim. 
The  control  here,  as  before,  would  be  with  the  Rector  and  Vestrj. 

It  will  hardly  be  said,  except  unreflectedly,  that  the  aim  of  establishnieDts 
1  ke  these  can  be  met  in  part  by  the  present  system  of  secular  Pablic 
Schools  authorized,  and  more  or  less  in  operation,  in  this  State.  To  toy 
who  may  say  so,  the  answer  seems  sufficient  that  the  Public  Schools,  with* 
out  further  reference  to  their  merits  or  demerits^  are  by  no  means  nurseries 
for  the  Church  in  either  theory  or  practice.  In  the  last  great  day  when 
those  who  have  been  concerned  in  the  management  of  the  Church  in  this 
Piocese,  will  have  to  render  an  account,  it  will  certainty  not  be  to  the 
Public  Schools  of  Maryland,  that  they  will  point  as  among  their  jevirels; 
though  they  may  be  held  to  a  sore  responsibility  for  not  having  struggled 
to  provide  a  better  succedaneum. 

2d.  Secondary  Schools,  which  should  provide  for  a  known  and  exteo- 
sive  want  in  this  Diocese,  in  there  being  no  boarding-schools  where  a  suffi- 
cient academical  education  for  many  respectable  stations  in  life,  cbd  be 
procured  at  a  small  annual  expense.  Two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per 
annum  (which,  when  the  actual  extras,  left  in  deep  shadow  in  ordinary 
prospectuses,  come  to  emerge,)  is  perhaps  the  lowest  ftnown,  is  a  consiilera- 
ble  sum :  and  one,  very  often,  beyond  the  reach  of  divers  who  could  &cd 
would  afford  two-fifths  of  it.  A  Secondary  School,  where  for  one  hundred 
dollars  a  year,  a  boy  or  girl  could  be  boarded  to  obtain  a  sound  religiou^ 
education  end  classics  and  aesthetics  enough  to  display  the  bent  of  themlDd 
if  it  is  decided  or  to  be  forgotten  if  it  is  not,  would  be  accepted  as  a  great 
boon,  and  largely  patronized  among  our  Diocesan  establishments. 

3d.  Academies  AND  Colleges.  Of  these,  the  Diocese  already  has  the 
foundations  sufficiently  strong  to  admit  of  being  built  upon  to  any  reasooa- 
ble  or  even  required  extent.  And  they  are  all*  if  is  believed,  in  such  good 
hands  as  to  free  your  Committee  from  anxiety  or  the  necessity,  eveu,  as 
yet  of  offering  suggestions  in  regard  to  them.  A  plan  for  the  endowment  of 
perpetual  scholarships  in  these  institutions  will  probably  be  among  the  mat- 
ters reported  next  year. 

In  an  endeavour  to  forward  means  of  education,  such  as  have  been  thus 
briefly  indicated,  the  chief  solicitude  and  effort  should  be  directed  at  present 
in  behalf  of  Parochial  day-schools  and  a  Secondary  school  for  boys. 

In  respect  to  this  last,  a  smoll  endowment,  equivalent  to  the  reut  of  a 
suitable  site  and  building,  would  be  enough  to  assure  its  immediate  estab- 
lishment. Nor  need  this  endowment  be  perpetual.  There  is  no  doubt  but 
that  with  a  certain  amount  of  patronage,  an  institution  upon  the  terms 
mentioned,  would  become  self-supporting. 
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In  respect  to  the  former,  it  is  the  purpose  of  yoor  Committee  in  the 
looree  of  the  eosuing  year  to  malce  a  hearty  and  vigorous  appeal  to  the 
{ood-will  and  seose  of  duty  of  their  fellow  churchmea.  Uolike  schools  of 
i  higher  grade,  this  kind  needs  no  endowment,  but  only  small  annua!  en- 
Bouragement;  and  as  its  usefulness  and  applicability  are  of  very  great  ex- 
tent, so  also  ought  to  be  the  field  of  its  resources.  These  resources  are 
priocipally  found  in  the  congregations  where  the  schools  respectively  be« 
long;  but  yet  it  is  well  known,  that  in  many  congregations  it  will  be  the 
•ffer  of  or  reliance  upon  a  certain  sum,  sometimes  very  small,  that  may 
stimulate  or  assure  the  inception  of  such  an  enterprise.  It  is  in  occasions 
like  these  that  your  committee  have  chiefly  to  be  useful.  And  could  they  . 
Iiave  at  any  time  the  disposal  of  an  annual  fund  equal  to  a  contribution  of 
one  cent  a  week  from  each  communicant,  they  would  guarantee  the  erec- 
tion in  less  than  twelve  months  of  parish  day-schools  throughout  this  Oio- 
Bese;  wherein  not  less  than  one  thousand  pupils  would  be  daily  receiving 
lessons  fitting  them  for  an  honest  life  here  and  a  happy  one  hereafter.

SxcTioif  3.  Thb  letter  shall  not  affect  a  Clergyman's  Caoonical  resi- 
dence, until*  after  having  beea  presented  according  to  its  address,  it  shall 
\uLwe  been  accepted,  and  notification  of  such  acceptance  given  to  the 
KOtbority  whence  it  proceeded.  The  residence  of  the  Clergyman  so  trans* 
ferredf  shall  date  from  the  acceptance  of  his  letter  of  transfer.  If  not 
presented  within  three  months  after  its  date,  it  may  be  considered  as  void* 
by  the  authority  whence  it  proceeded :  and  shall  be  so  considered,  unless 
it  be  presented  within  six  months. 

Section  4.  No  Clergyman  removing  from  one  Diocese  or  Missionary 
district  to  another,  shall  officiate  as  the  Rector, statedMinister,  or  Assistant 
Minister  of  any  Parish  or  Congregation  of  the  Diocese  or  district  to  which 

M 

lie  removes,  until  he  shall  have  presented  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority 
of  the  same,  a  Testimonial  as  above  described^  and  shall  have  obtained 
from  said  Ecclesiastical  authority  a  certificate  in  the  words  following : 

*'  I  hereby  certify,  that  the  Rev.  A.  B.  has  been  canonically  transferred 
to  my  jurisdiction,  and  is  a  Clergyman  in  regular  standing.'* 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  Clergymen^  except  Professors 
in  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  Officers  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 
and  Chaplains  in  the  Army  and  Navy,  to  obtain  and  present  letters  of 
transfer,  as  above  described,  whenever  they  remove  from  one  Diocese  or 
Missionary  district  to  another,  and  remain  therein  for  the  space  of  six 
months. 

Section  6.  No  Clergyman  shall  officiate  transiently  in  a  vacant  Parish, 
or  in  one  the  Rector  or  Minister  of  which  is  sick  or  absent,  unless  the 
Wardens  or  Vestry  are  satisfied  he  is  at  the  time  a  Clergyman  in  good 
and  regular  standing.  When  from  another  Diocese,  letters  commendatory 
from  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  thereof  may  be  required. 

Section  7.    Canon  V.  of  1844  is  hereby  repealed.

CANON  I. 

Of  the  Abandonment  of  the   Communion  of  the  Church   by  any  Bishop, 

Priest,  or  Deacon. 

In  all  cases  where  a  Bishop,  Presbyter,  or  Deacon  of  this  Charch, 
without  availing  himself  of  the  provisions  of  Canons  II.  and  V.  of  1850, 
has  abandoned  her  Communion  or  shall  hereafter  abandon  it,  either  by  ao 
open  renunciation  of  the  Doctrines,  Discipline  and  Worship  of  this 
Church,  or  by  a  formal  admission  into  any  religious  body  not  in  Commo* 
nion  with  the  same :  such  Bishop,  Presbyter,  or  Deacon  shall  be  held,  ipu 
factOj  as  deposed  to  all  intents  and  purposes;  and  shall  thereupon  be  pro- 
nounced deposed  ;  if  a  Presbyter  or  Deacon,  by  the  Bishop  having  jorii- 
diction,  with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee;  and  if  a  Bishop,  by 
the  Presiding  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  majority  of  the  Membenof 
the  House  of  Bishops.  And  notice  of  such  deposition  shall  be  given  ai  in 
like  cases. 

CANON  II. 

Of  Uie  Abandonment  of  the  Communion  of  the  Church  by  a  Presbyter  of 

Deacon, 

m 

In  any  proceedings  against  n  Presbyter  or  Deacon  under  Canon  I.  of 
1853  by  his  Bishop,  whenever  the  abandonment  charged  shall  not  be  eti- 
denced  by  writing  signed  by  the  party,  he  shall  have  three  months*  notice, 
to  be  given  in  such  manner  as  mny  be  prescribed  by  the  Bishop,  that  his 
deposition  will  be  pronounced  unless  cause  be  shown  to  the  contrary. 

CANON  III. 

Of  Bishojjs  Absent  from  their  Dioceses  because  of  Sickness^  or  other  suffi- 
cient reason* 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Bishop  of  a  Diocese,  who  is  about  to  leave,  or 
has  left  his  Diocese,  with  the  intention  of  going  out  of  the  limits  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  remaining  out  of  his   Diocese  for  the  space  of  three 
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calendar  months,  although  without  leaving  the  United  States,  to  authorize 
by  writing  under  his  hand  and  seal,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  or  should  there 
be  none,  the  Standing  Committee  of  such  Diocese,  to  act  as  the  Ecclesias- 
tical authority'thereof.  The  Assistant  Bishop  or  Standing  Comnr.ittee  so 
authorized,  shall  thereupon  become  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  such 
Diocese,  to  all  intents  and  purposes  until  such  writing  shall  be  revoked  or 
the  Bi.shop  shall  return  within  the  Diocese:  Provided^  that  nothing  in  this 
Canon  shall  be  so  construed,  as  to  prevent  any  Bishop  who  may  have  signed 
such  writing  from  exercising  his  jurisdiction  himself,  so  far  as  the  same 
may  be  practicable,  during  his  absence  from  his  Diocese,  or  from  permit- 
ting and  authorizing  any  other  Bishop  to  perform  Episcopal  Offices  for 
him. 

CANON  IV. 
Of  a  Registrar  of  the  General  Convention. 

Section  I.  The  Journals,  files,  papers,  reports  and  other  documents, 
which,  under  the  canon  '*  Of  securing  an  Accurate  View  of  the  State  of 
the  Church,"  or  in  any  other  manner,  shall  become  the  property  of  either 
House  of  the  General  Convention  of  this  Church,  shall  be  committed  to 
the  keeping  of  a  presbyter,  to  be  elected  by  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies  upon  nomination  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  wl^o  shall  be  known 
as  the  Registrar  of  the  General  Convention. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Registrar  to  procure  all 
soch  journals,  files,  papers,  reports  and  other  documents  now  in  existence; 
to  arrange,  label,  file,  index  and  otherwise  put  in  order  and  provide  for  the 
safe  keeping  of  the  same,  and  of  all  such  others  as  may  hereafter  come 
into  his  possession,  in  6repoof  box  or  boxes,  in  some  safe  and  accessible 
place  of  deposit;  and  to  hold  the  same  under  such  regulations  and  restric- 
tions as  the  General  Convention  may  from  time  to  time  provide. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Registrar  to  procure  a 
proper  and  sufficient  book  of  record,  and  to  enter  therein  a  record  of  the 
Consecrations  of  all  the  Bishops  of  this  Church,  designating  accurately  the 
time  and  place  of  the  same,  with  the  names  of  the  consecrating  Bishops 
and  of  others  present  and  assisting;  to  have  the  same  authenticated  in  the 
.fullest  manner  now  practicable;  and  to  take  care  for  the  similar  record 
and  authentication  of  all  future  Consecrations  in  this  Church. 

Section  4.  The  expenses  necessary  for  the  purposes  contemplated  by 
this  Canon,  shall  be  provided  for  by  vote  of  the  General  Convention,  and 
defrayed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  same. 
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CANON  V. 

Of  the  Ordination  of  Deacons. 

[Former  Canons  on  this  subject  were  the  sixth  of  1844,  and  the  fifth  of  1847.] 

Section  1.  Every  person  hereafter  to  be  ordained  Deacon  in  thii 
Church,  shall  be  examioed  by  the  Bishop  and  two  Presbyters,  whose  doty 
it  shall  be  to  ascertain  that  he  is  well  acquainted  yi'ith  the  Holy  Scriptora 
and  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer;  and  who  shall  inquire  into  his  fitnes 
for  the  ministrations  declared  in  the  Ordinal  to  appertain  to  the  Office  of 
a  Deacon,  and  be  satisfied  thereof. 

Section  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  such  examination,  until  h« 
•hall  have  presented  to  the  Bishop  the  certificate  from  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, required  by  Section  2  of  the  Canon  **  Of  Candidates  for  Orders;*' 
•hall  have  remained  a  Candidate  for  Orders  at  least  one  year  from  the  dtte 
of  such  certificate ;  and  shall  have  presented  to  the  Bishop  a  testimooid 
from  at  least  one  Rector  of  a  Parish,  also  of  the  Wardens  and  VestrymsD 
of  the  Parish  to  which  he  belongs,  signifying  a  belief  that  he  is  well 
qualified  to  minister  in  the  office  of  a  Deacon,  to  the  glory  of  God  and 
the  edification  of  the  Church. 

Section  3.  No  Deacon  shall  be  settled  over  a  Parish  or  Congregation* 
until  he  shall  have  satisfactorily  passed  the  three  examinations  prescribed  in 
the  Canon  •*  Of  the  Preparatory  Exercises  of  a  Candidate  for  Priest's  Or- 
ders ;**  he  shall  not  officiate  in  any  Parish  or  Congregation,  without  the  ex- 
press consent  of  the  Rector  for  the  time  being,  where  there  is  a  Rector; 
nor,  in  any  case,  without  the  assent  of  the  Bishop:  and  when  officiating 
in  the  Parish  or  Congregation  of  a  Rector,  he  shall  be  entirely  subject  to 
the  direction  of  such  Rector  in  all  his  ministrations. 

Section  4.  No  Deacon  who  shall  not  have  passed  the  examination 
prescribed  in  the  Canon  **  Of  the  Preparatory  Exercises  of  a  Candidate 
for  Priest's  Orders**  shall  be  transferred  to  another  Diocese,  without  the 
written  request  of  the  Bishop  to  whose  jurisdiction  he  is  to  be  transferred.

Section  1.  Every  person  who  desires  to  become  a  Candidate  for  Or- 
'n  io  this  Church,  shall,  in  the  first  instance,  give  notice  of  his  intention 

t^e  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  wliich  he  intends  to  apply,  or,  if  there  be 
'  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee;  in  which  notice  he  shall  declare 
'tether  he  has  ever  applied  for  admission  as  a  Candidnte  in  any  other 
^cese.  No  person,  who  has  previously  applied  for  admission  as  a  Can- 
'^te  in  any  Diocese,  and  has  been  refused  admission,  or  having  been  ad- 
^^ed  has  afterwards  ceased  to  be  a  Candidate,  shall  be  admitted  as  a  Caa-

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CANON  VIII. 
Of  the  Preparatory  Exercises  of  a  Candidate  for  Priest" s  Orders. 

Skction  1.  There  shall  be  assigned  to  every  Candidate  for  Priest's  0^ 
ders  three  different  examinations,  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  Bishop  to 
whom  be  applies  for  orders  shall  appoint.  The  examination  shall  take 
place  in  the  presence  of  the  Bishop  and  two  or  more  Presbyters,  on  tlie 
following  studies  prescribed  by  the  Canons,  and  by  the  course  of  stodj 
established  by  the  House  of  Bishops.  At  the  first  examination,  on  tbe 
bool(s  of  Scripture,  the  Candidate  being  required  to  give  ao  accoontoftiie 
different  books,  and  to  translate  from  the  original  Greek  and  Hebrew,  ud 
to  explain  such  passages  as  may  be  proposed  to  him.  At  the  second  exio* 
ioation,  on  the  Evidences  of  Christianity  and  Systematic  Divinity.  kA 
at  the  last  examination,  on  Church  History,  Ecclesiastical  Polity,  tbe  Book 
of  Common  Prayer,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  ud 
of  the  Diocese  for  which  he  is  to  be  ordained.  In  the  choice  of  books od 
the  above  subjects  the  Candidate  is  to  be  guided  by  tbe  course  of  stody 
established  by  the  House  of  Bishops.  At  each  of  the  foreiuentioned  exin* 
inations  he  shall  produce  and  read  a  sermon  or  discourse  composed  by 
himself,  on  some  passage  of  Scripture  previously  assigned  bira,  which, to> 
gether  with  two  other  sermons,  or  discourses  on  some  passage  of  Scrip- 
ture selected  by  himself,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  criticisms  of  the  Bishops 
and  Clergy  present.  And  before  his  ordination^  be  shall  be  required  to 
perform  such  exercises  in  reading  in  the  presence  of  tbe  Bishop  and  Cle^ 
gy,  as  may  enable  them  to  give  him  such  advice  and  instructions  as  mj 
aid  him  in  performing  the  service  of  the  Church,  and  delivering  bis  M^ 
mons  with  propriety  and  devotion.  But  such  examinations  may  take  pliM 
either  before  or  after  the  admission  of  the  Candidate  to  Deacon's  Orden; 
provided  that  nothing  in  this  Canon  shall  be  construed  to  extend  to  uj 
person  now  in  Deacon's  Orders. 

Section  2.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  some  of  his  Presbyters  to  cob* 
duct  the  above  examinations;  and  a  Certificate  from  these  Presbyters, tbit 
the  prescribed  examinations  have  been  held  accordingly  and  satisfactioo 
given,  shall  be  required  of  the  Candidate;  provided  that,  in  this  case,  the 
Candidate  shall,  before  his  Ordination,  be  examined  by  the  Bishop  and  two 
or  more  Presbyters  on  the  above  named  studies. 

Section  3.  in  a  Diocese  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Com-

This  being  the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Annual 
'Onyention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Maryland; 
nd  due  notice  having  been  given;  by  order  of  the  Bishop;  of  the 
lace  of  meeting;  a  number  of  the  Clergy  and  Laity  assembled  at 

o'clock;  A.  M.;  in  St.  Peter's  Church. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  William  HodgeS;  assisted 
y  the  Rev.  Dr.  Van  Eleeck;  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York; 
ecretary  and  General  Agent  of  the  Domestic  Committee  of  Mis- 
ons; — the  Bishop  reading  the  Ante-Commmunion  Service. 

The  Convention  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Mor- 
ton; after  which  the  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the 
^isbop;  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Wyatt;  Rev.  J.  A.  McKenney; 
Od  the  Rev.  Dr.  McJihon. 

The  Bishop  took  the  Chair  and  called  the  Convention  to  order. 

The  list  of  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the  last  Convention;  was 
illed  over;  when  forty-four  answered  to  their  names. 

Forty  Lay  Delegates  presented  their  testimonials  and  signed  the 
edamdon  required  by  the  second  article  of  the  Constitution. 

The  Chair  announced  that  a  quorum  was  jvesent. 
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On  motion  the  Convention  proceeded  to  the  election  of  a  Secre- 
tary ;  whereupon;  on  motion^  the  ballot  was  dispensed  with.  Dr. 
Hervey  Coiburn  was  nominated  and  by  a  viva  voce  vote^  declared 
to  be  unanimously  re-elected. 

Dr.  Jno.  Henry  Alexander  was  re-appointed  Assistant  Secretaiy.

'he  reasons  of  my  absence  from  the  last  Convention  are  too 

known  to  need  recapitulation.    Allow  me  to  embrace  this 

opportunity  of  expressing  my  deep  sense  of  the  kindness 
vn  me,  both  then  and  at  the  Convention  of  the  year  before. 
!  expressions  of  undiminished  confidence  and  warm  affection, 

which  those  bodies  thought  fit  to  comfort  an  absent  invalid, 
\  doubly  gratifying,  because  bestowed  voluntarily,  unexpect- 
,  and,  in  the  last  instance,  on  a  far  distant  and  silent  man. 
he  release  from  obligation  to  residence  and  duty,  so  far  ajs  de- 
led on  the  vote  of  the  Convention,  enabled  me  to  comply 

the  advice  of  my  physicians,  and  seek  the  restoration  of 
ih  in  foreign  climates  and  the  vicissitudes  of  travel;  for  which 
unsolicited  munificence  of  a  few  friends  at  the  same  time 
ished  me  with  the  means.  Called  back,  almost  at  the  outset 
\y  first  journey,  by  official  duties  of  the  most  pressing  exi- 
jy  I  was  compelled,  after  an  ineffectual  trial  to  resume  my 
*8an  work,  again  to  succumb  to  disease,  and  leave  the  coun- 

Even  then,  the  important  duties  devolving  on  the  House  of 
ops  in  September  and  October  last,  required  my  return  before 
full  measure  of  benefit  desired  and  hoped  for,  bad  been  rea- 
1.     I  came  back  but  partly  restored  to  ability  for  official  duty ; 
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and  have  had  the  mortification /through  the  whole  course  of  the 
autumnal  and  winter  monthB^  to  find  myself  broken  down  almost 
immediately  on  any  attempt  to  resume  my  wonted  course  of  pub- 
lic ministry.  Three  times  a  total  loss  of  voice^  of  greater  or  less 
duration,  ensued  upon  such  attempts.  Thus  warned,  it  was  not 
until  late  in  the  Spring  that  I  could  venture  the  announcement  of 
Visitations;  which  might  otherwise  have  resulted  in  embarrasdo; 
disappointmentB,  productive  of  more  injury  than  a  prolongatioii 
of  their  postponement. 

I  make  this  statement;  however  reluctant  to  occupy  you  with 
merely  personal  considerations^  because  reasons  of  a  dififerent  na- 
ture have  been  assigned  for  my  comparative  confinement  to  the 
city  of  Baltimore  this  winter  and  spring.  They  are  whoDy  er- 
roneous and  unfounded.  I  have  not  remained  in  the  city  a  daj 
under  any  other  consideration  than  those  arising  firom  the  state  of 
my  health;  which  hindered  me  firom  giving  the  required  canonical 
notice  of  appointments  that  I  had  no  reasonable  hope  of  being  able 
to  fulfil. 

But  although  your  bishop  may  have  been  spending  the  last  two 
Conventional  years  in  comparative  inactivity,  the  great  kindneas 
of  several  of  his  brethren  in  office,  has  saved  the  diocese  from  ex- 
periencing any  considerable  lack  of  service  on  that  account.  .  The 
promptly  volunteered  services  of  my  most  kind  and  true  friend, 
the  late  Bishop  of  Rhode  Island,  who  literally  spent  his  life  in 
ministering  to  the  diocese  which  he  had  so  long  adorned  and  ad- 
vanced, as  one  of  its  chief  presbyters; — ^the  equally  promptly  and 
freely  offered,  and  most  effectively  rendered,  labors  of  the  Bishop 
of  Illinois,  for  whose  fulness  of  brotherly  kindness  and  considerate 
forwardness  to  work,  in  season  and  out  of  season,  I  can  never  be 
sufiiciently  grateful ;  and  the  timely,  at  first  accidental,  and  after- 
ward gladly  accepted  and  most  usefully  bestowed,  aid  of  Bishop 
Southgate,  have  supplied  the  diocese,  for  the  past  two  years,  with 
very  nearly  its  full  wonted  measure  of  Episcopal  ministrations, 
an(l,  under  the  blessing  of  God,  kept  it  in  the  condition  which  ap- 
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pears  in  the  report  on  the  state  of  the  Church  in  the  last  Gene- 
ral Convention,  and  will  appear  more  fully,  as  I  trust,  in  the  paro- 
chial and  other  reports  to  be  received  in  this. 

Of  the  labors  of  the  lamented  Bishop  of  Rhode  Island,  his  sud- 
den decease  deprived  us  of  any  record.  They  extended  to  por- 
tions of  Baltimore,  Harford,  Frederick  and  Montgomery  counties, 
and  of  the  District  of  Columbia.  The  visitations  of  Bishop 
Soutbgate,  and  of  the  Bishop  of  Illinois,  preceding  the  last  Dio- 
cesan Convention,  were  fully  reported  to  that  body  and  spread 
upon  its  journal.  The  report  of  the  Bishop  of  Illinois  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  of  his  services  in  the  months  of  May  and 
July,  1853,  received  by  me  from  the  President  of  the  Standing 
Committee  on  the  20th  of  September,  I  now  submit  to  the  Con- 
vention, together  with  the  similar  report  of  Bishop  Southgate,  ad- 
dressed  to  me  and  received  this  day.

Every  person  hereafter  to  be  ordained  Deacon  in  thk 
Church,  shoU  be  examined  by  the  Bishop  and  two  Presbyters,  whose  doty 
it  shall  be  to  ascertain  that  he  is  well  acquainted  )¥ith  the  Holy  ScriptBRi 
and  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer;  and  who  shall  inquire  into  his  fitnw 
for  the  ministrations  declared  in  the  Ordinal  to  appertain  to  the  Office  of 
a  Deacon,  and  be  satisfied  thereof.

in  the  Parish  or  Congregation  of  a  Rector,  he  shall  be  entirely  subject  to 
the  direction  of  such  Rector  in  nil  his  ministrations. 

Section  4.  No  Deacon  who  shall  not  have  passed  the  exsmioitioo 
prescribed  in  the  Canon  **  Of  the  Preparatory  Exercises  of  a  Caodidit' 
for  Priest's  Orders"  shall  be  transferred  to  another  Diocese,  witlioottbi 
written  request  of  the  Bishop  to  whose  jurisdiction  he  is  to  be  traosferred.

on  presentation  by  the  Rev.  J.  Campbell  White;  and  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Lynch  Greene,  deacon,  was  ordained  to  the  Priesthood, 
on  presentation  by  the  Rev.  Alfred  A.  Miller  ;  and  in  St.  An- 
drew's Church,  Baltimore,  on  the  nineteenth  Sunday  after  Trini- 
ty, October  2d,  1853,  when  James  Preston  Fugitt  was  adhiitted 
to  the  Hoi}'  Order  of  Deacons,  on  presentation  by  the  Rev.  Horace 
Stringfellow,  Jr.  On  this  last  occasion,  the  Rev.  *Emest  Haw- 
kins, Secretary  of  the  Venerable  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  the 
Gospel  in  Foreign  Parts,  did  me,  and  the  other  brethren  assembled, 
the  highly  prized  favour  of  officiating  as  the  preacher. 

Pive  Deacons  and  six  Priests  have  thus  been  admitted  to  their 
respective  orders.    Thomas  Quinan  and  Francis  Asbury  Baker, 
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late  Presbyters  of  this  Church,  having  renounced  its  ministry  boi 
ibrsaken  its  communion,  Mr.  Quinan,  for  that  of  the  Prerfyyto- 
■rians,  and  Mr.  Baicer,  for  that  of  the  Romanists,  were  solemnlj 
deposed  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Baltimore,  on  the  twenty-sixth 
Sunday  after  Trinity,  November  20th,  1853. 

From  other  dioceses  I  have  received  notice  of  the  deporitioQ  of 
Frederick  W.  Pollard,  late  Presbyter,  fVom  the  Bishop  of  Mafl» 
chusetts  ;  of  the  deposition  of  Norman  C.  Stoughton,  and  of  tin 
degradation  of  William  F.  Walker,  late  Presbyters,  from  the  Pro- 
visional Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  New  York  ;  of  the  disfdacemoit 
of  D wight  E.  Lyman,  late  Presbyter,  from  the  Bishop  of  Penn- 
sylvania ;  of  the  deposition  of  Wm.  C.  Lewis,  late  Deacon,  fioi 
the  Bishop  of  Kentucky ;  and  of  the  deposition  of  Robert  G. 
Hays,  late  Deacon,  from  the  Bishop  of  Mississippi. 

Besides  the  cases  of  discipline,  the  clergy  list  in  our  Diocese  faai 
been  diminished  in  the  last  two  years,  by  the  lamented  deaths  of 
three  of  our  brethren  ;  the  Rev.  John  Claxton  in  the  decline  of 
life,  after  disability  from  disease  had  for  some  time  compelled  the 
relinquishment  of  the  exercise  of  the  ministry  ;  and  two^  the  Rev. 
Richard  S.  Killen,  and  the  Rev.  Henry  J.  Windsor,  deacon,  in 
the  very  prime  of  their  vigour  and  in  the  promise  of  much  fliture 
usefulness  in  their  diligent  and  fruitful  labors.  The  removals  fiom 
the  Diocese  have  been:  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Atkinson,  D.  D., 
by  his  election  and  consecration  to  tiie  Bishopric  of  North  Caro- 
lina ;  of  the  Rev.  James  W.  Stewart,  the  Rev.  Samuel  C.  Davis, 
and  the  Rev.  Wm.

N.  Pendleton,  and 
the  Rev.  David  Caldwell,  to  the  Diocese  of  Virginia ;  of  the  Re?. 
William  H.  Clarke,  the  Rev.  Anthony  Ten  Broeck,  the  Re?. 
Alexander  J.  Berger,  and  the  Rev.  Hanson  T.  Wilcoxon,  to  the 
Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  ;  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  R.  B.  Trader,  and 
the  Rev.  Richard  B.  Shindler,  to  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky  ;  of  the 
Rev.  Asa  S.  Colton,  to  the  Diocese  of  Delaware ;  and  of  the  Re?. 
William  G.  Jackson,  and  the  Rev.  Henry  F.  Greene,  to  the  Dio-

The  Rev.  George  L.  Mackenheimer,  has  resigned  the  Rector- 
ship of  Queen  Anne  Parish^  Prince  George  county^  and  has  been 
chosen  Rector  of  St.  Thomas's  Parish^  Hancock^  and  St.  An- 
drew's Church,  Clear  Spring,  Washington  county.  The  Rev. 
LeoDard  H.  Johns  has  removed  from  Cumberland  to  Baltimore* 
where  be  is  Principal  of  a  Classical  Academy,  and  rendering 
occasional  assistance  to  his  brethren.  The  Rev.  Clement  F. 
Jones,  D.  D.,  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  Chester  Parish,  and 
as  I  am  informed,  accepted  that  of  St.  Paul's  Parish,  Kent  coun- 
ty. The  Rev.  Thomas  J.  Wyatt  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of 
Ascension  Parish,  Carroll  county.  The  Rev.  Charles  E.  Pleas- 
ants is  now  residing  in  Washington  city.  The  Rev.  Alfred  A. 
Miller  has  resigned  the  Rectorship  of  Mount  Calvary  Church, 
Baltimore,  on  account  of  ill  health,  and  has  been  spending  the 
winter  in  the  diocese  of  Florida,  latterly  in  the  regular  exercise  of 
his  ministry. 

The  Rev.  James  Stephenson  having  resigned  the  Rectorship  of 
St.  Peter's  Church,  EUicott's  Mills,  and  accepted  an  appointment 
as  City  Missionary  of  the  North-Eastern  District  in  Baltimore,  has 
also  recently  resigned  (he  latter  station. 

The  Rev.  Enoch  Bayley  has  removed  his  residence  from  Vienna 
to  Baltimore,  where  he  is  still  engaged  in  teaching ;  and  the  Rev. 
J.  Campbell  White  has  resigned  the  assistant  ministership  of  Grace 
Church,  Baltimore,  but  is  still  resident,  and  occasionally  officiating 
in  that  city. 

The  sum  of  this  Clergy  List  exceeds,  by  one,  that  of  the  list 
printed  with  the  journal  of  last  year  :  namely,  one  hundred  and 
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ttcenty-eight  in  all ;  one  Bishop^  one  hundred  and  twenif-mit 
PresbyterSj  and  six  Deacons. 

Beside  these^  the  Rev.  Enoch  Reed^  Deacon^  of  the  Diocese  of 
New  Jersey^  and  the  Rev.  James  Trimble,  Deacon,  of  the  Dio- 
cese of  Ohio,  are  officiating ;  the  first  as  Rector  elect  of  Sl 
Stefdien's  Church,  the  other  as  Assistant  Minister  of  the  Churck 
of  the  Ascension,  in  Baltimore;  but  are  not  yet  canonically  ooe* 
nected  with  this  diocese.  The  Rev.  Cornelias  E.  Swope,  of  the 
Diocese  of  Illinois,  has  been  invited  to  Mount  Calvary  Church  in 
Baltimore;  and  the  Rev.  John  F.  Phillips,  of  the  Diocese  ci  Nev 
Jersey,  to  St.  Mary's  Parish,  St.  Mary's  county ;  but  th«r  lelteo 
of  transfer  have  not  yet  been  received. 

The  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  built  by  the  Parish  of  that  name, 
in  the  city  of  Washington,  having  at  last,  by  long  and  peneveriog 
eflbrt  on  the  part  of  its  indefatigable  Rector,  and  attached  and  uni- 
ted people,  been  freed  from  the  debt  incurred  in  its  erection,  w« 
solemnly  consecrated  to  the  service  of  Almighty  Grod  by  me,  on 
Thursday  in  WhitBun  week,  June  3d,  1852.  The  conaecratioiii 
of  Ascension  Church  in  the  same  city;  of  St.  John's  Church  in 
Great  Cboptank  Parish,  and  Trinity  Church  in  Dorchester  Parish, 
Dorchester  county ;  of  Spesutia  Church  in  St.  George's  P&rish, 
Harford  county ;  and  of  the  Chapel  of  St.  James  the  Less,  in  St. 
James's  Parish,  Anne  Arundel  county,  have  already  been  re- 
ported by  the  Bishop  of  Illinois,  among  his  acts.  Mount  Cabaij 
Church,  and  St.  James's  (First  African)  Church,  in  the  ci^  of 
Baltimore,  having  each  been  enlarged  to  nearly  double  its  ibrmer 
capacity,  and,  in  other  respects,  greatly  improved  and  beautified, 
were  solemnly  dedicated,  with  the  use  of  the  Office  set  forth  lor 
that  purpose  in  this  diocese;  the  former  on  Thursday,  December 
18th,  1853,  the  latter  on  the  third  Sunday  in  Lent,  March  19th, 
1854. 

There  are  yet  sixteen  Churches,  in  various  parts  of  the  diocese, 
awaiting  consecration ;  either  because  not  yet  freed  firom  debt,  or 
because  still  in  various  stages  of  progress  towards  completion. 
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Bat  one  insdtution  by  me  has  taken  place  since  my  last  re- 
port^— that  of  the  Rey.  James  H.  Morrison^  into  the  Rectorship  of 
St.  Peter's  Churchy  Baltimore.  t 

Of  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  diocese^  I  prefer,  on  this 
occasioQ,  that  the  Convention  should  draw  its  own  conclusions 
from  the  details  now  submitted,  and  firom  the  other  sources  of  in« 
fbonation  that  will  be  before  it.  Your  Bishop  claims  only  to  have 
striven  honestly,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  ability,  in  fulfil- 
ment of  his  <Ace,  to  carry  out  the  laws  by  which  he,  equally  with 
yoo  ail,  is  bounden,  and  which  he  has  been  chosen  and  solemnly 
nrora  to  administer  with  impartial  faithfulness.    * 

With  earnest  prayer,  that  the  BlessedMSiver  of  all  true  wisdom 
may  so  guide  your  counsels  that  they  may  advance  the  glory  of 
His  great  Name,  and  the  interests  of  the  Gospel  and  Church  of 
Jssmi  Christ  His  Son,  I  commend  to  you  our  common  work, 
in  confident  assurance  of  your  zealous  and  loving  co-operation.

An  application  from  Emmanuel  Parish,  Allegany  county,  for 
admisBion  into  union  with  the  Convention  under  its  new  organi- 
zation, was  presented  by  the  Rector  of  said  Parish,  and  referred  to 
the  proper  committee. 

A  motion  to  adjourn  until  to-morrow  morning  at  9  oclock,  in 
order  to  enable  the  several  committees  to  prepare  their  reports,  was 
adopted. 
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Thursday  Morning^  June  Isi,  1851. 

The  Convention  met  at  9  o'clock. 

Morning  Prayer  having  been  previously  said  at  6  o'clock,  and 

•  ^^ 

the  Holy  Communion  administered  at  8,  the  Bishop  took  the 
Chair  and  called  the  Convention  to  order. 

The  roll  was  called,  and  the  minutes  of  yesterday's  proceediogs 
were  read  and  approved. 

Ten  clergymen  not  present  yesterday  at  the  calling  of  the  nli 
answered  to  their  names  this  morning. 

Twenty- three* Lay  Delegates  presented  their  certificates  and 
signed  the  declaration.    ^ 

On  motion,  Resolved^  that  the  Secretary  annex  to  the  Journal 
of  this  Convention,  an  Appendix  containing  the  Canons  of  the 
General  Convention  and  of  this  Diocese  which  have  been  paswd 
since  the  publication  of  the  volume  of  Church  laws  under  the 
authority  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese. 

A  memorial  from  Coventry  Parish,  Somerset  and  Worcester 
counties,  for  permission  to  divide  said  parish  and  form  a  new  one, 
was  presented  and  referred  to  the  proper  committee. 

A  petition  from  the  Rector  and  vestry  of  Si.  Paul's  Church, 
Rock  Creek  Parish,  District  of  Columbia,  to  be  recognized  as  a 
Parish  with  metes  and  bounds  therein  specified,  was  presented  and 
referred  to  the  appropriafe  committee  ;  subsequently,  permisaioD 
was  granted  to  withdraw  the  petition. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were  presented  and 
read  : 

Whereas  our  Diocesan  Church  is  one  body  ^i^  many  mem- 
bers, 

1st.  Resolved y  that  it  is  with  the  deepest  concern  that  we,  the 
Convention  of  that  Church,  think  of  the  miserably  inefficient 
support  which  many  of  our  clergy  receive. 

2d.  Resolvcdy  that  as  it  is  the  duty  of  the  members  to  have  care 
one  for  the  other,  some  arrangement  should  be  made  by  which 
the  strong  members  of  (he  body  should  help  those  that  are  weak. 
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3d.  Hesohedj  (hat  in  our  judgment  some  such  jdan  as  the  fol- 
lowing is  feasible  and  desirable : 

Ist.  Let  there  be  one  Sunday  in  the  year^  say  Whitsunday  re- 
commended;  whereupon  offerings  shall  be  made  throughout  the 
whole  Diocese  to  constitute  a  common  fund,  to  be  called  the 
^'  Pastoral  Aid  Fund/'  from  which  aid  shall  be  given  in  fixed  pro- 
portions. 2d.  Let  the  minimum  of  clerical  support  be  for  unmar- 
ried men^  $400.  and  for  married  men^  $800.  and  all  whose  sala- 
ries fall  below  those  amounts,  receive  aid  from  the  common  fund, 
according  to  the  wise  discretion  of  the  distributing  committee.  3d. 
Let  the  distributors  of  the  Fund  be  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Miasionsy  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Dio- 
cese. 4th.  Let  the  amount  recommended  to  be  contributed  by 
each  Parish,  be  equal  to  the  aggregate  of  25  cents  to  each  com- 
municant. 

On  motion,  the  resolutions  w6re  referred  to  a  committee  of  five, 
and  subsequently  the  name  of  the  Rev.  Mi.  Nelson  was  added  to 
the  committee. 

The  Chair  appointed  the  Rev.  Mr.  Nelson,  Hon.  P.  W.  Crain, 
Hon.  B.  F.  Chambers,  Hon.  S.  Sprigg,  Dr.  H.  D.  Evans,  and 
Tho0  S.  Iglehart,  Esq.,  as  said  committee. 

Resolved,  that  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  to  frame  and 
report  to  the  next  Convention  a  form  to  be  pursued  by  those  who 
may  wish  to  divide  existing  parishes  or  form  new  ones,  or  to  or- 
ganize congregations  consistently  with  the  canons  of  the  General 
Conyention  and  of  this  Diocese,  and  with  the  Acts  of  Assembly, 
and  that  the  same  committee  shall  have  authority  to  suggest  any 
additional  legislation  they  may  deem  necessary  by  way  of  canon. 

The  Chair  appointed  as  a  committee  under  the  above  resolu- 
lution,  the  Rev.  L.  Van  Bokkelen,  Walter  Mitchell,  Esq.,  Dr.  J. 
H.  Bayne,  Dr.  J.  H.  Alexander,  and  John  C.  Mullikin,  Esq. 

Leave  was  granted  to  the  gentleman  who  presented  the  petition 
from  members  of  All  Saints'  Parish,  Frederick  county,  to  with- 
diaw  the  same  for  amendment. 
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The  foliowing  memorial  from  several  of  the  Church  Wardeoi 
in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  was  presented  and  read  :

The  memorial  of  the  andersignedy  Wardens  of  sereral  of  the  Churefaei  ht- 
longing  to  the  Diocese,  respectfuUjr  represents : 

That  they  have  frequently  felt  the  deficiency  in  the  laws  of  the  Dioeae 
clearly  lo  define  the  powers  and  duties  appertaining  to  their  office. 

With  the  exception  of  a  few  occasional  duties,  the  canons  of  the  Dioeae 
are  silent  upon  the  subject ;  and  the  Acts  of  the  General  AssemUy  of  tbe 
State  are  characterized  by  such  ragueness  and  generalities  as  might  be  ex- 
pected from  legislation  so  comprehensiye  in  its  character,  and  intended  to  in- 
clude other  communions  beside  our  own. 

Under  these  drcumstances  the  Wardens  of  our  Diocese  are  left  to  gfesa  t 
knowledge  of  their  duties  frx)m  such  sources  as  they  may^-*-8ome  of  wliiek, 
from  the  difference  of  organizations,  haye  no  application  to  our  own  Dioeele. 

But  few  Laymen  are  presumed  to  be  acquainted  with  ecclesiastical  law,  or 
to  be  competent  to  draw  correct  information  from  Tarying  sources. 

Some  Dioceses  haye  by  special  Canon,  declared  with  great  particabinty, 
the  nature,  province  and  duties  of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen  respectiyely,  bot 
our  Canon  Law  neglects  to  define,  with  any  distinctness,  eyen  their  nkan 
position  and  powers. 

In  order  to  supply  this  deficiency,  and  to  aid  the  Laymen  who  may  be 
called  to  fill  these  offices,  in  the  intelligent  and  conscientious  dischaige  of 
their  duties,  we  respectfully  ask  that  the  Convention  will  piass  a  Canon,  Ki- 
ting forth  in  detail  what  are  those  powers  and  duties  respectively.

The  commiUee  on  the  election  of  Lay  Delegates  reported, 

That  the  gentlemen  named  in  schedule  annexed  (see  list  ap- 
pended to  this  Journal,)  havebeen  duly  appointed  to  represent  the 
several  Churches  designated  in  connexion  with  their  names,  ex- 
cept Thos.  W.  Stone,  Esq.,  of  Trinity  Church  Baltimore  ;  John 
Philpot,Esq.,  St.  James's  Parish,  Baltimore  county;  Wm.  Motter, 
Esq.,  St.  John's  Parish,  Washington  county,  and  Alexander  Ran- 
dall, Esq.,  St.  Anne's  Parish,  Annapolis. 

The  election  of  these  four  gentlemen  is  certified  by  the  Rector's 
of  their  Churches  severally,  and  in  regard  to  them,  your  commit- 
tee recommend  that  upon  the  certificates  of  their  Rectors  they  be 
severally  admitted  to  seats  as  delegates. 

On  motion,  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  ap- 
proved ;  whereupon  Dr.  Thos.  W.  Stone,  and  Messrs.  John  Phil- 
pot,  Wm.  Motter,  and  Alexander  Randall,  Esqrs.,  took  their  seats 
as  delegates. 

A  report  from  the  Committee  of  Missions  for  the  City  of  Balti- 
more acting  under  the  Canon  of  the  Diocese  of  1853,  entitled, 
'^  Of  the  Maintenance  and  Extension  of  Religious  Worship  and 
Instruction,"  was  presented,  and  ordered  to  be  placed  on  the  file 
and  printed  with  the  Journal. 

By  request,  the  reading  of  the  report  was  commenced ;  where- 
upon, on  motion,  the  further  reading  of  it  was  dispensed  with. 

Reports  from  the  Bible  and  Prayer-Book  Committee,  and  from 
the  Education  Committee,  acting  under  the  same  Canon,  were 
presented  and  ordered  to  be  printed  with  the  Journal. 

On  motion,  it  was  Resolved ^  That  a  committee  of  three  be  ap- 
pointed to  nominate  the  four  committees,  under  the  canon  of  1853. 

The  following  resolution  was  ofiered  : 
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Resolved  J  that  the  6th  section  of  the  canon  ^  entitled^  of  (he 
<<  Maintenance  and  Extension  of  Religious  Worship/'  be  sus- 
pended for  the  space  of  three  years. 

The  following  amendment  was  offered. 

Provided  that  the  payment  of  only  half  this  amount  shall  be 
required  for  the  next  three  years,  if  it  be  found  that  a  larger  sum 
cannot  be  paid  without  serious  detriment  to  any  existing  missioD. 

A  substitute  was  offered  as  follows: 

Resolved  J  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  consider  the  expedi- 
ency of  amending  the  canon  of  1853,  <^  Of  the  Maintenance  of 
Religious  Worship  and  Instruction/'  so  as  to  allow  any  contributor 
to  direct  the  purpose  to  which  his  contribution  may  be  applied; 
whether  it  be  through  one  of  the  four  diocesan  committees,  or  one 
of  the  local  committees. 

The  committee  on  the  right  of  Cleigymen  to  seats  reported  as 
follows: 

The  Committee  on  the  right  of  CleigymeD  to  seats,  report  the  foUowing 
Clergymen,  (see  List  appended  to  this  Journal^  as  entitled  to  seats  in  this 
Conyention.  In  the  above  list,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Marbury,  the  Rey.  Mr.  Wilef, 
and  the  Rev.  Dr.  Jones,  are  reported  as  entitled  to  seats  in  this  Conyention, 
on  the  ground  that  they  have  been  heretofore  recognized  as  haying  a  right  to 
seats.  They  have,  however,  presented  no  certificates.  The  committee,  whik 
they  report  them  as  entitled  to  seats,  recommend  that  they  obtain  certificates 
from  their  vestries,  and  present  them  to  the  Bishop. 

Rev.  Mr.  Bausman,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Wbitesides,  were  not  reported  as  enti- 
tled to  seats  at  the  last  Convention,  and  have  presented  no  certificate  since. 
This  is  the  case  also  with  Rev.  Mr.  Webb.  They  will  become  entitled  to 
seats,  on  the  presentation  of  certificates  to  the  Bishop. 

Rev.  Mr.  Guion,  Assistant  Minister  of  St.  Markka  Church,  Baltimore,  has 
resided  more  than  six  months  in  the  diocese,  but  not  having  received  dimissory 
letters  till  February  last,  is  not  entitled,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  to  a 
seat  in  this  Convention. 

Leave  of  absence  for  the  afternoon  session  ^  on  account  of  uigent 
parochial  duty  was,  at  his  request^  granted  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Mor- 
rison. 

On  motion;  the  Convention  adjourned  to  meet  at  4^  o'clock,

The  Re?.  Henry  Edwards  has  been  chosen  Assistant  Minister  of  the 
Parish,  and  is  performing  the  duties  of  this  office,  and  also  teaching  a  small 
Church  school  for  young  ladies.  Besides  this  school,  there  are  two  other 
schools,  under  the  pastoral  care  of  the  Rector;  one  for  boys,  taught  by  a 
candidate  for  the  Diaconate,  and  the  other  for  girls,  taught  by  a  lady,  a 
communicant  of  the  Church. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Church  in  Allegany  county  has  completed  the 
fiftieth  year  of  its  existence,  and  on  the  16th  of  October  last  (the  21st  Sun- 
day after  Trinity)  being  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  first  celebration  of 
the  Holy  Communion  in  the  Parish,  and  alto  the  anniversary  of  the  con- 
secration of  the  Parish  Church,  these  interesting  events  were  commemora- 
ted by  appropriate  festive  services. 
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Daring  tfae  year  there  hat  been  a  re-orgaoization  of  the  Church  in  thii 
Parish,  correctiog  mistakes  in  the  first  organizatioD,  and  making  the 
Church  here,  to  be  in  reality  what  hitherto  it  has  been  only  in  name,  t 
parish  with  territorial  bounds  embracing  Allegany  connty. 

This  widely  extended  Parish  presents  to  the  Church  a  most  important 

field  of  missionary  labor.    Its  mining  and  manufacturing  districts,  rapidlj 

filling  with  population,  and  its  glades  now  urgently  call  for  an  amonnt  of 

clerical  service,  fsr  beyond  the  ability  of  the  present  clergy  of  the  Parish. 

At  least  three  additional  clergymen  are  at  once  required  to  meet  oor  urgent 

wants.

ifice  by  fire,  early  in  the  morning  of  Saturday,  the  30th  of  April. 
There  are  no  facts  known  to  the  vestry  enabling  them  to  ascertain  the 
3bable  cause  of  the  disaster.     The  extent  of  the  calamity  could  not  here 

easily  described.  The  building,  which  was  the  third  upon  the  same 
e,  had  been  consecrated  by  Bishop  Kemp  in  Marcht  1817«  the  present 
:tor  then  performing  the  first  service  within  its  walls ;  and  after  fur- 
ibing  for  many  years,  much  of  the  material  out  of  which  the  other 
liscopal  congregations  of  the  city  have  derived  their  existence,  the  last 
ed  and  venerable  edifice  is  in  ruins. 
There  has  not  been  the  indecision  of  an  hour,  on  the  part  of  the  vestry 

congregation  in  regard  to  the  restoration  of  the  building ;  and  imme- 
ite  measures  have  been  adopted  to  efifect  that  end  in  the  shortest  time, 
le  services  have  suflfered  no  suspension.  The  congregation  are  worsfaip- 
ig  in  Grace  Church  in  the  morning,  at  9  o^clock,  and  in  Christ's  Church 
the  afternoon ;  while  the  daily  service  is  performed  in  a  room  appertain- 
l  to  the  Church,  formerly  used  for  the  Bible  Class.

The  Rector,  with  devont  thankfulness  to  God,  would  add,  that  during 
e  past  year  efforts  ha?e  been  made  to  free  the  Church  from  the  debt  by 
hich  it  has  hitherto  been  much  embarrassed.  Towards  this  laudable  ob- 
ct  some  $3,000  have  been  obtained — $1,200  of  which  was  realized  from 
fair  held  by  the  ladies  of  the  Church  during  the  past  month.

The  Parochial  School,  conducted  by  two  teachers,  under  the  daily  super- 
vision of  the  Rector,  has  continued  in  efficient  operation  during  the  part 
year.  Its  success  has  been  even  greater  than  was  anticipated.  During  the 
period  named,  82  children  have  been  connected  with  the  school*— average 
attendance,  51.  [In  two  years,  the  number  is  nearly  100.]  The  fluctuatioo 
here  indicated,  has  arisen  from  reoMvals,  and  from  the  opening  of  three 
other  schools  at  as  many  remote  points,  from  which  children  had  resorted 
to  this.  The  prospects  for  the  coming  year,  are  highly  favorable.  The 
school  depends,  for  meeting  its  current  expenses,  upon  the  contributioDS 
of  the  congregation — beyond  the  proceeds  of  a  small  charge  for  tuition. 
It  has  been  recognized  by  the  vestry  as  an  integral  portion  of  their  paro- 
chial organization.

The  Rector  of  St.  John*s  Parish  takes  pleasure  in  reporting  the  cod- 
tinoance  of  large  and  attentive  congregations  at  the  Churches  under  bis 
care,  and  the  frequent  admission  of  new  members.  The  Parish  is  ooe 
of  the  largest  and  most  extensive  in  the  Diocese,  and  many  of  the  parish- 
ioners are  almost  like  sheep  without  a  shepherd,  in  consequence  of  the 
inability  of  any  one  man  to  look  after  and  watch  over  them  as  they  ought 
to  be.  There  are  situations  for  at  least  two  or  three  more  Churches,  sod 
much  room  and  great  need  for  more  frequent  and  constant  ministerial  duty. 
The  hope  has  been  entertained  that  at  least  one  additional  minister  would 
be  employed,  but  it  is  to  be  feared  that  this  most  desirable  object  will  fail 
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Tor  the  want  of  seal  aod  pertererance  oo  the  part  of  the  parishioiiers. 
The  charches  are  closed  eveiy  other  Lord's  day,  and  sometimes  in  coose- 
qoeDce  of  ioclement  weather,  are  open  only  ooce  in  foor  and  six  weeks. 
This  is  a  most  lamentable  state  of  things,  and  the  wonder  b  how  the  con- 
gpregations  continue  so  large  under  the  circumstances.  May  the  good  Lord 
of  all  look  propitiously  upon  every  portion  of  His  Churcbt  and  raise  up 
and  send  forth  more  laborers  aod  stir  up  the  hearts  of  His  people  to  re- 
ceive them  kindly  and  to  become  co-workers  with  them  in  the  extension  of 
His  Kingdom  and  the  salvation  of  precious  immortal  souls!

vs.  May  God*s  richest  blessings  ever  rest  upon  her,  may  He  long  spare  her 
to  be  an  example  of  true  christian  faith  in  her  sphere,  and  when  it  is  Hb 
good  pleasure,  may  she  be  among  those  who  **  sleep  in  Jesus,**  so  that  her

Since  my  last  report  there  has  been  a  constant  BDcceasion  of  serrieei, 
and  with  uninterrupted  health  to  perform  them,  for  which  I  thsDlL  God. 
True,  the  bones  of  one  of  my  walking  limbs  were  entirely  brokeoi  tad 
kept  me  from  Church  six  weeks. 

it  is  a  cause  of  unutterable  thankfulness,  that  at  no  stage  of  my  mioiitryi 
now  extending  to  thirty-two  years,  in  the  same  and  only  parish,  bare  tbe 
congregations  been  larger  than  at  present,  especially  at  Christ  ChBrcb, 
Port  Tobacco.  That  Church  has  recently  been  thoroughly  repaired,! 
metalic  roof,  four  chimneys,  suitable  stoves,  and  no  smoke,  and  warmlli 
sufficient  at  the  coldest  season  of  the  year.  Window  blinds  to  all  of  the  win- 
dows, and  internal  painting  and  wbite-washing  give  to  the  Church,  thoDgfei 
not  a  sombrous,  a  much  more  Church  like  appearance.  It  looks  as  if  some 
one  loved  it.  Means  have  also  been  raised  for  placing  an  iron  railing  aroood 
the  Church,  which  I  suppose  will  be  commenced  and  completed  during  tht 
summer.  And  last,  not  least,  a  good  organ,  a  good  organist,  a  good  cboir, 
not  surpassed  I  think  in  any  country  parish  in  the  Diocese.  The  wholt 
expense  of  improvement  on  Christ  Church  has  been  from  eighteen  bQQ- 
dred  to  two  thousand  dollars. 

The  parishioners  of  Port  Tobacco  Parish,  are,  in  my  estimation,  as  liiiHl 
a  people  as  ever  the  sun  shone  on.  But  judging  from  the  actions  of  some 
of  them  we  should  be  led  to  suppose  that  they  thought  the  Lord*sdaj 
closed  with  the  public  services  of  the  Church.  But  I  ask,  is  it  oottrae 
that  one  hour  truly  spent  with  God,  not  only  regulates  the  remaioiog 
portion  of  the  Lord's  day,  but  more  or  less,  every  day  and  ercry  hour  of 
our  lives. 

St.  PauPs  Chapel  has  been  recently  painted  and  white-waahed,  and  tbe 
whole  interior  and  exterior  building  is  in  good  order,  very  good  for  a  forest 
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ihapel.  The  grave  yard  enlarged  and  well  enclosed.  Are  all  grave  yards 
nclosed  ?  if  tbey  are  not^  they  should  be.  Should  **  the  dead  forgotten 
ie?" 

A  gradual  increase  of  communicantSt  about  the  usual  number  baptized* 
I  goodly  number  of  candidates  for  confirmation,  and  other  parochial  duties, 
iboot  as  usual,  and  Sunday  schools,  close  my  report  to  the  Convention, 
prhich  I  regret  that  I  cannot  attend.

Through  past  years,  the  order  of  Services  has  been— Morning  and  Even- 
ing Service  on  the  Holy  Days,  and  daily  in  Lent,  with  Morning  Prayer  on 
Wednesdays  and  Fridays.  Twice,  a  continuous  daily  service  has  been  il- 
tempted,  but  relinquished  for  want  of  strength. 

The  attendance  on  weekly  services  has  steadily  increased.  That  in  Lent 
has  reached  a  magnitude  that  causes  special  thankfulness,  as  ahewing  **aB 
hearty  desire  to  pray.** 

This  short  retrospect  seems  proper  when  the  twelfth  year  has  been 
reached. 

Coming  to  present  circumstances,  a  public  expression  of  thanks  is  doe 
to  the  Vestry  of  this  Parish,  as  for  past  ready  consideration  for  the  Rector, 
so  now  for  offering  to  attempt  to  rear  a  parsonage,  and  to  accept  the  irk- 
some task  of  making  applications  among  the  people. 

The  canon  for  the  Support  of  Ministers  has  been  complied  with  daring 
the  past  year.

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From  the  above  report  it  will  be  seen,  that  during  the  past  year  the  con- 
gregation of  Grace  Church  has  still  been  blessed  of  God.  Since  the  be- 
ginning of  our  labors  here,  (three  years  ago)  there  has  sprung  up,  imme- 
diately around  us,  four  Churches ;  two  Presbyterian,  one  Methodist,  and 
one  Roman  Catholic.  It  is,  moreover,  in  contemplation  to  erect  a  fiftht  a 
Baptist. 

Notwithstanding  this  division  of  the  field  and  occupancy,  and  the  extra- 
ordinary efforts  which  have  been  made,  during  the  past  year,  to  sustain 
these  several  places  of  worshipt  the  Church  has  not  lost,  but  gained*  It  is 
manifest  from  the  report  above  that  both  the  communicant  list,  and  the 
number  of  families  in  connexion  with  the  Church,  have  been  increased 
materially.  Could  we  report  the  Church  edifice  out  of  debt,  we  should 
with  confidence  say,  all  is  well.  Although  considerably  decreased,  it  still 
in  such  measure  continues  as  not  only  to  annoy,  but  at  times  perplex  our 
promised  success.  The  appeal  made  last  year  to  our  brethren  was  in 
vain — no  help  came.    We  fear  it  were  idle  to  repeat  it  again. 

The  rector  continues  to  devote  every  dollar  of  the  revebues  of  the 
Church  to  the  liquidation  of  the  debt.  To  his  people  he  is  in  no  way 
chargeable  for  his  support.  The  Apostolic  injunction  is  literally  fulfilled, 
we  **  labor,  working  with  our  own  hands.**  In  this  way  we  answer  the 
demand  of  the  **  Canon  for  the  Support  of  Ministers.**  May  Almighty 
God  continue  to  bless  His  Church  and  people.

The  undersigned  assumed  this  charge  one  year  since.  The  organisation 
was  recent,  and  the  church  feeble,  owing  to  the  loss  of  the  former  Rector 
by  death. 

The  field  of  labor  is  extensife,  embracing  some  fifteen  square  miles,  of  a 
beautiful,  healthy,  and  fertile  section  of  country. 

The  population  is  sparse,  plain,  industrious  in  habits,  and  ignorant  of, 
and  prejudiced  against  the  Church.  There  is  almost  an  entire  absence  of 
religious  teaching  of  any  kind ;  and  little,  or  no  secular  educational  advao- 
tages.  Hundreds  of  youth,  and  adults  are  growing  up  in  utter  ignorance 
of  both  seculur  and  religious  teaching.  The  large  and  crowded  attendance 
on  the  services  of  the  church ;  the  flourishing  Sunday  school,  and  the  lib- 
eral offerings,  all  testify  the  willingness  and  desire  of  this  people  to  receire 
the  teachings  of  the  Church,  and  enjoy  her  privileges. 

Frequent  and  earnest  Invitations  have  been  given  to  introduce  the  wor- 
ship of  the  church  in  various  localities  surrounding;  and  promises  of  assis- 
tance have  been  made  the  rector,  in  building  a  Chopel  in  a  flourishing 
neighbourhood. 

A  parochial  school  under  the  joint  efforts  of  the  rector,  and  a  devoted 
lady,  was  sustained  during  the  winter,  with  an  average  attendance  of 
twenty-five  pupils.  Thorough  church  teaching  was  united  with  the  daily 
instructions,  and  the  most  gratifying  success  was  the  reward  of  these  gra- 
tuitous labors. 

This  enterprize  was  sorrowfully  abandoned  because  of  the  want  of  a 
school  house.  Feeling  however,  that  a  permanent  and  successful  chnrch 
teaching  could  only  be  secured,  by  daily  intercourse  and  instruction,  the 
rector  made  appeals  to  the  churches  of  the  city  of  Baltimore  for  aid. 

In  answer  the  sum  of  seventy  dollars  was  secured,  which  is  about  one 
fifth  of  the  sum  needed  to  furnish  accommodation  and  instruction  for  more 
than  fifty  children. 
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Wi]l  churchmen  let  an  eDtecprize  of  to  much  promise  fail^  because  of 
the  want  so  small  a  sum  ? 

A  liberal  churchman  has  offered  to  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese,  on  terms 
of  advantage,  a  large  stone  house  and  some  twenty-five  acres  of  fine  land* 
to  found  and  sustain  a  school  on  the  plan  of  **  Secondary  Schools,"  recom- 
mended by  the  Education  Committee  of  the  diocese. 

The  same  liberal  churchman  has  secured  to  the  church,  a  neat  and  com- 
fortable dwelling  for  a  rectory,  and  several  acres  of  land  for  a  glebe.  This 
property  adjoins  the  church,  and  is  **  fixed  up*'  with  neatness  and  taste. 

lo  view  of  all  the  circumstances,  the  rector  acknowledges  with  deep 

gratitude,  his  obligations  to  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church,  and,  **  as 

much  as  in  him  is,*'  he  is  earnest  in  effort  to  promote  the  interests  of  the 

Church,  to  the  Glory  of  God.

Our  Parish  has  made  a  considerable  improvement  daring  the  past  year. 
The  strong  prejudices  which  have  for  so  long  a  time  existed  against  the 
Church  in  this  locality  have  in  a  great  measure  given  way  before  the  Itgbt 
of  truth.  In'  consequence  of  which  the  public  services  are  well  attended, 
and  a  much  better  understanding  and  feeling  with  regard  to  position,  prin- 
ciples, views,  needs  and  christian  effort,  is  manifestly  prevailing  among  lU 
classes.  The  school  which  the  Rector  has  been  instrumental  in  rwmg 
numbers  11  regular  pupils,  is  conducted  solely  by  himself,  and  is  worth 
over  $400.

Rt*  Rev.  and  dear  Sir : 

I  have  to  report  to  you  a  larger  number  of  pupils  at  St.  Mary's  the  last 
year,  than  at  any  previous  time.  One  hundred  and  thirty  have  been  in  at- 
tendance, inclosive  of  twenty-two  in  the  Boarding  Department.  I  have 
bad,  during  the  year  applications  for  tfvice  the  number  of  Boarders  and 
many  more  Day-pupils  than  I  could  receive.  So  great  a  degree  of  pros- 
perity,—and  that  not  sodden,  but  the  continuous  growth  of  eight  years, — 
naturally  disposed  roe  to  consult  on  the  expediency  of  enlarging  its  accom- 
modation ;  and  negociations  tending  to  that  end,  were  in  progress,  when 
they  were  interrupted  by  the  sudden  death  of  my  wife,  the  sharer  of  my 
labors  in  the  field  of  Christian  Education,  and  to  whose  well  directed  energy 
and  zeal  much  of  the  success  of  St.  Mary's  is  justly  due.

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ble  :  my  trast  is,  that  God  will  raise  up  others  to  carry  on  the  work  the 
had  so  entirely  at  heart,  and  to  which  she  had  devoted  her  life. 

For  the  fatare,  I  have  made  arrangements  for  continuing  the  Boarding 
Department  of  the  School,  with  the  co-operation  of  the  Rev.  John  T. 
Pryse  and  Mrs.  Pryse.  The  latter  has  been  roost  favorably  koowo  in 
Maryland  and  throughout  the  Southern  States  for  the  ten  years  last  past, 
(under  the  name  of  Miss  Hannah  Brown,)  as  the  efficient  Vice-Principil 
of  the  Patapsco  Female  Institute  at  Ellicott^s  Mills.  Mr.  Pryse  has  been 
Jikewise  connected  for  some  years  with  the  same  institutioo  as  Cbapltio 
and  Teacher.  I  shall  undertake*  with  their  assistance  and  that  of  the  able 
corps  of  teachers  already  engaged,  the  same  responaibiliUea  and  siutaia 
the  same  relations  to  St.  Mary*s  as  heretofore.

13th    July  Inst,   I  resigned  the    Assistant  Rectorship,  to  take  effect  the 
Ist  of  September.     In  answer  to  which,  I  received  a  letter  from  the  Ves- 
try of  said  Church,  announcing  that  *'  my  letter  of  resignation  had  been 
laid  upon  the  tabh  for  future  action.**    Not  receiving,  however,  any  remu- 
Deration  from  ihtm  for  my  services,  of  course  there  was  no  obligation,  on 
my  part,  to  regard  this  action  ;  but  understanding  that  the  late  incumbent, 
with  whom  my  engagement  was  made,  would  continue  his  connexion  with 
aaid  congregation  until  his  consecration,  I  was  induced  to  remain  until  that 
period — when  I  formally  apprized  the  Vestry  of  Grace  Church,  (without 
waiting    for  its  action  upon  my  resignation  of  the  13th  July,  which  had 
been  laid  upon  the  table)  that  my  connexion  with  it  would  cease  on  the 
21  St  October.     Since  that  period,  I  have  preached   about  thirty  times—- 
buried  two  persons,  and  baptized  one.     Having  connexion  with  no  congre- 
gation, my  time   has  been  almost  exclusively  spent  in  my  study,— except 
when  engaged  in  visiting  the  sick,  the  afflicted,  to  whom  my  attention  was 
called,  or  in  officiating  for  clergy  who  requested  my  assistance. 

While  grieved  that  my  report  is  not  more  full,  I  rejoice  at  the  entire  re- 
pair of  my  health,  and  hopefully  look  forward  to  the  future,  in  which  I 
trust  I  may  be  permitted  *'  to  redeem  the  time.*'

REPORT  OF  THE  BALTIMORE  CITY  COMMITTEE, 

AvAhoriMed  by  0ie  second  teetion  cf0ie"  Canon  of  the  MahUenanee  and  Edair 

tion  qf  RdigiouM  WinMp  and  Imtrueium/* 

The  undersigaed  having  been  appointed  a  Committee  for  the  purpose,  bf 
"  The  Baltimore  City  Committee,"  authorized  bjr  the  second  section  of  the 
"  Canon  of  the  maintenance  and  extension  of  Religious  Worship  and  In- 
struction/' respectfully  present  to  the  Conrention,  the  following  report  of  the 
operations  of  the  Committee,  since  its  organization. 

The  informal  meetings  which  led  to  the  organization  of  the  Baltimore  Citf 
Committee,  were  held  for  the  purpose  of  instituting  a  plan  upon  which  the 
co-operation  of  the  cleigy  and  laity  of  the  Church  might  be  secured  in  the 
establishment  of  a  City  Mission,  and  for  the  advancement  of  the  genoal  in- 
terests of  the  Church.  These  meetings,  the  first  of  which  was  held  ob 
the  18th  day  of  January,  1853,  were  attended  by  a  number  of  the  clergy 
and  laity,  by  whom  the  subject  was  considered.  This  meeting  was  duly 
organized  by  the  appointment  of  a  chairman  and  secretary,  and  the  pro- 
ceedings regularly  recorded.  It  was  agreed  that  the  Bishop,  when  piesent, 
should  be  the  chairman,  and  that  in  his  absence,  some  one  of  the  cleigy  pre- 
sent, should  be  appointed  to  preside.  The  Rev.  Henry  F.  Greene  was  chosen 
Secretary,  and  was  considered  a  permanent  officer  of  the  body.  The  same 
order  was  afterwards  adopted  under  the  Canon  of  the  Convention,  and  the 
same  Secretary  continued  in  office.  It  was  determined  that  the  Baltimore  City 
Mission  should  be  started,  and  a  subscription  was  commenced  for  its  support. 
At  this  stage  of  the  proceedings,  the  propriety  became  apparent  of  the  official 
formation  of  the  Baltimore  City  Committee,  and  the  establishment  of  the 
Mission  under  the  authority  of  the  Canon  of  the  Convention,  which  wts 
passed  at  the  session  of  1850,  with  a  view  to  the  support  and  extension  of 
public  worship  and  instruction  throughout  the  diocese. 

The  formal  organization  of  the  Committee  under  the  authority  of  the  canoo, 
took  place  on  the  29th  of  March,  1853.    The  cleigy  and  lay  delegates  to  the 
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CoDTention  of  several  of  the  Churches  being  present,  the  canon  of  the  Con- 
^v^ention  was  read,  and  the  Committee  officially  formed.    The  subscription 
oommenoed  at  a  former  and  unofficial  meeting,  was  reported   as  suffi- 
ciently successful  for  the  encouragement  of  the  Committee  to  enter  at  once 
Upon  the  consideration  of  the  plan  upon  which  the  Baltimore  City  Mission 
ahoold  be  conducted.    In  several  subsequent  meetings  the  plan  was  debated 
mad  matured  and  the  Mission  commenced.    The  city  was  divided  into  three 
separate  districts,  with  the  view  of  having  each  of  them  suppUed  with  a 
^iasionaiy.    The  duties  of  the  Missionaries  were  declared  to  be,  to  visit  the 
poor  and  destitute  at  their  dwellings  and  to  minister  to  their  spiritual  and 
temporal  necessities ;  to  the  neglected  subjects  of  their  ministrations,  they 
irere  to  proclaim  the  truths  of  the  blessed  Gospel ;  to  instruct  them  in  the  na- 
ture and  obligations  of  the  Christian  covenant, — to  distribute  among  them,  as 
occasion  should  offer.  Bibles,  Prayer-Books  and  Tracts ;  to  administer  to  them 
the  sacraments ;  to  visit  the  sick ;  to  bury  the  dead ;  and  to  do  for  them  gener- 
ally and  particularly,  every  office  of  the  pastor  to  the  flock  committed  to  hii 
care.    It  was  ordered,  that  each  of  the  Missionaries  should  be  assigned  a  com- 
mittee of  five  laymen  of  the  City  Committee,  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  him 
in  the  temporal  duties  of  his  chaige.    The  proper  office  of  such  committee 
it  the  same  as  that  of  a  vestry  in  a  regularly  established  congregation  of  the 
Church. 

To  aid  the  City  Committee  in  securing  subscriptions,  it  was  considered  ex- 
pedient to  employ  a  temporary  agent.  The  services  of  the  Rev.  M.  L. 
Forbes  were  engaged ;  and  G.  S.  Norris,  Esq.,  was  elected  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Committee. 

Ob  the  30th  of  August,  the  Rev.  James  Stephenson  was  chosen  Mission- 
ary of  the  first  district,  which  is  the  north-eastern  part  of  the  city.  The  ap- 
pointment having  been  approved  by  the  Bishop,  Mr.  Stephenson  entered  upon 
the  duties  of  the  Mission  the  next  day,  the  first  day  of  September. 

On  the  20th  of  September,  the  Rev.  Robt.  B.  Sutton,  was  appointed  the 
Missionary  of  the  second  district,  in  the  south-western  part  of  the  city,  and 
the  Rev.  Edmund  B.  Tuttle,  the  Missionary  of  the  third  district,  in  the  north- 
western part  of  the  city.  These  appointments  having  been  sanctioned  by  the 
Bishop,  the  Missionaries  commenced  their  operations  immediately. 

Soon  after  the  Missionaries  had  begun  to  visit  among  the  poor  of  their 
respective  districts,  it  was  found  necessary,  as  had  been  anticipated,  that 
suitable  rooms  should  be  provided  in  which  to  assemble  the  people  for  pnl^- 
lie  worship.  The  rooms  were  secured  and  Sunday-schools  commenced  in 
each  district.  Provision  was  made  for  the  performance  of  the  service  of  the 
16 
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Church,  and  for  preaching  the  Word  of  God.  These  services  have  been  con- 
tinued with  increasing  interest,  and  bid  fair  for  the  accomplishment  of  a  great 
work  among  a  class  of  our  fellow  citizens,  who,  in  consequence  of  their  desti- 
tution have  been  overlooked  and  left  to  be  gathered  into  the  Church  as  thefhiiti 
of  Missionary  labor.    The  wisdom  of  this  movement  has  been  well  attestei 
The  mention  of  a  single  circumstance  is  sufficient  to  show  its  efficiency  for 
good.    On  the  first  occasion  of  public  worship  in  the  north-western  dis- 
trict, a  crowd  of  uninstructed  and  unruly  boys  assembled  for  the  purpose  of 
interrupting  the  exercises  and  of  preventing,  if  possible,  their  continaanoe. 
It  was  with  difficulty  that  the  Missionary  proceeded  with  the  service ;  sogmt 
was  the  annoyance,  that  he  was  several  times  upon  the  point  of  giving  it  up. 
He  however,  persevered,  and  at  the  close  of  the  service,  the  departing  congre- 
gation was  greeted  with  shouts  of  riotous  and  disgraceful  character.    After 
due  consideration  the  Missionary  determined  that  he  would  not  be  detened 
from  the  pursuit  of  his  purpose  in  his  Master's  service.    He  procured  sndi 
assistance  as  was  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  order  during  the  hours  of 
worship,  and  continued  his  efforts  regularly  on  stated  occasions.    The  lads, 
who  in  their  condition  of  ignorance,  were  the  source  of  greatest  annoyance, 
became  pupils  of  the  Sunday  school.    They  were  instructed  in  the  Chnrck 
service  to  which  they  became  greatly  attached,  and  in  vocal  music.  They  are 
now  among  the  most  orderly  and  attentive  members  of  the  congregation  and 
are  efficient  and  highly  useful  as  assistants  in  the  choir.    The  reformation  of 
these  boys  speaks  volumes  in  favor  of  the  enterprize,  and  it  is  doubtless  a  fall 
equivalent, — a  sufficient  remuneration  for  the  expenditure  of  all  the  money 
and  labor  it  required  to  produce  it.    If  the  religious  training  thus  commenced, 
be  continued,  those  once  unruly  lads  may  be  rendered  useful  members  of  so- 
ciety.   The  success  of  the  public  services  of  the  Mission  in  this  single  inci- 
dental result,  affords  a  clear  and  conclusive  argument  in  its  favour.    It  pre- 
sents a  powerful  appeal  to  the  philanthropic  Christian  for  his  sympathies  and 
labors  in  its  support. 

The  salaries  of  the  Missionaries  were  fixed  at  six  hundred  dollars  per  an- 
num.   Fifty  dollars  additional,  has  subsequently  been  voted  to  each  of  them. 

In  consequence  of  his  intended  removal  from  the  diocese,  the  Rev.  Henry 
F.  Greene  resigned  his  place  as  Secretary  of  the  Committee,  on  the  20th  of 
December,  1853.    The  Rev.  George  C.  Stokes  was  elected  his  successor. 

The  Rev.  James  Stephenson  resigned  his  place  as  Missionary  of  the  first 
district,  on  the  6th  of  February,  1854,  and  the  Rev.  James  P.  Fugitt  was 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancy. 
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The  ninth  month  of  the  Mission  doses  with  thti  clmo  uf  iUm  i^>iM1. 
One  of  the  districts  has  been  supplied  with  a  MinNioimry  Uurintf  th«»  \^U«%k^  ^M 
that  penod.  In  the  other  two  districts^  the  Missiunarimi  hnvt)  UU^r^l  a  \\\\h 
moie  than  eight  months.  A  report  of  their  operutiouH,  uiuil  x\w  lh«t  «M  Mav 
bstyhas  been  published  and  circulated  amun^  tho  iiit*iiitH»ni  of  th«»tMum^K. 
Itldbits  simple  tale  of  duty  and  success,  and  cuutainii  mIuiiuUhi  rvi«)i>M«^ 
that  a  good  work  has  been  commenced,  which  tlic^rtt  in  itiuH)uniDt»minu  i;vi  ih^ 
hope  that  if  it  be  continued^  a  plenteous  harvest  o(  iiuMit  pitHMiuis  Ihuu  m^v 
he  gathered  in. 

At  a  late  meeting  of  the  Cityr  Committee,  it  was  dt^trniiuivHl  ihnt  a  ivimiwa 
iient  agent  should  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  uf  solioitintf  sulMh^npihrnik  anil 
of  attending  to  the  general  interests  of  the  Mission.    Thc«  ohatriimu  of  iK(a 
Committee  was  appointed  the  agent. 

Pnhlic  meetings  were  held  during  the  past  nine  months  in  Ht.  Au()r«»w*«« 
St.  Peter's,  St.  Paul's  and  Grace  Churches.  At  thrtnt  of  thonn  mmttiiiga 
which  were  held  in  St.  Peter's,  St.  Paul's  and  Oracn  Churrhtts,  during  ihi«ab* 
aence  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Bishop  Whittingham,  D.  I).,  in  Kun)ptt,  on  net^iunt  of  hia 
health,  the  Rt.  Rev.  H.  J.  Whitehouse,  D.  D.,  bishop  of  Illinois,  prtMiidtHi,  Th0 
Rt.  Rey.  Horatio  Southgate,  D.  D.,  late  the  Bishop  of  ( 'onstantinoplit,  was  pn» 
aent  at  the  meeting  in  Grace  Church.  At  other  meetings  which  t(H)k  plac* 
after  his  return,  the  chair  was  occupied  by  our  own  diocesan.  In  addrMSM 
deliTered  by  speakers  selected  for  the  purpose,  both  clerical  and  lay,  and  also 
by  the  Rt.  Rev.  gentlemen  who  occupied  the  chair,  the  ol|jocts  of  the  City 
Committee  were  ably  set  forth,  and  with  much  effect,  as  the  results  most 
clearly  show.  Since  those  meetings  were  held,  it  has  appeared  that  the  in- 
terest already  awakened  on  behalf  of  the  too  long  neglected  poor,  through 
their  agency,  was  increased,  and  extended  through  the  Church.  Signs  of 
promise  were  exhibited,  and  hopes  elicited  that  the  good  cause  would  be  taken 
in  hand  by  the  membership  of  the  Church  generally,  and  that  it  would  be 
heartily  sustained. 

The  labors  of  the  Missionaries  are  presented  in  the  following  statistics.  Tn 
the  performance  of  those  labors,  they  have  been  assisted  by  a  number  of  ex- 
cellent ladies  and  gentlemen,  who  have  contributed  their  services  and  means, 
as  from  actual  experience,  they  saw  and  felt  that  they  were  required. 

First  District. — By  Mr.  Stephenson  for  5  months.  Divine  service,  41 
times;  preached  39  times;  baptized  2  infants;  Holy  Communion  twice  to 
dying  persons;  funerals,  2;  distributed  in  charities,  $41.12;  Sunday-school 
teachers,  5 ;  Sunday  scholars,  30. 
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Same  District. — ^By  Mr.  Fugitt,  between  3  and  4  months.  Dirine  senrice, 
45  times ;  preached  30  times ;  baptized  3  infants ;  funerals^  2 ;  visits  among  the 
poor  and  destitute,  525 ;  distributed — articles  of  clothing,  50;  Prayer  Books, 
62 ;  pages  of  tracts,  7,000 ;  expended  in  charities,  870 ;  Sunday-school  teachen, 
8 ;  Sunday  scholars,  100. 

Second  District. — Divine  service,  135  times;  baptized  50  children ;  Holy 
Communion  12  times ;  visits  among  the  poor  and  destitute,  1,300 ;  distributed 
--^^oods,  corn-meal,  groceries,  vegetables,  &c. ;  expended  in  charities,  978; 
Sunday-school  teachers,  8 ;  Sunday  scholars,  125. 

Third  District. — Divine  service,  88  times ;  preached  80  times ;  baptized,  3 
adults,  36  children;  visits  1,355;  Holy  Communion,  in  Church  5  times;  to 
the  sick  15  times ;  attended  death-bed  of  13  persons ;  funerals  6 ;  admitted  to 
Holy  Communion,  3;  distributed — articles  of  clothing,  720;  gallons  of  soup- 
made  at  the  Missionary's  house  and  sent  to  sick  persons,  240 ;  loaves  of  bread, 
282;  loads  of  wood,  52;  parcels  of  groceries,  497;  com-meai,  1,200  lbs.; 
pairs  of  shoes,  mostly  new,  125 ;  Bibles  61 ;  Prayer  Books,  150 ;  tracts,  700; 
expended  in  charities,  house  rent,  fuel,  medicines,  food,  clothing,  &c., 
|691i29;  Sunday-school  teachers,  10;  Sunday-scholars,  150. 

The  following  report  of  the  Treasurer,  contains  an  account  of  the  receipts 
and  expendimres,  and  shows  a  balance  on  hand.  Of  this  balance  it  is  proper 
to  state,  that  the  salaries  of  the  Missionaries,  which  will  soon  be  due,  and 
other  expenses  of  the  current  year,  will  entirely  absorb  it.  A  much  larger 
sum  will  be  required  to  meet  the  increasing  demands  of  the  Mission.  As  the 
sphere  of  usefulness  enlarges,  additional  means  will  of  course,  be  necessary 
to  its  successful  occupancy. 
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The  Committee  has  thus  presented  to  the  Conyention,  a  brief  history  of  die 
operations  of  the  Baltimore  City  Committee  and  of  the  Mission  under  itt 
charge,  from  their  commencement  to  the  present  date.    The  result  shows 
most  clearly,  that  the  field  was  ripe  for  the  hairest.  How  long  it  had  been  so 
and  languished  in  neglect,  cannot  now  be  told.    Nor  is  it  meet  that  time 
should  be  occupied  in  speculation  to  unprofitable.    A  bare  reference  to  the 
fact  should  be  sufficient  to  arouse  the  slumbering  enexgies  of  the  Church  and 
bring  them  forth  in  active  exercise  as  an  atonement  for  past  indifierence  and 
omission  of  duty.    Certain  it  is  that  there  was  great  necessity  that  laboien 
should  be  sent  forth  into  the  hairest.    Doubtless,  it  is  under  the  direction  of 
Divine  Providence,  that  the  Church  has  at  length  stirred  herself,  and  it  is  most 
ardently  desired  that  she  will  arise  in  her  strength  for  the  assumption  of 
slighted  responsibilities,  and  the  discharge  of  appointed  duties,  alas !  but  too 
long  postponed.    For  the  care  of  the  poor,  the  neglected,  the  forsaken,  the 
Church  is  accountable.    The  Lord  has  committed  this  portion  of  His  iohent- 
ance  to  her  keeping.  He  has,  in  the  dispensation  of  His  merciful  Providence, 
made  her  the  representative  of  His  own  person  in  searching  out,  and  feeding, 
and  nurturing  the  wandering  and  afflicted  of  His  flock.   It  is  a  holy,  hearen- 
ly  trust,  and  in  accordance  with  her  faithfuhiess,  in  the  dischaiige  of  His  di- 
vinely imposed  obligations,  will  He  visit  her  with  His  love  and  favour,  and 
her  children  with  blessing.

Report  €f  tkt  Edmemtim  Cmmmittiu 

The  Edaeation  Committee  icspectfuDy  repoit,  that  as  aii  acquaintance  with 
the  present  state  of  the  Church  Schools  in  this  Diocese  is  a  nec<«sary  pre^ 
liminaiy  to  any  intelligent  and  judicious  action  connected  with  them,  they 
caused  a  circular  to  be  addressed  in  the  month  of  December  last»  to  the  Rec-> 
tors  of  the  Tarioas  parishes  and  congregations  of  the  Diocese;  a  copy  ot 
which  is  hereto  annexed. 

*  Of  one  handred  and  twenty  four  Circulars  thus  addressed  >  i^p]i<>s  hav^ 
been  receired  to  32.  And  as  it  is  impossible  to  attribute  the  failurt^  in  rrply^ 
ing  of  rery  nearly  three-fourths  of  the  clergy  of  the  Diocese  to  a  want  of  in* 
terest  in  a  subject  of  so  much  importance  as  the  training  up  of  Aitui^  m<»m* 
bers  of  the  Church,  it  is  rather  to  be  supposed  that  the  pressure  o(  othf*r  du- 
ties and  the  demands  of  other  calls,  caused  this  one  to  be  morf>  or  Ivan  \in» 
con^ously  neglected.  But  whatever  the  ascription  in  this  regard,  the  result 
has  been  that  the  Committee  are  still  unable  to  present  precise  statistics  uf 
the  present  educational  system  of  the  Church. 

What  has  been  furnished  in  respect  to  Sunday  Schools  has  bcrn  rrduciKl 
to  shape  and  accompanies  this  report  in  a  tabular  form.  From  this,  it  may 
be  inferred  that  Sunday  Schools  exist  in  two>thirds  of  all  the  parishmi  and 
congregations ;  that  there  should  be  about  240  males  and  48()  females  engajH 
in  the  good  work  of  teaching ;  and  that  the  advantages  of  such  instruction 
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are  actually  availed  of  by  about  2^200  boys  and  2,900  girls,  makhig  in  aO 
rather  over  5,000  children  who  whatever  may  be  their  necessities  and  resorli 
for  the  rest  of  their  time,  have  one  day  in  the  week  an  undisturbed  and  kind 
privilege  of  religious  instruction.  The  duration  of  such  a  privilege  naturaflj 
Taries  with  the  circumstances  of  each  individual  child  or  at  least  each  familj,' 
but  may  be  stated  on  the  average  of  about  three  years.  The  general  pcaetioe 
appears  to  be  to  have  school  open  but  once  a  day ;  in  those  cases,  about  one 
fifth  of  the  whole  number  where  it  is  open  twice,  the  second  occamon  wetn 
a  more  familiar  and  pastoral  character;  while  some  of  the  clergy  who  hare 
fevored  the  committee  with  suggestions  even  consider  in  the  abstract  that  the, 
christianizing  and  refining  influences  of  the  Sunday  School  find  their  maxi- 
mum effect  in  being  limited  to  once  a  day.  The  Committee  have  no  doolK 
that  such  is  the  case  wherever  there  is  a  week-day  Parochial  SchooL 

In  the  books  used,  there  is  a  remarkable  uniformity ;  but  the  weight  of  piao- 
tice  and  opinion,  as  far  as  known  to  the  Committee,  is  in  the  employment, 
after  the  child  has  been  taught  to  read,  of  no  other  books  than  the  BiUe 
and  Prayer-Book  or  the  text- books  of  oral,  suggestive  teaching.  Of  coarse, 
this  exclusion  does  not  refer  to  books  to  he  placed  in  the  pupil's  hands  fix 
home  perusal  during  the  week. 

The  method  adopted  for  supporting  the  small  necessary  expenses  of  such 
schools  for  books,  premiums,  &c.,  is  in  many  of  the  cases  to  procure  spe- 
cial donations  from  pious  individuals  for  the  purpose  in  about  an  equal 
number  of  instances,  a  share  of  ihe  general  alms  of  the  congregation  is  taken 
and  applied.  In  two  cases  and  these  the  Committee  are  bound  to  add  amoog 
the  most  successful^  one  annual  Church  collection  is  relied  on;  in  one  other 
promising  case,  a  Parish  Sunday  School  Association  provides  the  means;  and 
finally  in  one  other,  a  single  benevolent  individual  bears  the  entire  expense. 

More  than  one  of  the  clerical  correspondents  of  the  Committee,  while  en- 
forcing the  duty  and  advantage  of  Sunday  Schools,  have  not  failed  to  insist 
upon  their  attaining  their  full  development  and  proper  efficiency  only  in  con- 
nexion with  daily  Parochial  Schools ;  an  opinion  in  which  the  Committee  are 
disposed  entirely  and  heartily  to  concur. 

In  respect  to  these  last,  but  four  properly  so-called  Parochial  Schools  where 
the  instruction  and  the  apparatus  for  it  are  altogether  gratuitous,  have  been 
reported.  In  these  56  boys  and  82  girls  are  taught  and  apparently  well 
taught  at  an  annual  expense  of  1,300  dollars  or  about  10  dollars  per  annum 
for  each  pupil.  The  estimated  expense  by  your  Committee's  report  to  the 
last  Convention  was  12  dollars  per  annum;  and  it  is  proper  to  add,  that  in 
one  of  these  instances,  the  teachers  receive  no  compensation  whatever  fiv 
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their  labor.  The  former  estimate  may  therefore  be  considered  as  borne  out  by 
the  facts.  It  is  gralifying  to  add  that  in  another  one  of  these  instances,  the 
whole  expense  amounting  to  400  dollars  and  upwards  is  borne  entirely  by 
one  pious  layman. 

The  Committee  conjecture  that  if  complete  returns  of  all  existing  Paro- 
chial Schools  in  the  Diocese  were  accessible,  the  number  now  reported  u 
well  as  that  of  pupils  in  them  would  not  be  more  than  doubled.  It  can  thus 
be  seen  how  little  the  Church  is  doing  for  this  most  important  work;  and 
how  httle  after  all  is  necessary  to  be  done  in  the  raising  of  pecuniary  means 
for  removing  such  a  reproach.  A  sum  equivalent  to  one  cent  a  week  from 
each  enrolled  communicant,  if  at  the  disposal  of  your  Committee  Would, 
upon  the  principle  of  allowing  two-fifths  of  the  whole  annual  expenses  in 
aid  of  parishes  and  congregations  willing  to  help  themselves,  in  two  years 
establish  a  Parochial  School  in  every  parish  and  congregation  in  the  Diocese. 
How  fruitful  of  immediate  and  yearly-augmenting  social  improvement — to 
put  it  upon  no  higher  ground — such  establishment  would  prove,  there  are 
thousands  among  those  communicants,  who  know  and  feel  much  better 
and  more  deeply  than  your  Committee  or  any  of  its  members  can  be  ex- 
pected to  do. 

Of  schools  of  a  higher  grade,  which  are  strictly  Church  Schools  so  far  as 
that  a  Church  education  is  at  the  base  of  the  whole,  and  that  the  several  in- 
stitutions are  almost  daily  visited  supervised  and  in  general  controlled  by  the 
Rector  of  the  Parish  where  they  are  situated — ^returns  of  six  have  been  made 
to  your  Committee.  But  as  they  combine  more  or  less,  the  principle  of  tui- 
tion-fees from  the  pupils  and  of  private  emolument  to  the  teachers,  they  do 
not  enter  into  the  category  of  those  which  this  year  your  Committee  desire  to 
recommend  as  essential  to  be  started  first  and  will  not  therefore  be  referred  to 
in  any  detail  here. 

Your  Committee,  however,  must  not  be  understood  in  this  as  animadverting 
unfavorably  upon  the  principle  of  tuition  fees  for  schools  of  the  grade  referred 
to.  On  the  contrary,  they  would  always  practically  recognize  the  appropri- 
ateness of  such  fees ;  and  they  know  hardly  any  more  profound  social  absurd- 
ity than  that  of  imparting,  through  gratuitous  so-called  High  Schools,  math- 
ematical and  philological  instruction  to  a  clasa  of  pupils  whose  present  and 
future  stations  in  life  will  (except  in  a  one  ten  thousandth  case,  perhaps,)  com- 
pel them  to  ignore  and  as  speedily  as  may  be,  foiiget  the  learning  they  may 
have  absorbed.  Such  a  system  impUes  not  only  loss  of  time  to  the  pupils 
themselves  and  loss  of  money  to  those  who  are  taxed  for  or  otherwise  be- 
come contributors  to  its  support,  but  proceeds  upon  an  altogether  godless 
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basis  that  Divine  Providence  has  had  no  design  in  the  several  statiaBt  of 
His  human  creatures,  that  we  are  all  in  this  world  high  or  low,  L  e.  widi 
greater  or  smaller  responsibilities  just  by  chance,  that  indeed  we  have  no  n- 
sponsibilities  at  all,  and  that  the  great  business  of  each  one  is  to  elevife  bin- 
self  as  much  as  possible  in  the  eyes  not  of  our  Maker  but  of  onr  ftllow 
creatures.    The  result  of  such  a  system  can  only  be  that  each  one,  no  iomcr 
doing  his  duty  in  that  station  to  which  it  has  pleased  God  to  call  him,  ii 
taught  all  the  while  to  aspire  discontentedly,  ambitiously,  and  therefine  im- 
happily  to  something  higher.    Ideas  like  this,  however,  your  Committee  are 
not  required  to  enforce  here.    What  they  have  rather  to  do  is  to  suggott 
plan  whereby  a  safer  and  happier  and  more  improving  system  may  be  eitib- 
lished  and  developed. 

Such  a  plan,  they  believe  to  be  for  the  coming  year  the  establishment  of  m 
many  Parochial  Schools  as  the  means  they  can  command  will  allow.  Fbr 
the  coUection  means,  they  look  to  the  local  organizations  provided  lor  by  tbe 
canon  under  which  they  are  acting.  Such  organizations  will  be  attoded 
from  time  to  time  by  the  general  agent  of  the  Diocesan  Committees ;  and  the 
amount  that  he  will  be  instructed  to  ask  for  will  not  exceed  that  already  nm- 
tioned  in  the  equivalent  of  one  cent  per  week,  payable  weekly  to  a  loed 
collector  or  collectors,  from  each  conununicant  in  the  parish  or  coDgregi- 
tion,  respectively. 

Your  Committee  have  such  confidence  in  the  Divine  Blessing  upon 
the  unselfishness  of  their  design  that  they  will  be  ready  after  the  first  Decem- 
ber next  to  aid  to  an  extent  not  exceeding  two-fifths  of  the  reasonable  annual 
cost  of  the  Institution,  any  parish  or  congregation  having  or  proposing  to 
have  a  Parochial  School  and  making  application  accordingly. 

Finally,  your  Committee  have  this  year  neither  asked  for  nor  received  any 
money  in  their  Treasury.  The  expenses  which  have  been  incurred  and  paid 
by  their  Treasurer,  amounting  to  $17.44,  remain  a  chaige  against  futuie  re- 
ceipts.

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CANONS    PASSED   IN    GENERAL    CONVENTION,  IN    CINCINNATI,   OCTOBER,   1850. 

CANON  I. 

Of  Foreign  Missionary  Bishops* 

[The  former  Canon  on  this  subject  was  the  seventh  of  1844.] 

Section  1.  The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  may.  from  time 
to  time,  on  nomination  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  elect  a  suitable  person  or 
persons  to  be  a  Bishop  or  Bishops  of  this  Church,  to  exercise  Episcopal 
functions  in  any  missionary  station  or  stations  of  this  Church  out  of  the 
territory  of  the  United  States,  which  the  House  of  Bishops,  with  the  con- 
currence of  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  may  haye  designated. 
The  evidence  of  such  election  shall  be  a  certificate,  to  be  subscribed  by  a 
constitutional  majority  of  said  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  ex- 
pressing their  assent  to  the  said  nomination,  which  certificate  shall  be  pro* 
dnced  to  the  House  of  Bishops;  and  if  the  House  of  Bishops  shall  consent 
to  the  consecration,  thej  may  take  order  for  that  parposa* 
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Section  2.    Any  Bishop  elected  and  coDsecrated  under  this  CaDOOyOr 

soy  Foreign  Missionary  Bishop  heretofore  consecrated  to  exercise  Episco* 

pal  functions  in  any  place  or  country  which  may  have  been  thus  designated, 

shall  have  no  jurisdiction  except  in  the  place  or  country  for  which  he  his 

been  elected  and  consecrated.    He  shall  not  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the 

House  of  Bishops,  nor  shall  he  become  a  Diocesan  Bishop  in  any  organissed 

Diocese  within  the  United  States,  unless  with  the  consent  of  three-fonrtbi 

of  all  the  Bishops  entitled  to  seats  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  also  of 

three-fourths  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  present  at  the  Sesnon  of 

the  General  Convention ;  or,  in  the  recess  of  the  General  Convention,  with 

the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committees  of  three-fourths  of  the  Dioceses. 

Section  3.    Any  Bishop  or  Bishops  consecrated  under  this  Canon,  or 

any  Foreign  Missionary  Bishop  heretofore  consecrated,  shall,  on  preseot- 

ment  by  two-thirds  of  the  Missionaries  under  his  charge,  for  immoralitj, 

or  heresy,  or  for  a  violation  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  this  Chareh, 

be  tried,  and  if  found  guilty,  sentenced  in  all  particulars  as  if  be  wen 

actually  resident  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  except  that  the 

Trial  may  be  within  any  Diocese  in  the  United  States. 

Section  4.  Any  Bishop  or  Bishops  elected  and  consecrated  under  this 
Canon,  or  any  Foreign  Missionary  Bishop  heretofore  consecrated,  may 
ordain  as  Deacons  or  Presbyters,  to  officiate  within  the  limits  of  their 
respective  missions,  any  persons  of  the  age  required  by  the  Canons  of  this 
Church,  who  shall  exhibit  to  him  or  them  the  testimonials  required  by 
Section  2  of  Canon  IX.  of  1841,  signed  by  not  less  than  two  of  the  ordaiosd 
Missionaries  of  this  Church  who  may  be  subject  to  his  or  their  charge. 
Provided,  nevertheless,  that  if  there  be  only  one  ordained  Missionary 
attached  to  the  Mission,  and  capable  of  acting  at  the  time,  the  signature  of 
A  Presbyter  under  the  jurisdiction  of  any  Bishop  in  communion  with  this 
Church,  in  good  standing,  may  be  admitted  to  Supply  the  deficiency. 

Section  5.  Any  Foreign  Missionary  Bishop  consecrated  under  this 
Canon,  or  heretofore  consecrated,  may,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  twe 
Presbyters,  one  of  whom,  if  necessity  require,  be  a  Presbyter  in  good 
standing  under  the  jurisdiction  of  any  Bishop  in  communion  with  this 
Church,  dispense  with  those  studies  required  from  a  candidate  for  Deacon^ 
order  by  the  Canon  of  this  Church;  Provided  no  person  shall  be  orduned 
by  him  who  has  not  passed  a  satisfactory  examination,  in  the  presence  of 
two  Presbyters,  as  to  his  theological  learning  and  aptitude  to  teach.  And 
provided  further,  that  no  person  shall  be  ordained  by  him  until  he  shall 
have  been  a  Candidate  for  at  least  three  years.    Nor  shall  any  Deacon  so 
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ordained  be  advanced  to  the  order  of  Presbyters,  who  has  not  been  in 
Deacon's  Orders  for  at  least  one  year.  Nor  shall  any  Deacon  or  Priest, 
who  shall  have  been  ordained  under  this  Canon,  be  allowed  to  hold  any 
cure,  or  officiate  in  the  Church  in  these  United  States,  until  he  shall  have 
complied  with  existing  Canons,  relating  to  the  learning  of  persons  to  be 
ordained. 

Section  6.  Any  Foreign  Missionary  Bishop  or  Bishops  elected,  and 
consecrated  under  this  Canon,  or  any  Foreign  Missionary  Bishop  hereto- 
fore consecrated,  shall  have  jurisdiction  and  government,  according  to  the 
Canons  of  this  Church,  over  all  Missionaries,  or  Clergymen  of  this  Church 
resident  in  the  district  or  country  for  which  he  or  they  may  have  been 
consecrated. 

Section  7.  Every  Bishop  elected,  and  consecrated  under  this  Canon, 
or  Foreign  Missionary  Bishop  heretofore  consecrated,  shall  report  to  each 
General  Convention  his  proceedings  and  acts,  and  the  state  of  the  Mission 
nnder  his  supervision.  He  shall  also  make  a  similar  report,  at  least  once 
every  year,  to  the  Board  of  Missions  of  this  Church. 

Section  8.     Canon  VII.  of  1844  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  II. 

Of  Episcopal  Resignations, 

{Former  Canons  on  this  subject  were  the  thirty-second  of  1832,  and  the  fourth 

of  1844.  ] 

Section  1.  If,  during  the  Session  of  the  General  Convention,  or  within 
six  calendar  months  before  the  meeting  of  any  such  Convention,  a  Bishop 
■ball  desire  to  resign  his  jurisdiction,  he  shall  make  known  in  writing  to 
the  House  of  Bishops  such  his  desire,  together  with  the  reasons  moving 
him  thereto ;  whereupon  the  House  of  Bishops  may  investigate  the  whole 
case  of  the  proposed  resignation,  including  not  only  the  facts  and  reasons 
that  may  be  set  forth  in  the  application  for  the  proposed  resignation,  but 
any  other  facts  and  circumstances  bearing  upon  it,  so  that  the  whole  sub- 
ject of  the  propriety  or  necessity  of  such  resignation,  may  be  placed  fully 
before  the  House  of  Bishops. 

Section  2.     An  investigation  having  thus  been  made,  the  House  of 

Bishops  may  decide  on  the  application;  and  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of 

those  present,  accept  or  refuse  to  accept  such  resignation  ;  and  in  all  cases 

4>f  a  proposed  resigoatioOi  the  Bishops  shall  cause  their  proceedings  to  be 
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reeorded  on  their  JourDal ;  and,  in  case  of  acceptaocA,  the  reaigDation  shall 
be  complete  when  thus  recorded,  and  notice  thereof  ahall  be  gi^eo  to  tbs 
House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies. 

Section  3.  In  case  a  Bishop  should  desire  to  resign  at  any  period  aot 
within  six  calendar  months  before  the  meeting  of  a  General  CooTeDtioa* 
he  shall  make  known  to  the  Presiding  Bishop  such  his  desire,  with  the 
reason)  moFing  him  thereto ;  whereupon  the  Presiding  Bishop  shall  com- 
municate, without  delay,  a  copy  of  the  same  to  every  Bishop  of  thii 
Church,  ha?ing  Ecclesiastical  jurisdiction;  and  also  to  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee  of  the  Diocese  to  which  the  Bishop  desiring  to  resign  may  belong, 
and  at  the  same  time  summon  said  Bishops  to  meet  him  in  person,  at  t 
place  to  be  by  him  designated,  and  at  a  time  not  less  than  three  calendir 
months  from  the  date  of  his  summons :  and  should  a  number,  not  less  tbao 
a  msjority  of  all  the  said  Bishops,  meet  at  the  time  and  place  designated 
they  shall  then  have  all  the  powers  given  by  the  previous  sections  of  this 
Canon  to  the  House  of  Bishops :  and  should  a  number  less  than  a  msjoritj 
assemble,  they  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  until  tbej 
can  secure  the  attendance  of  a  msjority  of  all  the  said  Bishops.  Should 
a  proposed  resignation  of  a  Bishop  be  accepted  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Bishops  for  that  purpose  held  during  a  recess,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  senior  Bishop  present  to  pronounce  such  resignation  complete  and  to 
communicate  the  snme  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  each  Diocese, 
who  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  communicated  to  the  several  Clergymen 
in  charge  of  Congregations  therein.  And  it  shall  be  the  further  duty  of 
the  Presiding  Bishop  to  cause  such  resignation  to  be  formally  recorded  on 
the  Journal  of  the  House  of  Bishops  that  may  meet  in  General  Conveo- 
tion  next  thereafter.  If  the  Bishop  desirous  of  resigning  should  be  the 
Presiding  Bishop,  then  all  the  duties  directed  in  this  Canon  to  be  perform- 
ed by  the  Presiding  Bishop,  shall  devolve  upon  the  Bishop  next  in 
seniority. 

Section  4.  No  Bishop  whose  resignation  of  the  Episcopal  jurisdiction 
of  a  Diocese  has  been  consummated  pursuant  to  this  Canon,  shall,  under 
any  circumstances,  be  eligible  to  any  Diocese  now  in  union  or  which  may 
hereafter  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Church :  nor  shall  he  have  a 
seat  in  the  House  of  Bishops:  but  he  may  perform  Episcopal  acta  at  the 
request  of  any  Bishop  of  this  Church  having  Ecclesiastical  jnriadictwn 
within  the  limits  of  his  Diocese. 

Section  5.  A  Bishop  who  ceases  to  have  the  Episcopal  charge  of  a 
Diocese  shall  still  be  subject  in  all  matters  to  the  Canons  and  aathority  of 
the  General  Convention. 
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Sbctior  6.  Id  ease  a  saspeDded  Bishop  of  this  Chnreh  should  desire 
-to  resign  at  any  period  not  withio  six  calendar  months  before  the  meeting 
of  a  General  Coovention,  he  shall  make  known  by  letter  to  the  presiding 
Bishop,  such  desire,  whereupon  the  presiding  Bishop  shall  communicote  a 
copy  of  the  same  to  each  Bishop  of  this  Church  having  jurisdiction,  and 
io  case  a  majority  of  such  Bishops  shall  return  to  the  Presiding  Bishop 
their  written  assent  to  such  resignation,  the  same  shall  be  deemed  valid 
and  final,  and  written  information  of  the  said  resignation  shall  at  once  be 
communicated  by  the  Presiding  Bishop,  to  the  Bishop  and  Diocese  con- 
cerned, and  to  each  Bishop  of  this  Church. 

SECTION  7.    Canon  IV.  of  1844  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  III. 

Of  the  Election  of  a  Provisional  Bishop  in  the  case  of  a  Diocese  whose 
Bishop  is  suspended  without  a  precise  limitation  of  time* 

A  Diocese  deprived  of  the  services  of  its  Bishop  by  a  sentence  of  sus- 
pension without  a  precise  limitation  of  time,  may  proceed  to  the  election 
of  a  Provisional  Bishop,  who,  when  duly  consecrated,  shall  exercise  all  the 
powers,  and  authority' of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  during  the  suspension 
of  such  Bishop,  and  who  in  case  of  the  remission  of  the  sentence  of  the 
Bishop,  and  his  restoration  to  the  exercise  of  his  jurisdiction,  shall  per- 
form the  Duties  of  Assistant  Bishop  prescribed  by  Canon  VI.  of  1832, 
and  who  in  all  cases  shall  succeed  to  the  Bishop,  on  his  death  or 
resignation. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  Episcopal  Visitations, 

[Former  Canons  on  this  subject  were  the  third  of  1789,  the  first  of  1795,  the  fourth 
of  1801^  the  twentieth  of  1808,  and  the  twenty-fifth  of  1832.] 

Section  1.  Every  Bishop  in  this  Church  shall  visit  the  Churches 
within  his  Diocese,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  state  of  his  Church, 
ioapecting  the  behaviour  of  his  Clergy,  ministering  the  Word,  and,  if  he 
think  fitf  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord^s  Supper  to  the  people  committed  to 
hit  charge,  and  administering  the  Apostolic  Rite  of  Confirmation.  And  it 
if  deemed  proper  that  such  visitation  be  made  once  in  three  years,  at  least* 
hy  every  Bishop  to  eveiy  Church  within  his  Diocese,  which  shall  make 
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profitioD  for  defraying  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Bishop  at  sach  im- 
tation.  And  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  duty  of  the  Ministry  aad  Vsi- 
Uy  of  every  Church  or  Congregation,  to  make  soch  provision  scesid- 
ingly. 

Section  2.  But  it  is  to  be  onderstood  that  to  enable  the  Bishop  It 
make  the  aforesaid  fisitation^  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clergy  is  isch 
reasonable  rotation  as  may  be  devised,  to  officiate  for  hira  in  any  parodiil 
duties  which  may  belong  to  him. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  Che  Bishop  to  keep  a  register  of  hii 
proceedings  at  every  visitation  of  his  Diocese. 

Section  4.    Canon  XXV.  of  1832  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  V. 

Of  a  Minister  declaring   that  he  toill  no  longer  be  a  Minister  of  Hot 

Church, 

[Former  Canons  on  this  subject  were  the  second  of  1817,  the  seventh  of  1890,  tb 

third  of  1829,  and  the  thirty-eighth  of  1832.] 

Section  1.    If  any  Minister  of  this  Church,  against  whom  there  is  m 
Ecclesiastical  proceedings  instituted,  shall  declare  in  writing  to  the  Biihsp 
of  the  Diocese  to  which  he  belongs,  or  to  any  Ecclesiastical  authority  for 
the  trial  of  a  Clergyman,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop  to  the  Staadisg 
Committee,  his  renunciation  of  the  Ministry,  and  his  design  not  to  officiits 
in  future  in  any  of  the  offices  thereof,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bttbop, 
or  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  of  the  Standing  Committe,  to  record  the 
declaration  so  made  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  depose  bim 
from  the  Ministry,  and  to  pronounce  and  record,  in  the  presence  of  two  or 
more  Clergymen,  that  the  person  so  declaring  has  been  deposed  from  tbs 
Ministry  of  this  Church.     In  any  Diocese  in  which  there  is  no  Bishop,  the 
same  sentence  may  be  pronounced  by  the  Bishop  of  any  other  Diocese, 
invited  by  the  Standing  Committee  to  attend  for  that  purpase.     Prondei 
always^  nevertheless,  that  if  the  Bishop  to  whom  such  declaration  reooM^ 
cing  the  Ministry  is  made,  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  party  has  actsd 
unadvisedly  and  hastily,  he  may  forbear  all  action  thereupon  for  the  specs 
of  not  more  than  six  months,  during  which  time  the  party  may  withdraw 
his  application.     And  provided  further^  that  if  the  Bishop  shall  have  groBal 
to  suppose  the  party  to  be  liable  to  presentment  for  any  canonical  oflboctb 
in  his  discretion  he  may,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Coramittsi^ 
proceed  to  have  the  a^>^)licant  put  upon  his  trial,  notwithstaDding  his  htvim 
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mmde  the  aforesaid  declaration.    And  the  tame  discretion  is  allowed  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  in  case  the  Diocese  should  be  without  a  Bishop. 

In  the  case  of  deposition  from  the  Ministry,  as  above  provided  for,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  give  notice  thereof  to  every  Bishop  of 
this  Church,  and  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  every  Diocese  wherein 
there  is  no  Bishop. 

Sectio!!  2.     Canon  XXXVIII.  of  1832  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  VI. 

Of  a  Clergyman  in  any  Diocese  or  Missionary  District  chargeable  toith 

Misdemeanor  in  any  other, 

[Fonner  Canons  on  this  Subject  were  the  second  of  1792,  the  twenty-eighth  of  1808, 

and  the  fortieth  of  1832.] 

^Section  1.  If  a  Clergyman  of  this  Church,  belonging  to  any  Diocese 
or  Missionary  District,  conduct  himself  in  such  a  way  as  is  contrary  to  the 
rules  of  this  Church,  and  disgraceful  to  his  office,  the  Ecclesiastical  au- 
thority thereof  shall  give  notice  of  the  same  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority 
where  he  is  canonically  resident,  exhibiting  with  the  information  given 
reasonable  ground  for  presuming  its  correctness.  .  If  the  Ecclesiastical 
authority  when  thus  notified  shall  omit  for  the  space  of  three  months  to 
proceed  against  the  offending  Clergyman,  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  or  Missionary  District,  within 
which  the  alleged  offence  or  offences  were  committed,  to  institute  proceed- 
ings, and  the  decision  given  shall  be  conclusive. 

Sectioh  2.  If  a  Clergyman  shall  come  temporarily  into  any  Diocese, 
under  the  imputation  of  having  elsewhere  been  guilty  of  any  crime  or 
misdemeanor,  by  violation  of  the  Canons,  or  otherwise ;  or  if  any  Clergy- 
man while  sojourning  in  any  Diocese  shall  misbehave  in  any  of  these 
respects,  the  Bishop,  upon  probable  cause,  may  admonish  such  Clergy- 
man, and  forbid  him  to  officiate  in  said  Dioceee.  And  if,  after  such  prohi- 
bition, the  said  Clergyman  so  officiate,  the  Bishop  shall  give  notice  to  all 
thtt  Clergy  and  Congregations  in  said  Diocese,  that  the  officiating  of  the 
said  Clergyman  ia  under  any  and  all  circumstances,  prohibited,  and  like 

notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop  to  the  Stand- 
log  Committee,  of  the  Diocese  to  which  the  said  Clergyman  belongs. 
And  aoch  prohibition  shall  continue  in  force  until  the  Bishop  of  the  first 
oamed  Diocese  be  satisfied  of  the  innocence  of  the  said  Clergyman,  or 
until  he  be  acquitted  on  trial. 
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Skction  3.  The  provisioos  of  the  tecond  section  shall  apply  to  Cl•^ 
gyinen  ordaiaed  id  Foreign  Conntriet  by  Bishope  in  Conamnnion  with  tin 
Church :  provided  that  in  such  case,  notice  of  the  prohibition  thaU  be 
given  to  the  Bishop  under  whose  jurisdiction  the  Clergy naan  shall  appesr 
to  have  been  last,  and  also  to  all  the  Bishops  exercising  jarisdiction  io  tfaii 
Church. 

Sectio!!  4.    Canon  XL.  of  1832  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  VII. 
Of  Clerical  Residence  and  RenumaL 

Section  1.  Clergymen  of  this  Church  removing,  within  the  jarisdie- 
tioD  of  any  Bishop  or  other  Ecclesiastical  authorityt  shall,  in  order  to  giio 
full  Canonical  residence  in  the  same,  present  to  said  Ecclesiastical  aothori- 
ty  a  Testimonial  from  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  or 
Missionary  district  in  which  they  last  resided,  which  Testimonial  shall  be 
to  the  following  effect,  viz : 

**  I  hereby  certify  that  A.  B-,  who  has  signified  to  me  bis  desire  to  be 
transferred  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  ,  is  a  Presbyter  (or 

Deacon)  of ,  in  regular  standing,  and  has  not,  so  far  as  I  know  or 

believe,  been  justly  liable  to  evil  report  for  error  in  religion  or  vicioosoets 
of  life  for  three  years  last  past.** 

And  if  the  Clergyman  remove  to  another  Diocese,  and  has  been  called 
to  take  charge  of  a  Parish  or  Congregation  within  such  Diocese,  and  pre- 
sent the  Testimonial  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
authority  of  the  Diocese  to  which  he  has  removed  to  accept  it,  unless  the 
Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  should  have  heard  rumors,  that  he  or  they 
believe  to  be  well  founded,  against  the  character  of  the  Clergyman  coo- 
cerned,  which  would  form  a  proper  ground  of  Canonical  inquiry  aod 
presentment,  in  which  case  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  shall  communicate 
the  same  to  the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  to  whose 
jurisdiction  the  said  Clergyman  belongs ;  and  in  such  case  it  shall  not  be 
the  duty  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  to  accept  the  Testimonial  unless 
and  until  the  Clergyman  shall  be  exculpated  from  the  said  charges. 

SacTioif  2.  In  case  anything  shall  have  occurred  to  render  the  language 
of  this  Testimonial  inapplicable  to  the  Clergyman  who  proposes  to  remove, 
the  Ecclesiastical  authority  shall  give  such  a  statement  of  facts  as  shall 
set  forth  his  true  standing  and  character. 
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Sectio!!  3.  This  letter  shall  not  affect  a  ClergymaD's  CaooDical  resi- 
dence, uutil,  after  having  been  presented  according  to  its  address,  it  shall 
have  been  accepted,  and  notificotion  of  such  acceptance  given  to  the 
authority  whence  it  proceeded.  The  residence  of  the  Clergyman  so  trans- 
ferred, shall  date  from  the  acceptance  of  his  letter  of  transfer.  If  not 
presented  within  three  months  after  its  date,  it  may  be  considered  as  void, 
by  the  authority  whence  it  proceeded :  and  shall  be  so  considered,  unless 
it  be  presented  within  six  months. 

Section  4.  No  Clergyman  removing  from  one  Diocese  or  Missionary 
district  to  another,  shall  officiate  as  the  Rector,  stated  Minister,  or  Assistant 
Minister  of  any  Parish  or  Congregation  of  the  Diocese  or  district  to  which 
he  removes,  until  he  shall  have  presented  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority 
of  the  same,  a  Testimonial  as  above  described,  and  shall  have  obtained 
from  said  Ecclesiastical  authority  a  certificate  in  the  words  following : 

**  I  hereby  certify,  that  the  Rev.  A.  B.  has  been  canonically  transferred 
to  my  jurisdiction,  and  is  a  Clergyman  in  regular  standing." 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  Clergymen,  except  Professors 
in  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  Officers  of  the  Board  of  Missions, 
and  Chaplains  in  the  Army  and  Navy,  to  obtain  and  present  letters  of 
transfer,  as  above  described,  whenever  they  remove  from  one  Diocese  or 
Missionary  district  to  another,  and  remain  therein  for  the  space  of  six 
months. 

Section  6.  No  Clergyman  shall  officiate  transiently  in  a  vacant  Parish, 
or  in  one  the  Rector  or  Minister  of  which  is  sick  or  absent,  unless  the 
Wardens  or  Vestry  are  satisfied  he  is  at  the  time  a  Clergyman  in  good 
and  regular  standing.  When  from  another  Diocese,  letters  commendatory 
from  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  thereof  may  be  required. 

Section  7.    Canon  V.  of  1844  is  hereby  repealed.

CANON  I. 

Of  the  Abandonment  of  the   Communion  of  the  Church   by  any^  Bukopt 

,  Priesti  or  Deacon* 

Id  all  cases  where  a  Bishop,  Presbyter,  or  Deacon  of  this  Chorch, 
without  availing  himself  of  the  provisions  of  Caaons  JI.  and  V.  of  1850, 
has  abandoned  her  Communion  or  shall  hereafter  abandon  it,  either  by  an 
open  renunciation  of  the  Doctrines,  Discipline  and  Worship  of  thii 
Church,  or  by  a  formal  admission  into  any  religious  body  not  in  Commu- 
nion with  the  same :  such  Bishop,  Presbyter,  or  Deacon  shall  be  held,  ipto 
factOf  as  deposed  to  all  intents  and  purposes;  and  shall  thereupon  be  pro- 
nounced deposed  ;  if  a  Presbyter  or  Deacon,  by  the  Bishop  having  jnris- 
diction,  with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committae ;  and  if  a  Bishop,  by 
the  Presiding  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  majority  of  the  Members  of 
the  House  of  Bishops.  And  notice  of  such  deposition  shall  be  given  as  in 
like  cases. 

CANON  II. 

Of  the  Ahandonment  of  the  Communion  of  the  Church  hy  a  Presbyter  or 

Deacon, 

In  any  proceedings  against  a  Presbyter  or  Deacon  under  Canon  I.  of 
1853  by  his  Bishop,  whenever  the  abandonment  charged  shall  not  be  evi- 
denced by  writing  signed  by  the  party,  he  shall  have  three  months*  notice, 
to  be  given  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Bishop,  that  his 
deposition  will  be  pronounced  unless  cause  be  shown  to  the  contrary.  * 

CANON  III. 

Of  Bishops  Absent  from  their  Dioceses  because  of  Sickness ^  or  other  sufft- 

dent  reason. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  Bishop  of  a  Diocese,  who  is  about  to  leave,  or 
has  left  his  Diocese,  with  the  intention  of  going  out  of  the  limits  of  the 
United  Stales,  or  of  remaining  out  of  his   Diocese  for  the  space  of  three 
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calendar  month^  although  without  leaving  the  United  States,  to  autliorize 
by  writing  under  his  hand  and  seal,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  or  should  there 
be  none,  the  Standing  Committee  of  such  Diocese,  to  act  as  the  Kcclesias- 
tical  authority  thereof.  The  Assistant  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  so 
authorized,  shall  thereupon  become  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  such 
Diocese,  to  all  intents  and  purposes  until  such  writing  shall  be  revoked  or 
the  Bishop  shall  return  within  the  Diocese:  Provided^  that  nothing  in  this 
Canon  shall  be  so  construed,  as  to  prevent  any  Bishop  who  may  have  signed 
such  writing  from  exercising  his  jurisdiction  himself,  so  far  as  the  same 
may  be  practicable,  during  his  absence  from  his  Diocese,  or  from  permit- 
ting and  authorizing  any  other  Bishop  to  perform  Episcopal  Offices  for 
him. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  a  Registrar  of  the  General  Convention* 

Section  I.  The  Journals,  files,  papers,  reports  and  other  documents, 
which,  under  the  canon  '*Of  securing  an  Accurate  View  of  the  State  of 
the  Church,**  or  in  any  other  manner,  shall  become  the  property  of  eitl>er 
House  of  the  General  Convention  of  this  Church,  shall  be  committed  to 
the  keeping  of  a  presbyter,  to  be  elected  by  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay 
Deputies  upon  nomination  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  who  shall  be  known 
as  the  Registrar  of  the  General  Convention. 

Skctio'  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Registrar  to  procure  all 
such  journals,  files,  papers,  reports  and  other  documents  now  in  existence ; 
to  arrange,  label,  file,  index  and  otherwise  pat  in  order  and  provide  for  the 
safe  keeping  of  the  same,  and  of  all  such  others  as  may  hereafter  come 
into  his  possession,  in  firepoof  box  or  boxes,  in  some  safe  and  accessible 
place  of  deposit;  and  to  hold  the  same  under  tocb  regulations  and  restric* 
tions  as  the  General  Convention  may  from  time  to  time  provide. 

Sectio.n  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Registrar  to  procure  a 
proper  and  sufTicieot  book  of  record,  and  to  enter  therein  a  record  of  the 
Consecrations  of  all  the  Bishops  of  this  Church,  designating  accurately  the 
time  and  place  of  the  same,  with  the  names  of  the  consecrating  Bishops 
and  of  others  present  and  assisting;  to  have  the  same  authenticated  in  the 
fullest  niiioner  now  practicable;  and  to  take  care  for  the  similar  record 
and  autheutication  of  all  future  Consecrations  in  this  Charch. 

Section  4.  The  expenses  necessary  for  the  purposes  contemplated  by 
this  Cnnont  shall  be  provided  for  by  vote  of  the  General  Convention,  and 
defrayed  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  same. 
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CANON  V. 

Of  the  Ordination  of  Deaeom. 
[Foimer  Canons  on  this  subject  were  the  sixth  of  1844,  and  the  fifth  of  1847.] 

SECTioff  1.  Every  person  hereafter  to  be  ordained  Deacon  in  thb 
Church,  shall  be  examined  by  the  Bishop  and  two  Presbyters,  whose  doty 
it  shall  be  to  ascertain  that  he  is  well  acquainted  with  the  Holy  Scriptorea 
and  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer ;  and  who  shall  inquire  into  his  fitoea 
for  the  ministrations  declared  in  the  Ordinal  to  appertain  to  the  Office  of 
a  Deacon,  and  be  satisfied  thereof. 

Section  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  such  examination,  until  he 
shall  have  presented  to  the  Bishop  the  certificate  from  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee, required  by  Section  2  of  the  Canon  *'  Of  Candidates  for  Orders;'* 
shall  have  remained  a  Candidate  for  Orders  at  least  one  year  from  the  date 
of  such  certificate ;  and  shall  have  presented  to  the  Bishop  a  testimooitl 
from  at  least  one  Rector  of  a  Parish,  also  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestrymen 
of  the  Parish  to  which  he  belongs,  signifying  a  belief  that  he  is  well 
qualified  to  minister  in  the  office  of  a  Deacon,  to  the  glory  of  God  and 
the  edification  of  the  Church. 

Section  3.  No  Deacon  shall  be  settled  over  a  Parish  or  CongregatioD* 
until  he  shall  have  satisfactorily  passed  the  three  examinations  prescribed  io 
the  Canon  **  Of  the  Preparatory  Exercises  of  a  Candidate  for  Priest's  Or- 
ders ;"  he  shall  not  officiate  in  any  Parish  or  Congregation,  without  the  ex- 
press consent  of  the  Rector  for  the  time  being,  where  there  is  a  Rector; 
nor,  in  any  case,  without  the  assent  of  the  Bishop :  and  when  officiatiag 
in  the  Parish  or  Congregation  of  a  Rector,  he  shall  be  entirely  subject  to 
the  direction  of  such  Rector  in  all  his  ministrations. 

Section  4.  No  Deacon  who  shall  not  have  passed  the  examination 
prescribed  in  the  Canon  *'  Of  the  Preparatory  Exercises  of  a  Candidate 
for  Priest's  Orders"  shall  be  transferred  to  another  Diocese,  without  the 
written  request  of  the  Bishop  to  whose  jurisdiction  he  is  to  be  transferred. 

Sectiu.n  5.     Canon  V.  of  1847  is  hereby  repealed. 
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CONON  VI. 

Of  the  Learning  of  those  who  are  to  he  Ordained  Priests, 

[Former  Canons  on  this  subject  were  the  seventh  of  1789,  altered  in  1793,  the  fourth 
of  1795,  the  fourth  of  1799,  the  second  of  1801,  the  ninth  of  1808,  the  thirteenth 
of  1832,  and  the  fifth  of  1838.] 

Section  1.  No  Person  shall  be  ordained  Priest  in  this  Church  until  he 
shall  have  satisfied  the  Bishop  and  Presbyters,  by  whom  he  shall  be  exam- 
ined, that  be  is  well  acquainted  with  the  Holy  Scriptures;  can  read  the 
Old  Testament  in  the  Hebrew  language,  and  the  New  Testament  in  the 
original  Greek;  is  adequately  acquainted  with  the  Latin  tongue;  and  that 
he  hath  a  competent  knowledge  of  Natural  and  Moral  Philosophy,  and 
Church  History,  and  hath  paid  attention  to  Composition  and  Pulpit  Elo- 
quence, as  a  means  of  giving  additional  efficiency  to  his  labors;  unless  the 
Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  Stauding  Committee  of  his  Diocese,  has 
dispensed  with  the  knowledge  of  the  Latin  and  Greek'  languages,  aud 
other  branches  of  knowledge  not  strictly  ecclesiastical,  in  consideration  of 
such  other  qualifications  for  the  gospel  ministry  as  are  set  forth  in  Section 
4  of  the  Canon  **  Of  Candidates  for  Orders/*  The  dispensation  with  the 
knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language  to  be  regarded  as  iu  that  canon. 

Section  2.    Canon  V.  of  1838  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  VIL 
Of  Candidates  for  Orders. 

[Former  Canons  on  tliis  subject  were  tlie  sixth  of  1795,  the  scventli  of  1804,  the 
seventli  of  1808,  the  oightli  of  1820,  the  first  of  1823,  the  Canon  of  182G,  the 
ninth  of  1832,  the  fourth  of  1838,  the  ninth  of  1841,  and  the  sixth  of  1847.] 

Skction  1.  Every  person  who  desires  to  become  a  Candidate  for  Or- 
ders in  this  Church,  shall,  in  the  first  instance,  give  notice  of  his  intention 
to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  intends  to  apply,  or,  if  there  be 
no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Committee;  in  which  notice  he  shall  declare 
whether  he  has  ever  applied  for  admission  as  a  Candidate  in  any  other 
Diocese.  No  person,  who  has  previously  applied  for  admission  as  a  Can- 
didate in  any  Diocese,  and  has  been  refused  admission,  or  having  been  ad> 
mitted  has  afterwards  ceased  to  be  a  Candidate,  shall  be  admitted  as  a  Can- 
didate in  any  other  Diocese,  until  he  shall  have  produced  from  the  Bishop, 
or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  from  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  former 
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Diocese,  n  certificnte  declnring  the  caase  for  which  he  was  refused  admis- 
sion, or  for  which  he  ceased  to  be  a  Candidate. 

Section  2.  No  person  shall  be  considered  as  a  Candidate  for  Orders  io 
this  Church,  unless  he  shall  have  produced  to  the  Bishop,  to  whom  heio- 
tends  to  apply  for  orders,  a  certificate  from  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Diocese  of  the  said  Bishop,  that,  from  personal  knowledge  or  from  testi- 
monials laid  before  them,  they  believe  that  he  is  pious,  sober  aod  honest; 
that  he  is  attached  to  the  doctrines,  discipline  and  worship  of  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church,  a  communicant  of  the  same,  and,  in  their  opinion, 
possesses  such  qualifications  as  will  render  him  apt  and  meet  to  exercise 
the  ministry  to  the  glory  of  God  and  the  edifying  of  the  Church.  Aod 
when  the  Standing  Committee  do  not  certify  as  above,  from  persooal 
knowledge,  the  testimonials  laid  before  them  shall  be  of  the  same  purport, 
and  as  full  as  the  certificate  above  required,  and  shall  be  signed  by  at  least 
one  Presbyter  and  four  respectable  Laymen  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church. 

Section  3.  In  addition  to  the  above  testimonials,  the  person  wishing  to 
become  a  Candidate  for  Priest*s  Orders  must  lay  before  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee a  satisfactory  diploma,  or  other  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  is  a 
graduate  of  some  university  or  college,  or  a  certificate  from  two  Presby- 
ters appointed  by  the  Bishop,  or,  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  clerical 
members  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  examine  him,  of  his  having  satis- 
factorily sustained  an  examination  in  Natural  Philosophy,  Moral  Philoso- 
phy, and  Rhetoric,  and  in  the  Greek  Testament  and  the  Lntin  tongue. 

Section  4.  When  a  person,  applying  to  be  admitted  a  Candidate  for 
Priest^s  Orders,  wishes  a  knowledge  of  the  Latin,  Greek  and  Hebrew  lan- 
guages, and  other  branches  of  learning,  not  strictly  ecclesiastical,  to  be 
dispensed  with,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  not  recommend  him  as  a 
Candidate  until  he  has  laid  before  them  a  testimonial  signed  by  at  least  two 
Presbyters  of  this  Church,  stating  that,  in  their  opinion,  he  possesses  ex- 
traordinary strength  of  natural  understanding,  a  peculiar  aptitude  to  teach, 
and  a  large  share  of  prudence,  and  the  Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  shall  have  granted  the  dispensation.  And  in  regard 
to  a  knowledge  of  the  Hebrew  language,  in  all  cases  in  these  Canons  the 
Bishop  shall  have  the  sole  discretion  of  dispensation. 

Section  5.  It  ought  also  to  be  made  known  to  every  Candidate  for 
whatever  order  of  the  Ministry,  that  the  Church  expects  of  him,  what 
never  can  be  brought  t6  the  test  of  any  outward  standard,  an  inward  fear 
and  worship  of  Almighty  Gud,  a  love  of  religion,  and  a  sensibility  of  its  holy 
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influence,  a  habit  of  devout  affection,  and,  in  short,  a  cultivation  of  all  those 
graces  which  are  called  in  Scripture  tMe  fruits  of  the  Spirit,  and  by  which 
alone  His  sacred  influences  can  be  manifested. 

Section  6.  The  requisitions  of  this  Canon  being  fulfilled,  the  Bishop 
may  admit  the  person  as  a  Candidate  for  Orders,  and  shall  record  the  same 
in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  notify  the  Candidate  of  such 
record.  And  in  any  Diocese  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee may,  on  the  same  conditions,  admit  the  person  as  a  Candidate,  and 
shall  make  record  and  notification  in  the  same  manner. 

Section  7.  If«  after  obtaining  the  Canonical  testimonials  from  the 
Standing  Committee,  the  person  be  admitted  as  a  Candidate  by  the  Bishop, 
or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  by  the  Standing  Committee,  he  shall  remain  a 
Candidate  fur  the  term  of  three  years  before  his  ordination,  unless  the 
Bishop,  with  the  consent  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  deem  it  expe- 
dient to  ordain  the  Candidate  afler  the  expiration  of  a  shorter  period,  not 
lees  than  one  year. 

Section  8.  A  Candidate  for  orders  may.  on  letters  of  dismission  from 
the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  was  admit- 
ted a  Candidate,  be  transferred  to  the  jurisdiction  of  any  Bishop  of  this 
Church,  and  if  there  be  a  Bishop  within  the  Diocese  where  the  Candidate 
resides,  he  shnll  apply  to  no  other  Bishop  for  ordination  without  the  permis- 
sion of  the  former. 

Section  9.  If  any  Candidate  for  Orders  shall  not,  within  three  years 
after  bis  admission,  apply  to  have  the  first  and  second  examinations  held, 
as  hereafter  prescribed,  or  if  he  shall  not,  within  five  years  from  his  admis- 
sion, apply  to  have  his  third  examination  held,  (unless  the  Bishop,  for  sat- 
isfactory reasons  to  him  assigned,  shall  allow  him  further  time,)  the  said 
person  shall,  in  either  case,  cease  to  be  a  Candidate. 

Section  10.  A  person  desirous  of  becoming  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Or- 
ders, shall  apply  to  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Diocese  in  which  he  resides,  unless  the  said  Bishop,  or 
Ecclesiastical  authority,  shall  give  their  consent  to  his  application  in  some 
other  Diocese.  Candidates  shall  not  change  their  Canonical  residence  but 
for  bona  fide  causes  requiring  the  same,  to  be  judged  of  by  the  Bishop,  or, 
if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee,  and  they  shall  not  be  dis- 
missed from  the  Dioceses  in  which  they  were  admitted,  or  to  which  they 
have  been  duly  transferred  for  the  convenience  of  attending  any  theological 
or  other  seminary. 

Section  11.    Canon  VI.  of  A.  D.  1847  is  hereby  repealed. 
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CANON  VIII. 

Of  the  Preparatory  Exercises  of  a  Candidate  for  PriesVs  Ordetu 

Sr.cTioN  1.     There  shnll  be  assigDed  to  every  CaDdidate  for  Priest*!  0^ 
ders  three  difterent  examinntioDs,  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  BUhoptt 
whom  he  applies  for  orders  shall  appoint*     The  examiDation  shall  take 
place  ill  the  presence  uf  the  Bishop  and  two  or  more   Presbyters,  on  the 
following   studies  prescribed  by  the  Canons,  and  by  the   course  of  study 
established  by  the    House  of  Bishops.     At  the  first  examination,  oo  the 
books  of  Scripture,  the  Candidate  being  required  to  give  an  account  of  the 
different  books,  and  to  translate  from  the  original  Greek  and   Hebrew,  ib4 
to  explain  such  passages  as  may  be  proposed  to  him.     At  the  second  exam- 
ination, on  the   Evidences  of  Christianity  and  Systematic  Divinity.    And 
at  the  last  examination, on  Church  History,  Ecclesiastical  Polity,  the  Book 
of  Common  Prayer,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  tod 
of  the  Diocese  fur  which  he  is  to  be  ordained.     Id  the  choice  of  books  oo 
the  above  subjects  the  Candidate  is  to  be  guided  by  the  coarse  of  study 
established  by  the  House  of  Bishops.    At  each  of  the  forementiooed  exann 
inations  he  shall  produce  and  read  a  sermon  or  discourse   composed  by 
himself,  on  some  passage  of  Scripture  previously  assigned  him,  which,  to- 
gether with  two  other  sermons,  or  discourses  on  some  passage  of  Scrip- 
ture selected  by  himself,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  criticisms  of  the  Bisbopi 
and  Clergy  present.     And  before   his  ordination,  he  shall  be   required  to 
pel  form  such  exercises  in  reading  in  the  presence  of  the  Bishop  and  Cler- 
gy, as  may  enable  them  to  give  him  such  advice  and   instructions  as  mty 
aid  liim  in  performing  the  service  of  the  Church,  and  delivering  his  ser- 
mons with  propriety  and  devotion.     But  such  examinations  may  take  place 
either  before  or  after  the  admission  of  the  Candidate  to  Deacon's  Orders ; 
provided  that  nothing  in  this  Canon  shall   be  construed  to  extend  to  any 
person  now  in  Deacon's  Orders. 

Skction  2.  The  Bishop  may  appoint  some  of  his  Presbyters  to  con- 
duct the  above  examinations;  and  a  Certificate  from  these  Presbyters,  that 
the  prescribed  examinations  have  been  held  accordingly  and  satisfaction 
given,  shall  be  required  of  the  Candidate  ;  provided  that,  in  this  case,  the 
Candidate  shall,  before  his  Ordination,  be  examined  by  the  Bishop  and  two 
or  mure  Presbyters  on  the  above  named  studies. 

Skctjon  3.  in  a  Diocese  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Com- 
mittee shall  act  in  his  place  in  appointing  the  examining  Presbyters  re- 
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quired  by  this  Caoon.  Aod  in  this  case  the  Candidate  shall  be  again  exam- 
ined by  the  Bishop  to  whom  he  applies  for  Ordersi  and  two  or  more 
Presbyters,  on  the  studies  prescribed  by  the  Canons. 

Sectioh  4.  A  Clergyman  who  presents  a  person  to  the  Bishop  for  Or* 
ders,  as  specified  in  the  Office  for  Ordination,  without  having  good  grounds 
to  believe  that  the  requisitions  of  the  Canons  have  been  complied  with, 
•hall  be  liable  to  Ecclesiastical  censure. 

Skction  5.    Canon  V.  of  A.  D.  1841,  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  IX. 

Of  the  Officiating  of  Ministers  of  this  Churchy  and  of  the  Formation  of  Par • 
ishes  within  the  Parochial  Cures  of  other  Clergymen, 

[Former  Canons  on  this  subject  were  the  sixth  of  1792,  the  fifth  and  seventh  of 
1795,  the  thirty-third  of  1808,  the  seventh  of  1829,  and  the  thirty-first  of  1832.] 

Skction  1.  No  Minister  belonging  to  this  Church  shall  officiate  either 
by  preaching,  reading  prayers,  or  otherwise,  in  the  Parish  or  within  the 
Parochial  Cure  of  another  ClergymaD,  unless  he  have  received  express 
permission  for  that  purpose  from  the  Minister  of  the  Parish,  or  Cure,  or, 
in  his  absence,  from  the  Churchwardens  and  Vestrymen,  or  Trustees  of 
the  Congregation,  or  a  majority  thereof. 

Section  2.  Where  Parish  boundaries  are  not  defined  by  law  or  other* 
wise,  they  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  the  foregoing  section,  be  settled  and 
defined  by  the  civil  divisions  of  the  State  as  follows:— -1.  If  a  city,  village, 
town,  township,  or  incorporated  borough,  or  any  ward,  district,  or  other 
subdivision  of  either  of  the  same,  shall  contain  but  one  Church  or  Congre- 
gation, the  Minister  having  charge  of  such  Church  or  Congregation  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  the  Parochial  Cure  within  the  same.  2.  Any  city,  vil- 
lage, town,  township,  or  incorporated  borough,  or  the  smallest  subdivision 
of  either  of  the  same,  in  which  there  are  two  or  more  Churches  or  Con- 
gregations, shall  be  deemed  the  Parochial  Cure  of  the  ministers  of  such 
Churches  or  Congregations,  and  the  assent  of  a  majority  of  such  Minis- 
ters shall  be  necessary. 

Section  3.  If  any  Minister  of  the  Church,  from  inability  or  any  other 
cause,  neglect  to  perform  the  regular  services  to  his  Congregation,  and  re- 
fuse, without  good  cause,  his  consent  to  any  other  Minister  of  the  Church 
to  officiate  within  his  Cure,  the  Churchwardens,  Vestrymen,  or  Trustees 
of  such  Congregation  shall,  on  proof  of  such  neglect  or  refusal  before  the 
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Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  if  there  be  do  Bishop,  before  the  StaB&| 
Committee,  or  before  such  persons  as  may  be  deputed  by  him  or  them,  tr 
before  such  persons  as  may  be,  by  the  regulations  of  this  Church  in  iny 
Diocese,  vested  with  the  power  of  hearing  and  deciding  on  compkiati 
against  Clergymen,  have  power,  with  the  written  content  of  the  befu*- 
mentioned  authority,  to  open  the  doors  of  their  Church  to  any  regakr 
Minister  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

SucTioff  4.  A  new  Parish  may  be  establised,  or  a  new  Church  or  Coa- 
gregntion  organized,  within  the  limits  of  any  Pariah  whose  limits  are  pce- 
scribed  by  express  li^w,  or  otherwise,  or  within  the  limits  of  any  dtji 
town,  village,  or  incorporated  borough,  or  any  subdiviaion  of  either  of  tbe 
same,  in  the  following  manner: — 1.  Upon  the  written  conseDt  of  the  Mi»> 
ister  or  Rector  having  charge  of  a  Church  or  Cougregatioo  within  iueh 
limits,  where  there  shall  be  but  one  Church  or  Congregation,  with  a  Min- 
ister in  charge  thereof,  or  of  the  Wardens  and  Vestry  of  said  Church  or 
Congregation,  or  a  majority  thereof,  where  such  Church  or  Congregatioo 
is  without  a  Minister.  2.  Where  there  are  more  Churches  or  Coogrsft- 
tions  than  one,  and  less  than  four,  within  such  limits,  upon  the  written 
consent  of  a  majority  of  such  Ministers.  3.  And  where  the  number  of 
such  Churches  or  Congregations  shall  exceed  three,  then,  upon  the  written 
consent  of  the  Ministers  of  the  two  Churches  or  Congregationa  whose 
places  of  public  worship  shall  be  nearest  to  the  place  proposed  as  the  place 
of  worship  of  such  new  parishioners.  The  written  consent  in  the  preceding 
cases  shHil  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee.  4.  lo 
each  of  the  preceding  cases  the  consent,  in  writing,  of  the  Ecclesiastical 
authority  must  be  given  to  the  establishment  of  such  new  Parish.  5.  If  the 
consent  of  the  Minister  or  Ministers  aforesaid  is  denied  or  withheld,  appTi- 
cation  may  be  made  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  for  the 
establishment  of  such  new  Parish,  of  which  application  one  month*8  pre- 
vious notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Minister  or  Ministers  whose  consent  if 
so  denied  or  withheld.  The  decision  of  Ecclesiastical  authority,  if  in 
favour  of  the  application^  shall  be  final;  but  if  otherwise,  the  case  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Convention  of  the  Diocese  (with  the  reasons  for  withhold- 
ing an  assent)  for  the  final  action  of  that  body. 

SfiCTiorv  5.     Canon  XXXI.  of  1832  is  hereby  repealed. 
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CANON  X. 

Of  Missionary  Bishops  vnthin  the  United  States 

[Former  Canons  on  this  subject  were  the  second  of  1835,  the  second  of  1838,  and 

the  eighth  of  1841.] 

SccTioN  1.  The  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  may,  from  time 
to  time,  on  nomination  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  elect  a  suitable  person  or 
persons  to  be  a  Bishop  or  bishops  of  this  church,  to  exercise  Episcopal 
fuDCtions  in  states  or  territories  not  organized  into  Dioceses.  The  evidence 
of  such  election  shall  be  a  Certificate,  to  be  subscribed  by  a  constitutional 
majority  of  said  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies,  in  the  form  required 
by  Canon  HI.  of  1832,  to  be  given  by  the  members  of  Diocesan  Conven- 
tioDSj  on  the  recommendations  of  Bishops  elect  for  consecration,  which 
Certificate  shall  be  produced  to  the  House  of  Bishops;  and  if  the  House 
of  Bishops  shall  consent  to  the  Consecration,  they  may  take  order  for  that 
purpose.' 

Section  2.  The  Bishop  or  Bishops  so  elected  and  consecrated,  shall 
exercise  Episcopal  functions  in  such  states  and  territories,  in  conformity 
with  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  and  under  such  regula- 
tions and  instructions,  not  consistent  therewith,  as  the  House  of  Bishops 
may  prescribe. 

Section  3.  The  jurisdiction  of  this  Church,  extending  in  right,  though 
Dot  always  in  form,  to  all  persons  belonging  to  it  within  the  United  States, 
it  is  hereby  enacted,  that  each  Missionary  Bishop  shall  have  jurisdiction 
over  the  Clergy  in  the  District  assigned  to  him ;  and  may,  in  case  a  Pre- 
sentment and  Trial  of  a  Clergyman  become  proper,  request  the  action  of 
any  Presbyters  and  Standing  Committee  in  any  Diocese  sufficiently  near, 
and  the  Presentment  and  Trial  shall  be  according  to  the  Constitution  and 
Canons  of  said  Diocese.  Or  if  there  be  such  a  Standing  Committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  Missionary  Bishop  as  hereinafter  provided  for  the  Clerical 
Members  thereof  may  make  Presentment,  and  the  Trial  shall  take  place, 
according  to  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  any  Diocese  of  this  Church 
which  may  have  been  selected  at  the  time  of  the  appointment  of  such 
Standing  Committee  ;  provided  that  the  Court  shall  be  composed  of,  at 
least,  three  Presbyters,  excluding  the  ''members  of  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee and  the  accused.  And  the  House  of  Bishops  may  at  any  time  increase 
or  diminish  the  number  of  States  or  Territories  over  which  the  said  Bish- 
op or  Bishops  shall  exercise  Episcopal  functions.     And  in  case  of  the  death 
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or  resignatioD  of  a  MissioDary  BUhop,  the  charge  of  the  TacaDt  MiNiomij 
Episcopate  shall  devolve  on  the  Senior  Bishop  of  this  Church,  with  the 
power  of  appoiiitiog  some  other  Bishop  as  his  substitute  in  said  charge. 

Section  4.  Any  Bishop  or  Bishops  elected  and  consecrated  under  tbii 
CanoD  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  shall  be  eli- 
gible to  the  office  of  Diocesan  Bishop  in  any  organized  Diocese  within  tbt 
United  States.  And  whenever  a  Diocese  shall  have  been  organized  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  such  Missionary  Bishop,  if  he  shall  be  chosen  Bishop 
of  such  Diocese,  he  may  accept  the  office  without  vacating  his  Missionaiy 
appointment,  provided  thqt  he  continue  to  discharge  the  duties  of  fidisstoih 
ary  Bishop  within  the  residue  of  his  original  jnrisdictioD. 

SscTioif  5.  Every  such  Bishop  noay  yearly  appoint  two  Presbyters  sod 
two  Laymen,  Communicants  of  this  Church,  resident  within  his  Missioi- 
ary  jurisdiction,  to  perform  the  duties  of  a  Standing  Committee  for  sseh 
jurisdicti  >n  ;  provided  that  no  Standing  Committee  constituted  under  this 
Canon  shall  be  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  jurisdiction  of  said  Mis- 
sionary Bishop  during  the  vacancy  of  the  Episcopate  thereof,  or  shall  have 
power  to  give  or  refuse  assent  to  the  Consecration  of  a  Bishop. 

Sectioit  6.  Every  such  Bishop  shall  report  to  each  General  ConveotioD 
his  proceedings,  and  the  state  and  condition  of  the  Church  in  said  States 
and  Territories  of  the  United  States,  and  at  least  once  a  year  make  a  re- 
port to  the  Board  of  Missions. 

Section  7.     Canon  Vlll.  of  1844,  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  XL 

Of  the  Trustees  of  the  Missionary  Bishop*s  Fund, 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Convention,  at  each 
Trieunial  Session,  on  the  nomination  of  the  Standing  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church,  to  appoint  five  Laymen  of  this  Church,  to  constitute 
a  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Missionary  Bishop's  Fund. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Trustees  to  take  charge  of 
all  contributions  of  money  or  real  estate  which  mny  be  made  to  them,  and 
accompanied  with  designation  by  the  donors  thereof,  for  any  or  either  of 
the  purposes  herein  specified,  viz. :  1.  For  the  present  support  of  any 
Missionury  Bi>liop  of  this  Church:  2.  for  investment;  the  interest  or 
proceeds  to  be  applied  to  such  present  support:  3.  for  the  support  of 
Bishups  of  this  Chuich  in  new  oud  nascent  Dioceses,  or  in   regions  in 
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which  the  chorch  is  not  organized :  4.  for  the  endowment  of  the  Episco- 
pate in  new  Dioceses,  or  lo  regions  in  which  the  Church  is  not  organized. 

Section  3.  All  contributions,  the  disposition  of  which  may  not  have 
been  designated  by  the  donors,  shall  be  applied  by  the  said  Board  of 
Trustees,  according  to  their  discretion,  for  the  above  named  objects,  until 
the  direction  of  the  General  Convention  in  the  premises. 

Section  4.  All  moneys  received  by  either  hf  the  Missionary  Com- 
mittees of  the  Board  of  Missions  specifically  for  either  of  the  purposes 
designated  in  this  Canon,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  hereby  constituted,  accompanied  by  a  statement  of  the  direc- 
tions of  the  donors. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Trustees  hereby  constituted  shall  appoint 
a  Treasurer,  who  shall  keep  fair  accounts  of  all  the  receipts  and  payments 
of  the  Board.  These  accounts  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection 
of  any  Bishop  of  this  Church,  or  of  any  accountant  appointed  for  the 
purpose  by  any  three  Bishops  of  this  Church.  The  Board  shall  have 
power  to  make  all  necessary  payments  and  disbursements  in  the  discbarge 
of  their  trust. 

Section  6.  The  Board  shall  make  a  Triennial  Report  to  the  House  of 
Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  on  the  third  day  of  the  session  of  the  General 
Convention  ;  and  shall  accompany  the  Report  with  an  account  of  their 
receipts  and  payments  during  the  last  three  years.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  House  to  refer  such  account  to  a  Committee  to  be  admitted. 

Section  7.  Said  Trustees  are  hereby  empowered  to  procure  an  act  of 
incorporation  for  the  purposes  and  objects  specified  in  this  Canon. 

CANON  XIL 

Of  the  mode  of  securing  an  Accurate  View  of  the  State  of  the  Church  from 

time  to  time, 

[Former  Canons  on  this  subject  were  the  eleventh  of  1804,  the  fi>rtj-fiflh  of  1808y 
the  third  of  1814,  the  first  and  third  of  1820,  the  fifty-first  of  1832,  the  seventh 
of  1835,  and  the  eighth  of  1841.  ] 

Section  1.  As  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  Church, 
from  time  to  time,  is  highly  useful  and  necessary,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that 
every  Minister  of  this  Church,  or,  if  the  Parish  be  vacant,  the  Wardens, 
shall  present,  or  cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  thd  first  day  of  every 
annual  Convention,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or,  where  there  is  no 
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Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  ConveDtion,  a  statement  of  the  numiierel 
Baptisms,  CoofirnnatioDS,  Marriages,  and  Funerals,  and  of  the  number  of 
Communicants  in  his  Parish  or  Church,  also  the  state  and  condition  of  the 
Sunday  Schools  in  his  Parish,  also  of  the  amount  of  the  communion  ahni, 
the  contributions  for  missions,  diocesan,  domestic,  and  foreign,  for  psnh 
chial  schools,  for  church  purposes  in  general,  and  of  all  other  mattni 
that  may  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the  same.  And  every  other  Clergy- 
man,  not  regularly  settled  in  any  Parish  or  Church,  shall  also  report  the 
occasional  services  he  may  have  performed  ;  and  if  he  have  performed  do 
such  services,  the  causes  or  reasons  which  have  prevented  the  same.  Aod 
these  reports,  or  such  parts  of  them  as  the  Bishop  shall  think  fit,  maybe 
read  in  Convention,  aod  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  thereof. 

Section  2.  At  every  Annual  Diocesan  Convention,  the  Bishop  shaD 
deliver  an  address,  stating  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese  since  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Convention  ;  the  names  of  the  churches  which  he  has  visited;  the 
number  of  persons  confirmed ;  the  names  of  those  who  have  been  receired 
as  Candidates  for  Orders,  and  of  those  who  have  been  ordained,  suspended, 
or  degraded  ;  the  changes  by  death,  removal  or  otherwise,  which  hife 
taken  place  among  the  Clergy;  and  in  general,  all  matters  tending  to  throw 
light  on  the  affairs  of  the  Diocese;  which  address  shall  be  inserted  oo  tbe 
journals. 

Section  3.     At  every  General  Convention  the  Journals  of  the  different 
Diocesan  Conventions,  since  the  last  General  Convention,  together  with 
such  other  papers,  viz..  Episcopal  Charges,  Addresses  and  Pastoral  Let- 
ters, as  may  tend  to  throw  light  on  the  state  of  the  Church  in  each  Diocese, 
shall  be  presented  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies.     A  Com- 
mittee shall  then  be  appointed  to  draw  up  a  view  of  the    State   of  tbe 
Church,  and  to  make  report  to  the  House  of  Clerical  and   Lay  Deputies; 
which  report,  when  agreed  to  by  the  said   House,  shall   be  sent  to  the 
House  of  Bishops,  with  a  request  that  they  will  draw  up,  and  cause  to  be 
published,  a  Pastoral   Letter  to  the  members  of  the  church.     And  it  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  every  Clergyman  having  a  pastoral  charge,  when 
any  such  letter  is  published,  to  read  the  said  Pastoral  Letter  to  his  Con- 
gregation on  some  occasion  of  public  worship. 

Section  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  of 
every  Diocese,  or  of  the  person  or  persons  with  whom  the  Journals  or 
other  Ecclesiastical  papers  are  lodged,  to  forward  to  the  House  of  Clerical 
aod  Lay  Deputies,  at  every  General  Convention,  the  documents  and  papers 
specified  in  this  Canon. 
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SfCTioif  5.  It  18  recommended  that  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Com- 
mittee of  the  Church  in  every  Diocese,  or  if. there  be  no  Bishop,  the 
Standing  Committee  only,  prepare  previously  to  the  meeting  of  every 
General  Convention,  a  condensed  report,  and  a  tabular  view  of  the  State 
of  the  Cliurch  in  their  Diocese,  comprising  therein  a  summary  of  the 
statistics  from  the  Parochial  Reports,  and  from  the  Bishop's  Addresses, 
specifying  the  capitals  and  proceeds  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  and  of  all 
benevolent  and  Missionary  associations  of  Churchmen  within  the  Diocese, 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church, 
appointed  by  the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  in  drafting  their 
reports. 

SECTiorr  6,    Canon  VIII.  of  1841  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON  XIII. 

Of  Removal  of  Communicants  from  one  Parish  to  another* 

A  Communicant  removing  from  one  Parish  to  another  shall  procure 
from  the  Rector  (if  any)  of  the  Parish  of  his  last  residence,  or  if  there  be 
no  Rector,  from  one  of  the  Wardens,  a  Certificate  stating  that  he  or  she 
is  a  Communicant  in  good  standing,  and  the  Rector  of  the  Parish  or  Con- 
gregation to  which  he  or  she  removea  shall  not  be  required  to  receive  him 
or  her  as  a  Communicant  until  such  letter  be  produced. 

CANON  XIV. 

Of  the  Election  and  InstitiUion  of  Ministers  into  Parishes  or  Churches* 

[Former  Canons  on  this  subject  were  the  seventeenth  of  1789,  the  third  of  1799, 
the  first  of  1804,  the  twenty-ninth  of  1808,  the  second  of  1814,  and  the  thirtieth 
of  1832.] 

Section  1.  It  is  hereby  required,  that  on  the  election  of  a  Minister 
into  any  Church  or  Parish,  the  Vestry  shall  deliver,  or  cause  to  be  deliv- 
ered to  the  Bishop,  or  where  there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee of  the  diocese,  notice  of  the  same,  in  the  following  form,  or  to  this 
effect : 

«*  We,  the  Churchwardens  (or,  in  case  of  on  Assistant  Minister,  We 
the  Rector  and  Churchwardens),  do  certify  to  the  Right  Rev.  {naming  the 
Bishop),  or  to  the  Rev.  (naming  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,) 
that  (naming  the  person)  has  been  duly  chosen  rector  (or.  Assistant  Minis- 
ter, as  tlie  case  may  he)  of  (naming  the  Parish  or  Church,  or  Churches.**) 
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Which  Certificate  shall  be  signed  with  the  namea  of  those  who  ceitilj. 

Sectioic  2.  And  if  the  Clergyman  removing  to  another  Diocesejasl 
being  called  to  take  charge  of  a  Parish  or  Congregation  within  loch 
Diocese,  present  the  testimonial  as  required  by  Canon  VIL  of  1850,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  tbe  Diocese  to  which  hs 
has  remo?ed«  to  accept  it,  unless  the  Bishop,  or  where  there  is  no  Bisbsp, 
the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  heard  rnmora  that  he  or  they  belisft 
to  be  well  founded,  against  the  character  of  the  Clergyman  concerDs4, 
which  would  form  a  proper  ground  of  canonical  inquiry  and  presentnisit, 
in  which  case  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  shall  communicate  the  same  ts 
the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  to  whose  jurisdietioB 
the  said  Clergyman  belongs ;  and  in  such  cases*  it  shall  not  be  the  duty  of 
the  Ecclesiastical  authority  to  accept  the  testimonial,  onlesa  and  until  the 
Clergyman  shall  be  exculpated  from  the  said  charges. 

Section  3.  If  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee  be  satisfied  thtt 
the  person  so  chosen  is  a  qualified  Minister  of  this  Church*  the  Bishop,  or 
the  President  of  the  Stonding  Committee,  shall  transmit  the  said  Certificate 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  who  shall  record  it  in  a  book,  to  bt 
kept  by  him  for  that  purpose. 

Section  4.  But  if  the  Bishop  or  the  Standing  Committee  be  not  satii- 
fied  as  above,  he  or  they  shall,  at  the  instance  of  the  parties,  proceed  to 
inquire  into  the  sufficiency  of  the  person  so  chosen,  according  to  such  rnlee 
as  may  he  made  in  the  respective  Dioceses,  and  shall  confirm  or  reject  the 
appointment,  as  the  issue  of  that  inquiry  may  be. 

Section  5.  And  if  the  Minister  be  a  Presbyter,  the  Bishop  or  Presi- 
dent of  the  Standing  Committee  may,  at  the  instance  of  the  Vestry, 
proceed  to  have  him  instituted,  according  to  the  Office  established  by  this 
Church,  if  that  Office  be  used  in  the  Diocese.  But  if  he  be  a  Deacon, 
the  act  of  Institution  shall  not  take  place  until  after  he  shall  have  received 
Priest's  Orders.  This  provision  concerning  the  use  of  the  Office  of  Id- 
stitution^  is  not  to  be  considered  as  applying  to  any  Congregation  destitute 
of  a  house  of  worship. 

Section  6.    Canon  XXX.  of  1632  is  hereby  repealed. 

CANON   XV. 
Of  the  Expenses  of  General  Conventions. 

[Former  Canons  on  this  subject  were  tlie  fiflj-fbuith  of  1832,  the  eighth  of  1635, 

the  tenth  of  1838,  and  the  first  of  1844.  ] 

Section  1.    In  order  that  the  contingent  expenses  of  General  Conven- 
tions may  be  defrayed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  Diocesan  Conven- 
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tions  to  forward  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  ConventioD,  at  or  before 
anj  meet'iDgB  of  the  Geoeral  Coo? eotion,  one  dollar  and  one  half  for  each 
Clergyman  within  said  Diocese. 
S£CTio£f  2.    Canon  I.  of  1844  is  hereby  repealed.

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CANONS     OF     1850. 

CANON  I. 

Of  the  Support  of  Ministers* 

Whereas,  it  is  enjoined  that  the  minister  of  the  Gospel  shall  li?e  of  the 
Gospel,  and  is  the  right  and  dutj  of  e?ery  parishioner  or  member  of  a 
congregation  to  contribute  his  or  her  share  to  the  support  of  the  ministry, 
ma  God  hath  given  ability ;  and  whereasj  it  is  the  business  of  the  Vestry  of 
each  parish  or  congregation  to  take  care  for  the  fulfilment  of  the  divine 
command  by  the  diligence  of  the  people:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Ves- 
try of  each  parish  or  congregation  to  provide,  by  taking  care  for  the  gather* 
log  of  oflferings  in  divine  service,  except  the  alms  at  the  Holy  Communion, 
or  by  the  procurement  and  collections  of  subscriptions,  or  of  pew-rents, 
by  committees  or  otherwise,  for  the  payment  of  the  amount  stipulated  for 
the  support  of  the  rector  or  minister,  or  ministers,  quarterly,  in  advance ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  rector  or  minister  in  h^  annual  report  to 
the  Bishop,  to  state  distinctly  whether  this  canon  shall  have  been  obeyed ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  Convention  to  report,  at  some 
time  before  the  close  of  each  annual  Convention,  and  enter  on  the  journal, 
a  list  of  the  names  of  all  parishes  and  congregations  not  reported  as  having 
falfilled  this  canon. 

CANON  II. 

C)f  the  Maintenance  and  Extension  of  Religious  Worship  and  Instruction, 

[Repealed  by  Canon  of  1853.] 
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
